alſo howe many propheſres there be in the 
ſcriptures, of the deſiruttionnof onely of the

trey, Fþecialtie nor notification in our 
tongue of the lin of the ſame. 

For the perfourmance whereof,after long 
waig hing and debating of the matter, it Was 
8 0 moſt conenient not to burden the de- 
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To the Reader. 


ſerous hereof with the prouiding of ſo charge- 
able a volume as is the great hiſtorie of Fla- 
Kitts Ioſepbus that writthe diſcourſe ofthe 
ſame to the Romanes , togeather with many 
other aties of other nations, nothing at all 
partayning to the hiſtorie of the I ewes: but 
that we [houlde plenteouſly content mens de- 
ſires, and ſatiſſie our prefixed ende abundant- 
ly, with a farre more brief ennuch leſſe coſtly, 
and as ſufficient a commentarie for our pur- 
poſe, nothing inferiour to the other in veritie, 
yea written by the ſame Jeſephus, as the te- 
ner and contentes of both the bookgs doo 
import, although he name him ſelfe in this 
den Gorion (that is) the ſonne of Gorion, and 
in the other the ſonne of M attathias, which 
ij athing ſo comoninthe Tewes genealogies, 
that men neede not ſeeke farre for the like, 
for one man to dedutt his diſcent from diuers 
names, of father, grandfather, or great gran- 
father, of the fathers ſide, or of the mothers 
ſcle, no wwe taking the name of the next, nowe 
of the mot noble of his kinrede. But ho weſo⸗ 
ever the names be vnlile, the hiſtories doo ſo 
agree, that they may well be thought tobe 
Written by one man: this vnto his countrey- 
men the Jewes, or for them that deſire no 
Ay more

more but a iuſt rehearſall of the thinges con- 
cernyng that only countrey : the other for the 
Femanes,or for them that deſire to vnderſtad 
of the feates of the Romanes in the tyme of 
that age, which we thought not to beneceſia- 
rie fonour purpoſe. We determined therefore 
to tale in hand this Toſeph, or rather this his 
owne epitome or bridgemẽt of his great boke, 
yet the whole hiſtoric of the [ewes notwith- 
ſtandyng. In the tranſlation whereof, what 
paynes is talen, not onelyin reſtoring dyuers 
wordes that were depraued and corrapted in 
the Latinetext,yea and ſome whole members 
of ſentences left out, which were expreſſely | 
inthe Hebrue , but alſo that the Hebraicall | 
fourmes of ſpeache ſo diſcrepant from bur 
phraſe and arcuſtomed manney of ſpeaking, |. 
ngbt be framed vnto our vulg are and fami- 
her communication, that they mygbt be the 
better vnder ſtanded: I referre it vnto the 
iud gement of them that be expert in the ton- 
gues, ho yf they lyſte to conferre both the 
textes, they ſhall euey where eſpie 4 great 
diſſimilitude het weene the wordes of both, & 
ſometyme finde whole members of ſentences

raus to vnderſtande the ende, and what be- 


came at length vppon ſuc he a people, that he 
hath hearde ſo muc he of, as euery man hath 
read and heard of the Ievves in the Bible, and 
othervyſe * beſides the delectation, in percey- 
wing thynges of ſo great antiquitie? Fuery 
man delighteth to behold the pittures of aun- 
cient perſons, as of Hercules, Hettor, Iulius 
Ceſar, Arthur, & reuerẽceth them as though 
they were halfe Gods : how much more plea- 
ſure ſhoulde it be to bebolde the liuely images 
of theyr mindes, which appeare in their altes 
and deedes, whyle they were here in this lyfe, 
whereby we ſhould learne to know good from 
euyl. and by the appliyug of their deedes vnto 
aur maners, with conſydering the euent and 
ſucceſſe they hadde of theyr attions, we may 
take eyther an example, or ſome admonition, 
or occaſion to amende our lyurs , wherein be- 
ſides pleaſure,ts alſo profite. As wht thou ſee- 
eſt the Iewes here affiitted with diners lin- 
des of miſerie,becauſe they fell from G OD: 
then maieſt thou be admoniſhed hereby. to ſee

all this, God woulde they ſhoulde preuayle a- 


gaynſt the Tewes , and ſubdue them vndey 
theyr yoke . Whereby we may learne howe 
greatly God is incenſed agaynſt iniquitie, in-

betweene hym ſclfe and tze felowe. TUht- 
che thyng beyng lyked both of the felowe, 
and of Polipus, wit) his whole armie: 
M attathias came vowne wth his dzawen 
ſwooꝛde in his hand, and the felowe ſtoode 


agaynſt hym repy to recepue hym. But 
the prieſt ruſſhpng vppon hym . by thy al⸗ 
liſtence ok his God, ouercamc hymn, cut 
of his head, and caſt his carkalſe vpon the 
Ulter : whereat Polipus and his whole 

Bi hoaſt 
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hoaft were muche aſtomed,behotving one 
another, The p)ieſt ſtoode ityl by the aul- 
ter,crying: which of you wyl cume to me 
man foꝛ man: Then Polipur picked out 
a ſtrong champion, the bett in al his ar- 
mie, and bꝛought hym out of the arrapes 
of his hoaſt, to teache hym his leſſon, how 
be ſhould behaue hym ſelfe with the puelt. 
The mieſt therefoze dzewe towarde the 
campe with bis naked word in his hand, 
ag cheugh he came to ioyne with their 
champion: but leauyng hym, he turned his 
ſwoꝛde vpon Polipus, ſtroke of his head, 
and fledde to che hyl. Then blowyng cheir 
hones and makyng a ſhoute togeather, 
chey ruſſhed downe vppon the Gretians 
campe.But when the Gretians ſawe that 
thep: graunde captapne was flapne, they 
fledde. Chaſmonanie and his ſonnes with 
al Iſtael folowed che chaſe, ouerthzewe 
them, and made a great ſlaughter. This 
done, M attathias the pueſt went to Pie 
rulalem, purified the temple , reſtoned

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tirttumciſed. Thus beyng eſtabliſhed, he 
ſate vpon the chꝛone of the kvngdome, and 
done the Greekes out of the lande of JG 
ral, Mis kyngdome endured one peere, 
whiche was the two hundꝛed and twelfth 
peere from the buyldyng of the ſeconde 
bouſe. After thishe fl licke, c lyke to die, 
charged his ſonnes tokeepe the obſeruati⸗

maundyng them to geue che Gretians a 
damiſado „ and to enter they2 campe 
whyles it was darke which chey dyd, and

we great. lamentation . But Opitey 
S KC hearing 
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bearyng this, ſtraightway made ſite to

Greece agayne, and by the way fell inta 
che handes ol his enimies that ſlue him. 
Atter him ſucceeded Demetrius his eni⸗

ofthe Gtecians in his warres, namely, 
one Allimus, who went to the king of the 
Greekes-atthat tyme lying at Antiochia, 
and ſhrred-him tu moue warre vppon JC; 
rael, and king Ida 1 Vn whole ſugge⸗ 
ſtion Pema ſent agaunſt Idas a cap: 
tapne called V anor, with a ſtrong armie.

Therefoze 
as Judas came fooꝛth accompanyed with 
bis hcthzen the ſonnes. ol Cho/mona- 
me, Nicanor mette him in the way, un:

ſteade. Pet the wicked men cealſed not, 
but mooued agayne kyng Ly/is to make 
a voyage in his owne perſonne, with a 

puilſaunt armie agaynſt Judas: but ha⸗ 
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uyng the ouerth uwe of kyng luda he fle s 


vnto 4 — tyll he had ſtronglprepay- 
red agayne his armte, Then came he the 
ſeconde time vpon Judas, in which conflict 
the Jſraelites were put to flight. Kyng 
Iudas notwichſtandyng, fledde nother one 


wap noꝛ other, but called to his menne, 


and exhoꝛted them to returne and ſticke 
by hym, yet they wotilde not obey hym. 
Do he abid alone wich his dꝛawen ſwoꝛde 
in his hande, vnto whom nene of his ent- 
mies durſt app oche nygh, but wich cha⸗ 
rettes and hoꝛſemenne they emuronned 
hym, and archers ſhot at lym, wormdpng 
hym ſoꝛe, tyl he fel downe dead vppon the 


grounde, and chey chat were about hym 


were taken alyue. The tyme chat he 
taigned otter J{rael was ſire yeres. Mam 
of the Greekes captapnes were ſlayne 
lo in that battayle, and the kyng hym 
ſelfe ſo wounded, that he was fapne to 
teat hym into hi corre to be aired 
df his woundes. After he hadde recoue⸗ 
ted his health „ he returned agayne, 
tame to Hieruſalem + and to all the ci⸗

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at that tyme fo2 the ſpace of foure no: | 
neches after the death of Judas, that the 
Ipke tribidlation was neuer ſeene in Jſra- 
el. In che meane ſeaſon the Jſraclites re: 
ſoꝛted to [onathas the forme of MA attathi- 
as, and made hym kpng in «das ſteede, 
and were {wozne vnto him. This lonat har 
fought diuers great battayles agaynſt che 
Greckes, hauyng the ayde of one Sauinus 
of che kynred of kyng Alexander the kyꝛſt, 
who had made a league wich lonathas, 
and tooke his part againſt Gretia,waſted 
and ſpopled it ſoꝛe, tyl at che length the 
king ofthe Gretians ſlewe Jonathas bya 
trayne. His raigne ouer Iſtael dured lire 
peeres, Then was Schimeon his bꝛother 
kyng in his ſtede. Agaynſt him Ant ioc hu 
the ſecond kyng of the Gretians came to 
warre. But Schimeon met him, and layde 
fyꝛſt an ambulhe to entrap the Greekes, 
and then oꝛdered his battayles in arey 
agapult Antiochus. After chat, he with 
his whole hoaſt made a face, faignyng 
as chough they fledde, and retyꝛed, tyl 
chey percepued Antioc hus, who puri 
ed them, to be within they? daumger, 
then the ambuſhe bꝛake fooꝛth vpon the 
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Greekes, and made a very —_— 
ter. After this Shimeon returned to Pieru⸗ 


ſalem wich great top, Then ſent Ptolo mee 
kyng of Egypt an imbaſſage to Schimeon 
kyng of Jiracl, offtryng hym his daugh- 
ter in marriage. To this requeſt when 
kyng Sc himeon hadde conſented, Ptolomee 
tame to Mieruſalem, where was made 
hym a great feaſt, and they were alied to- 
geather. Clhercupon Antiochus kpng of 
the Gretians wait to Ptolomee kyng of E⸗ 
iuilie to murder Schimeon kyng of 
Ilracl, — ? tolomee durſt not but os 
bey, foz at that tyme the kyng of Egypt 
was in ſi hicction to the Greekes, _ 
e when Schimeon came into Egypt to 
ſee his father in lawe Prolomee, he was re: 
cepucd with great feaſtyng: but in che 
lame he had popſon geuen hym that he di⸗ 
dd chereot. Beſides this allo , his ſonne 
whiche came with {ym , Ptolomee caſt in 
miſo, Theſe thinges iuſtly chaunced vnto 
Schimeon,fo2 that he had tranſgreſſed the 
woe of the Lo2d,that fozbad al aliaunce 
with the Gentiles. The time that he raig⸗ 
wd ouer Jſrael was,18,peres,Then John 
fs ſonme raigned in his ſteede, who was f, 
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talled — in che Greeke tongue. 
The lame Ptolomee kyng ol Egypt inuas 
deu Jirael wich al che power that he could 
make. But / ohn the ſonne of Simeon met 
hym, and the Lode otterthzewe Prolomee 
with his whole holt, that they were ſlayne 
ol the Nraelites, and purſued to the citie 
Pagon, about the whiche the Iſtaelite⸗ 
made trenches,and beſieged it. Nowe 
within che towne they had the mother of 
kyng Hircanus , whom Ptolomee cauſed 
to be ſet vppon the walles, aud to be 
ſcourged with whippes in the ſight of her 
ſonne , Then Hircanus ſawe the great 
al fliction of his mother , he woldde hane 
rayſed his ſiege, and departed from 
Ptolomee. But his mother called vnto 
hym, and ſayd, My deare ſomie John, re: 
garde not my trouble, for all chaſte 
nynoes come trom GO D. Pꝛocecde 
mantully with thy ſiege agaynite this 
titie, fon it is in great diſtreſſe, and re- 
uenge me, thy facher, and bother, mur⸗ 
dercd by Prolomee . The kyng folcwer 
her aduiſe, and man ully rayſed a mount, 
from the whiche he battered che walles 
mich engynes of pꝛon * 
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tyll he began to ſhake . Tlherefoze many 
ol che ſouldiours of the towne fledde, and 
thep2 companions began to ſcatter, Ptolo- 
mee ſeeyng this,commanmded to aflict his 
mother pet moꝛe, c to encreaſe her ſcour⸗ 
gynges, vntyll che entrailes of Hircanus 
was moued , chat he coldde abide no lon⸗ 
ger to fee his mother ſo cruelly handled, 
but left the ſiege , and let Prolomve eſcape: 
who neuercheleſſe kylled his mother, and 
fledde into Egypt. In the fourch peere of 
king Hircanus raigne, Pius king of Grece 
came & beſieged Mierulalem with a great 
power and ſtrengch, whom Hirc anus was 
not able to meete and encounter wichal in 
the feelde , bit ſuſfered him felfe to be 
doſen vp in the Citie. The kyng ol the 
Orecians therefore rayſed great Towers 
agaynſt the Citie apart from the wall, 
dygged a renche and caſt vpa mount. 
Den planted they they? engyns named 
Raumes agaynſt the gates , to that the 
titie was harde beſieged 2 fo chey beat 
downe one of the turrettes that ſfoode 
bppon the wall, whereat all Jirael was 
atrapde , and agreed togeacher to iſſtie 
out and \ kirmilhe with them , whatio- 
Ci euer 
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euer ſhonlde come thereon, lyfe oꝛ death, 
Thich although Hircan Iyked not, yet 
they ſo dyd, and ſkie many of their eni⸗ 
mies, put them allo to flyght , that they 
were conſtrayned to en campe them ſelues 
further offrom Pinien Then the I 
raelites came to the Towers that the 
Greekes had buylded , and raled them to 
the grounde. Thus thep ilſued out pay + A 
ſkirmiſhing with Pius, vntyll the feaſt 
the tabernacles . Then ſent Hircanus : 
Pius , deliring hym that he woulde 
graunt chem truice , and let them be 
in peace whyle the feaſt laſted, Pis re- 
queſt Pius graumted, and kent a fitte Ore 
See uche God of Iſtael, coue⸗ 
ryng his homes wich beaten golde, and 
dꝛeſſyng him wich ſillettes of Criſtal, and 
other pꝛetious ſtones, clad hym allo in a 
garment of purple, and diners other pꝛeti⸗ 
vous clothes. Me ſent moꝛeouer plate both 
of ſuluer and golde, full ofdiuers kinde of 
ſpices, all to be offered vnto the Loꝛde. 
Ihen king Hircanus ſawe this, he went 
out buto Pius, & after he had made peace 
with hym, he made hym and his chieke 
mann? 
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him a pꝛeſent of thice hundꝛed pounde 
wayght ol golde: He went alſo with Piur 
to ayde him agaynſt the king of Perſta, 
that at that time rebelled againſt him. But 
he tarved there not long, 1 
ol Pentecoſt was at hande. Wherefore 
king Hircanns and the hoaſt of Iſrael re: 
turned: but Pius and his armie of the Gre⸗ 
clans pꝛoceeded. Whom the kyng of the 
Perſians met inthe feelde, ſiue Pius hym 
ſelle, and vanquiſhed the reſidue, that al⸗ 
moſt none remayned. Ahereot when ty⸗ 
dinges came to Hircanus, he was 
gladde, and returned to Mieruſalem wi 
peace and ioye Atter this Hirc anus 
made many great battaples with the 
nations about hun, and had euer the vic= 
toe ., He allo cane to the mount of 
Gorizim , where he wanne a fozte of 
the Sectaries and Samaritanes , and 
tafed downe the temple chat the Secta⸗ 
ties had there as their houſe of Sanc- 
tuarie „ whiche they builded by the li⸗ 
rence of Alexander , the itr!f kyng of the 
Greckes , Dethat buy ded it was Ma- 
Mſſe the pꝛieſt, bzother to Schimeon the 
uſt, But Hircanus the high pꝛieſt pul- 
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led it downe two hundꝛed yeeres after it 
was buylded. From thence he went to the 
Citie of Samaria, & beſieged it. This was 
the mother citie of the Samaritans and Sec- 
a taries, which was ought to ſuch diſtreſſe, 
by the long ſiege of Hircanus , that they 
within were fapne to cate the carkaſes of 
dogges. The feaſt of pꝛopitiation then 
beyng at hande, Hircanus made ſpcede to 
Vieruſalem to execute his office in that 
feaſt (foz he was the hygh pꝛieſt) appoyn 
tyng fo2 generalles ot his armie, Ariffobu- 
lus his eldeſt ſonne, and his ſeconde ſonne 
Antigonus. In che meane ſeaſon, they | 
within the Towne wut to the kyng of N 
Greece, to tome to ſuccour them, which he : 
dyd with a great power. But theletwo h 
poung men 5 kings ſonmes went tomeete 
them with che ſtrength of che Ilraclites, 3:

he knewe nochyng what was happened, 
fo2 that victozie chaunced the nienth day 
of 7iſre , is hart therefoze was careful 
fo2 his ſannes, and foꝛ Iſtael: notwitſtan⸗ 
dyng he pꝛoceeded in his office accoꝛdyng 
as the feaſt required. As he entred into 
the houſe of Sanclum ſanttorum, oꝝ the moſt 
holyeſt, to offer incenſe, and co cal fo2 mer: 
tie fo: his chyldꝛen and fo2 the armie, he 
hearde a voyce ſpeakyng vnto hym : Ne: 
uer trottble thy minde with thy chyid2en , 
and with the hoalt of Jrael, fo veſterdap 
the Lode phy mercie In , and 
accoꝛdung to the greatneſſe of his good: 
neſſe fo2 chy fathers ſakes : Let thy 
hart therefoze be ryght, and thy handes 
pure. Do the kyng goeing out of the 
Sanctuarie , declared it to the people , 
Clherevpon the nert day he ſenc polte 
to Samaria, and was alluredly certified a- 
gapne that this was true, Wherefore 
kyng Hircanus was magnified greatly 
of all Arael, fo2 they knewe that the 
bleTed Loꝛde accepted his dooynges, in⸗ 
ſhiring hym with the holy ghoſt, and in- 
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creaſing his kingdome and pꝛieſthood. 
Afcer chis, he tooke his tourney to Sama⸗ 
it a whole pere, > at length 
wanne it;ſlue all alſo that bare [yfe withm 
it. He rafed the walles, the palace, and 
burnt vp the citie. De hadde warres alſo 
with * Apins and the Arabians, 
and God pꝛoſpered all that ener he tooke 
in hande. Shoztly after, God gaue hym 
reſt and quietneſſe from all that dwelt a⸗ 
bout him, and from all his em mies, io 
that Jſrael reſted boldly in peace + trar- 
quilitie al his tyme. On a tyme the kyng 
made a feaſt to all the Sages of Afar 
0 that chey myght make good cheare with 
hym. And beyng pleaſauntly diſpoſed, he 
layde, J am your ſcholler, and whatſocuer | 
J doo, chat doo J by your aucthozitie. F | 
Cherfore J pꝛay port if pai ſee au fault 
in me. oꝛ yt J doo not as becommeth me, 
| 


tell me okit, that J may reforrme myne 
cuyll way. Then euery man greatly ertol⸗ 
led and connnaunded hint, ſapeing, Who 
is like vnto thec, our loꝛd king, ſo woozthy NY 1 
of the kyngdome and pꝛieſthood, ſo no Þ 
table in good wooꝛkes, whole wooꝛkes be 
done fo2 the God of heauen, whiche _ q 
allo 
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allo donne ſo muche good to Iſtael! The 
king was very well pleaſed with their an: 
ſweare, and reioyced greatly . Pet was 
there one amongeſt them, an undiſcreete 
man, called Fleaſar, who ſpake vnaduiſey- 
ly to 5 king. And it pleaſe pour maieſtie, it 
were ſufficient fo2 port to haue the crowne 
ofthe kvngdome, ye might leaue of the 
crowne ofthe pzteſthood to the ſeede of 4- 
cron, fozaſinuch as your mother was cap⸗ 
tiue in the mount Modiit. Incontinent 
the king was moued and ſoꝛe diſpleaſed a⸗ 
gaynſt the Sages:whiche certayne ol his 
ſeruauntes that hated the Sages , and 
ſmelled fomewhat of ſectes perceiupnyg , 
one of them informed the king, that 
whatloeuer that vndiſcreete perſon hadde 
ſpoken, it was not without che aduiſe of 
the Sages. Ulherevpyon the king ve- 
maunded ofthe Sages , Whatlawe ſhal 
that man haue, that in the deſpite of the 
kyng , ſpeaketh thinges in his repꝛoche? 
They made aunſweare, Me is wooꝛthy ta 
be whypt. Then ſayde one of che Sa⸗ 
ducees, the matter is playne, that ac⸗ 
todyng to the mindes of the Sages, 
and at their bidding, he vnbꝛapded 
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thee,and therefeze they would not awarde 
hym to dye. Uihereat the kyng helde his 
peace, and gaue neuer a wooꝛde to aun 
ſweare , So all the top was daſhed and 
turned into ſadneſſe. The next day at the 
commaundement of the kyng, pꝛoclama⸗ 
tions went out to all the cities in p kinges 
domumons, chat they ſhoulde ſlande to the 
ol Saboch and Bit hus: and who⸗ 
ſoeuer ſhoulde refuſe to folowe theyꝛ de- 
crees, 02 woulde obſerne the traditions of 
the Sages , and obey theyꝛ wyll, ſhoulde 
ſuffer death. This was John the hygh 
pitelt, whiche had the pꝛieſthaod fourtie 
peeres, and in the end became a Saducee, 
Notwichſtandyng, the Iſraelites obe yed 
not che kynges commaundement, but ra- » 
ther pzinilie folowed p oꝛders of the Sa 
ges. The kyng hym lelfe and all his 
ſeruauntes folowed the traditions of 
the Saducees „ makyng inquiſition fo? 
them that lacke to the conficutions of 
the Sages „ and puttyng to death as 
many as he coulde gette knowledge of, 
By this meanes he dꝛewe muche people 
of Iſtael into this opinion . The tyme 
hu Hircanus raigned guer TJirael , 
Was 
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was. 3 I. peeres, t then he dyed, After hym 
raigned his ſoune Ariſtobulus , fox he had 
chꝛee ſonnes, Ariſtobulus, Antigonus, and 
dlexander , This Alexander was hated of 
his father, and bauyſhed out of his pꝛe⸗ 
ſence, He went therefoze and made warre 
vpon 7'yreand Sidon, ſubdued them, and 
compelled chem to be circiunciled ,Ariſto- 
bulus regarded not the hygh pꝛieſthood, 
but ſet lyght by it, wherefoze he woulde 
not execute the office thereof , but tooke 
the kvngdome vppon hym, and ſet the 
crowne vpon his head: and was called the 

at kyng. Beſides this he baniſhed his 
mother , and Alexander her ſonne his 
younger bzother , and waulde not ſuffer 
them to dwell in Iteruſalem , But he 
loued his bzother Antigonus , and made 
hym Lieuetenumt generall of all his 
warres , ſettyng hym fozwarde into 
the warres agaynſt his enimies, CClhere- 
in the young man Antigonus hadde good 
foxtune , ano pꝛoſpered in all chynges 
that he cooke in hande , and returned lale 
to Pieruſalem, where he entred into the 
houſe of che ſanctuarie to pay for his 
bother the kyng, _ at that 1 

wa 
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was greeuouſly ſicke: and alſo to acknow: 
ledge befoze che Loꝛd God, his goodnelle 
and mercie towardes him, in that he ay⸗ 
ded him agaynlt his enumies. Then came 
a certapne wicked perſon vnto the king, 
and infourmed him with this tale. Thy 
bother (ſaych he) returnyng from the 
warres, inquired of thy health,and when 
it was tolde him thou waſt ſicke, he ſaide, 
I wyll goe to hym to day, and ryd hym 
out ofthe woꝛlde. When the king hearde 
this, he was woch towarde the Sages , 
commanded his bꝛother tobe appꝛehen⸗ 
ded and caryed to the palace of Starton , 
there tobe kept in pꝛiſon, till he had made 
kurther inquiſition or his caule, 

In che meane ſpace the Queene che 
kinges wpfe, commaunded him to be 
put to death there, without knowledge 
of the kinges minde , But when the 
king hearde that his bꝛother was kil- 
led, he cryed mainely out and wepte, 
ſinityng his bꝛeſt in ſuche a ſoꝛte wich 
his hande, that he ſowned, and muche 
blood iſſued out of his mouth. He raig⸗ 
ned ouer Iſrael two peere. After him his 


bzother Alexander raigned , who = 
0 


the Machabees _ 18, b 


alſo called king I anai, being bꝛuught out 
ofpziſon where his bzother had put him, 
and made king of Nrael. Oe was a migh⸗ 
tie man, and valyaunt in all his warres a⸗ 
gaynſt his enimies, pꝛeuaplyng agaynſt 
them, He hadde warres with the Phili⸗ 
ſfines,namely,4/am and Aſcalon, whom 
he put to the woozſe, and onercame them, 
This man retuſed not the pꝛieſthood, but 
was hygh pꝛieſt. It chaunced on a tyme , 
when he ſtoode at the aulter to offer ſacri- 
lice, one ofthe Sages caſt a Cedar tree 
vppon hym, whereat he lift vp his ryght 
hande vppon the aulter, cryeing, Geue me 
mp ſwoozde, Then the Sages kneeled 
downe befoze him, and ſwure they dyd it 
not of any contempt, but rather (ſay they) 
that we thus ſpozting befoze the Lowe , 
woulde be meery vpon the high ſolempne 
day, But the kinges ſeruauntes aunſwea⸗ 
red roughly agapne,ſapeing, Although ye 
playe and reioyce, yet it is notthe man: 
ner of the countrey, to vſe any ſuche dil⸗ 
ſpitefull cuſtome with the kyng. The 
contention wared hotte agaynſt them, 
toll at length che Sages ſpake cuyll of 
the kyng , caſtyng in his teethe chat he 
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was an unhallowed and duenne perſon, 
and that his graumdmuther on the fathers 
fide was a captiue in the mount M oditt , 
whereby her ſeede was ſteyned. The king 
was ſme moued at that, in ſo nuiche that 
he commaunded all y Sages to be ſlaine. 
Therefoze , where ſo euer they founde 
them, in the Sauctuarie oz in the ſtreetes 
of Oierulalem, they kylled them footth: 
with. Then the kyng conmaunded that 
euery man ſhoulde obey the gouernamce 
and traditions of the Sadricees . So in 
thole dayes had the Sages great tribula⸗ 
tion: ſome fell vppon the ſwoozde , ſome 
fledde away, and ſome taryed at home 
with diſhonour and ſhame . After thele 
matters, che kyng made an expedition 
into Arabia, entred the countrep as farre 
as the rocke ol che wyldernelſe, agaynſt 
Hartam kyng of Arabia, and ſubdurd his 
lande. After that, he warred vppon 
Medaba, and the whole lande of Moab , 
vanquiſhyng them, and byyngyng them 
under tribute: and lo returned wich 
honour to Mieruſalem. When he had af- 
ter this well bethought hym of his doo- 


inges,it repented hym of his 1 
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wherefoze he altered his — began 
to make muche ofthe Sages, ſi 

him to their oꝛdinante, and eſteemed their 
traditions , There were allo at that tpme, 

a kynde of ſecte that were called · J hari Theſe 1 
ſres, of whom ſuche as hadde eſcaped, the fa take tobe 
kyng ſent to call them home agayne, and the ſame chat 
when they were come into his p2eſence, be 
he ſpabe vnto them comtoꝛtable wooꝛdes, Sages be- 
ſaycing, My bꝛethꝛen, ve ſhal vnderſtand, foze. 

Barts thing that is once donne and paſt, 
mult needes be tearmed as it is, and can 
not be reuoked, And trueth it is, you can 
not erciule the repꝛoche that ye did me, noꝛ 
J can not call agayne the blood that J 
haue ſhed. Notwichſtendyng I! conteſſe 
my fault vnto you, and haue chaunged 
my indignation to loue, pꝛaying vou to 
put out of your hart all rancour and 
malice, laye away alſo your mournyng 
and ſowwfidneſle of pour myndes, re⸗ 
topcing in your reconciliation and attone⸗ 
ment with me, am be of good cheare , 
But they made him anſwear?e, e wpll 
not lay away our hatre and . 
koꝛ thon ſpeakeſt but decealfidlp , 
we ſpeake that is truech. ere e 
mou 
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thou haſt killed our chiete men and elders, 


neyther haſt thou onely donne vs this in⸗ 
iurie: but as Hircanus thy father beganne 
this milchiete, ſo thou half holden on aud 
continued it. Ctherefoze , this hatred be⸗ 
tweene thee & vs hath taken ſome roote, 
neyther can we leaue our ſoꝛowe & mour⸗ 
nyng tyll chou dye, and God take venge- 
aunce vppon thee fo our lakes. Then ſhal 
we reioyce, when we ſee vengeaunce. So 
they departed from his pꝛelence, neyther 
dyd che kyng geue them any aunſweare at 
all. But when they perteiued the kyng 
to be incenſed agaynſt chem, and by 
chat meanes the matter myght redounde 
to their owne harme , after conſultaci- 
onhad, they went to the king of Greece, 
whole name was Demetrins „ ſhewed 
hym what Hircanus and Alexander 
his ſonne had donne vnto the Phariſees , 
and all the Fſraelites that bare them 
good wyll, and folowed their traditi- 
ons, and howe they alſo hated Alexan- 
der to2 the milchicfe that he had wought 
chem: So that pf anye man woulde 
come and reuenge the malice ol Alex- 
ender , they woulde be ready to avde 
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hpm, Demetrius folowed theyꝛ aduiſe,and 
alſembling togeather all his people to the 
number of fourtte thouſand hoꝛſemen, and 
footemen without number , he tooke his 
tourney , and encamped agaynſt Sichem. 
Then king Alexander wagedſire thouſand 
hozſemen to ayde him. But the kyng of 
the Grecians wiitte pꝛiuilie to the aunci⸗ 
entes of the Sectaries, that they ſhoulde 
not ayde Alexander; to the ſouldiours al⸗ 
ſo that Alexander hadde hyꝛed, he (ent res 
wardes, golde and ſtluer , that they retur= 
ned home to their countrey,and apded not 
Alexander, whereupon he was not able 
to wichſtande Demetrius. Therefoze heas 
ryng that Demetrius was remoued from 
Sichem towarde Hieruſalem, entending ta 
take him in the citie, he fledde by nyght 
with a fewe ok his men to p mountapnes, 
and lurked there, When the men of Jſraz 
el that were in [«deahearde that the kvng 
was fled out of ieruſalem, and that the 
citie was in halard to come into the hands 
of che Grectans : they geathered them 
ſelues togeather,and ſtood fox their liues, 
as though all had henne one man, tothe 
number of ten thoulande, and ſette vppon : 
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Demetrius campe , kylled all his beſt men 
of warre, and ſpoyled his whole hoaſt, chat 
he fledde from them, and returned home 
into his countrey with ſhame and diſho- 
nour. This done, che kyng tooke hart vnto 
hym, and returned to his kyngdome, but 
the Phariſees fledde to Be: ſhemes, foꝛtifi⸗ 
png chem ſelues agaynſt che kyng: who 
hauyng intelligence thereof,geathered an 
armie, and went agaynſt them, wamie the 
citie, and tooke . 800. of the chickeſt Þha- 
rilees, bounde them in chaynes x bꝛought 
them to Hierulalem. Then banqueted he 
all his ſeruaumtes vponthe roffe ofhis pa: 
lace in a very hygh place, where his lear⸗ 
ned peares dyd eate and dꝛinke, vmyll he 
and they were dꝛonke. And in his meery 
mode he commaunded thoſe.800,Phart: 
ſees pꝛiſoners to be bꝛought faoꝛth, and to 
be hanged euery man of them vppon gal⸗ 
lowes beſtꝛe him, at which ſight he monte 
and laughed hartily. After this, he fel ſicke 
che. 24 yeere of his raigne of a greeuous 
viſcale,a quartaine Ague, that helde hym 
3. yeere: perfor al this he ſhꝛonke not, no 
letted to goe to che warre, to encounter r 
fight with his enimies, what nation fo 
tuer 
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tuer they were ol rounde about hym, as 
though he had ben a whole man. In the 
rruii. pere ot his raigne, whiche was the 
thyꝛde of his ſickeneſle, he made an ex⸗ 
pedition inta the land of Moab, agaynſt a 

certayne citie called Nag aba, to geat it by 
force. ar whiche mme! he was — icke 


and weake: wherefoze his wyfe Alexandra An honeſt 
the Queene went with hym, fraryng leaſt wyfe, «- 


he ſhoulde dye by the way. Ind as he en- 
camped him ſelfe agaynſt che citie, and vr- 
ged it ſoze with alſaulteg, his ſicknelſe en: 
crealed upon hym moꝛe and moꝛe. Uher 
foꝛe his wyte perceyuing that he was like 
to dye, weyt bytterly befoze hym, x ſayde: 
To whom ſhal J be ſo bolde as to ſhewe 
my face whentchou art ouce dead, ſeeyng 
thou halt wought ſuch miſchiele agaynſt 
— 2h08 —— lande katioti⸗ 
reth,and folowyng they traditions, obey 
—— — 
to weke chem ſelues'vpon me and thy 
young chyldꝛen, they ſhal haue ayde of all 
chat dwel in the land. The kyng anſwered, 
Weepe not nn ſhew any relemblaumce of 
— tel chee what thou ſhalt 
3 if thou * lolo mt my _ 
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tel, chou ſhalt p2oſper and raigne, chou and 
thy chyldꝛen as thou wouldelt deſyꝛt. Be 
it that J dye, chere is no man in the woꝛld 
neede knowe thereof, Tel chou euery man 
therefore that alke fo2 me, that J am ſicke, 
and wpl not that any man ſhal come at 
me. In the meane whyle annoynt and 


ſeaſon me with balmes, fight with a cou- 


rage agaynſt this citie,tyl thou wynne it, 
and then returne to Mierulalem with wp: 
and beware thou put on no mournyng ap⸗ 
parel, no2 weepe, but bzyng me into Pie⸗ 
ruſalem, and lay me vpon a bed like a licke 
man, and after cal togeather che cheefe of 
the Pharilees,b2yng them where J am, 
and ſpeakevnto them gentlely in chis ſozt, 
Alexander hath ben cuer pour enimie, J 
knowe it very wel: wherefoze take hym 
pf pe liſt, and caſt hym into the fy2e, oꝛ to 
che dogges, oꝛ burie hym, it ſhalbe at your 
choyſe. J knowe well chey are pitifull 
menne, and ſo ful of mercie, that they wyl 
burie me honorablie , and ſhal appoym 
ſome one of my ſomes whom they lyle 
belt, tobe kyng · The Queene dyd therc- 
foe as ſhe was inſtructed of the kyng. 
And when ſhe had wonne in "4 
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fully returned to ——— — 
geathered togeather the elders ol che Jha 
rilees, and ſpake to them as the king had 
adiuuſed her. The Phariſees bearyng that 
the kyng was dead,and that his body was 
in cheyꝛ handes to doo withal what they 
lilt, chey anſweared the Queene: God foꝛ⸗ 
byd we ſhoulde doo this vnto our Loꝛde 
the annoynted of God, He was the kyng 
aud hygh pꝛieſt: what though he were a 
ſymner, yet his death ſhalbe an erpiation 
l; hym or al his miquities, Therefoze we 
wyt bewayle hym, and mourne fa hym: 
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louyng countenarmce , Me fauoured alſo 
che learned men, x folowed their infkructts 
on, But Hircanus his elder bꝛother loued 
the Pharilecs. On a time therefoze when 
the tiene ſate in the thꝛone of her king 
dome , the called the auncientes of the 
Phariſecs befoze her, honoured them, and 
tonnnaundedto releaſe and ſet at libertie 
al ſuche Phariſees as the kyng her huf- 
bande and her father in lawe had caſt in 
pylon: and takyng the Phariſees by the 
handes, the cemmanmuded al Jſracl to o⸗ 
bey theyꝛ oꝛdinances. Then made ſhe Hir 
canus her ſonne hygh Nueſt, and Ariſto- 
bulus lieftenatumt of the warres. She ſent 
dla to al the landes that her huſbande and 
father in lawe had ſubdued, and demam⸗ 
ded the noble mens ſormes foꝛ 
whiche the kept in Hteruſalem, So the 
Loꝛde gaue vnto the Queene quietneſſe 
from all that were vnder her ſubiection. 
She gaue allo the Phariſees aucthoꝛitie 
euer the learned ſoꝛt, putting them into 
they; handes to oꝛder at they? pleaſirre, 

Whereupen ſtrayght way thep founde 
one Pogrus. a great man amongſt the 
learned ſoꝛt. whom chey ** 

me peop 
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people belides of the auncientes of that 
ſec: , ſo that the Sectaries were in great 
diſtreſſe. They geathered them ſelues to- 
geather therefoze,and came to Ariſtobulus 
the liefcenaunt of the warres, and with 
hpm they came to the Queene, ſaying vn⸗ 
to her , Thou knoweſt the enmitie that is 
betweene vs and the Phariſees , whiche 
hate thy huſbande and father in lawe, 
pca, and thy chyldꝛen alſo, TUle were his 
men of warre that went with hym in all 
his affapzes, and ayded hym : nowe thoit 
haſt geuen vs into theyꝛ handes to be 
murdered and baniſhed out of the lande. 
What wyl Hartam kyng of Arabia doo, 
when he heareth this, that we ſhal —.— 

thee : He wyl come and hym of 
al the battayle that thy huſbande fought 
Maynſt hym, Yea, the Phariſees wyll 
take his part, and delyuer thee and thy 
chyldꝛen into his handes, that chere (hall 
not be left vnto Hirc anus the kyng, # his 
ſonne Alexander thy hulbande , any 
name 02 remnaunt at al. The Queene 
gaue them no woꝛde to anſweare,where- 
at Ariſtobulus. was angry, and lected 
not to vtter it to his mothers face: but 
D tit the 
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ſhe woulde not heare hym ; Wherefore 
Ariſtobulus eomayled the Sectaries to 
goe their wayes, and depart out of Hieru⸗ 
ſalem,to chole chem cities in the lande of 
Juda. where they myght dwel with they? 
honour: and not to ſutter chem ſelues to be 
flapne vnder the Phariſees hands. Uher- 
foze bepartyng from Hieruſalem , they 
dwelt in che cities of Juda. Mot long at- 
ter this , it foxtumed the Queene fel ſoze 
ſicke, that ſhe was lyke to dye: whereof 
when Ariſtobulus heard, he feared leaſt the 
Phariſees woulde make his bꝛocher Hir- 
canus kyng, and at length appꝛehend hym: 
whereloꝛe he fled away by nyght to the 
cities of the Saduces, to be they? head, 
and make warre vppon his bzother if he 
would pꝛeſinne to raigne, De came there- 
foze to the pꝛince of the Saduces, called 
Galuſtius, who was a good man of warre, 
And after he had geathered a ſtrong ar- 
mie of che Saduccs „ his mother the 
Queene lent vnto hym, that he ſhoulde 
returne vnto her: whiche he wovide not 
doo, but rather went to warre vppon the 
nations that dwelt about hym „ where 
he wanne. zx. Cities, and gate hym grea! 
| renowme 
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renowne thereby. Nawe as the Queene 
his mother wared ſicker and ſicker, the 
chiele JPhariſees came vnto her, with her 
ſonne Hirc anus, weeping before her, and 
ſapeing, howe they were afrayde al her 
ſonne Ariſtobulut, who pf he ſhaulde come 
into Mieruſalem and take it, he waulde 
deliner them vp into the hands of the Sa- 
ducees, Unto whom ſhe aunſweared , J 
am as you ſee at the poynt ot death, not a- 
ble to talke muche with you: there is here 
in my houſe great treaſiwe, that my huſ⸗ 
bande and my lather geathered, and their 
parentes kinges of the polterttie of (0 
monani, take that vnto poit, and make my 
ſonne Hirc anus kyng ouer pou. Tf Ariſto- 
bulus wyll perturbe him and make warre 
agayvnſt him, ve may wage men ol warre 
cherewich, and ſuccour him as you thynke 
good. And euen wich this ſhe faynted 
and dyed, and was buryed amongeſt her 
people, after the hadde raigned niene 
yeeres ouer Iſrael. The Phariſees there⸗ 
foe and JNteltes , with all the tmjabi- 
tauntes of Pieruſalem, made Hircanus 
her forme king in her ſteade , Ari- 
itobulus hearyng tydynges of their 
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chynges, aſſembled his armie, and came 
towarde Iteruſalem, to fight agaynſt his 
hꝛother. But Hircanus mette hym, and en⸗ 
countred with him nigh vnto Joꝛdane Je⸗ 
richs. The Saducees of Ariſtabulus hoaſt 
were good mien of warre,and to ſtrong fo? 
the Phariſees. Therefoze Hircanus and 
the Phariſees had the ouerthzowe at 4ri- 
ſtobulus andthe Saducees handes, who 
with this wctopie proceeded faoxth to ie 
rulalem, beſteged it, x bꝛought it to great 
diſtreſſe. Aherefoꝛe the pꝛie ces and the 
auncient ofthe people conſulted 
and came foozth to 4ri/fobulus fell pꝛo⸗ 
ſtrate vpon the earth afoꝛe him, e beſought 
hyni chat he woulde not ſcatter abꝛode the 
inheritaunce of che Lozde , He condeſſen⸗ 
ded unto thep? deſyꝛes, vpon theſe conditi⸗ 
ons: that he ſhoulde enter into Mieruſa⸗ 
lem wich chem, and be kyng „and his 
bother Hircanus ſhoulde be the hygh 
pꝛieſt. Whercvnto they agreed. Then 
as Ariſtobulus entered into Mieruſalem, 
his bꝛocher came out ol che Sanctuarie 
to meete hym, and with embꝛaringes he 
kyſſed hym. Da 4riſiobulus was kyng, 
and Hircanus erecueed the office ot᷑ cht 
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hygh pꝛieſt. The Lode alſo gaie Jſraex 
reſt and peace fo2 a whyle. But afterwary * 
the Lopde ſent. an euyll ſpirite amongſt 
them,whiche was the cauſe of tranſlating 
the kyngdome from the ffocke of Cha 
monani, and of the deltruction of his poſte- 


and the ſinne of Alexander ht ſonne , in 2 ſpec: | 


that they ſheddeſo nuche innocent blood, 
and dꝛue Iſrael from the obediencoofche 
pꝛophetes, vnto the lyes and trifles of the 
Saducees . Fo2 chus it changed. The 
Saducees beat into 4ri/tob was heats; that 
as long as his bother Hircamm lined, he 
no2 his kvngdome coulde:aener be ſtabli⸗ 
ſhed , Therevpon Ariſtob nun deiuiſed 
howe to make away Hircams , Thiche 
thing a certaine man called Antipater was 6x $5 
aware of, a man ofmolt power in all J{: ⸗ 
rael, and thereto alſo a wyſe, expert, and 
learned in al wyſe done, both in the lawes, 
and in che knowledge of the Grecke, iuſt 
ofhis wooꝛde, and pꝛudent in any ſtrange 
0 n:we mattkrs chaunced. His olſyng 
wag not out ofthe chyldꝛen of Iſtael, but 
of thole Romanes whiche chaumted ta 
be vanquiſhed, and became ſubiccte vnder 
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the dominion ok the Iiraelies, beyng but 
ſtraungers,* of no noble houſe in Ilrael. 
De had thꝛee ſonnes, To/eph his eldeſt, the 
next Paſilus,the thirde Herode, ⁊ the fourth 
Pheroras. Thele had allo a ſiſter called S- 
kimith, Antipater kauoured Hircanus ſo in: 
tirely fo: his iuſtice and vpꝛightneſſe ſake, 
chat he opened vnto him his bꝛocher Ari- 
— and the Saducees intent, gerung 
hym counlell to flee to Hart am king of 4- 
rabia : but Antipater him ſelte went before 
to hꝛealꝭ the matter to Hartam, of whoſe 
conn Hartam was very glad. Then 
Antipater declared to him howe Hircauus 
kyng ol Hirruſalem was in minde to flee 
bnto him, betauſe of Ariſtabulus his bꝛo⸗ 
ther, If thou wylt helpe him(ſaych he) and 
let him haue ſpeedie ayde, chou ſhalt ealtly 
ſette Ariſtobulus beſides the kyngdome, 
fo: all Iſrael is inclined to Hircanus , und 
katiour not Ariſtobulus . Hartam air 
ſweared, J am afrayde ofthe Jewes and 
their wylyneſſe. Alexander his father put 
me ti2ple to che fople in battaple by his 
ſubtiltie, and tooke my domimons from 
me. Then Antipater {ware bnto hym: 
Ve ſhalbe (layth he) thy true and truſtie 
kreende. 
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freende , to doo whatſoeuer thy hart delt* 
rech. Thus Hartam was perſmaded, and 
thep made a league togeather, Then An⸗ 
tipater returnyng to Mierulalem, cauſed 
Hircanus to llee in the night, and they both 
went togeather to the king of Arabia, 
who muche retopced at Hircanus come 
ming, and receie» him honoꝛably. TThen 
they came togeather to intreate of the 
artam demaunded reſtitution of. 

ſuche cities as Hircanus father had taken 
from him: to whom Hircanus conſented 
in all chynges. CAhere toe Hart am rayſed 
all the peaple of Arabia, and ledde chem 
to Pieruſalem to warre vppon it. To 
Hircanus alſo came al the menne of Inda. 
ſaue onely they that dwell at Pierula⸗ 
lem: So betwixt them they beſette the ci⸗ 
tie rounde about , It foꝛumed that in 
the ſalenmitie of the alleouer „ they 
coulde not haue they? ſeruice of the lo⸗ 
lemnitie in the help place, becauſe of 
the warres, Therevpon a certapne ut 
and perfect man of p ctowne catled Hony- 
auriga, Hake out pꝛiuily into the campe 
of Hircanut and Antihater his counſel⸗ 
lour, + beſought them with muche pꝛayer 
aig 
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and teares, that they waulde graunt a 
truice vnto Mieruſalem, whple the feaſt of 
ſweete bea laſted, that they myght exe⸗ 
cute the ſeruice of ſolemnitie in the holy 
place, To whom Hircanus ſayde, Thon 
art a iuſt man, and often when hou halt 
p2ayed, . Lode hath hearde thee : pꝛay 
nowe thereloꝛe vnto chy Loꝛd God, to de⸗ 
liter Ariſtobulus into our handes, and that 
Tirael may haue reſt. Honyauri ga an wea⸗ 
red, Am J a God, 02 able to remoue bat: 
tayles that be ſtirred vp foꝛ many mens 
iniquities : Thus when he ſeemed to be 
vnwyllyng to pray, Hircanus men com- 
pelled they? lwooꝛdes, and 
— I thou wylt not pꝛay, chou ſhalt 
dye fo it. Therefoze as he ſawe his lyfe in 
icopardie, he cryed vnto the Loꝛde, © 
Lode euerlaſtyng, whiche haſt choſen 
thy people Iſrael out of all people, and 
halt ſet thy name in this houſe , may it 
pleaſe thy maieſtie to plant among the 
chyldꝛen of Jiract frendſhippe and b10- 
therhoode, take away from among them 
this hatred whiche is ryſen of nochyng, 
and let not the one of theſe factions pꝛe⸗ 


uayle agaynſt the other, {reing they all n 
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thy ſeruauntes, and chyldꝛen of thy 
naunt. When the ſeruauntes of H oy 
heard hpm ſap ſo, they ranne vpponhym 
with they? {\wozdeg,and kylled hym. But 
God deferred not his vengeance : fo2 he 
ſtroke thehoalt alwel of the Arabians , ag. 
of Hircanus, with a grecuous peſtilence. 
At the ſame tyme came from Rome afa- 
mous captapne called Pompeius, to warre : 
agaynſt the countrep of Armenia, This Pompeiuts 
Pompeius ſent one ot his cheete men to Das * 

maſco, of whom as Ariſtobulus (thus be⸗ 

ſieged) had hearde, and that an armie of 

the Romanes was come into Damaſco: 

he ſent hym a preſent of foure hundꝛed 
pounde weyght of golde, deſyꝛing hym to 
remooue the armie of the Arabians from 
him, and rayſe the ſiege, In thoſe dayes al 
the woꝛlde obeped the Romanes', That 
captapne therfoꝛe wiit vnto H art am king 
of Arabia in this wyſe; Depart from Hie- 
ruſalem, yt not, thou ſhalt vnderſtand thou 
haſt bꝛoken thy league with the Senate 
of Rome, and the whole armie of the Ro« | 
manes ſhall hotly inuade thy lande. 
Hartam vppon the ſyght of this letter 
rapſed his ſiege, and departed from Hie- 
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ruſalem. Hircanus alſo and Antipater dey 
VV 70 r parted with ſhame and repꝛoche. 4ri/tob«- 
mow | i us ypon that geathered a power, and pur 
ſued alter them, gaue the Arabians and JC- 
raelites that tooke Hirc anus part a great 
ouerthꝛowe, and after returned to Hiern: 
ſalem wich much ioy. Shoꝛtiy after,Pom- 
peius came to Damaſco, where Ariſtobulus, 
pꝛeſented hym with a vine of golde, mar- 
uevlous artificially wought. The rootes | 
of the vine, leaues, cluſters, and grapes 
that were vppon it, were pure golde, the 
weyght thereof was,v,C.pound, Pompeius 
was very glad therol, and ſent it to Rome 
to the Conſul. And the whole bench of the 
Senate whiche was of the number of.tit, 
C. and. xx. Senatoius, wondꝛed at the am 
nyng and witte of hym that made it: and 
with great toy thep bare it into che tem 
ple of they2 goddes, placyng it in the pꝛe⸗ 
ſence of that great-Jdoll Iupiter, ſo cal- 
led after the name of the planecte 1piter. 
Pompeius Mit his letters to Ariſtobulus, 
with great chankes + conmendation fox 
the ſame, alſuryng hym howe both he ans 
the whole Senate fauoured hym, x that he 
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his cauſe as long as he lyued. Hircanus 
hearyng ofthis, was cleane daſhed and in 
diſpayꝛe. But Antipater cemfozted hym, 
ſaying, Let not the frendſhyp that is be: 
twixt Pompeius ſ thy bzother diſmay chee: 
I wil goe ta him and mabe him chy trend. 
Upon chat he went to Pompeius, and pers 
ſwaded his mynde to hate A iſtobulus and 
to fauour Hirc anus, infoꝛmyng hym thus, 
Tf thou (ſapth he)deferde Hircanus, al TC 


rael wyl be content to be vnder thy pꝛotec⸗ 


tion, foꝛ they loue hym cuery man: But if 
thou defende Ariſtobulus, the people wyll 
not obey chee, fo they hate hym. Pompeius 
charged hym that no man ſhould be made 
pane of their communication , Fo2 A 
(quoth he) wil ſend fo2 Ariſtobulus to come 


bnto me to Damaſco, and then wyl J cauſe yt Loren

to lay handes ol him x delyuer him bound xn 


to his bꝛocher, reſtoꝛyng the kyngdome to 
bym, 4riſtobulus vpon the ſight of Pompei- 
us letters,reſd2ted vnto hym. Hircanus ally 
tame from the rocke of the wylderneſſe. 
And as they appeared togeather befoze 
Pompeius, Antipater deſired him that he 
woulde doo iuſtice betwirt Hircanus the 

lung, x 4riſtobulu; his bother, that _ 
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led agaynſt hym,and tookeh!skyngbome 
from hym without cauſe;{Choſe ſapinges 
a thouſande of the elders of Iſrael ſtoode 
bp and witnelled to be true,  4riſtobulzs 
made anſweare , I neuer ſtrove with him 
foꝛ the kyngdome, vu'p! ſuche tyme as I 
ſawe al theie that made Hirt anus kyng, td 
rume in great obloqut, and to ſuſteyne 
much repꝛoche, becaule he was ſo feeble a 
perſon + of na great wit,no2 toxcedmuch 
of the kyngdome: pea,tyl al nations that 
were about hym , whcie domimons = 
pꝛogenitours conquered, began nowe 

— hym, to paſle 1itle fo — 
hym, to denie hym tribute fon his ſimpli⸗ 
citie a mopiſhneſſe, with lacke of cou⸗ 
rage. When A iſtebulus had ſapde, there 
ſtoode vy a great multitude ol goodly and

wich mightie 


of Hiacinth and purple, 
targettes vppon chem, and other ona- 
mentes of „and pꝛetious 
ſtones: affirming wich one'accozde that 
Ariſtobulus ſayde the trueth, namely that 
Hircanns/ {o2ced not of the kyngdome. 
At uon Pompeius maruepled, ſaping, 
Vappie is this people haupng ſo many. 
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handſome men true in their woozdes, and 
wyle : allo were the Senate of 
Rome, vk chey couldebzyng to paſſe,that 
this great nation myght be vnder theyꝛ 
gouernaumce. Dao he tooke his iourney to 
Dieruſalen with Hirc anne and Ariſtobu- 
lus. But after Ariſtobulus percepued that 
Pompeius ſtood not to the pꝛonuiſe he made 

m at che begumyng for the vine, he ſet 

lyght by him, and fled from him to Alex- 

an iria in Egypt, whyther Pompeius fulo⸗ 

wed wich his hoaſt, andbeſteged Alex an⸗ 
dria, From thence Ariſtobulus fled agayne 
to Pierulſalent, and Pompeius purſiied him 
alſo thyther, wyyting to Ariſtobulus a lets 
ter oftritice and pardon, Do /4 riſtobulus 
tame foozth to him, and Pompeius dyd him 
at that time no harme , but demaumded 
to be geuen vnto him all the veſſelſes of 
thehouſe of the Lode, whiche Ariſtobu- 
lus refuſing to doo, Pompeius in a rage, 
cauſed to lape him faſt in heauie tron 
chaynes, and allaulted Mieruſalem, bat- 
teryng the walles veryſoze , tyll they of 
the towne iſſued out agayalt hym , and 
ue ol his hoaſt. ri. M. meme. Acter this 
had the Iſraclites ciuill warres within 
4 Mieruſa⸗

Þteruſalem, becauſe the ſiege was gree⸗ 
uous vnto them, fo2 they were duuded in- 


to factions : one part ſapde , Let vs open 
the gates to Ponpeius and let him in, that 
we may ſubmit our ſelues vnder his pꝛo⸗ 
tection. The other ſaide „ Let vs fight a- 
gaynſt himvnto the death. But much peo⸗ 
ple milliked that, ſo that that ſide pꝛeuai⸗ 
{cd that woulde pceld,Uherefoze Pompe- 
ius entred the towne , and the houſe of the 
Sanctuarie, killed muche people of the 
pueſtes, and the people of the lande made 
Hircanus king of Iſtael the ſecoude tyme, 


and Antipater his counſellour. Bozeouer, 


he ſet one Securus a Romane in the coun⸗ 
trev, to receyue the tribute, and departed , 
leading 4riſtobulus with him bounde in 
irons . And becauſe he tooke his tourney 
towarde Arabia, Hircanus and Antipater 
went with him to conduct him. Aritobu- 
lus thus being pꝛiſoner, t his two ſonnes 
with him, it foꝛtuned chat one of them, cal⸗ 
led Alexander, eſcaped: and hauyng intel 
ligence that Hir canus and his councellour 
were gonne out of Mieruſalem, he came 
chyther end rebelled agaynſt Hircanus, 
made vp the beaches of the wall that

. lexandria, And being in the ſame place be⸗ 
ſieged allo of Gabinins his mother Ariſto- 
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Pompeius had battered: yea, the Trae = 
lites reſoꝛted vnto him, + made hym king 
in Hircanus place.CUherevpon he geathe⸗ 
red an armie, and went fooꝛch to meete 
with Hircanus ag he came homewarde 
from Pompeius, where he gate Hircanus 
the overthzoweg+ Securus the recepuer of 
the tribute fled x eſcaped, Then Alexander 
returned to Mieruſalem, from whence 
ſhoꝛtly after , Gabinizs a Romane with a 
ſtrong armic, compelled him to flee co - 


brlus Wyle, went faoꝛth to Gabinius wee⸗ 
ping, e belought him phe woulde not de⸗ 
{trop her ſonne, foꝛ whole ſake he dyd - 
lexander no harme. Gabinius therfoze has 
uing gotten al y land of Iudea, made Hir- 
canus kyng of Hieruſalem nowe ÿ thirde 
time: who ſet Romane captapnes + ru- = 
lers in Jericho, F in Zephori, ⁊ though al 
Flnd ot Ilcael. It fo ere 
Ariſtobulus gat out of pꝛiſon at Rome, 4 
tame into Track to whom on enery ſive 
reſoꝛted men in ſuche ſo2t,p he had a puil⸗ 
ſant hoaſt of Iſrael. Aherof when he had 
taken mutter, he ol out. 8. M. of p bell, 
- Ut and 
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and with them went againlt Gabinius, 
where was a ſoꝛe batatle fought betweene 
them, till the beſt of Ariſtobulus menne 
were ſlayne, and onely one thouſand lekte, 
wherewith he fledde to the monntapnes. 
But the Romanes kolowed the chaſe, and 
ſlue them euery man . Pet Ariſtobulus 
woitdde not yecide, but fought alone, al⸗ 
though his helmet was bꝛoken, till he had 
diuers {0ze woundes in his head: and then 
fell he to the grounde, and the Romanes 
tooke him yet aliue, bought him to Gabi- 
nius, who comtoꝛted him, commanding 
his ſurgeons to heale him, and after ſent 
him to the Conſul and Senate of Nome, 
where he was put in p2iſon yet once a- 
gayne. After this, the Senate taking pitie 
of Ar ſtobulus wyfe, whiche was repoꝛted 
to be a very wyſe woman, relealed her 
two ſonnes out ot pꝛiſon, and ſet them at 
libertie, 4/exandey the one of thoſe, coulde 
nat be content, but rebelled once agayne 
agavnſt Hirc anus and the Romanes go⸗ 
nernours . Fo2 he geathered togeather 
nntche people of Iſrael „ encountred 
vith one of the Romanes gouernours 
that Gavmins had appoymed, and — 


. 
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him the ouerthꝛowe: but pꝛoceedyng fur⸗ 
ther to fight with Gabinius, had the worſe, 
and many of the J{raclites were flapne , 

pet he eſcaped him ſelfe and fledde. This 
done, Gabinius came to Mieruſalem, and 
renewed the kyngvome of Ifraelto Hir- . 
canus the fourth tyme. About this tyme , 
one of the Senatours wyues at Nome 
concepued a childe, and dyed inthe birth 
and trauayle thereof They thereloꝛe that 
were about her, ſtraight way ript her bo- 


dye, and gate the chtide out aliue , whom 
they named Iulius, and becauſe his mo⸗ 


ther was cut, they called him Ceſar, This C4/«r. 


chylde growyng to great towardneſle , 
and commyng to mans ſtate , the Conſull 


and Senate lent him into the warres: and 


what ſa euer he dyd , he hadde gaod fox . 


tune and p2oſperous ſucceſſe. Me de⸗ 
puued the Grecians of the Empy2g-and 
dominion , tranſlating it to the Ro- 
manes , Many pꝛouinces allo beſpdes 
that dyd he ſubdue , and returnyng to 
Rome with a power; attempted to geat 
the dominion and lole regiment ouer 
them. But they had made ſolempne ſta: 


tutes in the time of their pꝛogen cours, 
E iii neuer 
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neuer to ſuffer any kyng amongſt chem, 
oʒ any man to haue perpetual rule ouer 
chem: wherefoze they woulde not make 
Iulius king. Upon this, xoſe amongſtthem 
great and moꝛtall w ſo that Iulius 
{lue woonderful many af them, and with 
out number. Then Pompeius vnderſtoode 
that Cæſar raigned at Rome, hadde kylled 
che Conſul and the Senate, with all che 
nobilitie of Rome: he geathered togea 
ther his whole arnne out of Arabia, and 
made towarde him. Iulius hauyng intelli⸗ 
rence of his connnyng agaynſt hym, lent 
for Ariſtobulus out of pꝛiſon, ſpake treend- 
ly vnto hym, gaue him a power, and made 
him graunde captapie chereok, biddyng 
hym to goe and encounter wich Pompeius. 
In deede his armie was a fkrong armie, 
and he him ſelte was a kyng of no {mall 
p2oweile and balpaumtneſſe. Pompeius 
hearyng that Ariſtobulus came agaynſt 
hym, was ſoꝛe akrayde of his valyaunt⸗ 
neſſe, and of his hoaſt: UWlhereforc he 
ſent to the inhabitaumtes of Hieruſa- 
lem that were vnder his obedience, that 
they ſhoulde pꝛeſent Ariſtobulus wit! 
ſome gykte „ whereby they myght de⸗ 

teyuc 
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— — The inha⸗ 
bitauntes of Mieruſalem at his requeſt, 
ſent vnto Ariſtobulus a pꝛeſent, by certapne 


noble men, whereat 4riſtobulus was rygt 


ioyous, and eate and banqueted with them 


they impoyſoned him, and he dyed, The 
tyme that he raigned ouer Jſracl, was 
foure yeeres and ſixe monethes , De was 
a good man of warre, hardie infight , and 
aman of an amiable countenaunce. 
Pompeius receyupng tvdynges of his 
death, the moze gladder p2oceeded wich 
his hoaſt to Rome to befiege it. But 
Iulius mette him in the way, and de ſtroy⸗ 
ed him and his hoa: whereby the Em⸗ 
pyꝛe was eſtabliſhed vnto Iulius. Ye 
after this, ſent pꝛeſentes to the kyng of 
Spꝛia, and into Egypt by his captapnes, 
to allure them to his freendſhyp . Anti- 
pater dduyſed Hirc anus tu apde Iulius. 
yt perchaunce he myght winne his fa- 
uour , whiche Hircanus dyd: and Anti- 
pater was captayne of the hoaſt, wha 
played the man „ and foinde ſuche fa- 
uour with Iulius, that he made ant 


liefetenmumt ol his warres, and afterhe 
E itt had 


tyl he was ouercommed with dzinke: then 
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had fought ſunt2zy and great battayles, he 
returned to Mieruſalem with great honoꝛ, 
and by the way pzoſpered muche mote, 

Hircanus after this, made Th. haſelus An- 
tipaters ſornie guuernoit of Iieruſalem , 
and Herode his thirve ſome preſident of 
Galilee, There was a certayne young 
man at that time in Pieruſalem, called 
Hixkias ,, a balyant man of warte: to 
whom claue all firche as were in any di- 
ſtreſſe , and he became their captayne. 
Thele went and ranged about in Syꝛia, 
rouyng ard murdering in ſitthe ſoꝛt, that 
the Spuarts were weerp of their lyues, 
for feare ot them. Uherefo2e the king ok 
Spua ſent vnto Merode, ruler of Galflee, 

deſiring him to kill that Hizkias and his 
complices, Wlherevpon Perode pꝛepa⸗ 
red him ſelle, & went to mecte with H/ 
Lias as he returned from the ſpople of Sy- 
ria, cane vpon him at vnwares, and ſlue 
him and his men, Clherof when the king 
of Syꝛia was cettified, he ſent a noble re- 
ward vnto Herode,of luer, golde, æ p2e- 
tious ſtones: by whiche, and by like mea⸗ 
nes, he became very famous , The noble 
men of Juda made their complaynt vn- 
to 
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to Hircanus vppon Antipatey , und his 


ſornes , fo2 their ſoꝛe oppteſſing of the 
lande of Lada, deſiring that Herode might 
be ſummoned from Galle, to appeare in 
tudgement, and aunſweare with other fo 
the killvng of Hiz%ias , The ki —— 
ſent fox him, and he vppon that 
Pieruſalem, appeared before the — 
pꝛincely apparelled, with a gylt \waowe 
girde about him, whole pꝛide an aunci⸗ 
ent man, called Samai, blamed, and repꝛe⸗ 
hended allo his ſtout hart: but he woulde 
not geue eare vnto him „ no} yet regarde 
the Judges. When Hircanus perceyued 
that the Judges had almoſt determined 
to geue iudgement agaynſt the young 
man, and to make him away, he tooke pt- 


tie vpon him, ano ſayd, Te wyll not geue 
ſentence to day, to moꝛowe ts a newe day, 


and by that meanes delmered him out of 
their handes , Herode knewe not atoꝛe 
that it was a matter of iyfe and death. 
That nyght therefore he fled to the king 
of Spꝛia, declaring all what had happe- 
ned vnto him. The kyng of Spꝛia lette 
him haue a ſtrong armie, and came with 
him him elle, purnaling to * by 

nem. 
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. ruſalem , But his father Antipater and 
his eldeſt bother Phaſelus came foorth 
bntohym, and rebuked hpm,ſapeing, I's 
thts the reward that thou rendꝛeſt to king 
Hircanus that tooke pitie vpon thee , and 
woulde not haue thy blood ſhedde * Ther- 
fore they wplledhim to depart from Hie- 
ruſalem , vnto whom he condiſſended, 
after he had once let the inhabitauntes of 
Pierulalem knowe what he coulde doo, 
„and han ſhewed them his power. Iulius 
PW + HOT” Emperour of Rome about chat tyme, as 
* he was woozſhipping in che houle of his 
God, was numdered by the conſpiracie of 
certapne of them whiche had ſerued Pom- 

Peius that was ſlaine, as is afoze mentio- 

ned. The name of one of them that killed 
hym was Caſdins , of the Countrep of 
Macedonia, who fledde thyther beyng 
A aHlateg afravde to tary at Rome. This Caſſius 
Don hadde great dominions in Macedonia. 
Antipater alſo of whom we ſpake , was 
a great ſcourge to the noble menne of 

Iuda, and a great deale ſoꝛer man then 

was Hircanus hym ſelfe . Pea Hirca- 

me coulde doo nothpng in compartſon 

ofhym, koꝛ he hadde no rule hym ſelle 

but 
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but Antipater and his ſonnes bare all the r 3 
[wap thꝛoughout the whole Nealme. 
MPoemter, Antipater was in great eſti⸗ 
mation with all the kynges ol that tyme , 
And fozaſinuche as he ſo ſoꝛe oppꝛeſſed 
the Jewes, they therefoze hated him, and 
conſpired to kvll him. There was a mm 
in great aucthoꝛitie about Hircanus, nas 
med Malc bias, by whole meanes they 
woughtthis matter. He coꝛrupted the 
kinges butler with rewardes, to put poy⸗ 15 , 
ſon in Antipaters cup, whiche as ſoone as 
he had duncke, he dyed. Thele chinges his 
ſonne Phaſelus and Herod diſſinuled and 
wincked at, as thaugh they knewe no⸗ 
chyng . Mutwithckdyng, they pꝛiuilie 
wyt vnta Caſſius that raigned in Mace- 
donia, certiſtyng him of this deede. Soone 
alter came Caßius to Tyre, from whence 
he ſent meſſeagers to Hircanus to come 
vnto him, wha came, and with him Aa- 
chias , Phaſelus , and Herode . Caſsius 
enterteynyng them all in his lodgyng, 
wylled his men, that what ſo euer He- 
rode bad them, chey ſhouuld doo it. Herode 
wylled thein to kyll A gt they ſite - 


hym thereloꝛe ſictyng he 2 by Hircanus 
lide, 
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ſide, Hircanus demaumded of the ſonnes of 
Antipater the cauſe hereof: who aunſwea- 
red, Is it notananifelf chat king Caßiur 
ſeruaumtes flue him, and we knowe not 
why? Therefore Hirc anus ſtoode in frare 
of Phaſelus and Herode, being certapne 
that this was their deede , Wherefore he 
ſayde vnto them , This Malchias was 
wooꝛthy offuch a death, foꝛ he was a craf- 
tie man c an vſurer, Thele thinges done, 
Ottauian Auguſtns , bothers fonne vnto 
Tulins was murdered , came vnto 
Rome: and the people of Rome made 
him their Emperour. Ye had a felowe in 
office, named Marcus Antonius his 
vncle. 

Octaui anus chercſqe ſeeing to the go 
uernement ol Rome, ſent Marcus Anto- 
nius to warre vpon Caſius, and tu reuenge 
Tulius death. Tinto him Hircanus ſent a 
preſent, a crowne of golde,in which were 
ſet ſundꝛy pretious ſtones, pꝛaying him to 
ſtrengthen his kingdome in his handes , 
and to be a meanes of a league to be made 
betwene Octauii Auguſtus king ot kings, 
t him: as there was betweene him x 1%- 


lius, uhich Antonius graumted. About that 
tyme 
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tyme Antigonus, fonne of 41i/tobulus,wnyt 
to Pagurus kyng of the Perfans,to ayde 
him againſt H irc anus, to remoue him, and Pacorur. 
reltoꝛe the kyngdome to him ſelfe, pꝛomi⸗ 
ſing to gene himfor his trauayle ſiue hun 
dꝛed pounde weyght of golde, and a hun: 
dꝛed Jſraelitiſhe virgins. So Pagurus 
geathered an hoaſt agaynſt Ifrael , and 
Antigonus departed out of Pierulalem 
with nich people of Iſtael that tooke his 
part, and ioyned chem ſelues to Pagurus, 
Thele came to Hieruſalem , beſieged it, 
fought manyſkirmiſhes, and gaue many 
great aſlauſtes vnto it, tyll at length they 
vndermined the citie: then tooke they 
Hircanus, ard fine Phaſelus, And to the in⸗ 
tent Hircanus ſhowde be dleane wn 
ted from the pteſthood „ Antigonut ec, Bi 
that had depꝛiued him nowe ofhis k kings EY: 
dome, cutte of belides that, one of his 
eares , But Herode efcayed and fledde ta 
Auguſt Emperour of Rome. P gurus 


therefoze hauyng made Ant igonus king 
of Dierufalem, returned home inta Per- 


ſia, carying Hircanus as pꝛiſoner with

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him. But Auguſtus appoynted Herode eee r 


to be kyng ouer all Juda, geuyng to hym 
a bery 
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a bery ſtrong armie of the Romanes ta 
obtepne it wichal. In the way thycher, He⸗ 
rode met with Alexandra Hirc anus daugh⸗ 
ter, and Marimi her daughter that the had 
by Alexander ſume of” Ariſtobulus , and 
bꝛought them agayne into the lande of J{: 
rael, where he toone M rim; to wyle, and 
ſalenmized the maryage with her inthe 
mount of Galilee. Foꝛ there che chiete of 
all Iſrael dwelt : wich whom he tooke 
peace. Marcus Antonius, companion in 
office with Otlauian Auguſtus, about that 
time made a voyage thouh al che Cleft 
countreyes, to ſubbdue chem vnto the Ro- 
manes, togeather with Egypt, Damalco 
and Syꝛia. Dim erode accompanyed to 
the flooddẽ x Euphrates, and helped hym 
not a litle. Fo2 the Arabians lay in wayte 
fo him in che way, and interceptyng all 
that woulde ayde Marcus Antonius, flue 
them. But erode met wich them , and 
banqtuſhed them.Uherfoze Antonius Was 
very glad at Herodes valpauntneſle , and 
bꝛought him agayne into Iſrael, together 
wich Caſſius his captaine ⁊ liefetenaunt of 
his warres, hauyng allo his letters to all 
che . of Spa, alter this tenor. 
Ve 
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He ſhall vnderſtande that our Lowe and 
maiſter Octauian Auguſtus, king of kings. 
hath appoynted Merode the ſonne of An- 
tipater to be kyng of all the lande of Juda. 
Theretoe as ſoone as thele letters ſhall 
* come bnto you, ye ſhall with all ſpeede 
ayde hym. Mo man ſhalbe excuſed: al that 
can beare weapon ſhall goe wich him to 
Iicrulalem , to vanquiſhe Antigonus the 
kynges aduerſarie : who ſo refuleth to goe 
with him, it ſhalbe lawfull fo2 the warri⸗ 
ours to flea him fooꝛchwith. J Marcus 
Antonius haueſwoꝛne by mylwoꝛd, that J 
wyl not alter this that J haue ſayd. UAhen 
the captaynes of Syꝛia had read this, chey 
reſoꝛted wholy to Perode, ſo that his haalt 
was wonderkully encrealed , Antigonus 
hearyng ofthis, ſent one Powpeius Liefe- 
tenaunt ofhis warres agapnlt them, wha 
fought a ſoꝛe batayle with them, chat much 
people were ſlayne on both ſides „Jo- 
/epbkyng Herodes other was ſlayne 
in that bataple , Motwithſtandyng , at 
length Antig onus hoaſt went to the 
woozſe,aad had the ouerth2owe . So es | 
rode and Caſſius p2oceeded to Pieruſa⸗ 
lem, and belteged it the thirde peere after 


Heroes 
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Heyode was made king of J{rael. And 


when they had battered downe a peece of 


— 2 with the Nomanes entred 
the towne, and made a great ſlaughter in 
Hieruſalem , They entred allo into the 
Sanctuarte , and attempted to enter into 
the Sanctum ſanttorum, but Herode and his 
men lept betweene it and them, and ſtood 
with their dꝛawen {woowdes in the temple 
dooꝛe, to wichſtande their enterpꝛiſes. He- 
rode was alſo diſpleaſed wich Caſsius for 
his crueltie, and ſaide, If ye wyl deſtroy al 
the inhabitauntes ofthe citie, vpon whom 
ſhall J —— this kingdome that Au- 
guſtus hath geuen me? ¶Ahertoꝛe ſtraight 
way Caſims cauled proclamation to be 
made Lond all his haaſt, chat no man 
vpon payne of death, ſhouulde kill one Jira- 
clite moe. This downe, E erode apprehen- 
ded Antigonus, and deliuered him bouude 
to Caßius. Me rewarded alſo Caſius ſoul⸗ 
diours both with golde and ſiluer. Then 
Caßius offeren a yiefent vnto the Lode, 
a crowne ot golde, u he was ſoꝛe afrayde 
of Gods diſpleaſure, becauſe he hadde 
feught agaynſt the holye citie. That 
done, he tooke his tourney , and returned 


into 
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into Egypt, and Antigonus as pꝛyſoner 
wich hym. Thyther ſent : erode hr hint 
a royal rewarde, to make away 4ntigonus, 
and to nunder hum kraring lealt he chould 
make clayme vnto the kingdome agayne. 
Whereunto Caſius conſented, and ſlue 
Anti gonus. Thus was the kyngdome ſiwe⸗ 

ly eſtablyſhed to Merode. Then made he ye (outer 
warres vpon al the nations that were a: * 
bout hym, conſtrayning chem to become fe 5 
tributaries, by which meanes he grewe ta © Fe * Pi 
ſuche power, as neuer any of his pꝛede⸗ 7 
ceſſdurs were to be compared vnto hym. 
After al this, Pagurus kyng of Perſia, re⸗ 
leaſed out of p2yſon Hircanus , ſonne of 
Alexander, and pzomotedhym to be head 
of al the Jſraclites that were fled oꝛ flitted 
into che lande of Sennaar, and into the do⸗ 
minion of the Perſians, and he became 
they kyng. This Hircanus had a fer- 
uent deſyꝛe to ſee the holy citie, and the 
houſe of the ſanctuarie: alſo howe Pe⸗ 
rode (whom he tooke fo2 his ſonne) and 
his kyngdome dpd , erode hearyng 
that Hircanus (who hadde ben pꝛyſoner 
at Babylon) was nowe ſet at libertie, 
and-in great honour, he was afrayde of 
Fl bym, 
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hym, miſtruſting leſt the Iſraelites wouly 
re{fo2e vnto them ſelues the kyngdome of 
they? fathers. 'CUherefoe he caſt in his 
mynde howe to doo hym miſcheeſe. He 
then wait his letters vnto Pagurus, che 
contentes whereof were ſuche. Thou 
ſhalt vnderſtande that Hircanus is he that 
bꝛaught me vp, and vſed me euer as his 
lonne. Nowe therefore ſince J came to be 
kyng in Mieruſalem, J haue called to my 
remembꝛaunce che goodneſſe that he hath 
done to me, whcrefoze my delp2e is to re⸗ 
warde hym accondyug to his benefites, 
Therefoze J requyꝛe thee to ſende hym to 
me: otherwyle aſlire thee ſelte of warres 
belweene thee and che Jſraclites , with 
they: confederates; Pagurns hauyng read 
this letter, {ent fo Hircanus, doyng hym 
to vnderſtande, that yt he woulde goe to 
Merode, he myght: But notwichſtandyng 
Herodes thꝛeales, he ceaſſed not to geue to 
Hircanus a& good countel he coulde , adui- 
ſyng hym to take heede of Herode , be⸗ 
caule he is ({apth he) a blocdſhedder, a 
Hecker of his league. And he hath called 
cher loꝛ no loue he beareththee, but becauſe 


he fearcth thee, As een, 
. e 


he neuer licepe ſound ſieepe, lelt the kyng⸗ 
dome ſhoulde be deuolted vnto thee, It is 
better cheretoꝛe fo2 thee to remayne here 
in ſome honour, though it be not of ſuche 
eſtate, then to goe Oper to dye with 
great deſpyte, and ende thine olde age with 
ablooddie death, Furthermoze thou ſhalt 
know, ſuch is the diſpolition ol mans hart: 
Ichere be two menne, the one in honour⸗ 


the other in contempt, after tyme ſhall 


come, chat the diſpyſed ſhal be had in ho⸗ 
no, t the honozed to be neglected; neuer 
wyl he that is nowe honoured and befoze 
was in contempt, be content to ſee hym 
chat was bef ne honoꝛed, noꝛ ſpeake frend⸗ 
ly to hym. Foꝛ he wpl thynke , Iyther- 
to accoꝛdyng to his accuſtowed maner, he 
hath deſpyſed me: howe much mote when 
his dominion is taken from hym,and his 
ſeruaunt raigneth in his roome £ Moe: 
duer, Herode knoweth ryght wel, that 
mens hartes are enclined to hym that is 
the true kvng. And it might lo be, ik thou 
were meete fo2 the pteſthood , that he 
woulde pzomote thee vnto it, and be go⸗ 
uernour of the kyngdome hym elle. But 
(cpng thou art diſmembꝛed, halt one of thy

Fo? it was the Lowes 
wyl and his deede, that the iniurie done

on his head, and be reuenged: ſo chat no 
remnat int of the houſe of (Va mon ani, no 
name, no reſidue, no kynſman oz poſtert- 
tie, ſhoulde be left alyue.

foe tocke his tourney to warde Hieruſa- 
lem, and erode came fooꝛth to meete 
hym, embꝛaled hym, and kylled hym : af:

ym dayly, callyng hym his father be⸗ 
fo:e al menne, albeit in his hart he con⸗ 
ſpyꝛed to murder hym , Aud that knewe 
Alexandra his daughter, and mother in

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Hircanus, but he woulde not credite her at 

che kyꝛſt, tyl on a tyme he perceyued the 
matter cleare to be ſo: chen deuiſedhe how 

to flee to Maloc kyng of Arabia, De ſent 
therefoze to Maloc, to ſende hym hoꝛſes 

and a charet to flee wichal: but the meſlen- 

ger dealt vnfapthfully and lewdely with 
hym, fo2 he bought Hirc anus letters pꝛi⸗ 

uily vnto Herode, who rewarded hym wel 

foz his labour, and bad him goe to MH aloc, 

and to let hym, knowe what anſweare 
Maloc gaue.

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kyng demaunded : Tel me whether chou 
haſt witten any letters to Maloc kyng of 
Arabia?

declared the whole matter befoze the coun- 


ſaple, ſo that Hircanus was quite daſſhed.

Fo M arimi caſt in 
cheyꝛ teeth to theyꝛ faces, that they were 
not ofthe ſeede of Iſtael: but p2ophane , 
bnholp, and ofbaſe byzth , Notwitchſtan- 
kpng, Merode loued M arimz as his lyfe, 
wherefoze he woulde neuer diſpleaſe her 
as long as ſhe liued, noꝛ ſay ſo much to her. 
as why ſayeſt thou ſo * Thele thinges 
bone, Marcus Antonius a noble man of 
Rome, next vnto Octauian Auguſtus kyng 
ofkinges,being ſent by 4»gu/t«s to warre 
vpon the kinges of the Teſt countreys, 
raigned in Egypt, and by the pꝛouocation 
of his wyfe, rebelled againſt Octaui an Au- 
guſtus, made warre with him both by ſca 
t lande. And foꝛaſnuich as Egypt is nygh 
adioyning to the lande of Jlrael, Derode 
ioyned wich him, x helped him. Foꝛ M ar- 
cus Antonius had dyded him betoze in ſuch 
ſoꝛt, chat no king durſt meddle with him, 
fo: 
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fo feare of M arcs Antonius, There bps 
on when Marcus conſpired agaynſt his 
Prince and aiſter, Herode ayded hym 
with an armie, with hoꝛſemen, and with 
ſhyppes alſo agaynſt Ocfaui an. In whiche 
warres Octaui an gat the victoꝛie, flue An- 
tonie and al his people commyng by hyp 

to the Ile of Rhodes, and ſv into the lande 
of Egypt. Perode hearyng that Marcur 
Antonius was ſlayne, chat Octauian Au- 
zutus was come into Egypt, he faynted 
for feare of the difpleaſiire of Ota. Pet 
at length he toke hart vnto him, pꝛepared 
a royal pꝛeſent to be caried afoze him, and 
folowed after hym ſelfe to Oclauian Au- 
zuſtus , And ſettyng faꝛwardes, he called 
Ioſeph the huſbande of Salumith his ſiſter, 
whom he made cheefe of his houſholde, 
tommaundyng hym that if Octauian Au- 
guſtus put hym to death, he ſhouldepoy: 
fon MAarimi his wyte, ſaping, It ſhoulde 
not be ſecmely koꝛ Rynges , that any 
meane and baſe man ſhoulde marrie with 
a kynges wyddowe , and fleepe with her 
bppon a kynges bedde , So chen he toke 
his tourney towarde Octauian Angu- 


/us, who then was at the ann

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he vnderſtoode Ocfauian to be diſpleaſed 
with hym, foꝛ that he had ayded AA. Anto- 
ns, Theretoꝛe aſſoone as erode came 
to Ottauian Auguſtuspreſence,hauing his 
crowne vpon his head, he toke it ol, and fel 
doume pꝛoſtrate vpon the ground at Oct a- 
vans fette, ſaping, oſt noble Emperour, 
7 confeſlemy treſpaſſe agaynſt your ma⸗ 
ieſtie, that J loued M. Antonius mp com- 
panion in league, who was mp neighbour 
and apded me: and it is true, chat pour ma- 
ieltie ſince the tyme you made me kyng, 
haue heard ol mine aftayzes that haue hap: 
pened vnto me, but neuer ſuccoured me, 
This M. Antonius dyd not ſa, J confeſle 
terefoze that tn his warres agaynſt pour 
maieſtie, J ayded hym with an armie, 
with hozſemen # ſhyps : Neyther went d 
aut with lym fo2 any warres vpon mpne 
owne boꝛders , but whenſoeucr I went 
with him, J holpe hym to the vttermolt of 
my power.

had detected that ſecrete. Theretoꝛe he de⸗ 
parted out of his palace in a great anger 
and rage, whereby Salumith perteyued 
that he deteſted Marimi., and therefoze 
ſhe actuſed her further, ſibowyng kalſe 
acculers and foꝛgers ot lyes, to witneſſe 
that Marimi woulde haue poyſoned the 
kyng, whereofſhe hadde divers pꝛeſiunp⸗ 
tions alſo by her countenamce. She 
added mo7eouer , yk thou (ſaych the to 
the kyng ) let her ſcape thus, ſhe wyll 
lyeedyly deſtroy thee, _ bereeue 3 

| [ Jp 
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thy kingdome . The lawe geuech a man 
this counſel, It any man go about to mur⸗ 
der thee, pꝛeuent him, and ſlea him kyꝛſt. 
Dith this and ſuche like wooꝛdes, ſhe ſo 
27 moued the king , that he connnaumded to 


bꝛyng Marimi fooꝛth, and to be beheaded 
inthe high ſtreate of the citie. And as ſhe 
was bꝛought fooꝛch vnto the market place 
of the citie, all the women ok the citie folo⸗ 
wed her. Alexandra her mother alſo curſed 
andrapled at her, ſapeing, Come out, chou 
that halt abhoꝛred thy hul bande, and con- 
2 uſt thy loꝛde.Axandra wept al- 
ſo, as though it had benne faz the wicked 
neile chat her daughter hadde committed, 
thinking ſirrely to pleaſe the king by that 
meanes, and to bleare his eyes, yf per⸗ 
aduenture he myght ſuffer her to liue, tyll 
the myght haue opoꝛtunitie to poyſon 
hym . Marimi thus goeing to executi⸗ 
on, helde her peace, and looked neyther 
to che ryght hande, noꝛ to the lefte , — 
pet feared death any thyng , knowpng 
that ſhe was innocent in deede and 
thought, and therefd2e God woulde ren- 
der her a good „ 
me. Wherefoze ſhe bared 
without 
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without feare, and they cutte ok her head, 
ſhedyng p p umocent blood. But God made 
no delay in puniſhing the ſame : foꝛ there 
fel a ſoꝛe plague and peſtilence in the houſe 
of Herode, fo that his chiefe ſeruauntes, 
his noble women and concubines dyed 
ſoze thereof. Vea, thꝛoughout ail Judea 
raigned the peſtilence vehemently: which 
affiiction all Iſrael knewe well penough 
chaunced vnto them foꝛ the blood of Ma- 
rimi, They cryed theretoze vnto the Lozd, 
ſayeing, Ulylt thou foꝛ the offence of one 
man, deale ſo cruelly wich the whole cons 
gregation * The Lode tooke pitie there- 
foze vpon the lande, and withdzewe the 
plaque from the people. The king repen⸗ 
ted him alſo; that he had ſhed blood with⸗ 
out cauſe: and loue ſo grewe in his hart , 
that he was ſicke, and at deathes doe , 
Then Alexandra Marimis mother, ſought 

meanes howe to poyſon hym : Mhiche 
beyng vttered vnto the kyng , he com⸗ 
maimded to appꝛehende her, and to kyll 
her. In this manner dealt Merode with 


all the poſteritie of che A achabees Veer, la- * 


uyng none alyue that were called d by that 
nane , Pe put to death allo 1oſep», the 
G it "hufoande 
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hulbande of Salumich, The king had two 
ſonnes „Alexander and Ariſtobulus , by 
Mar mi his wyfe , They were both at 
Roine when their mother ſuffred,fo2 cheir 
father the king hadde ſent them thyther to 
learne the Romane tongue. Ulhen they 
hearde tydinges of their mothers death , 
they wept and mourned fo2 her, hatpng 
their father fox his crueltie , Soone after, 
the king their father recouered of his ſick⸗ 
neſſe, was eſtabliſhed in his kingdome, 
builded ſtrong cities, and role to great 
pꝛoſperittie. In 5ᷣ. I 3. yeere of his raigne, 
chere fel a great dearch in the lande, wher⸗ 
foze 5 king tooke out ot his treaſure much 
golde and ſiſter , and pꝛetious ſtones, 
whercwich he ſent into Egypt, and pꝛo⸗ 
cured plentie of coꝛne, and rekreaſhed 
with bꝛead all that lackt , and was in 


diſtreſſe of hunger: yea, he ſpared not his 


owne pꝛoper goodes . And not onely to 
the Ilraelites ſhewed he this liberalitie: 
but alſo to all that came vnto hum out 
of other ſtraunge nations , hearyng of 


his renowme , Poꝛcouer in all his 


warres he hadde good foztune , Belides 
this, he thought it good to _ =

aduiſe fox the building of it, after the ſame 1 1 4 
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that Coreſch preſcribed them, and not as 
it was afoze, The people of Iſrael hea- 
ryng that the king was purpoſed to pull 
downe the temple to che grounde, and 
builde it a freche, they made him nane an- 
ſweare, fearing leſt when he had pulled it 
downe, he would not be ſo haſtle to builde 
it vp agayne, But the king perceyuing 
what they feared in their mindes, ſayde he 
woulde not ſlacke the matter, noꝛ reit tyll 
he had bꝛought it to palle, Me ſaide more: 
oucr , that he woulde take out of his trea⸗ 
ſire plentie of golde and luluer, and gene 
it ta grauing: allo pꝛecious tonnes, Tones 
of Chaſes and Marble, To the C 
ters alſo and Maſons, he woulde del tier 
timber and ſtones, golde and liluer, haſſe 
and iron, to make all thinges neceſſarie 
to the wooꝛke. TUhereioe yt he pulled 
downe the houſe, he was able to buyide 
G iu it 
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it ſtrayght wayes agayne. So he pulled 
doume the houle, and repayꝛed it agayne, 


" + andfiniſhed it in length ahundzed cubites, 


in bꝛeadch likewpſe a hundꝛed cubites, and 
in heyght a hundꝛed cubites, all ol white 
marble, ſo that the whole height of p cant 
woozke was in all, a hundꝛed and twentie 
cubites,* Foꝛ che fundation was twentie 
cubites within the grounde, and a hundꝛed 
aboue. The bꝛeadch of euery ſtone was 
twelue cubites, and che chickneſſe thereof 
eyght cubites „ euery ſtone was of lyke 
bigneſle. The gates ofthe houle he coue⸗ 
red with fine golde and pꝛecious ſtones 
— ſet therein: the thieHoldes were of 
ſtluer, and the toppes alſo, De made alſo a 
vine of gold, a marueylous cumipigpeece 
of woozke , the armes thereof o bigger 
bzaunches.were glittering golde, the leller 


bꝛaunches, ſlips, o; lateſt ſhutes, of golde 


ſomewhat red, and all aboue was pelowe 
golde, whervnon hung cluſters of Criſtal, 
The vine was ſo great, chat it wayed a 
M. younde wayghtofpure golde. In all 
the woꝛdde was not the lyke to be ſeene., 
Me made alſo a poꝛch, x before the poꝛche, 
two wallcs of luer, marueylous cim- 


mingly 
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ningly wꝛought. Behinde the houſe to⸗ 
warde the weſt, he made a court ol d. cu⸗ 
bites long and a c. in breadth, whiche was 
paued with pure marble. Toward þ ſouth 
and noꝛth, che length of the court was allo 
cl. cubites. and a. t. in bꝛeadth. He erected 
in it alſo a. cl. pilllers of white marble in 
foure ranckes. The length of one rancke 
was. xl. cubites, and euery piller was rl. 
cubites high, x thꝛee cubites thicke. The 
pillers were all of like meaſure, as the 
court ofthe noꝛth ſide, + ofthe ſouch, was 
alſo of like meaſtre, with all the pillers 
thereof, Towarde the eaſt, che court con⸗ 
tepned 720. cubites, euen to the bꝛooke 
cedron. No man euer ſawe the lpke bupl- 
dyng in al the wozlde, The vine that he 
made, placed he befaꝛe the poꝛche. In the 
extreme partes of the court, he made alſa 
walkes and galleries of ſuche height, chat 
they that walked therein, might eaſuy ſary 
the waters runnyng in the bꝛooke Cedron, 


by the ſpace of a cubite. Betweene the 


poꝛch andthe houſe alſo(as though it were 
a vaple oꝛ partition) the kyng made a 
wall of ay or halle a handkull thicke , 


In the which was a dooꝛe of beaten gold, 
G iui and 
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and vppon che gate, aſ\woozde of golde of 
twelue pounde waight. There were cer: 
tapne poles grauen in the ſwoozd, as this, 
W bat ſtraung er ſoeuer approcheth nigh her. 
let him dye for it. So the thinges that Ve⸗ 
rode made in the temple, were woonder- 
full: neyther was there euer heard of in al 
che wozide', any kyng that was able to 
make ſuche a buyldyng. Ahen the woꝛke 
was liniſhed, the king ſent to Sarong his 
paſtures fo; his catell, from whence were 
bzougyt him thee hund)ed poung bul- 
lockes, and very mam ſhec pe, accoꝛdyng 
to his pzincely eſtate. Do then they dedt- 
cated and halowed the houſe- with great 
top and gladneſle, There was one certaine 
day in the yeere, when as the king was 
cuer accuitomed to make a great fcaltto 
all his court, to all his nobles and Sages 
in Iſrael , Agaynſt chat ſelfe ſame day the 
king was minded to tmithe his woozkes , 
whiche made both him moꝛe gladde, and 
all his people , The lame alſo com- 
m umded he to be donne in all the pꝛo 
tinces of his kyngdome , ſendyng his 
letters by his purtepuauntes to the no- 
ble menne, captapnes, and pꝛelidentes 

of 
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of the pꝛouinces, that they ſhoulde obſerue 
that day after the ſame mæamer euerp 
yeere. The people alſo chat were flitted 
into their enimies countreys, their head 
rulers and captaynes came out of euery 
countrey farre and neere to ſee the houſe 
and the king, foz they coulde neuer be- 
leeue it, tyll they had ſeene it: and when 
they hadde ſeene it, it erceeded karre chat 
they had hearde of it. Theſe chinges done, 
the kynges tw3 ſom es, Alexander and A- 
iſta hulus whiche he had by M arimi,came 
home from Rome to Dieruſalem in a 
great heate and furie,with a ſtrong com- 
pmte , pea their hartes were very hautie 
alſo; foz Alexander the elder , had maryed 
the king of Capadocies daughter, and Ari- 
ſtobulus, the daughter of Salumith the king 
his kathers ſiſter, Thele comming to Hie⸗ 
ruſalem , went not to che court to dog 
their duetie to the kyng they? kather, 
neyther woulde ſee him: whereby the 
kyng geathered, chey went about ſome 
- milchiefe agaynſt him. Maꝛeouer, all 
his menne gauc him warnyng to take 
heede of them, and to keepe his power oꝛ 
garde about him. Me hadde a wyfe of 
| G v baſe 
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baſe ſtocke out ofthe countrey, befoze he 
came to the kynadome,by whom he hadde 
aſonne named Antipater And when he 
had put Marini his beloued wyfe to 
ren, ball hm hs woe whe be 
had diſbapned. befoze , to his courte , 
Ulherefoze nowe ſeing the two ſonnes of 
M arimi hated hym, he appointed Antipa- 
ter his ſonne tobe his heyꝛe apparaunt , 
and to rayſe his eſtimation, gaue hym all 
his treaſure, made hym lozde# ruler of al 
chat he had, affirming » he ſhoulde raigne 
after hym. This Antipater had a ſubtyle 
wyt and a crattie, and this talke was day⸗ 
Ive to his father, Ik it lyke pour Maie⸗ 
ſhe , whereto ſhould you geue me all chele 
| thinges, when as theſe two lions ſhalbe 
euer in my top, and redy to deſtroy me. 
By ſuche ſurnuſed meanes he rayſed diſ⸗ 
toꝛde and hatred betweene them and their 
father , albeit the kyng was loth to hurt 
his two ſonnes. Mot long atter, he toke his 
iourney to Nome, to Octauian, and his 
ſonne Alexander wayted vpon him, hoping 
that Octauj an woulde be a meanes fo2 
him to turne his fathers hatred from him, 


Epuit all malice out of his minde, 
he 
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che kyng was come thyther , Ockauian re- 
ioyced muche of his comming,ſapeing, I 
haue thought long to ſee thee, To whom 
haſt thou left the lande of Juda? Herode 
anſweared,fo2 the homage that J owe vn- 
to my lod the Emperour, J am come to 
appeare before him, x to declare my chan 
ces with this my ſonne his ſeruannt . So 
he tolde him p whole matter, from the be⸗ 
ginning ta the ende. Then Octanian Augu- 
ſts blamed the young man, becauſe he ha 
ted his father, The young mam aunſwea⸗ 
red, Howe can J otherwyſe doo? Howe 
can J foꝛget the molt chaſte wombe that 
bare me, whiche was of the holy ſtocke. 
If foꝛget my mother that was llayne 
giltleſle # without crime chen let me fox 
get my right hande, Theſe and ſuche like 
ſpake p voung man, not without teares, in 
the preſence of Oclauian, ſo that his bow 
els was much moued: and the noble men 
alſo that were about Oclauian, coulde not 
abſtaine from weeping , but lamented 
greatly. Offauian firſt repꝛooued erode 
fo: his great tranſgreſſion and cruel⸗ 
tie: then laboured he to paciſte the young 

manne wich contoztable woowes , 
| bydbyng 
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biddyng him to honourhis father, and to 
ſubmit him ſelfe vnto him. Ihen he had 
donne as he was wylled (foꝛ he would not 
ſtrive againſt the Emperours commaun- 


dement) Ottawian tooke the young man 
 bythehande ,and put it into Herodes bo- 
ſome . Then his father killed and imbza- | 
ced him,ſothat they both wept. After that, 
they tooke their leaue and departed from 
Octaui an, ho comforted them, and gate 
BE gg Aarne be — 


| came home to Hieruſalem , he called to- 
gracher allthe etdcrs of Iſrael, and ſapde 
vnto then, Jhaddeterminedonce to place 
one of mp ſonnes, captayne over the peo- 
ple ofthe Lode, but J myght not doo it 
without the conſent of Octauian Augu- 
ſtus. Nowe therekoze J haue appoynted 
my chꝛee ſonnes , and haue diuided my 
kingdome equally amongſt them , Delpe 
ve them agaynſt their enimes , but in 
no wyſe ſhall ye helpe one of them a: 
gaynſt another. And pf ye percepue any 
byeache ok kreendſhyp betweene a 
{ 
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chat lyeth in you to tale it away. Where 
vnto he made them ſweare pꝛeſently in 
Hicruſalem:and the bond made, eche man 
departed home to his houſe . But loꝛ all 
this, the hatred betweene Antipater x his 
two bꝛechꝛen was nothing diminiſhed. 

Fo? he feared them, becauſe they were of 
the houſe of Cha/monani , and alted with 
kinges of great power, De ſubomedther- 
fore falſe accuſers, to ſap vntop king that 
the young men, ſonnes of Marimi, were 
determined to deſtroy him. Likewyſe he 
ſet variance betweene Salumith and theme 
for he was in greater eſtimation then he, 
inſonnich that the king did nothing with- 
out her counſel , The ſante wouchthe al- 
ſo betweene Pheroras the kinges brother 
and them. But to Salumith he ſapd,Doelt 
thou not conſpder holwe the ſormes of a- 
rimi knowe that their mother was put to 
death by thy counſel? Therefoze yk they 
may bꝛyng to paſle to make the kyng a⸗ 
way, they wyll hewe thee to peeces. But 
when the voung men hearde of this, they 
came befoze the kyng, and ſware, they 
neuer intended to hurt their father , and 


wich weeping they perſwaded the bong 
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that he beleeued them, and they gate his 
fauour agapne, TUhereat Antipater was 
not alitle diſpleaſed: wherefoze he hyꝛed 
falſe witneſſes,to ſay they ſawe Alexander 
che kinges ſonne vppon a certayne nyght, 
with his ſwooꝛd dꝛawen before the kinges 
palace, mindyng to murder Antipater, De 
ſuboꝛned alſo certapne of the kinges ler⸗ 
uauntes to witneſle agaynſt Alexander, 
that he ſhould geue them great rewardes, 
to allure them to his pleaſure, and to abuſe 
them in vnnatural venerp:whiche they re⸗ 
kuſed. Pozeoner , that he deſired them to 
poyſon che king: whiche they woulde not 
alſo agree to doo. Waherevpon che kyng 
was ſoꝛe diſpleaſed towarde him, com⸗ 
maundyng not only him, but al that tooke 
his part, oꝛ defended his integritie, to be 
appꝛehended and put in pꝛiſon, chat execu⸗ 
tion myght be donne vppon chem. Then 
Alexander mytte vnto Archelaus his fa- 
ther in lawe, deſpꝛing him to come to 
Pieruſalem to his father Merode. This 
-Archelaus was a very wile man, and a no⸗ 
table counſellour , When he was come to 
Pieruſalem, Herode was very glad of his 
comming; , and demaunded what matters 


bought 
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hought hym thyther at that preſent. De 
anſweared, J haue hearde that Alexander. 
thy ſonne , and my ſonne in lawe, hath at⸗ 
tempted to rebel agaynſt thee : it is not 
poſſible but my daughter his wyfe ſhould 
be acceſſarie ofthis thing, and pet ſhe hath 
not ſhewed it vnto thee: wherefoze J vtter⸗ 
ly deteſt her, as one that hath conſpired a⸗ 
gaynſt thee , Yet neuertheleſſe, J knowe 
well that foꝛ p loue thou beareſt vnto me, 
thou wouldeſt ſpare her: foꝛ this cauſe J 
am come unto thee , that when thou haſt 
put thy ſonne to death, J alſo may ſlea 
my daughter: Fo? it is better chat we 
ſhoulde make chem away, then they vs. 
Herode hearyng this, was very glad, and 
gaue credite to his frendſhip. Chen Ar- 
ebelaus percepued that Yerode had a good 
opinion ol him, he altered his camnumica⸗ 
tion, ſaying to p king, Firſt.let vs diligent⸗ 
ly examine & wel trie the cauſe, fozaſiniuch 
as there are many falſe witneiles and ly⸗ 
ing perſons in the wozide: and let vs not 

* ſhed innocent blood vpon an vncertaintie. 
For Archelaus had great pꝛeſiunptions, ö 
Herode had geuen to light credite, knows 
ing how redy he was to heare an * er 
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whiche was the cauſe ofallthe miſchiefe 
thatbefell vppon the people or his heule, 
Tell, Derode thought his counſell good, 
One of them that accuſed the kinges chil⸗ 
den, was Pheroras the kinges bzother , 
and to ſay the trueth, he was the chiele of 
all. Herode loued Archelaus the kyng of 
Capadocia ag him ſelfe, whiche Archelaus 
percepuing , turned his talke to rebuke 
the kyng, ſayeing Thou art nowe waxen 


olde , and well ſtricken in yeeres, thou ſuf- 
= backbiters to rule thee , who 


ſlirre thee to woozke all theſe nifchicfes | 
in thy * Yea Pheroras thy bꝛo⸗ 
ther hath falſely pꝛouoked thee agaynſt 
thy ſonnes. Then Pheroras hrarde 
theſe wooꝛdes, he was ſoꝛe afrayde: fo in 
deede he had ſeduced the kyng . There: 
fore came Pheroras lo Archelans , and 
beſought him to ſane his lyfe > Archelau 
aunſweared him, Ik thou wylt obtayne 
pardon foꝛ thy wickedneſſe, come and 
fall befoze his feete , and confeſſe that 
thou half ſpoken failſelve agaynſt his 
ſomnes: then wyll J pꝛomiſe thee, that he 
ſhalbe mercikull vnto thee , and to his 
lonnes , Pheroras dyd ſo, confeſſed that he 
| had 
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had kalſly accuſed the kyngs ſonnes. Then 
Archelaus beſought the kyng fo2 pardon, 
and he graunted it, After that, he intreatey 
hym that the young menne might be dif: 
miſſed and delyuered out of pꝛyſon, which 
the kyng commaunded to be done. The 
poung men therekoze came to the kynges 
pꝛeſence, and fel downe befoze his feete, 
and the kyng was lotyng vnto them, em- 
bzaſed them, x kyſt them, De made great 
top alſo that Arc helaus came in ſo good an 
houre vnto hym, to w/;om he gaue fo2 a 
gyft ſeuen hundꝛed poundes wayght of 
gold, with many pꝛetious ſhones,and con⸗ 
cubines, and diſhnſſed hym, But 4 ntipa- 
ter agayne ſitbozned falſe accuſers, # wnit 
counterfayte letters in the name of the 
kynges ſonnes, to one of the | 
declaring howe they waulde conſpyꝛe and 
kyll the kyng: and by ſuche meanes he 
encreaſed the enemities betweene them 
and they} father dpuers wayes, that the 
kung commaunded them to be put in 
pꝛyſon, and molt ſtrong irons to be layde 
pon chem. Beſpdes this „ Antipater 
hadde ſirpziſed and wanne che hartes of 
he kynges cheeke _ and ſeruauntes, 
i 
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chat they pꝛocured his barber to beare kalle 
witnelle agaynſt Alexander, howe that he 
hyꝛed him to kyl the kyng at ſuch tyme as 
be ſhoulde ſhane his bearde , Then the 
kyng heard his barber ſpeake , he was 

wonderfully troubied in his mynde, inſo⸗ 
muche that he ſayde , Jem weerie of my 
ivfe, to heare theſe pickthankes that open 
myne eares and fyl my head with tales. 
tan doo no way better, then to geue 
charge, that wholocuer bꝛynges me any 
ſuche accuſations hereafterof any bedy, he 
(al ſuffer death for tt.TUlherefoze he com

Herode , A grippa , and Alexander. Uhen 
the kyng returned to Pierulalem N 
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was in Samaria by the lake ſpde, when 


his ſonnes were put to execution) he com- 
maunded that his nephewes ſheulde be 


bꝛought to the court, and takyng pitie of 


chem. embꝛaſed and kyſſed them, weeping 
very ſoꝛe, both he and al his ſeruaumtes: 
foꝛ it greatly repented hym ok che hey⸗ 
nous deedes th at he had done. But when 
the tyme ol mournyng was paſt, he cau⸗ 
{ed to cal al the cheefe of Iſrael togeather. 
and ſavde vnto them, J am nowe growen 
in ege, and waren gray headed , bncer- 
tayne howe ſhoꝛtly J hal dye.

maunded alſo his ſonne Antipater to geue 
his daughter to Perode the ſonne of Ari- 
ſtobu'us, Ard the mariages were knit, and 
compoſitions made in che kyngs pꝛelence. 
Ihen Antipatcy marked the loue that 
the kyng bare towarde his nephues.he be- 
gan to be in great care: foꝛ 7 higarus A- 
lexanders ſonne, had a graundfatler by the 
mother ſ de, a kyng ol great power, name⸗ 
ly Arc helaus kyng of Capadocia. Ie 
falles downe therfoze at the kynges feete, 
to diſſelue and bzeake the freendſl;yp that 
le bare towardes his nephues, and to 
leave ſpeakyng in they? cauſe as he hadde 
done: but he pꝛeuayled nothyng. There 
koꝛe he leſt his father, and went to Phero- 
ras che kynges bꝛocher, made a confede- 
rac'e with hym, and deſpꝛed hym to 
fuſtrate the bonde that was betweene 
m ſelfe ard Hercde, and alſo betweene 
him and 7 higarys, the ſenne of Alexan- 
der that was hanged, So Pheroras came 
tothe kyng, turned his mynde, and dif- 
ſelued che col enautes of marpage. 


This donne, Pheroras and Antipater 
(chat 
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(that late vpon the kynges thꝛone) were 
become great freendes , bankettyng one 
te other day and night, and deuiling their 
matters. When this came to the kynges 
care, he was ſoꝛe afrapde of th y traynes, 
and commanded that his bꝛother Phero- 
ra ſhauilde fo2 euerm ne be ban ſhed the 
court. Aatipater his ſonne was ſent to 
Octauian Auguſtus to eſtabliſhe the kyng⸗ 
dome vnto hym, & to enter in league with 
hym. Fo Herode was ſo olde, that he 
coulde not goe. Antipater tourneping to⸗ 
warde Nome, paſſed thzough Egypt, de⸗ 
(20us to ſee it befoze the death of his vn⸗ 
cle Pheroras, And as he trauapled by the 
hygh wapes of Egypt, there came a cer: 
tayne marchant hauyng a vpal in his 
bande cloſe couered, whiche cryed,ſaping, 
Cho wyl buye a thyng of a great pꝛice 
befoze he ſee it, oꝛ knowe what it is? Anti- 
pater maryepled at his woꝛdes, and aſked 
hym what was in the vyal. But the ſeller 
tolde hym not what it was, befoze he had 
bought it, and payde deare foꝛ it. Then 
whilpered he in his care, tellyng hym 
that it was a ſtrang poyſon, that woulde 
&pll one out of hande. This vyall An- 

Y tw tipater 
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tipater ſent to 7 heroras to be kept vutyl he 
returned from Rome, In che meane ſea⸗ 
ſon Pheroras dyed, and his wyfe hydde che 
byal, After when Antipater came home az 
gayne from Rome, Pheroras wyfe and he 
fel at vartarmce, inſomuche that the obiec⸗ 
ted unto hym that he was the cauſe that 
Pheroras was baniſhed the kynges pꝛe⸗ 
ſence, the ſoꝛcwe whereof was his death, 
On the other ſyde, Antipater went about 
to accule her, ſowpng dilcezde betweene 
her andthe kyng, to ſtirre hym agaynſt 
her. De ſuboꝛned alſo a certayne Eurucb 
oꝛ gelded perſon, to goe vnto che king, and 
enfourme hym, how chat at what tyme as 
he tooke diſpleaſire with Pheroras his 
bother, and banyſhed hym his pzeſence, 
Pheroras pzocured a ſtrong poyſon, and 
gaue it tohis wyfe, commaundyng ber 
to deſtroy the kyng cherewith. The 
kyng hearyng this, was woch with the 


EFunuch, end ſayde, J ſearched loꝛ chat 


benome long agoe, when it was noyſed 
that my houleholde ſeruatmtes woulde 
gene it me to dꝛynke, but J coulde not 
kynde che chung to be true. Pea, J haue 
ben to raſhe in ſuche matters: loꝛ J put 

my 
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my wife Marimi to death without a cauſe, 
and Alexandra mp mother in lawe, with 
my two chyldꝛen. Then Antipater heard 
that the kyng credited not the Funuch, he 
made ſute to the kyng to ſende him to 
Octauian the ſeconde time: fo2 he was a- 
fearde fo2 the Uvall that was in Pheroras 
wyues houſe. Me had wiytten alſo with 
his hande, howe chat he ſent it, intending 
therewith to popſon p kinges ſonnes chil- 


men. But be that prepareth 4 þitte for / 


another , oft tymes falleth into it hym 
ſelfe . So deſyzing the kyng to ſend him, 
he lethym goe. After this, the king com⸗ 
maunded to make ſearche, yf the Eunu- 
ches waozdes were trite 02 no: he ſent 
fyꝛſt of all Pheroras houſeholde ſeruaun- 
tes, examined them whether ener thep 
coulde perceyue that Pheroras was in 
mynde to hurt hym . They all (ware, 
no. Then the kyng commannded to 
ſcourge them very ſoꝛe: but they con- 
feſſed nothyng, although ſome dyed vn- 
der they2 handes in the eramination, 
Some he oꝛdered with diuers kynde of 
toꝛmentes, of ſome he cauſed to plucke 
out al their teeth. Aud as he bad ſcourge a 

I) ut cer: 
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rertayne woman ſeruaunt, which had ben 
very truſtie to Pheroras , at length when 
the coulde no longer ſtande foꝛ ſtrokes, ſhe 
cryed out, and ſayde, The holy and bleſſed 
God reuenge vs of Noffios p kinges wyfe, 
Antipaters mother , which is caule ofthis, 
The king hearing theſe wooꝛdes, bad let 
her alone,ſhe wyll diſcloſe all, Then ſpake 
ſhe, Antipater made fealtes euerp foote 
for thy bꝛother Pheroras and him ſelfe,and 
as they cate and dzarke , they deuiſed 
howe to poyſon thee, ſpecially when as 
Antipater was goeing to Octauian. For 
they ſapde; Except we deltrop hym, he 
wyll deſtroy vs, as he hath donne all the 
chyldꝛen of his houſe. Moꝛeouer, he lo⸗ 
ueth the chyldꝛen of his ſonnes that were 
put to death, whiche growe apace, and 

it is poſſible he may aulter his minde, 
and make one of chem kyng. Antipater 
alſo ſayde to thy bꝛocher , The kyng 


makes as though he were muche my 
freende, but J truſt hym not. He gaue 
me ({apty he) a hundꝛed pounde wayght 
of golde, but all that ſatiftieth not me, 
When tie kyng hearde chis „ he tolde 
howe he hadde geuen Antipater this 

golde 
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golde ſecretly. The woman ſayde moꝛe⸗ 
duer, There is pet a Upall of ſtrong poy⸗ 
fon in Pheroras houle, that thy ſonne ſent 
out of Egypt. Straightway the king ſent 
to Pheroras wpfe , that ſhe ſhoulde byyng 
hym the U vall of popſon her owne bel. > 
When the eſpied the kynges Eunuches 
come to fetche her whether the ſhoulde oz 
no,the gate her vp to the top ofthe houſe, 
and caſt her ſelfe downe headlong to kyll 
her ſelfe , becauſe ſhe woulde not ſee the 
kyng, noꝛ abyde his tozmentes , But ſhe 
dyed not thereof , wherevpon the kynges 
meſſengers bꝛought her in a hozſe litter, 
and (et her afoze thekyng, Then ſhe con⸗ 
feſſed vnto hym, howe Antipter his forme 
had conſpircd with Pberoras to kyll hym 
with a ſtrong poyſon that he had bought 
in Egypt, and ſent to Pheroras when he 
went to Octauian: and howe that Phe- 
rora5 beyng at the poynt of death , repen- 
ted him thereof, chargyng that we ſhoulde 
neuer geue that venome to Antipater. 
but poure it out vppon che growunde, that 
the kyng myght not be poylbned there: 
with: and J dyd as he bade me, caſt it out 
al, ſaue a lide that J kept in che glaſſe 

: Dy bottome, 
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dottome, foꝛ J euer feared that whiche 
is nowe come to paſſe. Then atp kinges 
tommaundement, the Upal was b2ought 
fonth befoze him, and there was a litle of 
the venome left, wherefoze they gaue bet- 
ter credite to her wooꝛdes: ſo that p kyng 
was content with her, and bade his phiſi⸗ 
tions heale her, and ſhe recouered , This 
donne, the king wipt to Antipater to come 
home with ſpeede, becaule Jam old (ſayth 
he) and weake, vncertayne howe ſhoꝛtly 
J ſhall ve. The king hadde yet alſo two 
1 fu 6 ves er ſonnes at Rome, Arc helaus & Poli- 
i mus. So when Antipater wiptte to aun- 
ſweare his fathers letters, he ſignified vn- 
to him, that his two ſonnes had diffamed 
the kyng, and ſlamdered him vnto Oct 
uian. But the king anſweared him, Come 
and bꝛing them with thee , and J wyll oꝛ⸗ 
der them as thou thinkeſt good. Not: 
withſtandyng, Antipater lyngred and de- 
layed foꝛ the {pace office moneches,to ſce 
pfhe might learne fomwhat of his fathers 
dooinges , but he coulde heare nothyng. 
The meſſengers that his father had lent, 
lay vppon him everyday, and boged hym 
to make ſpeede , Therefoze at the ſeuen 
monethes 
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moneches ende, he tooke his tourney to⸗ 
wardes Ine a, and came to Ceſarea. There 
heard he that his father had taken diſplea- 
ſure with his mother, and baniſhed her toe 
court, but vo not learne what ſhould 


be the cauleh, theretoze he was ſtroken in 
ſuche feare , hat he woulde haue gonne 
backe axapye and lett his tourney , But 
they that d vppon him, being deli⸗ 
rous to goe home to their houſes and fa- 
milies, crafted with him, and perſwaded 
him, chat yf he ould nowe returne backe 
out ol his way, he ſhoulde tuſtifie his ent- 
mies ſapeinges to be true. But yf thou 
come once to thy fathers pꝛeſence (ſap 
they) who louech thee ſo intirely, thou ſhalt 
pꝛeuayle agavnſt thy foes,+ get che vpyer 
hand of them chat troubled thee, So he fo⸗ 
lowed their counſel, and came to Hierula⸗ 
lem.Uhen he entred into p citie, no man 
came fooꝛch to meete him, n02 once to byy 
him welcome home. Foꝛ al y pcople hated 
him foꝛ his lyes, Caunders, peruerſe and 
wicked counſel, but chicfely for feare of - 
king. Yet went he fozxwarde to the 

atiovgh with a fearefull hart. Wh: = 


came to the kinges pꝛeſencezhe fell do ume 
an 
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and dyd his duetie: but the kyng turned 
away his face, ⁊ coulde not abyde to locke 
bpon hym. He went home therfoze to his 
— wich a heauie hart, hanging downe 
his head, and hyding his face , There his 
mother tolde htm * their counſell con 
cernyng the Upail of poyſon was bewyap- 
ed, and howe the king was woonderfully 
incenſed towardes him, that increa'td pee 
his feare moꝛe and mote . The nert day 
by the kinges commaundement he was 
bꝛought fooꝛch: and befoze all the chiefe of 
Iſrael aſſembled togeather, the king ſate 
to iudge Antip3ters cauſe , There rehear⸗ 
ſed the king vnto them his ſormes lewde- 
neſſe and lyes, howe he had ſeduced him, 
and incited him to kyll his childꝛen that 
were of the kinges blood, farre better and 
moꝛe vertuous then he: inſomuche that 
with a loude voyce the kyng burſt out and 
bewailed his wyfe Marimi, whom he put 
to death without a cauſe, ⁊ his two ſounes, 
that they that were farre of, myght heare 
him. Then Antipater lpit bp his head, 
and beganne to ſpeake crafaly and ſub- 
tilly. Firſt he foꝛgot not to geue gentle 
wooꝛdes to pacifie his fathers 2 
it 


— 
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(but chat he toulde not do.) After he fel to 
intreatie in ſuche ſoꝛt, that al the nobles 
were meoued to pitie, and bi wayled his 
eupl foꝛttme, not without teares: ſaue on- 
lv Niraleus the kpnges ſecretarie, who lo⸗ 
ued the kynges chyldꝛen that were put to 
death, De rebuked them al that were @p 
fo: the calamitie of Antipater, crying with 
al his might, Where are pe Alexander 
and Ariſtobulus that were ſlaine gyltleſſe? 
L yft vp yaur heads # behold this blocddie 
and wycked man fal into the pit which he 
hym ſelfe made, ſee howe his foote is cat⸗ 
ched in the net that he layde hym ſelle fox 
other, Marke you not howe pour maker 
reuengeth your death, and requyꝛech pour 
blood at his hande in the tyme of his dg- 
ſtruction * Fo2 the wycked man is ſparen 
bntpl the tymne ok his death. So the kyng 
hun ſelfe very muche inſenſed. ſent to fetch 
a condemned perlon out of pꝛyſon: who 
beyng bꝛought before them, and taſtyng a 
lite of che poyſon in the byal, fel downe 
farke dead foozthwith , Then the kyng 
commaunded Antipater to be caryed to 
pyyſon, and to be layde in ſtrong trons, 
The.rl.veere ofhis raigne , whiche =

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che xx. yeere of his age, kyng Herode fel 


ſicke, and no remedie, no philicke could be 
found to helpe him: neyther his ſeruantes 
no? philitians could pꝛecure ym any ret, 
fo greeuouſly came his deſcaſe vpon hym, 
with ſhoꝛtneſle of bꝛeach, and though the 
anguiſhe of the mautfolve ciyis that had 
happened vnto hym by his owne folke, 
Ulhercupon he cryed out, laying, Wlo 
may he be, that hath none left to ſucceede 
hym in his kyngdome, noꝛ none to gee be- 
fore his coffen, and mourne {92 hym at his 
death. Then called he to his remembꝛance 
his wyle M arimi and his two lonnes, re: 
hearſyng them by name, howlyng and 
weeppne ſtyl contirvally , Uppon a cer⸗ 
tayne dap when his ſickneſſe came ſoꝛe vp- 
on hun, he called to his ſeruantes to fetche 
hym ſome pleaſaunt apple, to ſee yt he 
myght comfort his hart : and when they 
had brought it, he aſked foꝛ a knvte to 
tut it, and one was bzought hym. Then 

he geachered his ſtrength vn o hym, and 

reared hym ſelfe vp vpon his left arme, 

and percevuyng his lyke to be ful offo- 

role and lamentation, he tocke the knyſe 

with his ryght hande , and fetched his

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wap to chzuſt it into his belly. But his 
ſeruantes ſtept ta him, r caught his arme, 
holbyng his handes, and wol de not ſuffer 
hym to doo it, Then wept he ſoꝛe and all 
his ſeruauntes, that the voyce was hearde 
out of the court, and ſhoꝛtly al the citie 
was in a ſturre, ſaving, The kyng is dead, 
the kyng is dead.

The 
keeper an{weared, I feare leaſt the kyng 
be et alyue, J wyl goe thereloze e knowe 
the trueth, and come agayne by and by, 
Antipater ſawe he coulde not geat looſe, 
and wept fo2 anger at che keeper, So the 
keeper came to the courte: whiche 
beyng tolde ta the kyng, commanded 
him to be bꝛought to his pꝛeſence.

The king 
cryed out vnto his Lowes, ſee howe he 
hateth me beyng yet in pꝛyſon: vf he were 
here, he woulde doo what he could to kyl 
me. He woulde not doo as my ſeruauntes 
dyd, make haſte to weft the knyfe out of 
my hande. As true as God lyucth, he ſhal 
neuer haue that he gapeth foꝛ. So the 
kyng commaumnded he ſhoulde be put to 
death , And there was not one that 
woudde entreate foz hym , o2 deſpꝛe the 
kyng to the e, but euery man 
was glad cf his deltruction.

Archelaus allo 
chat was depoſed befoꝛe, dyed in the tyme 
of this Tiberius raigne. Then Tiberius 
made Agrippa (the ſonne of Ariſtobulus, 
whom Herode put to death) Autipas byo- 
ther. king in his ſteede. The time that 4n- 
„ at raigned auer Iſrael, mas. II. yeeres. 
Cains Caligu- Jn A grippas tyme dyed Liberius Cæſ ar, t 
la Ceſar, Caius ſucterded him. This Cauus called 
him ſelle a God, # would ſuffer no man to 
wooyſhippe any thing in his Empire, but 
bim ſetfe © He continued not long in his 
dignitie, but decaied & dyed. After him ſuc- 
ceeded Claudius. Claudius being dead, Ne- 
ro Ceſar was Emperour. Agrippa taig 
ned ouer Iſracl. 23. yceres. In his tyme 
Nero ſoꝛe oppꝛeſſed Iſrael, by ſetting cru 
el pꝛeſidentes ouer them, whiche left them 
nothing to liue vpon,+ beſides that , punt- 
ſhed chem with diners toꝛmentes, vntill at 
length they were conſtrayned to rebel a: 
gain 
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gainſt the Romane Empire and Nero 
Cæſar, tu ridde them ſelues from under his 
ſubtectton, And aboue al other, one Florus 
prefident # captame ofþ Romane armie, 
molt greeuoully onpꝛeſſed p Jewes, and 
had donne many thinges bery wickedly. 
Foz not on had he ſhed innocent blood, 
rauiſhing at his pleaſure wyues, x deflows 
red maydes in the citie of da: but alſo 
robbed wich great crueltie, euery man of 
his goodes. He dyd inhabite the temple, 
and vpon the beames thereofhitng choſe 
that he toke diſpleaſure with. It chaunced 
that Beronice, king Agrippas ſiſter, came at 
that time ta Mierulalem of devotion, to 
viſice the haly place, She ſeeing Florus vt- 
olentlp ta opprelle the people, # fo pay- 
ment of exactions # tol age to flea many 
of them, euen at the entraunce ofthe tem⸗ 
ple: the came fooꝛch weeping vnto Vorne, 
beſeeching him ta be fauourable #ſpare 
the people, fo2 ſhe pitted them very great⸗ 
ly. Det Florus relented nothing, but when 
ſhe was departed from him, he flouted and 
mockt her although ſhe were the kinges 
luſfer,and that in che temple ofthe Lone. 


There was pꝛeſent at that time a valiant 
Ju young 
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young man, Eleaſar ſunne of Anani the 
high pꝛieſt: He whyles bis fache. was ex 
ecuting his office, coulde not abide to {ce 
the Iſtaelites ſo nuſozdz2ed at Florus han 
des, but being enkindled wich a ferent 
ʒeale, ſounded a trumpet, whereby there 
aſſembled about him foozthwith diuers 
_companyes #bandes of young men, good 
ly warryers, by whoſe ayde he rayſed a 
great commotion, and encauntred with 
Florus ſt the Romane ſoutdiours,of whom 
he made a great ſlaughter, pxenapling 
much: e getting at length the vpper hande 
of Florus, olerthꝛewe all his hoaſt, ſo that 
Florus was cunſtramed to fire alone out of 
Hierulalem, vnto Egypt. Inthe way as 
he lied, he chaunted to meete with king 4- 
grippa, comming from Rome from ers 
Ce/ar,t going home into Iudea:to whom 
Florus declared what had happened hym 
thꝛough the pouth of the Jewes at Vieru⸗ 
lalem. And as Auripha had paſſed Egypt, 
and dꝛue toward Mieruſalem, his ſiſter e 
1 directed her letters unto hym, mo⸗ 
ng hem to toine with y Jewes, x to aide 
= The people allo came wholly the 
ſpace of 40, mples outotthe cite of bis 
| rulalem 
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ruſalem to meete him, and fell vowne flat 
beloꝛe hym, crying, God ſaue our king - 
£11ppa, But the king ſtudied ail he might, 
to pꝛocure quietneſſe and peace to the citie 
and people, So he entred into Hieruſa- 
lem, accompanied wich a couple of noble 
men ol Rome, wooꝛthy captaynes, whom 
he brought wich him in his trayne. And 
when he came into the middeſt of the citie. 
the peaple cryed maynely out vpon hym, 
ſayeing, Deliuer vs, O kyng, andlet thy 
hande aud helpe be on our ſide to ſuccour 
vs, foz we wyll neuer moꝛe be vnder the 
Romanes ſubiection. The king hearyng 
this, pitied the people very muche: not- 
withſtandyng, he was not content that 
they were minded to rebell agayn{ the 
Romane Empire. Aherefoꝛe he called 
togeather che people, at the entraunce of 
the court of che temple , where were 
pꝛeſent the elders of Iſrael „ and all 
te chieke-men, with the hygh pꝛieſt A 
nani, and declared vnto them the power 
of the-Romanes , the ſtrength of they2 
kongdame , and "what nations rode 
about them they had ſubdued , in ſuche 
lot, as no remapne of them was lefce , 
J v (hercfoe 
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Therefore he beſought chem not top)o- 
uoke the Romanes,no2 to deſtroythe peo- 
ple remaynyng in Tſrael, De added moꝛe⸗ 
ouer, If ye wyll geue eare to myne ads 
uiſe (ſaych he) J knowe it well, deere b1e- 
chꝛen, that there reſteth in your hartes a 
great greefe, ann I mee ſelfe am full offo- 


robe # anguiſhe, that we are not of pow- 


er able to withſtande þ Roananes, Albeit, 
pf you wyl be ruled by mp counſel, pe ſhal 
linde a redzeſle fo2 this matter. For where 
«5 counſell is and good deliberation, there is 
ſafetie, and thinges come to proſperous ſuc- 
ceſſe, Pe ſhall lrſtepne fm a whyls the 
poke of the Romane captapnes, tyll J 
may certifie Nero of the matter by my 
letters, and intreate him to ridde vs of 
cheſe rulers. J belecche vou be not to ha- 
the of libertie: Many ſeeking libertie, 
haue fallen — moe captinitie and grea- 
ter bondage, There be amonglf our peo⸗ 


ple many euyll diſpoſed perſonnes,whoſe 
delite is in warres, for it is cheir whole 
ſtudie: amongſt whom many good men 
doo alſo periſhe. Therefoze heare my 
womes, as fo: them that be wyſe, may

dome at my lapeinges. Keepe thereloe ſi⸗ g leſſe pag 
lence, whiche ſhalbe aſwell to myne,as to gendly was 
pour ovone conunoditio - fon 7 ſhall not ren: tn 
need? to ſtreyne mee ſelfe, but ſpeake the he maued a; 
ſoftiper with leſſe papne 2: and pe on the mong ſuch an 
other ſie may the better heare, and vnder- vnrulp lte.

ye be vtterly determined to reliſt the Ro- 
mane Empire, vou ſhall vnderſtande pou 
be in no wple able to do it: fox God is cue- 
rp where on their ſide, fo þ they be loꝛdes 
thꝛoughout all the woꝛlde, and all people 
ſerue them , and ſhall , tyll their ende 
alſo come.

vpon the Romane captaynes that came 
with 4grippas , fe chem, their men, and 
all che nultitude chat was with him in 
Pieruſalem and Jae. The elders in Ju- 
dea, with the wyſeſt and goodlieſt Iſrae⸗ 
lites, ſeeing what was donne, departed 
from Mieruſalem, fearing Nero, and the 
crueltie of the Romanes, Therefoze they 
tooke the tonne of Sion, and remapned 
there. Foꝛ they woulde not be taken of 
theRomanes, to be of che ſame confede- 
racie with the other, The ſeditious ſeeing 
that, tooke the temple ol the low , So dil 
ſentionand ciuill warres fell betweene the 
ſeditious and the auncientes. Foꝛ when 
Fleaſar heard that the elders & heades of 
the people were fledde to the mount my

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{ þ, he andhis company ſette vpon them, pꝛe⸗ 
>- uupled againſt them, and ſiue a great ma⸗ 
iwo them. Agrippas percepuing che pow- 
e er ol che ſeditious grewe apace, he ſent out 
T4 of his campe where he lay without the 
towne, two valtaunt captapnes , one na- 
med Darius, the other Jhilippus, wich ſixe 
thouſande men, to ſuccour thoſe elders and 
Sages chat were deſirous of peace, Theſe 
pꝛeuapled agaynſt Eleaſar, and the ſediti⸗ 
dus that tooke his part, made a great 
laughter of them, ſkirnnſhing foz y ſpace 
ofſcuen dayes togeather r at che length 
put chem to flight, and purſued chem 
fo the temple . From that tyme looꝛth 
the warres increaſed moze and moze, 
betweene Eleaſar and his complices , and 
Agrippas with his hoalt and the Sages, 
eders,and pꝛinces that tooke their parte. 
Upon a tyme when the captaynes of A- 
grippas entred the tempie , certayne 
cutthhote murderers waged by the ſe⸗ 
ditions , mixt them ſelues amongſt che 
kynges bandes, and getting behinde their 
backes „ wounded them with ſhoꝛt dag⸗ 
gers that they had hyn vnder 9 
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ces and great arming lwooꝛdes in they 

handes, ſuche as they ble inthe warres , 

coulde not welde them in the pꝛeaſe. By 

this meanes many ol them were ſlaine, 

and the ſeditious gate the victozie, Thus 
Darius and Philippus withthe Romane ar- 

mie were put to flight, and che elders wich 

che Sages that were deſirons of peare, 

departed out of che towne,and fled to king 

Agrippas , Then hadde Fleaſar and the ſe- 

dicious the whole rule of the Citie, and 

that to all they? great damage . Fo? the 

furie of the ſeditious increaſed to ſuche 

outragiouſneſſe, that they ſet a ec kyng

| A 7 lem, ſpoyled all his treaſure : and all 
88 that was any thing woozth, they du 
ded amongſt chem. They burnt his 

bookes of accomptes and billes ot debtes 

euerychone that were in his palace. 

Beronices houſe allo the kinges ſilfer 

they ſette on fyꝛe, and they ſiue all the 

tunnyng artificers that were 'matſters 

of the- kynges woozkes , So theyꝛ rule

1 moꝛe and moꝛe greeuous then other, L 
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I Achte dayes dweltthe Jewegand 4. e 
ramites togeather, in all the cities of 2 eee 
Sy2ia, amunglt whom alſo ware was C 222 
moued: foꝛ the Ceſarians bzought che Ro- 
manes into the towne againſt the Jewes, 
and flue them as many as they could finde 
a in che towne, The Damalcians allo con⸗ 
ö ſpyꝛed togeather to deſtroy al the Jewes 
thatdwelt amongſt them, whiche * 
. they kept ſecrete from they? wyues , 
cauſe foꝛ the moſt part they fauoured yy 
Tewes religion, Therefoze the Aramites 
bpon a certapne nyght armed foꝛ the pur⸗ 
pole, beſet al the wayes and entraunces 
into the t5wne and the horſes alſo,and ſlue 
about ten thouſande of the Jewes, com⸗ 
myng vpon them at bnwares when chey 
were in theyꝛ beds, nothyng miſtruſtyng 
any ſuche matter. Then the Jewes of 
Vierulalem heard how the Aramites had 
dealt with the Jewes in they2 countrey: 
lodapnely they put them ſelues in armes, 
aud in a furie and — 5 as it had ben | 
Lions and Beares that hadde loſt thepz , 4 — 
whelpes, they ranne to Damaſco, burnt ./ 5 roy 
— Damaſcians to the 7 1 , 
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nes N, encyed fickong babes: ea, them oxen, ſherpe, ta 

| mels, aud aſſes, with al other cattel, lea⸗ 
uyng none alyue. And thus they dealt 
with many cities of the Syꝛians, lleayng 
and kyllyng them, not ſparyng eyther olde 


v2 young, male oꝛ female, but deſtroping 
al in molt cruel wyle , euen che very in 


kantes and ſicklynges they haled from 
theyꝛ mothers heaſtes, ⁊ murdered them, 
inſemuche that al the whole lande was ful 
of ſtynche of the dead bodyes that were 
llayne, fo; there was no man left to bury 
che carkaſtes. So the Jewes waſted all 
the land ol the Aramitee, and had deſtroy 
ed it, had not Caſtius a Captapne of the 
Romanes delpvered Spꝛia and the coun- 
trey of Zofa, The people therefoze depar- 
ted wholly rom Aram, to returne into Ju 
dea, and in the way they came to 0. 
polis a citie of Sppta , entendyng to be- 
ſiege it f it was pet let: untouched „ and 
was very ſtrong, Attha at time allo Jewes 
ard Aratmites dwelt togeather in it. The 
Jewes therefore that were without, of- 
tered peace to the Jewes that dwelt in 
the own but they refuſed it, _— 
ed them, raylyng at them, and fo2 theyz 
| freendly 


hardie. The hoaſt of the Jewes without 
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kreendly offer, acquited them with oppꝛo⸗ 
- butonts woꝛdes, and with innirtes allo, Fox 


thole Jewes that dwelt in the foꝛeſayde 
citie with the Aramites, loued cogeather 
lyke bꝛethꝛen, and loꝛ the moꝛe part they 
were ofthe Leuitical tribe, ſtoute men and 


che citie, ſapd vnto them, Te come frend⸗ 
ly vnto vou, and woulde ayde you. The 
other Jewes within anſweared, Te wyl 
neycher pour frendſhyp noꝛ ayde , The 
armie of the Jewes hearyng that, con- 
ſented and agreed to rayle they? ſiege, 
to goe to Iterualem , and there to re⸗ 
mayne. Fo2 thep had a huge bootie of 
golde and ſiſter that they had gotten tos 
geather, of che ſpoples of Syꝛta. After 
this, the Sy2tans that dwelt in Scitho= 


polis ſapde one to another , Put cale the 


Jewes returne agayne and make warre 
bppon vs, ſurelp if they ſhoulde ſo doo, 
thele Jewes that dwell amonglt vs, 
woulde ioyne with chem, and delpuer vp 
the citie into theyꝛ handes „ and then 
woulde they be reuenged vpon vs, and

pe foo2th cf the cite, with pour wines and 
c<yidzen,and lodge in the wood nygh vnto 
the citie, tyl thepz armie be gone agayne, 
and then you ſhal returne vnto vs. The 
Jewes were content to fulfpll they? 
myndes, went out of fe citie, and pla- 
ced them clue in the wood, There was 
amongit them, a certayne young man na- 
med $Schimeon, a good man of warre, 
fierce, bygge made, and very ſtrong with 
al: he in fauour ofthe Gentiles had ſlayne 
many ofthe Jewes, and deſtroyed muche 
of the people of God. Fo2 duryng the 
tyme that the Jewes beſieged Scit hopolis, 
he iſſued out continually, and ſkirmiſhed 
with the hoaſt of the 'Tewes, many 
tymes pꝛttyng them to flight, and ne- 
uer woulde ſuffer them to waſte. the 
towne, 02 to do any harme to the inha- 
bitaumtes thereof, Nowe as this Schi- 
meon with his father Saul an honeſt 
olde man, and the reſt ofthe people ofthe 
Jewes that dwelt in Scithopolis, te- 


mapyned 
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mayned altoceather boldely in the wood, 
without miſtru kyng any harme , the Ro- 
manes ioyned with the Sy2tans in great 
wunber, entre3 the wood, and ſlue the 
Jewes al that euer they coulde finde, to 
the munber of thirteene thouſande, Schi- 
meon hym ſelle with his father and theyz 
families, had pitched theyꝛ tentes nye vn- 
to a faire fountayne that was in the wood, 
to whom when theyꝛ enimies came to flea 
them, and to deſtroy theyꝛ whole families, 
Schimeon ranne vppon them with his 
dawen ſwoozde, made a great ſlaughter 
ok chem, and con!trapned them to rety2e, 
But when a huge multitude emuroned 
hym, and he perceyued that all the reſt 
of the Jewes were ſlayne, he with his 
houſeholde onely remaynyng, neyther 
ſawe he any way to eſcape : he ſtept vp- 
on a litle hyll with his naked ſwozde, ſay- 
ing, Hearked vnto me ye Spzians and 
Romanes , and ye that dwell iu Schi- 
thopolis, J wpll ſpeake vnto you a fewe 
wooꝛdes ful of lamentation and ſozowe, 
Nowe J percevue that iuſtly, and not 
without a cauſe ve make warre agaynſt 
me, without aw fauour o; conlidera-

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Barren J haue delyuered vou from the 
+1 hoaltofthe Jewes, and neuer ſuffercy 
chem ta do anp diſpleaſure to you , your 
wyties and chyldꝛen, noꝛ to pour citie, as 
they hadde done to other cities of Syꝛia. 
Foz J am he that foꝛ pair ſakes haue 
warred atratnſt mp countreymen, to pleaſe 
vou withalt yea, both theyꝛ blood t myne 
owne, haue J pledged vnto vou, and haue 
kept imuolated the loue of ſtrangers, ha- 
tyng myne owne people, of whom, foz 
pour pleaſures I haue flapne oft both the 
fathers and the chyldꝛen, and nowe you 
render eup! fo2 the good that J haue done 
bnto vou.

Noe there- 
foze ye (hall beare me witneſſe, that 
J Gall ſiiſticiently and ſharpely ye- 
nough take vengaumce ol mee ſelke, not 
without rage and kfurie, moſte ſeuerelp, 
becauſe J haue ſlavne my felowes and 
freendes. J wpl theretoꝛe lykewyle fea

himſelfe upon his owne ſwoozde , leſt any 
man els ſhoulde (mparce his ſtrength , 02 

boaſt that he had killed him. All this Schi- 
meon dyd with a great courage, to take pu⸗ 
it niſhment of him leife , becauſe he had be- 
toded his loue racher vppon ſtraungers , 
6 then vpon his owne people, and to declare 
2 his foꝛce aud manhood , So he dped an a- 
bonmimable and deteſtable death, ſave only 
it was an argument of his hautie mynde 
nas great cuitrage, as it is ſayde belde.

75 rebelled agaynſt the Nomanes, 
mn ſlapne cheyꝛ ſouldiours # captaynes, 
kyng Agrippas went to Rome, and re⸗ 
1 c counted unt Nero Ceſar the Empe⸗ 
ec, tour of Nome, all chat was happened. 
| 353245 Wherevpon Nero ſent captapne Caſtius 
2 „ce (that was at that tyme in Syꝛia, and had 
made warre,vppon the king ol Perſia, 
had vanqinthev hym and all his pow⸗ 
er , and ſubdued his dominions to the 
Romanes) and with hym a puilſatint 

armie of Romanes „ con

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the people, to comfort them, and to bꝛing 
chem agayne into league wich che No⸗ 
manes, vt it myght be. Caſtius therefoze 
tooke his tourney towarde Judes, whom 
Agrippas mette in the way, and infozned 
hum what hadde happened vnto hym of 
che Jewes: howe he hadde offered them 
peace, and they woulde none of it, howe 
allo they hade burnt his palace and ſac- 
ked it. Caſtius hearyng that, was very 


gladde that he had rotten ſuche an occaſt- 


on, to reuenge the blood of the Romanes 
and Spꝛians — the Jewes had ſhead. 
TAherekoze he leuied a mightie armie, 
and came to Ceſarea , And where ſo euer 
he myght efpie the goodlyelt buildpnges, 
thoſe cauſed he to be burnt From 
thence - went he to the Citie 7apho, 
whiche he beſteged boch by lande and by 
water, and at length wanne it, where 
be ſlue in the ſtreetes, eyght thouſande 
and foure hundꝛed meme. After that he 
came to 1ades, where he fyꝛſt bent al 
the countrey about it, and whom lo e- 
uer he caught without the towne , he 
lire them, But the citezins of Zipporie

Glaphira, Pet at lengch the ſeditious were 
put to flight, and many or them Glaphira 
with his hoꝛſemen purſued, ouerthꝛewe, 
and deltroyed : the reſt fled to the moun- 
tapnes , Then Glaphira captayne of Ca- 
ſtius armie , went to Ceſarea that was ſub⸗ 
dued to the Nomanes , there to cure his 
woundes that the Tewes hadde geuen 
hym. From thence went he to Antipire, 
whiche as he woulde haue aſlaulted, he 
percepued it to be furniſhed wich a great 
power of the Jewes and ſeditious. _— 
hearing that Caſtivs alſo was 

they went purpoſely to light with hym: 
but percepupng that Ceſtius power was 
very great, thep determined to encotin- 
ter with hym in the playne of Gibeon, 
50. miles from Hierufatem.Utherevppon 


the Jewes wich they2 .companyes fap- 
| ned 
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ned them ſelues to flee, tothe intent the» 
might ſkale the Romanes after them. And 
within ſire dayes they came to Gibeon, and 
chere reſted. Caſtius purſued after with his 
whole hoaſt, till he came to Gibeon, whiche 
he beſieged and aſſaulted alſo, It chaunced 
then vppon one of the Sabbothes in the 
moꝛnvung watche, the Jewes (armed at al 
poyntes) iſſued out ofthe towne to geue 
their enimies a Camiſado , So after they 
had geuen a token of warre, they marched 
towarde the hoaſt of Caſtius , ae 
chey flue .515. hozſemen, and footemen 
27, thouſande, with the loſſe of onely. 22. 
of their owne company . In that bat- 


_ tayle dyd well appeare che valiauntnelle 


of Mugbas a captayne of the Jewes ar- 
mie. One Baudius alſo plaped the man 
at the ſame tyme : foꝛ at the commaun⸗ 
dement of C/eaſar the pꝛieſt, chicte of che 
ſeditious, he ſet che firſt foote within the 
Romanes campe , Then beganne the Je⸗ 
wiſhe warriors to be famous , aiter 
they hadde once ſo mantully encountrey 
wich che Romanes. This done, Caſtius & 


Agrippas ſent their Embaſladours pet 


once agapne to Pieruſalem to Eleaſar the 
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fonne of Anani the pꝛieſt, chiele of the re⸗ 
bels that were in Iudea and Pieruſalem, 
requiring peace, and to come in league 
with Elea ar, leaſt the people of pᷣ Jewes 
ſhoulde be vtterly deſtroyed by the Ro- 
manes incurſions and inuaſions on euery 
ſide, But Lleaſar refitſed toheare the le- 
gates, and ſiue one of them, becauſe he 
made to many wooꝛdes in p 
the peace and league. Upon this, Fleaſar 
aſſembled the pꝛieſtes and people togea⸗ 
cher, to goe out and fight with Caſtins. Ca- 


ſtius perceauyng howe Fleaſar and the 


people were affected, and what myndes 
they were of, howe they had vtterly con 
[ptred to deltroy the Romanes that were 
there, and to conſume them cleane, hating 


à ſufficient trpall alſo of the once andva 


auntneſle of the rebelles: he determined 
fully to goe to Rome, fo2 he perceyued 
he was not able to matche with che ſedi⸗ 
tious , neyther his owne power to be 
compared with theirs , Wherefore he 
woulde goe (ee what ende ſhoulde come 
of this warres, and what counſell C/ ar 
maieſtie woulde gene .. Takpng his 
tourney theretoze to the citie Ma 

( 
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fourde there letters of the Nomanes, 
foꝛ thyther was t3ep2 armie comme. 
From thence went he wich them and his 


owne hoſt to Nome, made relation vnto 
Cæſar of ſuche thynges as had chaunced 
hym: whereat Nero was wonder fillly a⸗ 
baſhed, and not onely he, but al che people 
of Rome were ſoꝛe aſtonycd, to heare of 
the great puillance and valtauntneſſe of 
the Jewes . Fa the whiche cauſe the 
warres ceaſſed foꝛ that pecre, ſo that the 
lande of Judea was at great reſt and quiet⸗ 


neſſe that veere chꝛough Eleazar meaneg Al Wi 


the head rebel, ſpecially from the hands ok 


wycked Caſtius, that hadde ſwozme to re⸗ 
uenge the Romanes, t to quite the Jewes, 
and chat he woulde deſtroy al che Tewes, 
that none ſhoulde be left alyue. Therefoꝛe 
theſe are they that delyuered Iſtael in che 
tyme of the ſeconde temple, out of the han: 
des of their enimics,what time as warres 


were moued agaynſt the Jewes and they2 
countrep : what tyme alſo commotions 
and tunultes began in Iſtael. The fyꝛſte 
buſmeſſe was made by Antioc hus the 
wycked kyng of Macedonia: who hadde 
determined, not ta leave one 3 5 
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Tkrael, Hig miſcheuouſneſſe pꝛoreeded (0 
farre,thatheſlewe of the people of God, 
the Sages and wyle men, Princes, CE 
ders, and young men, chyldꝛen great and 
ſmall,7raclites,Lemtes alſo,+ Preſtes, 
vntyl al the cheefemen of Juda caſt thepz 
heades togcather and went to Matat hias 
ſonne ol Loc hanan the hygh Pꝛieſt in the 
mount of Modiit, where he hydde hym 
ſelfe fo2 the iniquitie of Antiochus and his 
rulers, crying vpon hym, and laying, Oe: 
lituer at this ſeaſon the people of the Low, 
and neuer thynke to eſcape thee ſelfe, 
whyles the molt wycked cnmie raungech 
thus,and rumeth vpen thy people, and 
ſheddeth thy blood. Foꝛ the biood of all 
TiracL,what is it but chy blood * and the 
eyes ot cuery man are fired vpon thee,ho- 
pyng that thou ſhouldeſt aſſiſt and avde 
chem inchis cal; ante, that they may lind 
deltueraunce by thy meanes. Matt at hias 
hearyng this, wept bitterly, and ſapde 
vnto chem, Feare pe not, noꝛ let theſe 
Matcedomans diſmay por, the Lo2d ſhall 
fight fo: you, be ye onely quiet. So then 
Das M attathias fftyred, and delyuered 
Jirael out of the hand ; of Antiochus, 
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and after he had onucreommedhim.he was 2 FA 
bygh Pꝛieſt foz one yeere, and then dyed, por” 8 

In whole roome ſucceded Judas his lonne, 

who executed the office in the temp!e ſixe 

peeres, and was ſlayne in battel. Then 

his bzother Jochanan was cheefe in the 

temple eyght peeres, and dyed lykewyſe 

in battel. After hym his bꝛother Schimeon 

was ruler. 18. yecres, whom Prolomæ his 

wites father popſoned at a banquet. Then 

Tochanan his ſonne ſucceeded his father in 5 

the office, chat is he that was named Hir - 11/6 vw | 

canus, fyꝛſt ofthat name fo called, becauſe »7* Mo dos 

he vanquiſhed a kyng of that name called

cauſe he kyꝛſt put the royal crowne vppon 
his head , and turned the dignitie of 
the hygh prieſthood into a kyngdome, 
vnhallowyng and ſtaynyng the holynelle 
thereot. 480. peeres and tine? monethes 
after the retoumnyng of Jfrael from 
Babylon. Me beyng dead, his bzother 
Alexander raigned. 27. peeres. After 
whole death Alexandra his wyfe helde 
the kpngdome,9.yeeres, and dyed , In

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whole ſteede ſucceeded her ſonne Ariſto- 


bulus, and raigned thee peercs, In his 
tyme Pompei a Romane Captapne, came 
agaynſt teruſalem, wanne it, and appe- 
hended Ariſtolulus, bounde hym in trons, 
and caryed hym captine to Rome, in 
whole place he oꝛdeyned Hircanus his b2o- 
ther to ſucceede, who raigned 40. peeres. 
Duryng his raigne, rebelled Ant gonus, 
ſonne of Ariftobulus , Hircanu, bꝛocher, 
and with the apde ol an armie of the Per⸗ 
ſians encoumtred with Hircanus, toke him 
pꝛiſoner, and ſent hym to Babylon, cut⸗ 
ting of his eares, that he ſhould neuer after 
be meete epther fo2 the pzieithood, oz foꝛ 
the kvngdome. Autigonus raigned thꝛee 
peeres. In his dayes Herode fled, and ioy⸗ 
ned him ſelfe wich the Romanes,by whoſe 
helpe he flue Autigonus the thyzd peere of 
his raigne, x raigned after hym. 37. yeeres 
and then dyed, After Herode, ſucceeded in 
the kyngdome Archelaus his ſonne: who 
was taken by the Nomanes the nienth 
pecre of his raigne, layde in bandes, and 
ended his lyle ET N 3 hym 
raigned Antipater his bꝛother, who chaun- 
ged his name, & called hym — 
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he raigned fully tenne yeeres, ouercame 
and walked Spayne, becauſe the king of 
Spayne had rauiſhed and taken away his 
bothers wyfe, aud there dyed. After him 
tolowed Agrippas , ſonne of Ariftobulus, 
that was his bothers lonne, he ratgned 
23, ycctes, after whole death, his ſonne 
Agrippas raigued. 20. peeres, This is 
that Agrippas of whom we nowe 


ſpeake 
of , and of che calamitie that befell in his. 
time bpon Jſract, Fo: all che whple that 
he raigned, the warres betweene the Ro- 
manes and Jirael neuer ceaſſed, vntyll 


the people of Iudea wereledde captine in.

tyme allo the temple was deſolate : J 
meane the deflation of the ſeconde tems

The. 20, yeere of the raigue of kyng 
Agrippas, the mench day of the fifth 


moneth,that is called Af, Nero Ceſar I Aly. 


ſent a pꝛeſent fox burnt offerinoes to be 
oftered in the temple at Hieruſalent, re- 
quirmg peace of the elders and Sages of 
ladea and Mieruſalem, and chat they 


wonlde reteyue Him into league wih 


Li them, 
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them, ſapeing, Py requeſt is, that you 
woulde offer my pꝛeſent to the Loꝛd your 
God, foꝛ his ſeruice # religion lyketh me 
very well, ſo that N deſpꝛe you to ioyne in 
league with me, accoꝛdyng as you haue 
done with the Emperours ofRome , my 
pꝛedeceſſours in tyme palt, J haue hearde 
what c aſtiua the captapne ofmpne armie 
hath done vnto you,whiche diſpleaſeth me 
out of mealure. Uherefoze J aſſure vnto 
you a faithful league, by the conſent and 
counſel of che Senate of Rome, chat here- 
after there ſhall neuer Romane captapne 
ſtirre hande noꝛ foote agaynſt you: but ra- 
ther your heades,rulers,and iudges, ſhall 
be all Jewes, and of Hieruſalem. Yea, 4- 
grippas pour king ſhalbe loꝛde of all your 
rulers,and what he commaudeth,ye ſhal 
doo it: the Romanes ſhal onely be called 
your loꝛdes, haue no moze to doo with 
vou . So when theſe Legates came to 
Ce de Vieruſalem they went and ſpake with /- 
fre an the pꝛieſt, infourmed him of Neroes 
| minde, and ſhewed him his preſent, pla- 
| ting it afo2e him. The p2eſent was this, a 
Bull foꝛ a burnt offering, with a great 
crowne of golde vpon his head, his *

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allo were couered with gulde, bppon hym 
was a cloth of purple powdzed with pꝛe⸗ 
tious ſfones , there went certayne aloꝛe 
— _ caryed ten — — 
inde folowed very many 
offeringes.UUhen leaſar, _—_ — 
hearde thereof, he came and caſt out of the 
temple ofthe Lom Nero Cſars ppeſtrrs, 
layeing, We wyll not pꝛophane er vnhal⸗ 
lowe the . — of our Low, — 
offringes of ſtrangers, Foz our loꝛd God 
wyll accept nother their burnt olferinges, 
noꝛ their peace offeringes . When he had 
{o ſayd,he ſounded a trumpet, ſet his men 
in ara agaynſt p hoalf of the Romaneg 
at kept watche and warde in the citie of 
Dieruſalem , and ſlue many of them that 
day, with one oftheir captaynes alſo, and 
another they tooke aliue. He being a valy⸗ 
aunt man, x ſeeing the routes ol þ Jewes 
to vrge hun greeuoulty, ſayde vnto them. 
Saue my lyfe,+ I wyll yeelde me. Unto 
whom Eles/ar the rebel ſware, þ he would 
not ſlea him, but ſpare him for his man: 
hood, (fo2 he hadde ſlayne very inany of 
the Jewes afo2e)wherevppon he ycelded 
him ſelfe. Then Eleaſar ſapde vnto hymn: 
Lü lyke 
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{ike as thy ſwooꝛde hath made many wo- 
men childleſſe, ſo ſhal thy mother be made 
childlelle of thee aboue al other, and there 
with contrary to his oche, he commaunded 
his leruaunt to kil him. King Agrippa ſee- 
ing this, was woonderfull ſoꝛ y. Thertoꝛe 
as he ſtoode in one of the ſtreetes, he cry- 
ed, O thou rebell Ee aar, J pay G 
that this miſchiele, whereof thou art cauſe, 
and thy actes, may light vpon thee and thy 
fathers houſe : whiche when it comes to 
paſſe, we ſhall neuer bewayle non be dif- 
mated at. It appeareth , they ſhall hate 
ſomewhat to do, chat ſtudir to make peace 
and tranquilitie in thy dayes, fo2 they are 
ſure to be deſtroyed with thee. Howe long 
wylt thou continue to bzing vs into the 
bꝛpers, thou enimie and hater ofthe lozd * 
CUhy dooelt thou deſtroy and walte the 
vineparde of the Lowe God of hoaſtes * 
Fleaſar aunſweared him, That , takeſt 
thou vppon thee the name ofa kyng ? yt 
thou be a king , why commaundeſt thou 
not vs to be -puniſhed , Where be thy 
valyaumt ſouldiours ? let re , come thou 
and they togeather and chaſten me, that 
it may be tryed whether thou be a kyng 

in 
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in deede, oꝛ na. Thou ſtandeſt a loofe of, 


and when thou ſpeakeſt, thy feete are reyw 


to runne away, lyke as though a dogge 
ſhoulde ſet him ſelle agaynſt an armed 
man and barke at him, bleating out his 


— — 


rebels his complices , to runne vppon A- 
gripas, and take him whyles he held hym 
in tale: But that was percemedof one 
of Agrippas ſeruaumtes, whom he hadde 
appoynted fo2 the ſame purpole, to ſtande 
ouer agaynſt him as nygh as he myght, 
to marke and eſpie if the rebelles ſhoulde 
make any ſturre to warde him, and to let 
him haue — — theretoze laying 
his hande vpon his head, gaue a ligne to 
the king to tlee, ſayeing, Away,away, fo 
yfthoutary neuer ſo litle, che ſeditious wil 
flea thee and vs togeather. That Agrip- 
pas percepuing, he gate him thence with 
all the ſpeede he myght, and the rebelles 
purſued hym , but in vapne , koꝛ they. 
coulde not onertake him. Do he gate to 
Iapho, a towne vnder che Romanes , 
where he was in lafegarde From 
thence he fledde to Rome, and declared to 


the Emperour Nero, the miſchiele that

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befell at Mierulalem, and all that ſeditious 
Eleaſar hadde donne to his offering: alſo 
how his commaundement tooke no place, 
Therefoze Nero ioyned vnto him agayne 
Caſtius, wich a huge armie, wherwith they 
both entred 1«dea,# warme many walled 
townes, among whiche , they raced 7a- 
pho, Fox the Romanes percepuing the 
power of the rebelles to encreaſe, were a- 
frapde left they ſhoulde creat it into they? 
handes, whereby it myght be anopaunce 
in time to come to the Nomanes:chietely 
ſeeing it was a notable hauen fo2 their 
ſhippes to arriue at in Judea, After this, 
both Agrippas aud Caſtius ledde their ar- 
mie towardes Mieruſalem, to warre vpon 
the rebels, and vtterly to deſtroy them. 
Eleaſar and other pꝛieſtes wich muche 
people heafpng that, they illued out a- 
gaynſt them , and founde them encam- 
ped in the way, betweene Mieruſalem 
and 1apko, But after they hadde ioyned 
they? batayle, many ofthe Jewes were 
flayne by the Romanes : the reſiduc 
Caſtius and Agrippas put to flight, and 
purſued the chaſe vnto the gates of Hie- 
rulalem , beſieged allo the citie . che 
pace 
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ſpaceof thee dayes , The fourth day the 


pꝛieſtes and the people iſſued out ſadaine⸗ 
[y, bnwares to the Romanes , ſet bppon 
their campe, and ſite fine thouſande foote- 
men, and one chouſande hoꝛlemen. Caius 
ſeeing that neyther he noꝛ his coulde well 
eſcape, he choſe out fourtie thouſande of 
his beſt ſouldiours, and placed them be- 
twirt his campe and the pꝛieſtes, com- 
maunding them to ſtand al the night ſoun⸗ 
ding their trumpettes, and makyng of 
fires,that he and Agrippas myght elcape , 
and that they ſhoulde nat remoaue out of 
their place, tyll the moꝛowe. The Jewes 
hearkenyng to the ſoimde of che trum⸗ 
pettes, and muling what it ſhould meane, 
purſued not p Romanes : But perceiuing 
in the moꝛnyng that they were departed 
towarde Ceſarea, thꝛee dayes iduruey of, 
Fleaſar with the people folowed, and in 
the way fond their baggage ſrawed.that 
p Romanes had caſt from them to riume 
oe lyghtlyer, and eſcape the eaſilper , 
whiche they let lye, and purſued them to 
the gates of Ceſarea. But Caſtius and 
Agrippas gate ſafe within the towne , and 
fromthence went both tagether co Rome, 7 
Lui where 
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ne, to ſee almolt 


al fall from him,hatheretacae had abey- 
ed the Empire of the Romanes,

ſianus, captayne of the hoaſt that 


Neo had ſent into the Weaſt partes, as 


Germanic, Britaine , and Spaine whichc 
landes he had ſubdued and ought vn- 
der the ſubiection of Nero, To hym Nevo 
declared what miſchiete the pꝛieſtes had 
wought to the Romane hoaſt in Lade, 
howe they hadde llayne the Romances ,

pert warriours, of whom J Joleph' peſt 
that wꝛote this hiſtozie was one, who 
by the deuine fattour am not ignoꝛaumt in 
feates of armes, noꝛ daſtarde in chi⸗ 


ualrie, and 4vanithe high pꝛielt nm El. 
/ar his fone, To thele thꝛee they com 


mitted the whole lande of Iudea, diuidyng 
it to chem by lot, ——.— fur⸗ 
chirde part there⸗ 

fe ( whiche was whole Galilee, from the 
lande of Nephtali and beyonde) fell to 
{oleph the pꝛieſt, ſonme of Corion, to 
his honour and gloꝛy „ who on; his 
wooꝛthyneſſe thep named alſo 1o/4phon , 
becauſe he was then annoynted, ap- 
poynted, and conſecrated to the watres , 
ne ſeconde lotte came foozth 4 by the 
0 * 5 which 
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whiche fell vnto Anani the high pꝛieſt the 
citie of Dieruſalem , and the countrep a- 
cargeto repay2ep walles 
— lultepne the bunt bꝛunt of / aſþa- 
ſian, yf he ſhoulde come ſo farre. The third 
lot fell to Fleaſar the ſonne of Anani the 
pꝛieſt, to whom was ioyned captayne Je- 
2 — 
the vertue of this lotte, fell to them the 
whole lande of Fdom, from Flat, vnto the 
red ſea, The reſt ofthe lande from Jericho 
to Fuphrates, with that alſo that is beyond 
the riuer, and all the land of Meſopotamia, 
fell to captapne Menaſches lotte. To other 
Minces allo of Iudea, and to the wooz- 
chyeſt Mꝛieſtes, they committed che fen 
ced cities, from the limittes and boun⸗ 
des or Pieruſalem vnto Egypt. V aſpa- 
ſian takpng his tourney with hs hoaſte 
from Antiochia, came and pitched his 
tentes in Ar am fa. F02 he had deuiſed 
and determined thus with his counſell: 
lirſt to inuade Galilec, and after to trye 
what they coulde doo in 2 Joleph the 
forme of Gorion hauyng intelligence of 
this his purpoſe, — Hieruſa⸗ 
lemto Galilee, built vp the townes that 
were

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lignified, what ſound ſerued to fall in aray, 
what to geather the ſouldiours togeather, 
and what to diuide them. And after he had 
iuſtructed them in the knowledge x feates | 
of warre, he ſayde vnto them in this wyſe. 
De ſhall vnderſtande (deare Jſraelites) 
that ye goe to fight atthis preſent againſt 
your enimies: Wherefoe let no effemi- 
nate feare ouercome pott hartes, noz dif 
may pou at the ſight of your enimies: but 
play che men, and take a good courage vn⸗ 
to you, to fight foz your cities , foꝛ pour 
tountrey, and fo2 pour ſelues , Be not a⸗ 
frayde of death, but rather be ſtoute in the 
defence of your countrey, chat ye be not led 
away from it, and to fight for the ſanctu⸗ 
are of che Lode, that it be not ſteyned 
and polluted with the vncleauneſſe of the 
gentiles. Conſyder, that it is better to dye 
mn batayie , then to liue in captiuitie and 

bondage, 
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bondage, Theretoze when as ye ſhall 
| come to lopne with pour enimies,and ſhal 
lee any of them beaten downe, x attempt 
tu ryſe agayne, who ſo euer of you is bye 
and ſeeth him, remember the zeale ol your 
God, wherewith it becommeth pon to re- 
uenge his quare[Land being moued there: 
with,ſtrike him that he neuer ryſe againe, 

But yf you ſhall ſee any of pour fe- 


bym 
the handes of the enimies : and pf he 
be not yet flapne , cure him . Ik he be 
dead, ye ſhall doo what ye can to burie 
him inthe Iſraelites buryall. And ſoyf 
we ſhall chooſe rather to dye then tolpue, 
| we ſhall pꝛoſper in our warres , we ſhall 
dye fo2 the couenaumt of our God, and 
deliver our ſoules, byyngyng them to 
the lyght of lyfe in heauen. Afcer he had || ! 
ſayde this, he choſe out of the Jewes.60, 1 
thouſande footemen, and but fewehozſe- t 
men. And out of theſe he choſe ſire hun; k 
d2ed of the belt , ſuche as one of them 
woulde not ſhzinke from ten, ten from 
an hundzed , a hundzed from a thou⸗ 


ſande, a thouſande from tenne thouſande.

Aich them Joleph went to the cities of 
Agrippas that were in Judea, to winne 
them, Foz Agrippas ſtucke to the Ros 
manes were it right oꝛ wong, with al che 
power he coutde make , Me went firſt ta 
Tiarua, à great citie that belonged to A- 
grippas, where as both his treaſure # mnt 
nition of warre lay. When he appꝛoched 
the citie, he ſpake to the people vppon the 
walles, and offered them peace, on condt- 
tion that they ſhoulde open the gates, and 
deliuer vnto him all the treaſure of Agrip- 
pas, and all his tewels : This yf they 
woulde doo, he then woulde ſpare them, 
and ſlea none of them, Were it not better

men of the towne condeſſending to Jo⸗ 
leph, opened the gates, and he entryng

chey deliuered hym all the kynges trea-

conſented to take ſuche part as he tooke. 
At that time came newes vnto Joſeph 
that troubled him ſoꝛe: namelp, that 7 ibe- 
rias had rebelled and were reuolted from 
the people that dwelt at Pieruſalem, and 
were chaunged from his lotte, to become 
Vaſpaſians ſubiectes, who had ſet a Ro- 
mane captavne ouer them. Fo2 refozma- 
tion whereof he left his armie at 7iaru, 
and tooke thoſe ſire himdzed young menne 
with him to Tiberias, comming vppon it 
ſodaynely, x at vnwares, And as he ſtoode 


nauie of che Romanes that lay there at 
road, to apde / aſpaſian, whiche Joleph 
conmannded to be bꝛoken in peeces, and 
to be ſcattered abzoade in the Sea. The

ſhutte the gates. Joſeph no: wichſtan⸗ 
dyng came to one gate of the citie, and 
cryed that the people myght heare, ſaye⸗ 

ing, 


vpon the bankes of Genoſar , he eſpied che 
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ing, What meaneth this conſpiracie of 
yours agaynſt me ? pea, not agaynſt me, 
but rather agaynſt the Loꝛde God, whoſe 
couenaunt pe haue tranſgreſſed, and hꝛo⸗ 
ken che bonde that we made with him: ye 
haue alſo violated your othe that ye ſware 
by the God of J iſrael, chat we ſhould alto⸗ 
geather fight agaynſt our enimies, to a⸗ 
bate their pꝛide. The people aunſweared 
from the walles, Te beſeeche thee our 
Lodde , heare thy ſeruauntes ſpeake. God 
fozbyd we ſhoulde ayde the Romanes , 
and not rather the people of the Lowe 
God of Jſrael and his ſanctuarie, with 
the people of his inheritaunce : Howe- 
be it, there be amongſt vs certayne 
p2oude men, vngodly perſons, that haue 
made a league with Vaſpaſian, and 
haue bꝛought into the-towne one of 
his chieke captaynes , TTheretoꝛe and it 
pleaſe thee our Lode to enter the citie 
with thy ſouldiours, come vnto vs, that 
we may liue with thee, rather then to pe⸗ 
niche in the handes of chem that hate vs. 
Do they opened the gates, that Jolepy 

went in, and tooke the towne. 
Then he cauſed to appꝛehende thoſe 
pngobly 
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vngodly perſons chat were there, about 
fire hundꝛed men, and lapd them in irons, 
ſending them to Liarua whiche he hadde 
afoze taken: the other wicked men that 
had ayded / af paſi an, he put to theſwoozd, 
But the chiefe gouernour ofthe towne he 
appꝛehended aliue , caried him out of the 
citie, and commaunded one ok his ſouldi⸗ 
ours to cut of his hands fooxthwith, Then 
the captayne beſought Joleph, layeing, J 
beſeeche thee my Loꝛde, let one of my 
handes be cut of, and the other to be lett 
me. This ſuite Joſeph and his ſouldiours 
lautcht to ſcoꝛne, iudging him to be no va: 
lpaunt man, no2 of any hautie courage: 
Yet Joleph bad his ſotudiour to geue 
him the ſwooꝛde in his owne hande, and 
let him cut of whether hande he liſt, and 
leaue him whiche he wpll , So the 'Ro: 
mane captayne tooke the ſoo2d, and cut 
of his left hande him ſelfe , leauyng him 
the ryght, and ſo was he let gue. He came 
therefore unto 7 al / aſians campe,to ſhewe 
what ſhame was donne him. After this,

] Bol chat tyme, it was ſignified al- 
ſo to them of Hietuſaem, that che 
Aſkalonites had entred in frendſhyp with 
the Rom mes. They ſent ther elde Neger 
the Edomite, and Schiloch the Babylori⸗ 
an, and Joboc hanan with a. power of the 
common people, theſe came to Aſkalon, 
and beſteged it a great ſpace. Vithin the 
towne was a Romane captaine called In- 
tonius, a valeaniit man, and a good warri⸗ 
our, he vpott a certayne nyghit in che moꝛ⸗

CS bylonian, and 7 ehochanan of Dierulalem, 
oy Jews were boch ſlayne bythe Remanes, with 
/ '” etherallvofthe Jewes, to the munber al 
eyght thouſande fighting men, that were 


bnder Schiloþ and Ie hoc hanan. And neuer 
a one ol the Jewiſke captaynes eſcaped 
that conflict, ſaue onely Neger the Edo⸗ 
mite, whiche hydde hym lelte in a cer- 
tayne ſepulchꝛe that was there in the 
playne, whem the Nomanes in they} 
purſute ſought „ but founde hym not, 
Tiherefore they let a fyꝛe the wood, that 
it burnt rounde about the ſepulchꝛe 
wherein he lay hydde, aud conſinned all 
the trees, ſhbbes, and buſhes , but 
came not nygh the ſepulchde. For Ne- 
ger had called vnto the Lozde with his 
whole hart, to delyuer hym this once 
ſhamefully handled of them, pꝛompyſpng

amy in his quarrel , So Neger eſcaped 
the Romanes by the helpe ol che God of 
Ilrael, in whom he put his trult, Shoztlp 
after ſent the Jeroſolumites muche people 
to A (alina, to the munber of eyghteene 
thouſand good men or warre, ta burie the 
bodies of the Jewes that were chere llaine 
in the conflictes by Antonie.

wherefoꝛe he ſounded foozth a trumpette, 
gaue a ſigne to bataile, ified out wich che 
whole pawer of the Lewes that; he hadde 
with hum , and ſet; bppon the Romanes 
campe at the foote of the hill, cantimung 
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the ſanctuarie ol our God, and neuer ſuffer 
theſe vntleane perſons ta pollute it: and 
when we haue once deſtroyed them, we 
ſhalbe quiet. So what foꝛ the-pivde of 
the Romanes ef the one lyde, and the ſtik⸗ 


necked ſtibburmeſſe of the Jewes on the 


other, muche people was ſlapne in that 
fight, fo2 it tontinued tyl the fecond, third, 
& fourth day. In this whyle al the Jewes 


that dwelt about Joꝛpata, fled to Y pai⸗- 


«15 cape; ard loyned them ſeluꝛes to the 
Ronianes, to apde them , Ind euer as 
Toſepb Ckirriniſhed with Ja paſian without 
the titie, / aſpaſian ſent a power to aſſauR 
the citie. Da Joſeßh and his men foiight 
with V 4 paſt an without the towne, any 
the Tewes that were within the wwne 
delended the walles agaynſt the routes 
ofthe Nomanes, chat was a lelſer hoaſt 
made out or the mayne armte , But the 
Tewes that were lelt within the towne 
beganne to diminiſhe euery day vol 
very fewe were left. The — tl 
of Joſephs ſouldiers, and the wooꝛthyelt 
young menne that fought without, were 
all flayne „ a very fewe except, with 
whom Joſeph fled, and recouered' w_ 


t nutte 
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elke into the towne , ramperyng bp the 
gates after hym. But as / «/þatian with al 
his armie beſieged Jorpata a long whple, 
he elpyed at length a conduit without, chat 

ranne into che citie, — he hs 
dꝛonke, becauſe the water therof was good 
and ſweete: that he cut of, and deriued the 
waters thereofbeſides the towne , that it 
coulde no moze come into the citie,where- 
by the inhabitauntes of the citie were de⸗ 
ſtitute of beuerage, haupng nochyng left 
chem but wel waters, Joſeph therefore 
perceyuyng that the conduit water, wher⸗ 
of they were alwayes accuſtomed to 
dynke, was taken away, conceyued 
wich hym ſelfe: 

Noe wyl the Romanes bꝛagge and 
boaſt agaynſt vs, and thynke to take vs 
at they? pleaſure, whyles we haue no 
water, but thalbe conſtrayned to dye fox 
thy: He tocke therefoze garmentes,and 
dipped them in the well waters that 
were in the towne , and hanged them 
here and there ouer the walles , to de⸗ 
clare vnto the Romanes that they hadde 
water plentie in the towne , leaſt they 
en, anp hope of ſwift wins 
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uyng che tone, thinkyng they had no wa⸗ 
ters. Then commaunded / paſtan a 
mount to be rayſed nigh toy towne ſ de. to 
plant an iron ram vpon to batter p walles 
wich, and beate chem doume. The maner 3 
ofthe makyng of an iron ram, is thus. An ron ram 
Firlt they take a great long thicke beame, 
vpon the foze part wherof they put a great 
ſtrong head, made lyke vnto a rams bead 
with hoꝛnes, al of pꝛincipal ſtrong iron, 
the weyght thereof is as muche as halle 
the beame, and couereth che beame allo to 
the middes, Then kaſten they into the 
grounde, ouer agapnlt the place that they 
entende to batter, two great trees lyke 
maſtes ol ſhyppes, betweene whiche,thep 
hang te beame that is called the ram, 
with very ſtrong ropes made of hempe, 
the beſt chat may be gotten , and iron 
wire twyſted togeather , At che hynder 
part of this beame from the walwarde, 
are rynges of iron ſurely faſtened, with 
ropes made of hempe and wyꝛe tyed to 
them : that when the aſſaulters wyll 
batter the walles, they puſhe foxwarde 
the beame as though it were a ſpeare, 
and faſten his ſtrong homes * 
0 
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che ffones. Then hang they wepghtes at 
the rynges in the hinder part, and muche 
people a karre of take holde of che ropes 
that tome though the rynges behynde, 
and hale that hinder part of the beame vp- 
on the grounde, and by ſuche meanes they 
ſhake the wall, that thep make it to quake 
agapne. Thus in many places they weft 
and wenche out the ſtones ofthe buyl- 
dyng, ſo that afterwardes the wall falles 
downe. There be alſo other maner of en 
gins, as an iron tam, vpon foure whecles 
bounde with tron, and faſtened with iron 
nayles. To this they make foure feete as 
hath a ram, oꝛ moe, as the bygneſſe ofthe 
beamesrequmeth. The byggeſt fo2 the 
moſt part is ofthirtie cubites long, and 
the leaſt often, Andloke howe many feete 
the ranme hath, ſo many wheeles hath 
it alſo, Fo2 every wheele hath his foote 
by hym, and when they wyll barter a 
wal, certayne men appoynted 

dꝛalve it kyꝛſt a good way of, then a great 
nutkittde ok men take holde of the hinder 
part thereof, by fonte poꝛters 02 le- 
uers of wood that are put therein , and 
with all cheyꝛ ſwap ſhoue fozwarde the 
| ramme 
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Ramme to ſtrike the wall that they wyll 
batter, The head of this iran Ramme that 
goeth vpon wheeles, hath no hoꝛnes, but 
is blunt, made of the ſtrongeſt kinde of 
iron, with a woonderkull chicke necke , 
They haue alſo vyon both ſides ofthe en- 
gyne, a pentaſe of wood, fo2 the ſafegarde 
of them that ſhone fooꝛth the Rannne be- 
hinde,from the arrowes oꝛ ſtones of them 
that are vpon che walles. The Rannnes 


chat Titus vſed at Dieruſalem, fo2 p molt 


part ranne all vpon wheeles, Ok the other 
ſoꝛt, he had only two, as we ſhal declare in 
his place. The beame of this Ramme 
that we euen now deſcribed,was as thicke 
as terme men coulde fadome, che length 
thereof,was fiftie cubites, It was allo ho⸗ 
lowe within, and filled with Dre hides, 
folded and ſowed togeather. The wood 
ſerued koꝛ none ocher purpoſe, then that 
the faſhion of che leather myght be ſet as 
bppon a molde. The hynder part of the 
beame was couered otter witch tron 
plates. The leather was put within, 
that the beame ſhoulde not b:eake with 
the pople of the wayghtes that were 
hanged by the rynges behpnde , when as 

Nt men 
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men appoynted fo2 the purpoſe , haled at 
the ropes todzawe backe the beame, The 
wood therfoꝛe that went about the leather, 
ſerued to keepe p leather in kaſhion. They 
couered it with iron plate, leſt they that 
kept the walles, ſhoulde ſet it on fire. The 
hoznes that were vppon the head of the 
Ramme, were as many as they lyſted, 
but neuer fewer then tenne, and then the 
beame was twentie cubites long, noꝛ allo 
moe then fiktie, and then the beame was a 
hundꝛed cubites in length. Betwixt euery 
hoꝛne was the ſpace ofa cubite, and euery 
hoꝛne was as chicke as a man coulde fa⸗ 
dome, the length was one cubite and a 
halfe at the leaſt , The woodden wall oꝛ 
pentale was as long as the leather chat 
was put within the became, and it was ſet 
on both the ſides towarde the hinder part 
of the beame, to delende the menne that 
laboured to batter the walles , leſt they 
ſhoulde be hurt with arrowes oz dartes, 
The Ramme that Vafbaſian vſed at 
Torpata,whtche he beſieged, and me in it, 
was made in chis ſoꝛt. The length there- 
of was fiftie cubites, it hadde. 25. homes 
in che head, which was as chicke as tenne 
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men, euery hone alſo was as thicke as 
one man, x betwirt euery hoꝛne, che ſpace 
ofone cubite. The wayght that was han- 


ged on the hynder part, was a thouſande 


and luie hundꝛed talentes, euery talent is 


about a hundꝛed Troy wayght. The men 


that laboured in che erectyng ok this en⸗ 
gine, were fifttene hundꝛed. To remooue 
it from one place to another, oꝛ from one 
citie to another , were appoynted an hun⸗ 
ded and fiftte poke of Oren, o2 els thiee 
hundzed couple of Moꝛſes and Mules. 
(When as they ſhoulde aſſartite any foꝛtes 
02 cities that ſtoode vpon hilles, chen muſt 
they diuide it in part, and bꝛyng it vp to 
the ſiege by peecemele, and there ſet it to⸗ 
gether agayne. Now when the Romanes 
had battered the walles of /orpata, Jo⸗ 
ſeph percepued the walles to ſhake, he 
tooke great lackes, filled themtul of cyaffe, 
and hanged them downe by the walles , 
that the hoznes of the Rannne coulde not 
come nigh the ſtones of the wall, but light 
bpon the ſackes , whiche by the reaſon of 
the ſofineſſe of the chaffe, hindered and 
bake the ſtroke , that the wall was leſſe 
hurt. Fox ſache is the nature of ſofte 


— 
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chinges, to geue backe to the harde , and 
—— — V afþaſtan ſer⸗ 
ng the ſubtiltie of Joſeph, vled allo poli- 

— ie fon policte: fo2 he ſent into the towne 
ſecretely Jewes, ſpyes, whiche when the 
batteries ſhoulde be, myght cut a ſunder 
the codes that the ſackes were tyed to, 
and with them ſlippe downe the walles , 
where the Romanes were redy to receive 
them, that they ſhoulde not hurt them in 
the fall : and innnediatly they ſtroke the 
wal with the Ramme, There was at that 
pꝛeſent in the citie , a certayne valpatint 
man, named Fleaſar, of the houſe of A- 
nant ö high pꝛieſt that then dwelt at Die- 
ruſalem, This Eleaſar percepuing y Ro- 
manes to goe about to batter downe the 
walles as they dyd befoze , plucked out of 
the wall a mightie ſtone. ſo that he made a 
great hole oꝛ gappe, wherat he ſlid downe 
the wall, and light ſtridlyng vpon the en- 
gins, made faſt an iron chayne top hoꝛnes 
thereof , and gate vp agayne auickely 
and mmblp , from the beame into the 
towne, with the chapne in his hare , fo} 
the wall was not very higy aboue his 
head as he ſtood vpon the IR | 
other 
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other tall felowes tooke holde vppon the 
chapne , and faſtened it to pillers c walles 
inthe towne , that the Romanes myght 
rather be conſtrapned to bꝛeake theyꝛ 
Ramme, then take it away from thence. 
The pꝛieſt Ele2ſar pet once agapne boldly 
wentdowne and ſate vpon the beame, ſlue 
fiftie men that {aboured about ÿ Ramme, 
and the reſt he put to flight: then returned 
into the towne, being dꝛawen vp agayne 
from che beame by them that were with⸗ 
in the towne , greatly reioyſin x in his 
manhood , After that, went he vy vppon a 
high towꝛe, from whence he tumbled 
downe with a mightie foꝛce „ a great 
ſfone and a harde , vppon the head of ihe 
Ramme, bzake it, that both a great part 
ofthe head and the hones fell vppon the 
grounde. Fo? the iron that it was coue⸗ 
red withall, was olde and ruſtie, ſo that 
it was muche walked and eaten there⸗ 
with, che ropes alſo were olde , After that 
Flea/ar went downe agayne, tooke part 
ofthe head that was bꝛoken, and hurled 
it into the towne , the Romanes that re- 
mapned, eycher he ſie oꝛ put to flyght. 
The archers ſhot at hym, and wounded 
N ut lym 
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him with fiue arrowes , wherefoze by the 
helpe of his felowes vppon the walles, he 
climed vp, otherwpſe he had nat ben able 
foꝛ the griefe of his woundes. The people 
then gaue a ſhoute fo? toy ofthe victozte of 
the wooꝛthy pꝛieſt Eleaſar that had flapne 
the Romanes, and b thetrRannne, 
wherein they put their confidence , and 
bꝛought part of it into the towne, and fa- 
ſtened it with an iron chaine, that the Ro- 
manes coulde not pull it backe agayne to 
them , noꝛ haue the vle of it afterwarde, 
CUheretoze diners ofthe valiaintelt cite- 
zins of 1orpata armed them ſelues that 
day, being ſtirred with the great courage 
that they hadde [ſcene in Elea ar, and went 
downe, hewed the beame into peeces, 
bꝛought the poiſes with the ringes, x two 
maſtes with them into che towne: and the 
ſame day dved E/eaſar, w greatrenawine, 
as one that hadde fought for the ſanctitaric 
of the Loꝛde, and fo2 his people and coun: 
trep of Jiracl, like afapthful ſeruaunt and 
ſouldiour ofthe Loꝛde: whom all the peo- 
ple mourned foꝛ, burying him in ů towne, 
honouring hin koꝛ his death, woꝛthyneſſe, 
and faythtulneſſe, appoynting him a * 
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chy memoꝛie alſo, fo: that he had wagen 
batatle with che emmies ofthe Loꝛd. The 
young men of the Jewes ſeeing this, any 
ſpecially two of chem, v one called Nitra, 
the other Polipus, men of wyſedome and 
underſtandyng, and therewith experte 
inthe warres, being moued with zeale for 
the God of Jſrael, opened the gates, and 
iſſued out agaynſt the Romanes, ſairmi⸗ 
ſhed with them , and flue many ofthem , 
But at length they were flapne them 
ſelues in theſkirmithe for the lanctuarie of 
their God, foꝛ Jſrael and their countrey. 
When Joſeph ſawe ÿ warres to encreaſe 
moꝛe and moꝛe, he ilſued out, and made a 
great ſlaughter in the Romanes tentes, 
burnt the mount x engines of warre chat 
the Romanes hadde left , by whiche 
meanes the warres waxed yet hoater 
and hoater , inſomuche that Joleph re⸗ 
puiſed the Romanes . Fo2 when they 
ſawe the Jewes lo deſperately neue theyꝛ 
Ipues foꝛ their God and lande „they 
woulde not abyde their kozce , 4 paſi- 
an ſeeing his men ſhitnke , he ſtoode vp, 
and encouraged chem, exhoꝛtyng them 
with fayze wooꝛdes and pꝛomiſes, alwell 
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golde and filuer,as meate #dzinke,where- 
with the Romanes allured, fought with 
Joſeph that dap, vnto the ſine lettyng 
and as the batell waxed hotte, the Jewes 
wounded / aſbaſian with an arrowe in his 
ryght legge, whiche ſoꝛe diſmayed the Ro- 
manes, when they ſawe the blood runne 
downe his legge: and chat day was a ſoꝛe 
light betweene che Jewes and the Ro- 
manes, Titus ſeeing his father wounded, 
ſoze abaſhed, ranne to him to helpe hym, 
to whom his father ſayde, Dowe is it my 
ſonne, chat chou art thus aſtonied, take 
hart to thee , and with a courage reuenge 
thy father of thele Jewes that haue nowe 
the better hande of bs. So both Titus 
and ./ aſþafan with all their whole 
hoaſt fought that day a very ſoꝛe fight, 
and many were ſlayne of both partes, 
pea, very fewe were left on Joſephs part, 
wich whom he returned into che towne . 
The next day the Romanes rapſed a 
newe mount, in ſteede of that chat Jo⸗ 
ſeph hadde bzent , and planted another 
iron Ramme therevppon betweene two 
poſtes accoꝛdyngly, fo / afhaſian hadde > 
brought foure of this loꝛte with _-_ 
rom 
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from Rome, but other battering peeces 
vpon wheeles hadde he with him thirtie, 
what moꝛe, what leſſe, che bigger ſoꝛt were 
ol. 30. cubites long, p leaſt. 10. De bꝛought 
do ten engines to hurle great and waigj)- 
tie ſtones withall, whiche he placed a⸗ 
bout the walles, The Romanes therefoze 
renued the warres and aſſaultes agaynſt 
the towne as they were woant afoze ; But 
the towne was nowe deſolate and naked 
of the ſtouteſt warlike mene, fo! they 
were all ſlayne in the ſightes. Albeit Jo- 
ſeph remayned aud a fewe with him, wha 
went euery one and che women alſo to de⸗ 
fende the walles, fo2 there was almoſt no 
men lekt fitte foꝛ the warre. Then the Ro- 
manes flong with the engines that ſtoode 
on the mount, ſtones into che towne on 
euery ſide. It chaunced that a great ſtone 
hitte a woman wich childe wich ſuche a vi⸗ 
olence , that it paſſed though her body, 
and caryed the childe with it, by the 
ſpace ofhalfe a myle. They caſt vp and 
rapled yet other mountes alſo , from 
whence they flinged ſtones „ and auo⸗ 
ther lyke chaunce happened. A ſtone 
cane and hitte one of Joſephes menne of 

Werre 
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warre , a valyaumt man, in ſuche a ſort , 
that it diuided his head rom his body, and 
made it flie a large myle of, 


o { Thelametime, one alß Romane 
ſouldiours detſed with hym ſelfe 
howe to ſtrike Joſeph with a venomed ar- 
rowe, and gate him vnder the wall where 
Joſeph was, to accompliſhe his purpoſe, 
But Joſeph eſpied him, and cryedvnto 
him, Holde thy hand thou wicked felowe, 
and doo not kyll me. Tith that the felowe 

ſtart ſomewhat aſide , beyng afrayde at 
Jolephs voyce: and ſovaynelp the Jewes 
out ofthe towne powedhotte hoyle vport* 
him from the wall, that hisſkinne was 
{kalded or, and he ranne away naked, how⸗ 
ling and vellyng to the Romanes campe, 
where he dyed; Vaſpaſian and his ſonne 
Titus were fully determined to continue 
the aſlault , vntill the vii, day: not- 
withſtandyng the walles were fo hygh, 
that chey could not winne the Towne.Yet 
at length the menne were ſo ſoꝛe ſpent 
within the towne,that they that remayned 
aliue ſo wychered wich toylyng , that 
they were not able any longer to — 
niſhe 
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niche their watche vppon the walies. This 
vpon a certayne night / aſpaſian and Titus 
vnderſtandyng, ſkaled p walles at a quar⸗ 
ter, where watchmen were lackvng, and 
after them many other of the Romane 


ſouldiours folowed,which went downe on 


the inſide, and bꝛake open the great gate 
ofthe towne, whereat entred the whole ar 
mie of the Romanes, And being within 
the towne, ſounded their trumpettes, and 
ſhowted vnto bataple. The Jewes 
wich the a larum , tumult, and hurly 
burly of the Romanes, awaked out of 
their feepe,and were ſoꝛe afrapde , JNat- 
withikandpng, euery man tooke him to 
his weapon, and dꝛewe to the market 
place as faſt as they myght . They hadde 
made the market place of the towne ſo 
large of purpoſe , that yf any buſineſle 
thould happen, there might come togea⸗ 
ther the whole citie y they would. Und as 
they looked about them, they ſaw che Ro- 
mane armie entring into the towne by 
che way that came from the gate. 
Then fought they with the nes, 
and dyed euen in the market place where 
they ſtoode, erhoztyng one another, and 


ſaving, 


— 
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weng err bar fighting and ne⸗ 
uer ſtiffer our ſelues to be taken alpue , 
But Joſeph and. 40. men wich hun, wooꝛ⸗ 
thy men al, fledde out ofthe towne into a 
wood, where they fotmde a certayne cane, 
and hid them ſelues therein, All the reſt 
ofthe citezins were ſlayne in that conflict, 
fo2 they woulde not yeelde no2 cummnʒt 
them ſelues vnto the Romanes, they tru⸗ 
ſted them ſo litle. Fo2 on a tyme a certaine 
Jewe beſought a Romane ſoulldiour to 
ſaue his lyke, and the Romane ſware vnto 
—phym, ſapeing, God deale thus and thus 
iich me, yf Ifleathee, therefore yeelde 
* 2 and come hyther to me. The Jewe re⸗ 
0 quired him to geue him his ryght hande 
achat he myght trult him, and the Ro- 

Mane retch him his left hande The 
Jaewe beyng dilinayed in chat great 
+ >_< feare , markt not that it was his lekte 
w_— | hande : But when the Romane hadve 

vdbncc holde of him, he kept him fait with 
— FCthathande,and with his ryght tooke his 
E ſwoozde.and lite the Jewe that then was 
naked, hauyng caſt away his weapon 
2 ppon truſt ofthe Romane. Whenthe 
| «FOE ſawe howe. the Romane = 
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qarded ſnothisothe,but flue the Jewe,that 
vpon truſt of his pzomile and the othe had 
velded him ſelle vnto him, they determi⸗ 
ned to dye altogeather, and neuer to truſt 
the Romanes: Wherevppon they reſol- 
ued with them ſelues, veterly to dye foꝛ the 
holpneſle ofthe Loꝛde God of Iſrael. But 
ino dooing, they ſiue much people ofthe 

Romanes, and farre moe then they hadde 
donne in any other battaple: yet at che 
length che citie was taken , When / pa- 
ſian had knowledge where Joleph was 
become, and ofhis company,he ſent Ni- 
eanor „ Pilerinus, and Gallicanus with 
him to Joſeph , to wyll him to come 
fooꝛch, and he ſhoulde haue his lyle and 
not be ſlayne. Uppon that Joſeph deba⸗ 
ted the matter wich chem that were 
wich him in che denne, requiring their ad⸗ 
uice, Fo2 mp part (ſaych he) and ye wyll 
folowe my counſell, I thinke beſt we goe 
bnto them , but vppon this condicton, 
that they wyll make vs a  fozmall aſſu⸗ 
raunce of our lyues , effectualiy as we 
ſhall require them, whiche donne, J doubt 
not but Var paſian when we come vnto 
him, wyll exterd? his fauour towardes 
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, bs, When thoſe men perceyued Joſeph 
to be enclined to veelde vntop Romanes, 
they ſaide vnto him, Te marueyle at thee 
(O dꝛince Joleph) at thee we ſap, that 
waſt choſen out of thoulandes of people, 
and pꝛomoted vnto the pzeſthaod and 
kingdome , to ſanctifte and halowe the 
Lowe God of Ilrael, waſt alſo appopn- 
ted graunde captayne ol lo huge an half, 

Yeawy by 72 and haſt ſeene with thyne eyes the ſhame⸗ 
lere fl repꝛoche ok thy people, with the dil⸗ 
Lo pleaſures and damages of thy ſheepe, that 
0 thou haſt yet any deſpyꝛe to liue in this diſ⸗ 

honour, What ſeeſt thou, chat thou woul⸗ 
deſt deſire to live fo2 * ſhouldeſt thou not 
rather deſire death then Iyfe * Perad⸗ 
uenture thou perſwadeſt thee ſelfe , that 
they call thee to ſane thyIpfe, oꝛ fo2 thy 
commoditie: but without doubte this 
were a vayne perſwaſion. Fo? they call 
thee foꝛ none other intent, then to take 
thee aliue, and to bꝛagge howe they haue 
taken Joſeph, that was conſecrated and 
addict ta the warres, and make it an ar⸗ 
gument that their power pꝛolperech. 
Nowe therefoze (our deare bꝛotcher and 
our we conſpder that this they wyl 
doo: 
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doo: yea yf they ſaue thy Ipfe . But put the 
caſe they put thee to death: were it not 
better foꝛ theeto dye or thyne owne [word, 
then oltheirs Peas, yf it were foꝛ nothing 
but fo2 this, it is better foꝛ thee to dye chen 
to liue: {eaſt thou ſhouldeſt heare their re⸗ 
moches, their vpbꝛaydinges, x their qua⸗ 
rellynges. And pf they pꝛeſerue chee altue, 
neuer thinke they doo it foꝛ thy good, but 
rather foꝛ thyne ignaminie aud ſhame, 
whiche is karre greeuouler chen death it 
ſelfe. Aherekoꝛe our deare bzother and 
our pꝛince, what connneth in thy mpnde , 
that thou purpoleſt to liue after that thou 
halt loft thy people and thy bzethzen ? and 
to what purpoſe ſerueth thy lyfe aer 
they be gonne? Marke and conlpder dili⸗ 
gently what Boles (of wooꝛchy me- 
mozp) our maiſter dyd , how he ſpake be- 
foze God touchyng the people of Iſrael. 
DO pardon their ſinnes (ſayech he) oꝛ elg 
blot me quite out of thy booke that thou 
haſt written: howe he woulde not lyue 
after the deſtruction of his people, al⸗ 
though the almightie ſayde vnto him, 
Let me alone, that J may weake mpne 
anger vppon chem, and confimme pt 
Þ 
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. , Why doeſt not thou call to thy rement: 
l. bꝛaumce Aaron his bꝛother, that went be⸗ 
„Win :* . twirtipfe and death, in withſtandyng the 
Acngel chat plagued the people, and offered 
him ſelfe to dye foꝛ his people, that the 
plaque myght ceaſſe from Jlrael*There 

is kyng Saul, x his ſonne Ichonathan that 

fought foꝛ the people of God, and dyed in 

2 the keelde? Could not Saul haue ſaued his 
1 (fe, and his ſonnes both, yk he had benne 

/ ſo diſpoſed ? But he, when heſawe Iſtael 
hare the ouerchꝛowe in che batel,hadde no 
{ deſyꝛe to line any longer, but chole rather 
/ ,  \ vbeafi chen ipfe, and woulde not be ſe⸗ 
+ parated from his bjethzen neyther in 
lyfe noꝛ deach, alwellhe , as Jehonat han 

his ſonne , thoſe dearely beloued and 

moſt amiable menne (as the Scripture 

ſo 6 tearmech chem.) Why dooeſt thou not 
remember (our deare ꝛince) the rygh⸗ 

teouſneſſe ol Dauid the annoynted of the 
Loꝛde, who ſeeing a moſt greeuous pe⸗ 
ſtilence to rage vppon the people of JE 
rael, ſapde, Let thy hande (O Lozde) I 
beſccche thee be turned vppon me and 
my fathers houſe , Fo J am he that 
haue ſinned, J haue tranſgrefled : as 5 
chele 
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theſe thy ſheepe, what haue they donne⸗ 
— — — 
mt mes thy hart? 
not chou an annoynted pꝛielt that hall 
_ and taucht vs the holy lawe, 
hereby we might learne howe to loue 
our Lode God with all our hart, and 
with al our ſoule,and with al our ffrength, © 
Tf it be lo that the ſeruice of GWD conſt - 
ſteth not in this, that we ſhould loue whom 
ao — koꝛ his conenaimt and 
an ,toneather with his ſeruauntes 
that be lane foꝛ the vnitie ol the name of 
the Lowde:wherein ſtandech it then? Haſt 
not thou oft tymes taught and pzooued 
bnto vs, howe that euery man that dy⸗ 
ech in warres fo2 the Love, — 
rie his people, and his lawe; he is to be 
counted in che Lodes locte, and made 
wozthie to goe vnto He great lyght, and 
ſhal not ſee darkenelſe? Arc

nowe when hou han pred thy 
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ſelfe vuto them and they oder thee de- 
ſpicefully, what wylt thou ſap vnto them, 
02 what amendes canſt thou haue at they} 
handes? J put the caſe they caſt in thy 
teeth, and ſay chy woꝛdes be but lyes: how 
ſhalt thou auopde that repꝛoche ! Art not 
chou he that ſaydeit men ſhoulde fight foz 
the people of God, vutyl they dye in the 
conflict, æ inſo doyng, theyꝛ death ſhoulde 
be a raunſome fo they ſynnes: and that 
thep were ſure to goe to that great lyght, 
chat is the light ofiyfe. Whiche pf it be 
true accozdyng as thou halt ſayde, why 
then wplt thou ſhunne death, and not fo- 
lowe thy people that are gone before thee 
to chat ſamelyght? Euer hytherto thou 
haſt had the vpper hande whereſocuer 
thou. cameſt, in ſo muche that thep that 
hearde ofthee, trembled fox feare: and

Fyzit we ſhall ſlea thee as a loꝛde and a 
great pꝛynce, and chou ſhalt chooſe what 
death thou wylt dye on, that chou mayeſt 
dye honourably , But "of thou refuſe to 
We honeſtly, aſſure thee lelfe ofthis, that 
we wyll euery man ſet vppon thee and 

ſica thee, Joſeph anſweared, In deede 
J knowe my bꝛethꝛen, chat your wooꝛdes 
are iuſt and true, Foz who is ſo madde 
to deſpze to lyue in this hurlye burlye? 
and woulde GOD that he woulde calmp 
ſoule vnto hum, and receiue it vntohim 
alſo, Foz I am not ignoꝛaumt chat it 
were moze expedient koꝛ me to dye then 
to lyue, foꝛ the great troubles that haue 
paſſed though my bꝛaynes. But he kno⸗ 
— che — of mens hartes, aud 
he it is that geueth wle vnto menne. It 
is GDD chat cloleth ſudes within the 
bodyes, and letteth them out agayne, 
becauſe he is the en EDD, in 
it 
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whoſe handes remapne the ſoules and ſpi⸗ 
rites of al lyuing creatures. Me hach left 
with vs a ſpirite oflpfe , and cloſed it vn 
within dur bodyes. What is he then 
that wpl open that he hath ſhut * Howe 
tha! we looſe chat he woulde haue bounde 
and knit falt within vs! Doo ye not all 
knowe howe the lpfe is a thyng that he 
hath left wich vs to keepe , and that we 
are his ſeruanntes ? If then we calf away 
lyfe beſme that GOD take it, ſhal he not 
worthply be viſpleaſed with vs, ſo that we 
tat net fime life in the place ofthe lpuing 

with Abꝛaham our father of famous me- 

mou. and with thoſe nut and godly men 

our foꝛfatherg Doo pou not knowe,

pꝛay vou) of Job, what tyme he curit the 
day that he was boꝛne in. Pight not he 
eyther haue hanged hymſelfe , oꝛ haue 
runne vpon a knyke, oꝛ at the leaſt, haue fos 
lowed his wpues counſayle to curſe Gon 
and dye! Natwithſfanding he abode pa- 
tiently in moſt extreme payne, waytyng 
tyl God demaunded agayne his lyfe, and 
chen reſtoꝛe it vnto his Lowe God , and 
woulde not reſtoꝛe it uvndemaunded, but 
taryed tyl his appopnted end came. Kyng 
Daudallo of famous memoꝛie ſayd, Lead 
thou my lyfe out of this pinfolde and pry- 
ſon . Foz he knewe that the Iyfe was 
incloled in the body , and that none 

myght let it koozth but GOD. J wote 
wel that death is a great conmoditte, 
ſo that the ſoule may returne in his 
due tyme vnto God, that gaue it vs. J 
knowe alſo chat he that dyeth in the 
warres of the Lode, he ſhal comme to 

the great lyght. But J knowe not 

what can appeaſe Gods math towarde 
the ſoule of that man that kyllech hym 


(cife, and maketh haſt to reſtoze his ſoule 
O ut betoꝛc 
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befozehis tyme, and without the Loꝛdes 
callyng. UWherefozxx my freendes and 
bꝛechꝛen, J woulde pe ſhoulde knowe it. 
am no moꝛe cowarde then ou, + J do not 
dilagree with you, becauſe Jam of a faint 
hart if feare of theſe pꝛeſent calamitics: 
but that J knowe J ſhoulde commit a hey⸗ 
nous offence agaynſt the L ond, if J ſhould 
kyll mee ſelle. And howe ſap ye (pon pꝛin⸗ 
ces) that ſticke vnta your God, to you J 
ſpeake, tel me whoſhal make interceſſion 
vnto God fox vs, yf we ſhoulde commit 
this ſynne, and eche kyll other * Moulde 
not a man iiwge him a flare, a faole, a fro⸗ 
warde perſon, a rebel, and a deſperate 
man, that woulde be torced with any 
miſeric.to he ſo mad, chat becauſe all 
thynges fall not out as he woulde wiſhe, 
woulde theretoꝛe hang oꝛ deſperatly mur- 
der hym ſelke with his owne handeg⸗ 
Suche ye knowe che law thus punyſheth,

FO 
kyng Dezekia of famous memozie, when 
he hearde theſe wooꝛdes of Eſaiag, that 
wooꝛchy Pꝛophete: Make thy wyll, and 
ſet thy tbinges in a ſtaye, for thou ſhalt dye, 
and not eſcape : Neuertheleſſe, he fainted 
not, noꝛ ceaſſed to pꝛay vnto God, fo2 the 
molongyng of his lyfe in this woꝛlde, 
that he myght amende his lyle, and lende 
a better ſoule vuto GD D. Then che 
Lowe God of Jlrael, ſeeing his vnwee- 
ried and ſtrong hope, with his repen- 
taunce, ſuffered him to liue. . yeeres pet 
O itit longer. 
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longer. But as fo2 Saul, he was not ap⸗ 


Fools, u popnted kyng ouer Iſrael after the loꝛdes 


minde, but alonely by the peoples , that 
craued vppon Samuel, Gene vs a king to 
 raigne ouer vg. (lherevppon afterwarde 


1 of Huge God departed from Saul, fo he was not 


obedient to Gods wyll, but went about by 
foxce to eſtabliſhe his kingdome. The loꝛd 
then ſeeing the wickedneſſe of his hart, 
gaue him ouer, and choſe him another to 
be king ouer his people, annoyntyng Oa- 
uid his ſeruaunt, whyles that Saul was 
vet liuyng. Uhiche Saul percepiyug, 
perſecuted Dauid , and laboured with 
all his endeuour to deltrop him, becauſe 
he knewe GD D was with him, and 
pꝛoſpered all that he dyd whereas cons 
trary, all went backwarde wich hym . 
Fo2 theſe cauſes, J ſap, he. choſe: rather 
to dye then live, and woulde not hue at- 
ter the people of J{rael was ouerthꝛo⸗ 
wen in the mountapies of Gilboa. And 


in mpne opinion, he flue hym ſelfe fo2 


nochyng, but foz chat he was a faynte 
herted cuwarde, and viterly diſpayꝛed

tion. I knowe it well, it were moꝛe expe⸗ 
dient foꝛ me to be ſlayne of myne emmies, 
then that J ſhoulde ſlea mee ſelfe , And yf 
pe ſay the wooꝛde , let vs goe foorth , and 
ſodapnely ſet vpon our enimies, to kyll, oꝛ 
be killed in the batayle of the Loꝛde, and 
ſo ſhall we doo well: peraduenture God 
geue them into our handes.

a great. Then yf you ſec me to be afrapde 
of myneenimies ſwoozd, ye ſhall thereby 
knowe me to be a daſtarde, and one that 
fawneth vppon his enimies , and hun⸗ 
teth foꝛ their fauour , But vou ſhall ſee 
me goe afoze vou, as a valyaumt manne 
thoulde „ no2 once turne my face from 
death.

Dome reioyced that 7o/zpb was taken, 
ſayeing, This is good luicke, chat our eyes 
ſpall ſee our lung expected deſy2e., Ocher 
lamented and let teares fall from their 
eyes with penſiue hartes, ſapeing, I's 
not this that woozthy' man who made 
all the Romanes : hoa ta quake for 
feare , and whoſe fame and renownie 
was knowen thzoughout all landes 
Vowe is it come to paſſe that ſo mynh- 
tie a man is taken in his owne coun 
trey, and amongſt his owne people * Tt e a * 
this chauncech vnto ſuche a man to be „ee 
taken in his owne lande in che mpddelt * | 
of his familie and freendes: howe ſhal 

we eſcape in a ſtraunge lande! Certayne 

tun diſpoſcd perſons of the Romane 

D v ſouldiours 
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ſouldiours went to / af baſian, and ſaide, 
Dir, you ſhall doo well to commaund this 
man to be ſlayne without mercte , that 
hath ben the deſtruction of ſo many of the 
people ofthe Romanes. This is the ſelle 
ſame thatſhotthearrowe , and ſtroke poi 
in che legge, put him to death, and then 
Gall ye be ſure he ſhall neuer moue warre 
moꝛe agaynſt you. I pou dos not, pe ſhal 
ſee him one day agapne rayſe an armie a 
gaynſt vs, and deſtroy vs. But 7o/epb 
founde freend(<pppe at Tit I aſpaſtant 
ſonnes handes, whiche came of che Lond. 
Therefozz when he hearde thoſe wicked 
mens woozdes, that defired / afþ4ſ14 to 
put! oſeph to death, he amp2oued their ad- 
uice, and partly in mockage he taunted 
them, ſapcing , Wy you tell my father 
what he hath to doo ? wyll port geue 
hym ſo wicked, counſel to ſlea that man 
that-velveth him ſelte to vs, vppon the 
truſt of gur league and bande of.freend- 
ſhyppe, whiche vou nawe gor about to 
heake and; fruftrate *Opd not captayne 
Necanor in um fathers name and C 


ſers; with all che Romanes, make a 
conenatint with him? Take heede what 
you 
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pou lap . Is it not treaſon that you gor a- 
bout to bꝛeake berger Px: 
ouer, who can tell whecher it may ſo hap- 

pen that ſome ol vs be takten by ß Jewes, 
like as loſeph is pꝛiſoner at this preſent 
with vs? When Vaſpaſian hearde his 
ſonnes woꝛdez, it pleaſed him, and he ſpa- 
red Joſenh, not ſuffering him to be llayne t 
but canmitted him to a certapne raptaine 
of his, and caryed him abaur wich him 
though the cities, togeather with kyng 
Agrippa, Aﬀter this , Va aſian remooned 
his campe to Talmida, whitheallo is cal 
led Acho, and from thence he went'to'Ce- 
ſarea, A great citie. Ihen they. ofthe catie 
ſawe Joſehh , they crytd vnto J aþ4ſian, 
kyll him, kyll him, oꝛ els he wull one day 
be an occaſion to ſtirre great warres a⸗ 
gaynſt thee , But Ya baſias gauie no care 
to them. CAhyles he was at Ceſarea, ty- 
dinges came to him, that the citeʒins of 
Papho.itmaved and ſpoyled che Illes that 
were ſubiect vnder his domintons with a 
name,” aſpaſian hearing therof,commann- 
ded to lay in wayte foꝛ them , that they 
might be met withall. So chere wis an 
ambuſhe lapde without che towne, and it 
came 
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tame to paſſe, that when the Pirates

ſhyppes agaynſt 

the ſea ſhoꝛe, (fo2 there was no hauen fo 
ſbyppes) and there they were lolt many 
of then: and ſuche as\wamme to land, the 
Romanes ſlue. They that were dꝛowned 
in che ſea, and flapne by the Romanes, 
were in number foure thouſande , good 
menne of warre ; beſides. them, were 
flapne in the towne ,40, thoulande , all 
Jewes.

And 
thus dyd Titus vſe them. They that

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and who ſo euer withſtoode him, he ſite 
Moꝛeouer; all the cities that belonged to 
Agrippas in Galilee, he reſtoxedthem un- 
to him anavne,onely T iarua 
he btterly raced,and flue al the menkinde, 
ſpectally ſuche as were apt to the warres, 
ſolde allo their wpues and childꝛen. And 
this was the onely citie in all Galilee, chat 
Titus ſhewed ſuche rigour and extremitie 
vnto. Vafpaſian departing thence , tooke 
| his iourney to Gamala, whiche is a citie 
| vppon the toppe of amountapne , The 
| name thercof is called Gamala, of an He: 
hue woowe Gama, that ſignifieth to 
quite o2 to doo a good turne, becauſe it is 
the beſt citie that belongeth to Agritpas, 
and the inhabitaimtes thereof were all ve- 
ry riche. The citte allo called Seleucia was 
not karre diſtaunt from it, a coimtrey 
repleniſhed wich good Townes, Gar⸗ 
dens, Bꝛookes, and all kynde of kruit⸗ 
full trees. Agrippa beſought / af ſaſi 
an, that he woulde not . this ci⸗ 
tie: let me goe firlt a wt y Cd 2 al offer 
them peace, peraduenttire che HY | 
take it , that theymay ow th P ſyues 
from deſtruction , V aſpaſian was) i n

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treated, ſapeing vnto him, Goe and doo 
as thou wylt, fo2 thy honours ſake J w 
doo ſo muche fo2 thee , So Agripha went 
to them, and ſpake freendly and peaceably 
bnto them, and thep receyued him in lyke 
manner, but they meant dereite, lapeing, 
Thou art our Loꝛde and kyng : to whom 
chereloze dooth all that is of any pꝛice, oꝛ 

to be deſired in all Iſrael belong, but vnto 

thee * cherkoꝛe come neere bnto vs, and de⸗ 

bate the matter with thy ſeruauntes . 4- 
rippas credityng their wooꝛdes , came 
harde to the citie, and as he ipſtened to 
them that talked wich him, one calf a 
great ſtone from the wall, which light tuft 
betweene his ſhoulders, with ſuche vio⸗ 
lence, chat it ſtroke him pꝛoſtrate to the 
grounde, and bꝛake his backe, with one of 
his armes allo, But his ſeritauntes ſtept 
to him, oke him vp, and caryed him to 
Vaſbaſian: who ſeeing him ſo {ozc hurt, 
ware he woulde neuer goe from thence, 
tyll he hadde taken the citie, and oꝛdered 
chem in lyke manner as he dyd Liarua, to 

leaue neuer a man alyne therein. The No⸗ 
mane Jo hilitions dyd beſtowe ſuche dili⸗ 


gence about Agrippas , that they cured 
hun, 
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him. Lal paſian in this rage agaynſt the 
Seleucians , becauſe they hadde wounded 
the kyng , beſieged and — 2 — 


The Jewes within che towne encou⸗ 
raged one another , ſapeing, Let vs 
ſkicke to it nowe, and playe the menne , 
fo we haue none other hope to laue 
our Ipucs, ſeeing we haue thus oꝛdered 
che kyng. Certayne ſtout men of them 
therefoze ifltied , and encountring with 
the Romanes , made a great ſlaughter 
amongeſt them. After chat, the Roz 
manes addꝛeſſed their engines „ planted 
their iron Rammes that they bꝛought 
with them agaynſt the walles , and by 
that tyme nyght came, batcred. a great 
part thereof downe to the earth, that 
Vaſbaſian and muche people with bym 
myght enter at their pleaſure , But 
7 aſpaſian gaue commaundement ta 
his armie, that they ſhoulde not enter 
that nyght into the towne, but ſtande 
and compaſle the walles vntyll mo20we , 
that they myght ſee howe to winne it. 


Notwichſtandyng, chey woulde not be 
ruled by him , but entred , Then the 


Jewes came vpon them, dzue the m_ 
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with chaynes , and cloſed the wayes ofthe 
citie , entrapping chem in ſuche a ſozt,that 
they could goe nother one way noꝛ other, 
Aer that,ſetvppon them, and beat them 
downe euen there, ſo that they were all 
{layne , ſaue tenne men that fledde with 
Vaſpaſian, and a captapne named Butius, 
one of che beſt men of warre in al the Ro- 
manes armie, him che Jewes purſtted 
and ſite , But at haſian and his, fledde to 
the mountaynes, that he might be there 
in lafegarde. And from chence he ſent 
to Titus his ſoime that was in Syria, 
foꝛ the Romane armie that he hadde ſent 
with him into Pera, whiche 7 it«s ledde 
into Jurie. 


8 Holy after „ "aff aſian geathered 
ſouldiours, and repavꝛed Hts _ 
ioyned with Agrippas comparty , 
returned to Seleucia, wanne it, and oo 
them euery man, leaupng none alpue : 
and afterwarde went to other cities 
of Galilee, and taoke them, ſeruyng them 
in lpke ſoꝛt. After that, he came to the 
citie called Naſcela, whfiche was a wal- 


led ctowne , and of all the townes of de⸗ 
fence 


— 
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fente chꝛoughout al Galilee, none left but 
it. This he beſieged, becauſe thyther re: 
ſozted many. cutthꝛotes and wycked pers 
ſons without al feare of GOD, ſuche as 
were robbers and rouers of the lande of 
Judea. Amongſt whom was a certayne 
man named Ie hoc han an, learned, wyſe, 
and pꝛudent, ſpecially to doo mſchiefe, a 
wittie counſellour, and of ſuche cloquence, 
that he coulde perſwade cunnyngly, and 
diſſwade men from that they had purpo⸗ 
ſed, Belides this, he was a murderer, re- 

dy to ſhed blood, and to doo any miſchtefe, 
a great robber, ⁊ one that euer gaped after 
other mens goodes, by whiche meanes 
he was become bery ryche . Mhere⸗ 
fore there reſoꝛted vnto hym all vapne 
perſons,manſlears, rebels, and riffians 
lyke hyin ſelfe, geuyng hym large re⸗ 
wardes, that they might be of his fraters 
nitie, his bꝛethꝛen and adherentes, and 
he to be theyꝛ head. Titus was ſent to 
th's citie by his father, to offer them con⸗ 
dittons of peace. Chyther when he 
was cone, he ſent his embaſſadours to 
the citizens to entreate the peace with 


chem. TUhereunts the citizens accoꝛded, 
Qi any 
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aft were ready to enter in league with 
Titus. Chen as this wycked [ebochanan 
perceyued the auncient men of the towne, 
and the heades woulde receyue peace, he 
commaunded his companions to keepe 
the walles,to let them from ſpeaking with 
the Romanes, and that they woulde geue 
the Romanes they anſweare. So there- 
foze ſedittoug Iehochanan made anſweare 
tothe emballadour of I ir, ſaying, To 
mo2owe haue we a ſolempne feaſt to the 
Lozde God, tel thy maiſter 7:c«s there: 
foze , that he gvatint vs truice fo2 two 
dayes, and the thyꝛde day we wyll geue 
hym anſweare. Uherewith Titus was 
content, and deferred the aſſault foꝛ two 
dapes, Thele thynges were donne vppon 
Mhitſim even, whiche was called the 
feaſt of weekes and harueſt. The nyght 
afoꝛe the thirde day appoynted was come, 
Iehoc hanan and his complices , gate 
chem out of the towne, and fledde to- 
warde Mierulalem, ere Titus knewe 
chercof , On the moꝛowe he ſent his 
embaſſadour tu demaumde their anſweare, 
what they woulde doo. They anſweared 
we deſpꝛe to enter in a league r 


"= 


the lewes. 119, 


fo: we are yours, to doo vou what plea- 
ſure your hart deſpꝛech, bpon the conditi⸗ 
on that none of the Romanes hurt eyther 
our badyes oꝛ gocdes. Iitus bppon this 
made peace wich them, continuing it by 
wnyting ſcaled, fo2 the better alſuraunce 
thereof, So chey opened che gates, and 
Titus came into the towne wich his whole 
armie, and the Jewes receyued him with 
great toy , honouryng hym very muche, 
Then 7 is engupꝛed foꝛ Tebochanan and 
bis confederates . The ciitzens declared 
vnto hym, howe he fledde by nyght wich 
al his towarde Hieruſalem . Titus bca- 
ryng that, ſent after to purſue hym: yet 
they formde hym not, he had made ſuche 
ſpeede . Notwithſtandyng many of the 
people chat went out of the towne wich 
hym, that they myght eſcape the daim⸗ 
ger, both men, women, and chyldꝛen, 
ode and impotent perſons , they otters 
fooke, flewe them euery one, and retur⸗ 
ned with a great ſpoyle. After this Li- 
tus Wanne all che cities in Galilee, and 
ſet rulers in them. Then 7 aſpaſtan 
diſlodged from thence , and came to the 


mount Taboz, whiche hat) ſnowe vppon

done. It came to paſle therefoze as Jeho- 
chanan the — fled to Mieruſa⸗ 
lem, he founde there men meete * — 


, decepuers, — 
infinite number ; Fo? out of al countreys 
within the lande of Juda, there repayzed 
thyther al menne of warre, to defende the 
ſanctuarie of our God, and Anani the high 
pꝛieſt receyued al that came, Thele ſeeing 
Tebochanan and his valiantneſſe, reuolted 
from Anani the hygh pꝛieſt, aud claue vnto 
hym, deupſpng with hym of all they? 


afzyꝛes. Do Ie hoc hanan conſpyꝛed with 
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theſe cutchꝛotes to lay handes vpon che ry⸗ 
che men ofthe citie, and to ſpoyle them of 
they? goodes, and this was theyꝛ maner. 
Ujen they eſpyed any notable ryche man 
of the citie, they wade alter this ſoꝛt 
quarrell with him: Art not thou he that 
halt ſent letters to the Romanes, and to 
} aſpasian, to betray the citie vnto them? 
Thus worde they examine hym befoze 
the people: and when he would anſweare, 
GO D fozbydJ ſhoulde fo doo : then 
woulde they bzyng in godleſſe perſons, 
limbes of the deuyl, ol theyꝛ owne compa⸗ 
me, to beare falſe witneſſe agaynſt han, 
thathe mightbe condempned to death by 
thelawe fo2 a rebel. Thus dealt they with 
Antipas avd Lohia, both noble menne, 
and of che cheete of the citie: and theyꝛ 
goodes with all they? tewels , the ſediti⸗ 

ous ſcaſed fo2 them ſtlues. They pickt 

quarrels ailo to the hygh Pꝛieſtea, thiſt 

them from cheyꝛ charges, chat they coulde 

not execiue they ſeruice . Moꝛecucr, 

tep caſt lottes who ſhoulde hane the 
Mꝛieſtes office, and who ſhoulde be no 
Wrteſt, Fo2 they heide the pueſſſood and 

ſertiice at Cod, fo; toyes, gaudes, and 

triflcs. 
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trifles. So the lotte fell vpon one that 
was called Pani, the ſonne of Peniel, a 
carterly hulbandman, ignaaumt what 
belonged to the pꝛieſtes office, ſo that he 
was vtterly vnwoꝛthy ofthe pꝛieſthood: 
pet they made hym hye pꝛieſt fo2 all that, 
ſo light a matter made they of the pꝛieſt⸗ 
hood. The good and godſy men of Mie⸗ 
ruſalem ſeeing the power of theſe ruffi⸗ 
ans and wycked perſons beare ſuche 
ſwindge, they ſtacke together, and deter⸗ 
mined to withſtande them by foꝛce. The 
people therefoze earneſtly moued wich 
anger, ſet vpon them, and encountred 
with them in luche ſoꝛte, that the fight was 
great on both ſides: in the ſtreetes, in the 
market place, in the temple,and in the en- 

traunce of the temple, tyll all the citie was 
fylled full of dead bodpes, and ſlayne men. 
Foꝛ there was not ſo much as one ſtreete, 
but there was ſome ſkyꝛmiſhes in it. The 
people at length gate the vpper hande of 
the ruffians, foꝛ they were eagerly ſet, and 
carneſtlye bent agaynſt them . The 
ſeditious therefoze ſeeyng them lelues 
not able to make they2 partie good 


with che people , fledde euerx man 
Q ü [11:9 
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into the temple ofthe Loꝛde, ſhut it after 
the high pꝛieſt, ſeeing the wicked to be fled 
to the temple , wylled che people to ceaſſe 
their fighting with them in the holy tem 
ple of the Lode , lelt chey ſhoulde pollute 
it with the blood & dead carkaſes of theſe 
wicked perſons, The people therefoze left 
ofthe fight . Then Anani beſet the temple 
rounde about, with a ſire thoulande of the 
beſt and pickedſt men ofthe people, well 
armed all of them with iackes and ſal- 
lettes, and aſwell weaponed, with eue⸗ 
ry man a Swoode, a Target, and a 
Speare oꝛ Nike, to keepe che temple, chat 
they ſhoulde not come faoꝛch. Boze- 
auer, Anani caſt in his mynde, that be⸗ 
lides the inuadyng them in the tem- 
ple, whiche were in no wyle ſeemelp, 
it ſhoulde alla be as great a damage. vt 
the people ofthe L ozde ſhoulde one rice 
and ſticke another in che very tem - 
ple. Fo2 theſe cauſes he ſent Embaſ⸗ 
ſadours to lehochanan the Galtlean, 
chiete captayne of the ſeditious and 
thecues, ofteryng him peace, but [eho- 
chanan retuſcd it. Foz the es 
cne 


—— 
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ſentfo2 the Edomites to come and ayde 
them . Theſe Edomites had benne euer 
from their fyꝛſt beginning very hardy and 
balyaunt men, and warlike, pet were they 
ſubiect to the Jewes , Foz Hircanus kyng 
of Juda hadde conquered chem, and 
cauſed them to be circumciſed, byndyng 
ſuche of them as were the beſt warriours 
to this ſeruice: to ſtande in armes, and 
keepe watche and warde vpon the walles 
of Hierulalem day and nyght, and the reſt 

of them to pay tribute to the Jewes. 
Upon a certapne nyght came. 22.chou⸗ 
ſande of theſe Edomites , all good men 
of warre, agaynſt Hieruſalem. When 
Anani the high pꝛieſt, and the people that 
were with him, hearde the noyſe of the 
Edomites armie, he went vppon the 
walles , and demaunded of them what 
they were, from whence they came, and 
whyther they woulde? They aunſweared, 
We are Edomites, and came out of 
Edomea to vilite the Loꝛde God and his 
temple, and to ſee in what caſe his peo⸗ 
ple ſtandeth: foꝛ this we come accoꝛdyng 
to our accuſtomed manner as euer here⸗ 
tofoze, Anani aunſweared , You are dil⸗ 
Q L ſemblers, 
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ſemblers and not as pour wooꝛdes doo 
ſhewe, neyther come pee to ſeeke God and 
his ſanctuarie, no? yet to ayde his people, 
but rather to ÿ ſuppoꝛting of le hoc hanan, 
graumde captaine of theeues. Were it not 
better fo2 vou to aſſiſt the ſanctuarie of 
God, then theſe ſinfull ſeditious perſons, 
chat couet nothyng els then to laye waſte 
che houle of God, and to deſtroy his peo- 
ple? They inthe! molt holy citie of God, 
doo ſhedde noe blood of tuff, godly, and in 
nocent men: thꝛough whole wickedneſle 
the Romanes haue the vpper handevpon 
bs, becauſe we haue ciuil warres at home 
with the ſeditious, and externall with the 
Romanes, Yea, the wickedneſle of the 
ſeditious is growenſo farre, chat the moſt 
part of vs hadde rather be ſlayne of the 
Romanes , then of our bzethzen the 
Jewes. Tf ſo be it ye become to mayn⸗ 
tepne them , ye ſhall vnderſtande that pe 
offende our Lowe G OD greeuouſlp, to 
helpe {mers and murderers „ that 
treade the people of G O D vnder their 
feete , lyke as men treade Grapes ina 
wine pꝛeſſe, and make the temple of 
the Lode a dwellyng place of manquel- 
lerg, 
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lers, md wicked perſonnes , Ve ſap ve 
come to ſecke the Lode 2 howe ts it chen 
that ye are thus in armes after the maner 
of warre * Ye ſhall vnderſtaide, we ſhutte 
not the gates ofthe towne becauſe ok you, 
leſt you ſhoulde come in, after your accu⸗ 
ſtomed manner: bit becauſe of ar⸗ 
mour and weapons that pou haue with 
you, whiche are inſtrumentes ol deſtruc⸗ 
tion, a very vineete kaſhion to come and 
viſite the Loꝛde with. You ſhoulde rather 
haue come wich ofteringes, ſacriſtces, con⸗ 
feſſion , and pꝛayle. Not with ſtan 

pf ye wyll enter into the towne koꝛ deuoti⸗ 
on ſake, ve are welcome: but ye muſt 
laye away pour weapons , and ſo en⸗ 
ter in peaccablp . The Edonntes aiin- 
ſweared, We marneple not a litle 
at thee whiche art the hygh pꝛieſt, our 
Lowe and Pediatour, and at the reſt 
of the J:leſtes cf te Lode , with 
che Elders and Judges of the people 
that be pꝛeſen: with thee , and your 
wooꝛdes ſeeme ſtraunge in our cares, 
Foz we vnderſtande you take vs foz 
your en mies, and therevpon ou ſtoppe 


vs of our entraunce into the Citie, to 
vilte 
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vilite the Lowe God after our accuſtomed 
maner. In that we be armed as ye obiect 
bnto vs: doo ye not knowe that / aſpaſian 
dꝛawech nygh to come to this holy citie? 
This we hearyng of, was che cauſe that 
we tooke our weapons with vs, to come 
to ayde you, and keepe the toume, as we 
haue benne woont thele many yeeres. But 
biw ſouldyegeather this that we come 
to ſuppoꝛt the wicked and ſeditious that 
be with pou : when as from the fyꝛſt day 
that euer we and our fathers were cir⸗ 
cumctſed , we neuer ſwarued from the 
lawe and commaundementes of the 
Lowe ? Tell vs pf there be any com- 
maundement in the lawe , that byddeth a 
man to ſtrengchen and maynteyne the 
power of the wicked , to the whichewe 
are bounde to hearken „ and to ayde 
theſe * God fozbyd we ſhoulde doo this: 
fo2 we all , both that be here , and the 
other Edomites alſo, be ſeruauntes of 
the Loꝛde and his pcople , to mayntevne 
and delende the lawe , the people, and 
the houſe of the Lowe , CWlhyles they 
were thus talkyng togeather , there roſe 
vp a great cloud? , and iyghtnynges 
were 
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were ſeene with fyꝛe, and darkeneſſe wich Fo Ant % 
myghrie thunder rlappes, and ſhennes of 0 0 


h wle, that all that ſawe it were woonder⸗ 
fully afrayde , Wherefoze the people fled 
whollp , left not onely the walles, but 
Anani alſo: fo2 they could not abyde to tar⸗ 
ne any longer. But Anani tooke hart vnto 
him, and abid it, to marke thoſe hozrible 
ſignes of heauen, which dyd appeare, that 
he myght iudge what they betokened, And 
he gaue his iudgement in dede but not ac⸗ 
coming ta che trueth) that the thunder and 
hayle with the darkeneſſe, ſigniſied Gods 
helpe, by the hope whereof they ſhoulde 
defende the Sanctuarie of the Lode. And 
lykewyle iudged al che Elders that were 
wich hym, without perceyuyng that all 
theſe lignes betokened the euylles that 
ſhould come vpon Hieruſalem + al Ilrael. 

hen they that were ſhut in the Tem- 
ple, percepued that they that kepte the 
watche hefoze the gate of the Temple, 
were fledde allo for feare of the tempeſte, 
they went and opened the doozes of the 
Temple, and in chat darkeneſſe, which al⸗ 
though it was ſo great, that one could not 
[ce another fo2 the thickneſle thereof, _ 
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ther durſt any of the towne once looke out 
of his doozes, they were ſo a feard ofthole 
terrible ſignes cf che Element: pet came 
thoſe deſperate felowes , the ſeditious out = 
of the temple, dꝛewe tcwarde the walles 
without al feare, with ſawes and other in 
ſtrumentes, to cutaſinider the barres of 
the gates, And when che craſhyng of che 
thunder and haple was greatelt , then la⸗ 
boured they hardeſt, in wꝛaſtyng a ſunder 
the lockes and boltes of the gates, leaſt 
they ſhoulde be perceyued. And euer when 
the thunder clap was paſt, chen ſtayed they 
and left ok tyl it came agayne. Thus play- 
ed they til they had bꝛoken and opened the 
gates, and let in che Edomites into the 
citie: who beyng once come in, wandꝛed 
here and chere fo2 tha: nyght, deuiſyng 
howe they might ſet vpon the citizens of 
che towne, and viterly deſtroy chem. They 
called ou: fyꝛſte theyꝛ confederates, that 
temayned in the temple , b2ought chem 
thence, andtopned altogeather wich the 
Edomitez , ſwearyng one to another, 
that chey ſhotude be one people and one 
armie. And fooꝛchwith, beyng fo conte 
derated togeather, they Lewe the — 

noght 
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nygh.8500, of the people of God, al good 
men of Gad, al good men of warre,belides 
umumerable other, that they kylled of the 
common people. In the moznpng chey 
lapde handes on the riche men, haled them 
before iudges, and the. xx. Elders , whiche 
otherwple be called Sanhedrin, whom they 
called togeather, and there wicked Jebo⸗ 
chanan the Galitean ſpake vnto them in 
this wyle. Why condempue ye not thele 
riche cabbes, that haue made a conſpiracie 
wich che Romanes, and determine to be⸗ 
tray this holy citie into they handes, 
namely one Sec haria hu a iu man, per⸗ 
lit, godly, and vertuous, one that feared the 
Lom, and loued both God and man: but 
ko2 his richeſſe onely, whiche were bery 
great, this [e-ochanan Captapne of the ſe⸗ 
ditious apprehended hym, wyllyng the 
Elders to condempne hym to deach, foꝛ 
that he had topned with they2 enimies (as 
he ſapde) to betray the citie to them, The 
Bꝛieſtes, Elders, umd Judges, hearing his 
woꝛdes, and perceyuing that both he and 
che reſt ofhis blooddy bande, deſyꝛed no⸗ 
thing els then to make this man away, al⸗ 
though they knewe hym tobe moſt in⸗ 

_ _ nocen(s 
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mocent : they wept end ſighed greatly. e 
hoc anan ſecyng them weepe fo2 Sec haria- 
hu, and that they woulde not condempne 
hym, reſpecting his iuſtite and integritie: 


That, quoch he, doo ye begyn to mourne 
before there be any cole pꝛeſent? J would 
I howde neuer come where God hath to 
doo, but yt pe oꝛder vs thus in pour iudge⸗ 
mentes, ve ſhalhe the fyꝛſte that we wyll 
lay holde of, and we wyl fit in iudgement 
our ſelues, to diſcerne the matters of the 
people of God, accodyng as we thynke 
good. Then laying apart al ſhame, wich 
nan obltinate mynde the wicked ſoꝛt hoyſed 
bp Sechariahu,carped hym out ofthe place 
of iudgement, and brought hym vp to 
the top of a very hygh towne at the Eaſt 
ende of che towne, from whence they 
chꝛuſt hym downe headlong, and he dyed 
there at the walles ſyde in the vale o 
Teho/chaphat , The Diieſtes therefore 
were fore afrayde of theyꝛ owne partes, 
and the Judges-allo with che Elders, 
being the wyckednes of Tehochanan and 
che ret ofthe ſeditinis , Fm: I ehochanan 
de geuen them warnyng an? ſapde, 
rcepꝭ pe gene ſentence vppon enery 
man | 
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man that we ſhall bꝛyng vnto you, accoz⸗ 
dyng to our mindes, be ve aſſured, ye ſhal 
all of you goe the ſame wap, that Sech ari- 

-  «buigs gome befoze you; After that, they 
appꝛehended a iuſt man and a riche , that 
was beloued of all che towne, whole name 
was Gorinion, ſurnamed valtaunt, and he 
was a baliaunt man in deede, moſt expert 
in the warres, chereto wiſe and wittie, and 
à man ok a pure and perfite lyfe, one that 
was euer the foꝛmoſt in batayle, when ſo 
euer they hade any conflict agaynſt che 
Gentiles that beſieged Mierulalem: and 
this was his accuſfomed mamer. Uther 
the enimies marched to topne batell with 
the Jewes , he woulde runmne vppon them 
with ſuche foꝛce, and make ſlaughter of 
them, that ſpite of their hartes, he woulde 
dꝛiue them to retire, and by that meanes 
his body was füll ofſkarres, his face and 
head woonderkully mangled with the 
woundes that he hadde receyued in bat⸗ 
tayles that he had benne in for the people 
of the Loꝛde. Pet nowe becauſe he woulde 
not folowe that moſt cruell byllaynes 
mynde lehoc hanan, and take his parte, 
Iehochanan commannded him to be ap- 
R 1 pꝛehended 
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pꝛehended and bzcught befoze him, anh 
when he was come, layde thus vnto hym, 
Male thy wyll, ſet thy houle in a ſlax, and 
confeile thee ſelfe vnto the Loꝛde, loꝛ there 
is no way wich thee but death. And lo they 
ledde him out of che towne to kyll hun 
there, left there ſhoulde be any buſmeſſe a⸗ 
bout his death, yf they hadde put him to 
death within the towne: Fo2 all the cite⸗ 
ʒins of Mieruſalem loued him, and he lyke⸗ 
wyſle loued them. When they were come 
to p place of execution, Gormion fel downe 
afoze them, æ beſought them wich teares, 
in this wyſe, Seeing pe haue ſo determi⸗ 
ned that ye wyll needes ſlea me, when 
as notwithſtandyng J haue committed 
no crime, noꝛ any chyng offended , and 
that ye wyll in no wyle ſpare me, al 
though J be innocent, as vou knowe 
well yenouch pour ſelues: yet I beſeeche 
vou, let me obteyne this one thing at 
pour handes , that you woulde doo ſo 
muche at che leaſt wyfe at my requeſt , as 
2 burte my body, other fauour J deſire 
not. They made hym amſweare „ Jf 

thou hadit not ſpoken vntovs thereof, we 
had thought to haue donne it, fo2 5 
re 
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nowe ſeeuig chou art fo as to de⸗ Cue 
maumde this of vs, we wyll flea thee , but Y bras id 
buriall getteſt thou none, thy body ſhalbe 
calf fooꝛth vnto the beaſtes of the earth 
and foules ol p ap2e, Gorinion yet beſought 
them to the contrary, vntyl the moſt cruel 
| Iehoc hanan ſtroke him, and ſlue him, and 
after thꝛewe out his body to the beaſtes of 
the fielde, This donne, they returned into 
the citie. 
J. Aſpaſian in the meane ſeaſon dꝛue 

nigh Pierulalem, foꝛ he hadde pitched 
his tentes at Celarea, where he releeued 
his arntie, and paide his ſouldiours great 
wages: wherefkoze they taryed in that 
citie many dayes , Fo2 when Vaſpaſian 
vnderſtoode ofthe ciutl{ warres in Pieru⸗ 
ſalem, he ſayde vnto his people, Let vs 
make no haſte to beliege ieruſalem, tyll erte, 
ſuche tyme as they haue ſlayne one ano. D WT: - 
ther amongelk them ſelues, and ſo at 
length their pꝛide wylbe pulled downe , 
when as they ſee them ſelues waſte away 
with ciuill warres, hunger, and thpꝛtt. 
Foꝛ Vafpaſian was a woonderfiill polt- 
ttke man in all feates of wares, and his 

Nu wyſedome 
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wyſedome neuer turned him to moꝛe 


moditie , chen in this deuiſe onely. Do he 


ſoiourned at Ceſarea wich his men many 
dayes. In che meane ſeaſon, che people of 
Pieruſalem made warre vpon /ehochanan 
and his complices, vntvll innumerable of 
them were deſtroyed, ſome of them were 
ſlapne with ſwoozdes , ſome the ſeditious 
ſkickt with ſhoꝛt daggers, Fo? certapne of 
the ſeditious caryed ſhoztdaggers ſecretly 
vnder their garmentes, wherewtth they 
woulde come ſodaynely vppon an honelk 
and iuſt man, and thuſt him to the hart, 
that he ſhould falldowne dead in the place 
without knowledge who ſtroke him. So 
by this meanes, what with wooꝛdes in 
open frayes, and what wich daggers ſe- 
cretly,verp many of ß people were ſlayne, 
andfarre moe that way, thenby the Ro- 
manes, infomuch that nowe very fewe ct- 
tezins were left alive . Thus when 7ebo- 
chanan had gotten the vpper hande of the 
citie, he made an armie out of Dteruſa- 
lem, to goe and take the cities that hadde 
made peace with Vaſpaſtan, whiche they 
ſacked and raced ts the grounde, and who- 
ſoeuer they founde in them, Romanes 02 
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Jewes, they ſlue them, Yea, Ie hoc hanau 
went with them him ſelfe to ayde them, 
opens and carying away all the richeſle 

thep founde in them, They tooke allo 
the citie Gerara, that ſtoode beponde Joy 
dane, where as they remayned. Then the 
inhabitauntesot᷑ Hierulalem, boch pꝛieſts, 
elders, and the reſt of the people, ſent Em⸗ 
baſſadours to / aſpaſian, to deſp1e| peace 
wich him, and ſuccours agaynſt [ehocha- 
nan, and his wicked rabble, whiche dayly 
in che towne ſlue very many of the people 
of God. The citezins alſo of Gerara (ent 
Embaſſadours vnto / a/pa/1an, ſayeing, 
I thou wylt be Loꝛde ouer the lande ol 
Judea, and che citie of Dieruſalem, and 
deſireſt to aſſure the rule thereof , and 
eſtabliſhe it vnto thee: then hearken vn⸗ 
to our counſaile, and came vnto vs withs 
out delay, to deliuer vs from the handes 
of Tebochanan, and the wicked ſeditious 
perſons, that with all their myght ende⸗ 
uour to ſpoyle all our goodes, and to gette 
the dominion ouer vs , our wyues , and 
_ childzen, to none other purpoſe , then by 
that meancs to deſtroy vs vtterly, that 


no renmaunt ok vs Houlde be left, Jffo . 
N ui be 
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be it thou wylt come, and valiauntly with⸗ 
ſtande them with thy power, we wyll alſo 
light agaynſt them within the towne, tyll 
they be al ſlayne, and chen thou ſhalt be our 
Lode, And chat done, chou mayeſt goe to 
Mierulalem wichout any impediment oꝛ 
hinderaunce or any man, foꝛ they alſo of 
that citie deſpꝛe the ſame, and would glad⸗ 
ly become ſubiectes to the Nomanes. 
When as therefoꝛe / aſbaſian hearde the 
petitions of the citeʒ ins of Gerara, he toke 
his iourney thyther to ſuccour them, and 
deferred to goe to Pieruſalem. But Je- 
hoc hanan hearde of his repapze, wheres 
foze he ſue the chiefe gouernour of Ge- 
rara, and gate him out of che towne with 
his companions, and tooke them to they? 
feete, determinyng to flee into a certayne 
woodde. Vaſpaſian hauyng knowledge 
thereof, made out after them , ſendyng 
one Poligorus, who ouertooke them, and 
made a great ſcauighter of them, And in 
his returne towarde Gerara vppon Joy 
dane lide, he lyght vppon miche people 
goeing to Pierulalem, that they myght 
eſcape togeather with the ſeditious. 
Ten Poligorus dꝛotie backe vnto the 
riner, 
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riuer, where he ſlue thirtiene thouſande of 

them, che relt leaped into Joꝛdane, e were 
dꝛoluned, to the number of. 92. thoulande 
men, women, and childꝛen, with muche 
catell that were all downed togeather in 
the riuer, inſomuch that the chanel of Joz- 
dane was ſo ſtuffed and ſtopt with dead 
bodyes, that the waters raſe and ranne 
ouer the bankes here and there into the 
fieldes and playnes. Yet at the length the 
waters encreaſed , and bare the carkaſes 
downe the riuer, as farre as the Sea of 
Sedom, whiche is the Sea ak pitche, other⸗ 
wyſe called the ſalt Sea, and althe bankes 
dl Joꝛdane lay full of dead bodyes. After 
this „VJaſpaſian tooke his tournep from 
thence, and went into the lande of Zdom, 
where he wannetwo ſtrong cities, che one 
called Lagarith, the other Cephar Loch, 
and ſlue a tenne thouſande of the people 
. thereof , leadpngtereſfaway into bon⸗ 
dage. From thence he dillodged, and came 
to a towne called Chamath Gedi, whiche 
he ſubdued . In this Citie were well 
ſpꝛinges of hotte waters, from whence 
the hotte bathes of 7iberiah haue they} 


„ Oziginall , The naturall JÞhioſophers 
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and Aſtronomers of that countrey , holde 
an opinion that theſe are the heades of all 
the hoate wel ſpꝛinges in that whole coun- 
trey. Departyng from thence, he came ta 
Samarta and wanne tt , Then repayꝛed 
he agapne all the townes that he had ſith- 
dued, and made vp their walls, placyng 
gariſons therein to aide him, what time he 
oulde beliege Mierulalem. That donne, 
he returned ta Celarea, to take muſter of 
his whole armie, and pꝛepared to goe to 
beſiege Mierulalem But inthe meane ſea⸗ 
ſon, came purſeu amtes from Rome, and 
bꝛought him wooꝛde that Nero che Em⸗ 
perour was dead, and how chat as he was 
a huntyng in che countrey, the fyꝛe of che 
Lode came downe from heauen, and fell 
vppon him, that he dyed of it. After whom 
raigned Galba, not one whole veere : fo2 
afo:e it was filly ended, he was ſlavne 
by the noble men of Rome, and Yitell- 
7/5 created in his ſteade , a foole, yet a 
Toe cruell man, muche geuen to Hun- 
kemelle , ſo that he was in all popntes 
vnwooꝛchy of che Romane Emppꝛe. 
The noble menne ok Nome that were 
with Val paſian, hearyng this, great⸗ 
ive |}; 


pe dildayned at that matter, and ſapde , 
las there neuer a noble man ol Rome 


kette to be placed in the Empyꝛe, but ye 


muſt chooſe a dꝛunken wine ſouffer? C UAhy 
dyd pe not rather elect that mightie pꝛince 
Vaſpaſian that is here with vs, a lage and 
a wyſe man,, thercto alſo moſt valiaumt, 
one that conquered many cities, and van- 
quiſhed many nations, ⁊ thoſe moſt fierce? 
hat puiſſaunt kinges hath he ſubdued 
vnder the Romane Emppꝛe! howe farre 
and wyde hath he enlarged the domintons 
of the Romanes ? And nowe when as the 
Emppꝛe ought to haue ben beſtowed vp⸗ 
pon / aþ4ſ14n,02 ſome one lyke vnto him, 
and none ſuche coulde be founde amongſt 
you: ve beſtowed it vpon a foole, and a 
blowbole dꝛunkarde „ wherein ye haue 
done very vndilcretely , Well, the Em⸗ 
pyꝛe of Rome ſhall haue a better Empe⸗ 
rour one day, and G O D lap Amen, 
CWherevpon the pꝛinces that were there, 
layde their heades togeather, and decree⸗ 
ed to pꝛoclavme Var baſian Emperour , 
Therefoze with one conſent, they went 


vnto / aſpaſian, and ſapde vnto him, 


Thou ſhalt be our head, foꝛ the Empyꝛe 
Ry bow 
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belongeth to ſuche a one: and chou ſhalt 
haue the dominion ouer vs, But / «ſþaſ1ax 
refuſed to take it vpon him, and woutde in 
no wyle conſent vnto them, Motwithſtan⸗ 
dyng they compelled him, and placed him 

vpon a chꝛone ol maieſtie, ſetting an im⸗ 
periaſ cromne vpon his head: whiche he 
woulde haue put away, and pulled of with 
his hande, becauſe he woulde not be Em: 
perour , {Qherefoze the Romane cap- 
tapnes dewe out their ſwooꝛdes, and 
ſaide, Thou ſhaltbe Emperour f raigne 
ouer vs, therefoze retuſe it not: yf chou 
doo, thou ſhalt dye vppon our ſwoondes. 
Vaſbaſian therefore ſeeing him ſelfe con- 
ſtrayned, beyng afrayde of his lyfe, he 
was content to ſiiffer him ſelfe to be p20- 
claypmed Emperour. Then all the armie 
was ſwoꝛne vnto him, and he ſate vppon 
the royall ſcate, as Emperour, and king 


of kynges. 


77 DE ciuill warres at Mieruſalem en- 
crealed moꝛe and moꝛe, and muche 
blood was ſhedde through the wicked⸗ 
neſſe of Tebochanan , captapne of the 
checues „ a limbe of the Deuyll , and 
thꝛough 
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thꝛough the cutthꝛote murderers that 
were with him, who had all euenſwozne 
the vtter deſtruction of che citie of the 
Lowe, andthe deathes of his people. 
There was allo an other cutthꝛote ruffi⸗ 
an,of a noble houle in Judea and teruſa- 
lem about the ſame time, called Schimeon, 
who beganne allo to folowe 7 och 
manners in ſleaing innocentes, and rob- 
byng and reauing in Pieruſalem. Foꝛ A- 
nani the high pueſt had once appoynted 
him pꝛince and chieke captapne of Pieru⸗ 
ſalem: and afterwardes linding hym an 
enimie, baniſhed him the citie. Wherefoze 
Schimeon went and gate him a rout ot vn⸗ 
thuftes , murderers, ind theeues, caltyng 
in his minde and ſapeing, Except J ioyne 
mee ſelle with — good felowes; FI ſhail 
neuer be able to be reuenged of Inani and 
his aſſiſtauntes that haue thus baniſhed 
me out of Pieruſalem into exile wꝛong⸗ 
fully „ vnto my great dichonour. Shall 
J that haue benne in ſuche eſtate, nowe be 
calt out ot my dignitie, and be conltray- 
ned to — here and there as a ba⸗ 
nihed man? Me went therefoze thꝛough 
all ye eines of Judea and Galilee , = 
ag 
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ling to be pꝛoclavmed in the ſkreetes and 


market places, and ſent his letters where 
he coulde not come him ſelfe, in this man 
oj47 ner and fourme: Tho ſo euer liſteth to be 
ridde fromthe bondage of his mailter , oꝛ 
hath had any iniurie in his countrey , oz 
what ſeruaunt ſo euer deſirech to be ſet at 
libertie,o2 who ſo can not abyde che rule 
of his father oꝛ his mailter , all that be m 
debte, and ſtande in feare of their credi- 
tours, o2 feare the Judges fo2 ſheadyng 
any innocent blood, and therefoꝛe lurketh 
— in woodes 02 mountaynes, vt 
there be any man that is accuſed of any 
notozious cryme, and in any danger 
therefoze : to be ſhozte , who ſo euer is 
diſpoſed to robbe and reaue , to doo it: 
iurie and Wong, to haunt homes, to 
ſteale , to murder , to cate and dzynke 
ar other mens coſtc , without labour of 
his handes : let him reſoxte to me, I 
wyll deliver hym from the yoke , and 
daunger of the lawes , and wyll linde 
him his fill ol booties and ſpoples, There 
aſſembled vnto hym about twentie 
thouſarde men, all murderers, thecues, 


rebelles.laweleſſe perlonnes, wicked and 
ſeditious 
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ſeditious men, Then beganne Schimeon 

alſo to vere the Iſraelites, toturne all vp- 
ſide downe whereſoeuer he came. When 
the citezins of Hieruſalem, the pateſtes, 
elders, and 4»ani the high pꝛieſt, hearde 
tydynges of Schimeons diſpitefull wicked- 
neſſe, howe he held on ſtiff opp2eſling the 
people of God, they were very penliue, 
ſapeinc, Now wyl this felowe mote trou⸗ 
ble vs then Tebochanan,be he neuer ſo cru⸗ 
ell. They conſulted therefoze and agreed, 
ſecretly to ſende a power agaynſt hym, 
that myght ſodenly fall vppon hun, and 
ouerrunne him, Peraduenture (ſay they) 
they may ſlea him, oꝛ take him altne, be⸗ 
foze his wickedneſſe growe to further in 
comtentence , and ioyne him ſelle wich 
our foes : then ſhall they aſlaple vs 
both within the towne and without , 
They made out therefoze agapnlt hym 
a great armie of Jſraelites and Jewes , 
with charettes and hozfemen, and footes 
men in great number , whiche came 
where the campe lay, and founde him in 
the come feeldes deſtroying of the 
grayne, pullyng downe of barnes, and 


burnyng all, boch coꝛne and Oliue tree. 
Then 
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Then the Leroſolimites diuided their ar: 
nne, and ſet vpon Schimeons tentes ſoden 
ly, ſmote downe his tentes, and made a 
great ſlaughter vppon the ſeditious. But 
ſhortly after, Schimeon gate y vpper hand 
ofthe people of God, fo2 he came vppon 
them in the nyght ſeaſon, and made a ſoꝛe 
laughter amongſt chem. Then they that 
remayned, tooke them ſelues to flyght to: 
wardes Iteruſalem, and Schimeon purſu⸗ 
ed them, killyng them vnto the hard gates 
of Dieruſalem, ſo that many of them were 
llayne in the way, and very fewe eſcaped, 
After thts , Schimeon went and mooued 
warre vppon the Edomites, to ſubdue 
chem vnto him ſelfe , whiche befoze were 
under the dominion of the /eroſolimites , 
And fyꝛſt he came to the citie A/a, other- 
wyle called Gaz „ fo2 it was che firlk 
titie within the boꝛders of Edome, as 
men come from Pieruſalem. But the 
Edomites mette him in che feelde in 
great number , and ioyned with hym , 
but nother part hadde the victozie: where- 
foze at length they retired boch. Then 
was Schimeon in ſo great a rage when 
as he coulde not overcome theſe Edo⸗ 

mites, 
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mites, that he wyſht him ſelle out of his 
lyle. So he ceaſled fighting a whyle , and 
encamped him ſelfe in the boꝛders of the 
lande of Edome ryght agaynſt it, and 
chere abode, thinkyng to ſet vpon them at 
another tyme , | 
And as he was deviſing howe to os 


der all thinges, there came vnto him an 2G, i 


Edomite called Jacob, one of the chieleſt 
men amonglt them, and a warriour He 
hearyng of Schimeons pꝛoclamation, was 
moued to come and enter in league with 
him, and therevppon ſapde unto him, Me⸗ 
uerlet it diſcomfozt thee that thou couldeſt 
not ouercome the Edomites at the fp2it 
batayle. It thou wylt be ruled by mp 
counſel , thou ſhalt wine all the ct- 
ties in the whole lande, and J wyll de- 
liner them into thy handes . Schimeon 
deſired to knowe howe : thereioze ſayde 
he, let vs heare thy counlell, ard ſhewe 
vs howe it may be bꝛought about, and 
when it is come to paſſe, then wyll we 
bonour thee, and rewarde thee accop- 
dyngly . Jacob ſayde, Geue me the one 
halle ol chyne armie, whiche J wyll leade = 
with me into an ambulhe ; then ſhalt AY 
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chou in the moznyng betymes ſet thy men 
in aray agaynſt the Edomites fo2 aſſtale, 
and when thou ſhalt perceyue them come 
agaynſt thee: then make as though thou 
thou halt ſtaled them out of 
the towne, into the feeldes to purſue thee, 
Then wyll J with my menne come out of / 
our ambuſhe, # make ſpeede tothe gates, 
where we ſhall kyll the warders, and ſo⸗ 
denlp enter the towne, likewyſe kil al that 
we finde chere, and ſet vp a flagge vp⸗ 
pon the Towne of the Towne , Then 
— Edomites hall ſee chat, they 
hartes wyll be dead foꝛ ſoꝛowe : then 
mayeſt thou turne agapne vppon them, 
and beate them downe at thy pleaſire, þ 
Oz yf thou lyke not this deuice , heare 
pet another way . J haue ben a captapne 
amongſt them a long whyle , therefoze 
J wyll returne in the nyght ſeaſon in⸗ 
to the towne : pf the watche examine 
me from whence J come, J wpll tell chem 
N come from Schimeons campe , why: 
ther J went as a ſpie. Then wyll J goe 
to the elders of the towne, and wyll them 
to ict me haue a company of the beſt 
fouldiours ; and J wyll bzyng Schimeon 
into 
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into their handes, ik he ſet upon vs agayne. 
Fo J haue viewed his campe,# his pow⸗ 
er, and vnderſtande chat he entendes to 
moꝛowe to entermeddle wich vs, whiche 
chou ſhalt doo in deede , And when thou 
ſeeſt me to iſſue out againſt thee, chou ſhalt 
{ct thy ſtaffe in the reſt, and come towards 
me, chen wyl J take me to flight, and caſt 
a feare in the Edomites hartes, that they 
ſhal flee alſo, whiche donne, thou m ayeſt 
purſue to flea them at thy pleaſurc, ouer⸗ 
come them, and enter the tone: Then 
that towne great Ala once taken, chou 
ſhalt quickly wynne all the reſt, When 
Schimeon had hearde this, he went and 
deliberated with his owne counſel, and 
they lykt the laſt demiſe beſt : wherefoze 
that they concluded vpon , So Jacob the 
Edonite returned by nyght to Ala, and 
declared to the auncientes of the towne, 
howe he had ben in Schimeons campe, 
and had viewed his armie , whereby he 
had conceyued good hope, that he ſhoulde 
delyuer Schimeon into they handes ſhorts 
ly. The Elders therefozx made hym 
graunde Captayne, and cheele of al their 
menne of ** euery "I in 
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this wple, Fozaſmuche as none of vou 
are ſo expert in the knowledge of warfare 
as is Jacob, cherfoꝛe behoueth it you to fo- 
low hpm tn al things: pf he ſet foꝛward, ſet 
ye foxwade, whereas he pitcheth his tent, 
pitch ye allo, vf he ſtay,ſtap ye, when as he 


fleech, flee pe, to be ſhoꝛt, when he retur⸗ 

nech, chen returne ve, # goe not one heare 
bꝛeadth from that that he ſhal commaund 
vou, nepther one way noꝛ other , Upon 
the next moꝛowe, Schimeon ilſued out of 
his campe with al his armie: and vpon 
that aſſembled Jacob his men, and went 
out to meete hym. But when they came 
at the poynt redy to ioyne, and Shimeon 
wich his cempame hadde charged they? 
ſtaues agaynſt them, by and by Jacob 
left the feelde, turned his backe and fled, 
and the cheefe ſorddiours that were a- 
bout hym, fledde with hymn, The reit of 
the people ſeeyng they} cantayne flee, chey 
toke them ſelues lykewpſe to flyght euery 
man: then Schimeon purſuyng „ made a 
great laughter of them, and wanne the 
2 es bꝛyngyng them vnder his ſub⸗ 
Aud when he had ſacked the 


houſes of them that were ſlayne of the 
Cdo- 


Edomites, and ſpoyled they? goodes, whi⸗ 
che was very muche : the reit that he coke 
pꝛyſoners and kept alyue, he made peace 
withal, and ioyned them vnto his owne 
campe , After that he departed from 
thence, accompamed with fourtie thous 
ſande good lighting men, part Edomites, 
and part Jewes, and came to Chebron, 
whiche he wanne, and deſtroyed all theyꝛ 
grayne and cone feeldes, Yet afterwards 
he repapꝛed they? walles,andſiich of them 
as were left alyue, made peace with Schi⸗ 
meon, who receiued them into league with 
hym, and they became his men, and fo- 
lowed hym in his warres. So he diſlod⸗ 
ged from thence with his whole armie, 
whiche by the acceſſion of the Chebro- 
nites , was nowe woonderfully encrea- 
ſed, and determined to imiade Mieruſa⸗ 
lem. And when he came nygh the citie, 
he raunged here and there , deſtroying 
the fruites that were vppon the grounde, 
and alſo thep2 come , Captayne 1ebo- 
chanan hauyng intelligence of Schime- 
ons commyng to beſiege the towne, 
and howe he had deſtroyed the feeldes: 
thought to haue gone out of Hierulalem,

and to light with hym, but he durſt not, koꝛ 
his ſpyes had tolde hym that he ſhould not 
be able to ouercome hym, he had ſo pu: 
ſaunt an armie,and ſo wel appoynted. Pet 
neuertheleſſe he iſſued out, and lay in an 
ambuthe foꝛ Schimeon. In p meane ſpace 
by chaunce, Schimeons wyfe(that was fled 
out of Hieruſalem with her men and wo⸗ 
men leruauntes towarde her hulbande, koꝛ 
feare left Che ſhoulde be llayne fo2 het hul- 
bandes ſake, if ſhe ſhoulde haue taryed at 
Pieruſalem:) paſſed by where he laye in 
his ambuſhe. Per he tooke and bꝛought 
againe to Mieruſalem, not a litle pꝛoude of 
ſuche a pꝛay, thynking nowe we ſhall 
haue Schimeon at our pleaſure „ſeeyng 
ws haue his wyfe our pꝛyſoner: he lo- 
ueth her ſo entirely, that he wpl doo fo2 
her ſake what ſo ener we wyl haue hym, 
This came to Schimeons eare , who 
had taken at that tyme many of 7eho- 
cbanans menne, and cutte of they ryght 
handes , ſendyng them ſa with ſhame 
to Pieruſalem to cheyꝛ maiſter. He 


ſent mozeoner Embaſſadours to 7eho- 
chanan , wyllyng hym to ſende hym his 
- wyfe, in ſuche ſozt that ſhe myght come 
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to hym with al that was hers : o2 if he re: 
fuſed to doo it, he ſhoulde be the extremeli⸗ 
er handeled, fo2 he woulde take the to une 
02 it were long, and to [ehochanans ſhame, 
cut ofthe handes and legges of all them 
that dyd inhabite it. Tehochanan hearyng 
this, was ſoꝛe afrayde, and all they that 
were with hym, and cherfoze chey ſent him 
his wyke , whereupon Schimeon kept hym 
without the towne , And as Schimeon 


played the tyzautit without, ſo likewyſe did 
Iehochanan within , Fo Tehochanans 
ſouldiers rauiſhed the Jſraelites wpues, 
and ſhedde innocent blood. Shortly af* 
ter Schimeon left the towne fo a ſpace, 
and returned into Edomea , fo he had 
woꝛde that the men of moſt power, and 
the rycheſt ſoꝛt of chat countrey rebel- 
led. Whereupon he ſacked and ſpoy- 
led all the townes of Edomea, and left 
them nothing : inſonniche that he was 
become very ryche , and then returned 
to Mieruſalem, bꝛyngyng the Edonntes 
wholly with hym, that were meete foꝛ 
the warre : and many of the Jewes re⸗ 
ſozted vnto hym alſo, and with his pow 
er he beſieged Pieruſalem, euen at the 
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harde gates. et the tyzanme of Jehoc ha- 
nan and his complices ceaſed not, but in 
creaſed moꝛe and moze dayly in Pierula⸗ 
lem. inſomuche that they taught the citi⸗ 
lend myrzens of Hieruſalem to murder their 
neighbours, and to commit adulterie with 

they? wyues: by whiche meanes foꝛmica⸗ 

tion was ryte and common in the citie. 

Meta, many of the people and youth ſhaued 

they2 beardes lettyng theyꝛ heare of theyꝛ 

heades grower, and accompanied them 

ſelues with women , that thereby they 

might exerciſe. cheyꝛ adulterie the (ater, 

and not be eſpied, whiche lime dyd won⸗ 
derfully defile the towne of Hieruſaiem, 
and without doubt furthered the deſv- 
lation thereof , The gates alſo of the 
towne were cloſed vp, that no man 
might goe in noꝛ out. And who lo went 
out, fell into che handes of Schimeon, 
and was ſlayne : they that taryed with- 
in, were conſtrayned to ſee befoze they? 
faces, theyꝛ ſhame in euery ſtreete and 
comer , And pf aup man founde any 
fault, he was flayne ſtrayght by [cho- 
chanan the moſt cruel! Captayne of the 


ſeditious rebelles . The citizens * 
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fore ſeeing the ty2aunie of Je hoc hanan to 
be without mealure, they aſſembled alto⸗ 
geather, and encountred wich Le hoc hanan, 
and were ſlapne a woonderful loꝛt of them 
in chat conflict. And except che Edomites 
that were fledve to Hierulalem foꝛ the ty⸗ 
rannie of Schimeon had ſuccoured the cite⸗ 
zins, che whole people of Hieruſalem had 
ben vtterly deſtroyed , and llayne euery 
mothers ſonne by / bee his power 
was ſo great. Then Anani the hygh pꝛieſt, 
and the other pꝛieſtes, with the auncient, 
fapthful, and ſages, ind the re{t of the peo- 
ple of Hieruſalem , ſeeing the wicked- 

neſſe of Je hoc hanan, and that they coulde 
not ſuffer it any longer , conſulted to⸗ 
geather to deliuer vp the towne to Schi- 
meon, to bayng him in, and _ him 
their king, to helpe them agaynſt Teho- 
chanan „ whom they tooke to be farre 
moꝛe wicked chen Schimeon 5 hopyng 
that it myght come to paſle, that chi 
meon ſhoulde ſlea Tehochanan at length, 
They ſent therefoze Amittai the prieit, 
to Schimeon ta byyng him into the 
towne. But $ chimeon craftvly retuſed 
it, ſayeing, Chat ſhould I come into the 
Du tawic 
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towne to vou that hate me, and ot late ba⸗ 
niſhed me your to une . Pet they ce 
not ſo, but ſent the ſame Amittai to hym a⸗ 
gayne, to entreate him in che name of all 
che people to come into the citie. And by 
this meanes, vppon a certapne nyght ap⸗ 
poynted, he entred into Mierulalem wich 
his whole armie. Notwichſtandyng, he 
was no ſooner within the towne, but he 
bꝛake his pꝛomiſe and league that he had 
made wich the citezins , and whereas he 
hadde pꝛomiſed to ſuccour them and ayde 
them , nowe he was altered and became 
their enimie, ioynyng him ſelfe wich 7e- 
hoc hanan. And they two rebelles raigned 
in the Citie of Pieruſalem by courle, one 
one Moneth, and another another. So 
where befoze Schimeons commyng, they 
thought muche to beare the yoke and 
oppꝛeſſion of one ſeditious perſon: nowe 
were chey conſtrayned to holde downe 
their ſhoulders , and beare the yoke of 
two. Yet within afewe dayes alter, 
there fell a variaumce and diſcoꝛde be⸗ 
twecne 1chochanan and Schimeon „ az 
bout Eleaſar ꝑieſt, the ſonne of Anani 
the bygh pꝛieſt. This Eleaſar was the 
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beginner and firft ſower of ſedition amon- 
geſt the Jfraelites,whom $chimeon would 
nowe haue put to death, tobe woken of 
his father that baniſhed hum out of Pieru⸗ 
ſalem:but 1ehochanan todke Eleaſars 
and defended him. Fo2 Bega was — 
wayes Iehoc hanans freende , and ayded 
him, Dis father was hygh pꝛieſt an bare 
a great rule in Mieruſalem, wherefoze E- 
leaſar was of great eſtimation and auctho- 
ritie with the elders, ſo that they durſt not 
repꝛehende him, and his facher alſo looked 
vnto him, x let him doo what 
he liſt, becauſe he had no mo ſonnes but 
hym. So he was the firſt that aſſembled 
noughtie perſons togeather,and held euer 
on Tehochanans ſide, from his firſt com⸗ 
myng to Hieruſalem , And foz his ſake 
fell diuiſion and diſlention betweene Je- 
hoc hanan and Schimeon „ {o that they 
became enimies , and warred the one 
bpon the other euer after, as we ſhall de⸗ 
clare hereafter, 


[ this whple 7 aſþafian hadde ſent An 
tonie and Mankiminus (two noble 
men and of his couuſell) to Nome a- 
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gaynſt Vitellius, that they myght make 
him out of the way, and then woulde he 
come to Rome to receyue the imperial 
crowne there, Thoſe two captapnes went 
therefore and rapſed an armie, by whoſe 
apde they ſet vpon /itellius,and ſlue hym , 
not without muche adoo : fo2 there were 
flaine that day at Rome. 80. M. good men 
of warre, hen / paſian had woꝛde that 
he was diſpatched, he made ſpede to Rome 
to his coꝛonation, diuiding firſt his armie 
in two partes, whereofhe tooke the one 
with him to Rome as a ſalegarde foꝛ hym 
ſelfe what ſo euer ſhoulde happen: and the 
other he left with Titus his lonne, to be⸗ 
ſiege INterufalem withall. So departyng, 
he lekt his ſonne Titus at A lexandria, com ⸗ 
maunding him to remayne there, tyl ſuche 
tyme as he ſhould ſignide vnto him ocher⸗ 
wyle by his letters, and ſhewe him what 
he ſhould do, and that in no wyſe he ſhould 
attempt the ſiege of Pierulalem in the 
meane ſpace. Titus anſweared, J all doo 
deare father accoꝛdyng vnto your com- 

maundement, foxto you it belongeth to 
commaunde,and tome to obey. al paſian 
roke with him king Agrippas Mun ab, 


his 
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his ſonne: for he feared leſt they woulde 
rebell, and me 7o/eph pꝛieſt alſo as pꝛiſo⸗ 
ner kaſt bounde in chaynes , koꝛ ſo had his 
counſell moued him, ſayeing, Ve can not 
ſap the contrary , but that we haue founde 
no ſigne of rebellion in 19/eph hitherto , 
neither thinke we thathe hath gone about 
amy: but who can tell when we are gome 
hence, whether he wyl flee to Hierulalem, 
and helpe to ſet them at vnitie # conco2de, 
then they make him their king, and after 
he be the ſoꝛer enimie vnto vs. Beſides 
this, vou ſhall haue neede of him in this 
iournev, he being a man of ſuch great pꝛu⸗ 
dence and wyſedome, chat who ſo euer fo⸗ 
loweth his counſell, ſhall bꝛyng his mat⸗ 
ters to good and fortunate ſucceſſe. h- 
ſian thought their aduiſe good, + toke me 
priſoner with him, togeacher wich king A- 
grippas and his ſonne, albeit they hadde na 
iron vpon them, neither of hande noꝛ foote, 
but only had their kepers appointed them, 
that they ſhoulde not ſteppe aſide. And as 
Vaſpaſian dꝛue nigh Nome, all the cite- 
ʒins came fooꝛth to meete him, and recey⸗ 
ued hun with great toye and mightie 
howtes , Then commaunded he me to 
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be put in pꝛiſon, but Agrippes c his ſome 
he let goe at libertie. The next dap,aflem- 
bled all the Senate of Nome, to create 
Vafpaſian Emperour , after the manner 
of the Romanes, wich whom was Agrip- 
pas and his ſonne. J alſo entreated the 
Jayler to let me haue keepers with me, 
and ſo to bzyng me to the place where he 
ſhoulde be crowned and created C#ſar : 
whiche the Japlour graunted me, e went 
wich me himlelf to the place, and bꝛought 
me where J myght lee all chat was done. 
CUithin fewe dayes after, / af paſian tooke 
diſpleaſure with — —— che infoꝛ 

mation of certayne eupll diſpoſed perſons 
that hadde ſlaundered hym „ and per: 
ſwaded / a paſian that he went about to 
rebell, and howe he hadde ſent letters 
to Mieruſalem , concernyng the ſame 
matters. TAheretoꝛe / ſpaſian put both 
him and his ſonne Munabas to death, 
This betel{thnee yeeres and a halfe beloꝛe 
the deſtruction ofHieruſalem, Moꝛeoucr, 
betoze this deede, the tontinuall ſacrifice 
ceaſſed, foꝛ a M. CC. and nientie dayes , 
as it is wꝛitten in Daniel. Chap. 1 2. 4nd 
from the tyme that the continuall ſacri- 
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ice ſhalbe taken away, and abomination ſhal- 
be put into deſolation,a thouſand. 290. dayes. 
The ſame peere and moneth that Agrip- 
bas was put to death, GOD moued the 
mynde of / paſian to remember me with 
his mercie , wherefoze he commaunded 
that J ſhoulde be fetched out of pꝛyſon, and 
bought to his pꝛeſence. And as J ſtoode 
in irons befoze hym, Cæſar bad me wel⸗ 
come, and ſpake comkoꝛtablie vnto me, 
ſaying, Thou knowelt very well chat J 
haue euer loued thee from the day J fp2ſt 
ſawe thee, and although J haue kept thee 
continually in duraunce, doo not thpnke N 
dydit of any euyl wyl oꝛ malice towarde 
the, but rather thou mayeſt perſwade thee 
ſelte, I dyd it leaſt the Romane Punces 
choulde dildayne oꝛ enuie thee, and ſay, 
See here this felow, that in our warres 
hath endomaged vs lo greatly, nowe go⸗ 
ech he checkmate with vs, in as great fas 
uour as we, let vs kyl hym and put him 
out of the way, But my freende Joſeph, 
thee from theſe tron bondes , and thou 
ſhalt be wich me in no wozſe caſe, chen as 
one of my cheeke Pzinces, And J ou 
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ſende thee into Jewnie to my ſonne Titus, 
to whom chou ſhalt be as a father and a 
counſelfour, Thou knoweſt, Titus was 
he that tcke pitie on thee, and woulde not 
ſiffer thee to be put to death. Pea, he hath 
ſumdꝛie tymes moued me to releaſe thee ol 
thy bondes, and to honour thee, which J 
haue deferred to doo, onely fo2 this cauſe 
chat J ſhewed thee, J made hym an- 
{weare , But howe can J be quiet o2 in 
ſuretie of my lyte, as long as J am in thy 
companie and thy ſonnes, ſeeyng Agrip- 
pas and his ſonne were irnocently put to 
death by pou ? Cæſar anſweared, Hold chy 
peace Joleph, I neuer loked foꝛ any good 
nelle of Agrippas and his ſonne. Thou 
knoweltnot what thep hadde wꝛeught a- 
gaynſt my maieſtie, and howe thep went 
about to rebel. Thou halt burnt they 
bones with thy handes. Ooeſt thou not 
knowe howe J honoured {pm and h. 


ſonne in Jewnie, how J would not ſuffer Þ 


mine armie to annoy any ok his cities? J 
an{weared, Yes, J knowe it was lo, as 
pour maieſtie ſapth. Then ſayd he, But foꝛ 
al this hath /:+ippas requited me agayne 
with eupll , Fo2 what tyme as gy 
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bles of Rome in Jewzie went about to 
make me Emperour, thynlung me ſome⸗ 

what moꝛe meete to rule the emppʒe chen 
Vitellins : Agrippas perſwaded with thent 
that they ſhould not make me Emperour, 
affyꝛming that there was nothyng in me 
woꝛthie wheretoze they ſhoulde promote 
me to that dignitie. And after when he 
came to Rome, he went from one byſhop 
to another, and cauſed them to goe to the 


hygh bylhop, to accule me of ſuch crimes 


as in mp conſcience J knewe nochyng at 
al. By this J perrepued that Agrippes 
hart was ful of rancour and rebeflion,and 


_ therefoze J indged hym to death , For 


where as wyckednes is,there is it mecte that 
condigne puniſhment ſhoulde not be lacking. 
And I] put his ſonne to death lykewyſe. 
For the ſonne of a traytour ought not to 
lyue vpon the earth, becauſe that in his hart 
remayneth the woorke of his father, beyng 


conc eaued and borne of 4 rebellious ſeede, 


But J haue founde thee alwapes fayth⸗ 
ful and true, and therefoze J commende 
my ſonne to thy wyſdome. With this, 
he commam ed my trons to be taken 


awap from me: and beyng releaſed and 


af 
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at libertie, he ſet me honourablie among 
the Pꝛinces and Senatours. Then layde 
J vnto him, T's not this a great diſhonour 
vnto me, that J ſhould be delyuered from 
my bondes, and neuertheleſſe my coun⸗ 
treymen that be with me to be kept in p2y- 
ſon ſtyl! Nowe therefoze yf J haue found 
fauour in thy ſight , and pf thou wylt doo 
any thyng at my ſuite , looſe the bondes 
likewiſe of al the reſt of the Jſraclites that 
be with me: ſet them at libertie alſo, 
and chou ſhalt be aſſired that J wplbe thy 
faythful counſaylour whyle my lyfe las 
ſteth,and an enimie to thy foes, to make 
warre vppon them that allayle chee, 
V aſpasian graumted Joſeph his requeſt, 
and wylled them to be ſet at libertie, as 
many as were pꝛyſoners with Joſeph, 
Shoztly after ſent he Joſeph to his ſonne 
Titus, that abode at that pꝛeſent at A. 
lexandria in Egypt, to whom he wnitte 
concernyng Joſeph, in this wyſe, J ende 
vnto thee here (my beloued ſonne) Jo- 
ſeph, a Paince of the Jewes,a man of er- 
perience, trayned in warre , in whom is 
gre — — he ſhalbe thy father and 
aythful counſaplour , thou thalt not doo 
agaynſt 


other, foꝛ he is a wyſe man. Uherefoze 
thou ſhalt reucrence and honour him ac- 
cozdyng as he is woozthy , fo2 the Loꝛde 
his GDD is with him, and beleeue not 
raſhely any man, that ſhall detame 7oſeph 
vnto thee, Yea , rather put him to death 
ſtraightway, that wyll accuſe him: foꝛ 
Ioſeph is a faychful man, and a good coun⸗ 
ud who ſois ruled by his counſel, 
hall haue pꝛoſperous ſucceſſe in chat he 
goeth about. Therefoze when 7o/epb ſhal 
come vnto'thee, after he hath refreſhed 
hun ſeife a fewe dapes ol his labours and 
tranaples of the Sea: then ſhalt thou pꝛe⸗ 
pare thyne expedition agapn!f IÞieruſa- 
lem, to beſiege it. And yk the Jewes re⸗ 
cepue ther peaceably, and wyll lüb mitte 
them ſelues vnder the Romane Emppꝛe: 
then beware thou endamage them in no⸗ 
thyng, but rather repayꝛe their cities, and 
let them be free from al tribute for p ſpace 
of two peeres, yet on this condition, that 
thp!e euery yeere they ſet a flagge with þ 
mes of ß Romanes, vpon their walles, 
that is to ſap, at their thee ſalempne fea- 
ſtes, when as all the * are wont 

1 ta 


thelcvres, 141. 
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tu reſoꝛt to Hieruſalem,to appeare befoze 


ſhall offer fo2 vs euery feaſt, a ſacrifice vps 
pon the molt holy aulter that is in Pieru⸗ 
lalem , And pk they refule to make peace 
with thee, thou ſhalt vtterly race their 
townes , and who ſo euer is lefte alyue, 
and eſcape the wooꝛde, thoſe ſhalt thou 
leade away captiue . If ſo be they de⸗ 
ſire to haue I oſepb to be they? kyng, we 
are content therewith , In any wyſe re⸗ 


member to be ruled by 7oſepbes counſell, 


he ſhalbe thy father, and chou his ſonne. 
After this, 1o/epb departed from Rome, 
aud came to Alexandria to Titus „ who 
hearyng of 7o/ephes arriuall, was woon⸗ 
derous gladde, and all the auncient and 
wyſe men with him. Foz Toſepb was 
full ok the ſpirite of wyſedome, vnderſtan⸗ 
dyng, counſaple , valiauntneſſe , know- 
ledge, and feare of God. Wherefoze he 


went foo2th to meete him, accompanped 
ich che captaynes of the Romanes ar- 


mie amd recepied him with great ho- 


nour , Then 7oſepb delivered to Titus, 


his fathers letters: Whiche Titus ha- 
uyng read, ſapde vnto Toſeph , Wy 
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ner mp father hath witten in thele let⸗ 
ters, J woulde haue donne no leſle bp 
myne owne accoꝛde: but nowe that mp 
father admoniſheth me of þ ſame, J ought 
to doo it the moꝛe. Wheretoze remayne 
here with me, and J wp! be thy lonne, and 
chou ſhalt be my facher, to rule # gouerne 
me wich chy counſell. So loſeyh abode 
with Titus at Alexandria a whole moneth 
after he came from Rome , Then conſul- 
ted they togeather to goe to Mieruſalem 
and beliege it, foꝛ 7o/epb vnderſtoode well 
penough, that this came of the Lorde, and 
that his woorde coulde not be letted nor hin- 
dered , Titus thereioze and Ioſeph with 
him, departed from Alexandria with all 
their arnie , and pitched their tentes at 
Nicopois,from thence they came by water 
to Ihaniſa, ſo fooꝛth to 1raclea , and lea⸗ 
uing chat, came to Pelſis. From thence 
they trauayled thzough the delart to Baule 
Iauim, after that to Dicron, ſo to Ga⁊a, next 
to I ſKalon, then to Jabuam, after to Lap ho, 
and ſa to Ceſare , In thele tournepes he 
wane Aſam, Aſkalon, and Iapho, with 
all their townes and caſtels lying about 


them, 
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He fir? yeere ofthe raigne of Faſpa⸗ 
ſran,the tenth moneth and ſeuench day 
ofthe ſame, came Tus with 1o/eph and 
his armie to Ceſarea,a famous citic,buplt 
by king Merode. In this citie he ſotour- 
ned, vntyll his whole hoaſt were come to⸗ 
geather, aſwell of Romanes, as of other 


nations that were vnder the dominion of 1 


the Romanes, and carne to ayde them in 
che ſiege of Hieruſalem. Therefore Titus 
armie was woonderkull huge and puil⸗ 
ſmuit, wherewith he abode at Ceſarea, tyll 
the colde of winter was paſt, and the mo- 
neth of / dꝛewe nigh. The lame peere the 


ciuill warres grewe ard increaſed in Hie 


rulalem, foꝛ the titezins fine one another 
without any tricfce, reſt, oꝛ quietneſſe, no 
not in winter, when as warres were wont 
to ceaſe. bit ſammer and winter both, che 
warres neuer ſtinted betweene Schimeon, 


Tehochanen,and Eleaſar , For the Lowe + 
the ſame yecre had ſent amongeſt them ol 


Mieruſalem, a to:nneſicke ſpirite of gid⸗ 
dineſſe, that the people were dunded in 
to thiee partes: whereof-the firſt and 
beſt folowed Anani the pnleſt, who at 


that tyme had ſtayned, vnhalowed, .and 
ſuſpended 


»- 
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ſuſpended his office of pꝛielthood , Ano- 
ther parc folowed ſedittous Jehoc hanan, 
the =_ maſt cruell Schimeon. Do that 
in the middeſt or Mieruſalem was ciuyll 
'warres, and without, che Rananes ar- 


5 mie made roades from Ceſarea, euen to 
Vieruſalem: by the meanes whereof, no 


man durſt goe too2th , fo2 feare left he 
ſhould fal into the enimries handes, noꝛ en⸗ 
ter into the towne to bꝛyng any neceſſa⸗ 
ries thyther , Anani being apertite godly 
man, and ſeeing the common weale of 
Hieruſalem to be gauerned by the plea- 
ſure ofthe ſeditious, gaue ouer his thirde 
part that ſtacke to him, to Eleaſar his 
ſonne,whtche was the tilt aucthour ofle- © 
dition, and he that gaue the ir{f occaſton, 
that was cait'e alſo of all the milchtefe that 
befel in Hieruſalem, and in the whole land 
of Judea. Fox he beganne a conſpiracie as 
gaynſt the Nom me gariſons, and pꝛouo⸗ 
ked Iſrael to rebel agayn d the Romanes, 
and to lay handes vpon them, TTherekoꝛe 
there aſſembled vato ſeditious Zleaſar, 
Iebudah, C heæron, Schimeon , + Chiſkiabn, 
young men of the nobles of Dieruſalem, 
Eles/ar 1 his company toake the tem: 
T it pics 
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ple, and the courtes about it, appoynting 
of his men, ſome to be ſpyes, ſome to kepe 
watche and warde about the temple ofthe 
Lode, But Tebochanan, who becauſe of 
the great reſoꝛt of people vnto him , was 
ſtronger then Eleaſar: he tooke the mar- 
ket place and ſtreetes, the lower part of 
the citie , Then Schimeon the I eroſolimite 
tooke the higheſt part of the towne, wher⸗ 
by his men anoyed Je hoc hanans part ſoꝛe 
with {ipnges and croſſebowes, Betweene 
thele chꝛee therefoze was moſt cruell bat- 
3 , ſpace — 
dapes, without ceaſſing oꝛ any bꝛeathing, 
and euery day very many were ſlayne, ſo 
that the blood of the Jewes that were 
flapne , ranne euery where abundauntly 
though the market place & ſtreetes , yea 
euen to the temple of the Loꝛde, lyke vnto 
a floodde that had come of great ſhoures : 
and vnto the th2eſholdes of the gates of 
the temple, the dead bodyes overwhelmed 
one another by heapes, foꝛ no man buried 
them . Iehochanan hauyng the myddle 
part of the towne , had Schimeon on the 
one ſide hym, and Eleaſar on the other. 
But Scbimeon had the beſt place, krom 
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whence he myght anoy boch Je hoc banan 
and Fleaſar. Eleaſar did alſo what he could 


to endomage Schimeon. And Tehochanan 
that was in the middeſt, encombꝛed them 
both, notwithſtandyng to litle purpole. 
Fox Schimeon company flang ſtones, and 
ſhot at them ſoꝛe: but when as Iehoc ha- 
nans part flang like wyſe at them, ÿ ſtones 
redonnded agayne vppon them ſelues. 
Thus amongeſt thele thꝛee, the battayle 
was ſoꝛe, and encreaſed euery day, that all 
men were in great terrour and feare ther⸗ 
of. Then aſſembled to the temple muche 
people of the pꝛieſtes and elders , belee- 
ching cheſe inteſtiue and domeſficall eni- 
mies, not to pollute and defile che temple | 
al lay fin hop: labour, The fame day | 
02 our, The ſame dap + ff 
was ſlapne the pꝛieſt Anani and Ioſua d 4 fee : 
pꝛieſt, both ofthe cytefe! pꝛieſtes, and Se- | | 
chariabu the moſt fapthfull pꝛophete of | 
the Lozde , Then hadde the contimiall ſa- ST 
crifice ceaſſed ſtre and thirtte dayes : = 
foꝛ euer vntyll that tyme , was there | 
ſome good men oz other at Pierulalem, 
that offered alwaye ſacrifice to the 
Lode , But nowe when they woulde 
a T un haue 
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haue continued it, and the pꝛieſles layd the 
ſacrifices vppon the aulter, the ſeditious 
woulde rune vppon them and kyll them, 
that the pꝛieſtes bodyes and their cattell 
that they woulde haut ſacrificed, ſhove 
all fall dead to the ground togeacher. They 
that reſoꝛted allo out of the countrey of |. 
Vieruſalem fo2 denotions ſake , the ſediti⸗ 
ous ſiue and viteriy deſtroyed them, that 
almoſt no one of them was lefre alyue. 
Moꝛeouer, the dead bodyes ot men lap 
caſt in the temple , and that withgut num⸗ 
ber trove vnder the feete: Pea, the dead 
body of the pꝛieſt that was offering lacri⸗ 
fice,lap vpon the carch togeather wich his 
olleryng. And when any man woulde of- 
fer any ſacriace, ſtrayghtway one oꝛ other 
of the ſeditious would ſtep to him and kyll 
him, chat the Hood of the ſacrifice and ſas 
rrificer ſhould be mingled togeather. In⸗ 
ſomuch that the pauement of che temple, 
being all of marble , was made ſo ſlip- - 
perie wich che blood and fatte of them 
that were ſlayne , chat no man coulde 
goe vppon it without falyng . And the 
pueſt ſhoulde no ſooner lape hande on 
the {acriitce , but he was ſlayne, and 
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ſtrayght an other dead body ſhoulde fal 
vppon him, ſtraunger oꝛ other , they ſya⸗ 
red none. Do thus the dead bodyes of the 
good and bad, cleane and vnclcane, wic⸗ 
ked and bertuous, thiefe and true man, lay 
one vpon an ocher, and their blood mixte 
togeather in the middeſt of the temple, 
without reſpect of any man, what degree 
02 condition ſoeuer he were of.C1eretorg 
the light and ſlaughter wart great, both in 
the towne and inthe temple , Fo2 whom- 
ſoeuer the ſeditious ouercame, they lette 
fire on their houſes alſo , Whereby the 
fy2e tooke into the great mens houles ; 
that were nig) the temple, and into the ent e 
tae houles, whereas agaynſk tymes Ney 
of neceſſitie and be ĩeginges of the 
towne , were layed vp in ſtaꝛe, come, 
wine, and ople , to the number of a 
chouſande and foure hiundzed ſtoꝛe 
houics, all fdbe full of v.ttaples . Fo2 
the elders and other godly men, what 
tyme as /V4'pa/ran was in Balilee, they 
made vp the dooꝛes of thoſe garner hou⸗ 
ſes „ and lapde in victualies into them, 

ſufficient fo two hundꝛed thoulande 
men foꝛ twentic vceres, and nowe in this

one battayle of the ſeditions, they were 
b:ent euery one ſticke and ſtone, whiche 
was a ſpeedie cauſe of fumine and hunger 
in Pieruſalem. At che ſame tyme Abthe 
ſedicious pulled downe, and raced all the 
faire houſes,and goodlp buyldynges, that 
there ſhoulde be no momunent of any no- 
ble houſe left to any ofthe citeʒins of Hie⸗ 
— So this vou lee at that tyme 
the Lode viſited the citezins of Pie⸗ 
ruſalem with foure kinde of plagues 
ll , [woode, peſtilence, hunger, . be. 
[+ eo ſides thts, a fyft alſo was added, therume 
and decay of all beautifull and goꝛgeous 
buyldinges. And wherelſoeuer a man tur⸗ 
ned him, chere was nothyng but deſolati⸗ 
on, polluſton (namely ok the temple and al 
holy thinges) vpzoares , without all reſt 
and refuge, no helpe , no ſuccour, but 
euery coꝛner of Iieruſalem was full of 
howipng and pellyng „ waplyng and 
weepyng, ſobbing and ſighing of wo⸗ 
men and chyldꝛen. Mere ſhoulde ye heare 
the roaring and groning of wounded men, 
not yet though dead: there the mourning 
and lamentation fo2 the elders that then 
were ſlayne by the leditiuus: ponder chyl⸗ 
dien 
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men crying out foz hunger: Tobeſhozt, 
moſt ſozowfidl oppreſſion of them that ly⸗ 
ued, done by the ſeditious. Suche voyces 
were made euery where, that happy and 
foꝛtunate was he that befoze this day dy⸗ 
ed: and vnhappy and in a wofidl caſe were 
all ſuche as remavned aliue to ſee this 
day . All theſe thinges when J Toſeph 
hearde tydinges of, J tare mp beard with 
my handes, and calf aſches vpon my head, 
ſitting in great ſoꝛowe vpon the grounde, 
bewaylyng the miſerie and calamitie of 
Pierulalem. 


4 N D this lamentation made Jo- 

ſeph vpon Hteruſalem :How is che 
holy Citie (quoth he) lapde waſte, that 
was woont to be moꝛe happy and moꝛe 
renowned, then all the pꝛouinces vppon 
the earth * Howe is the Citie chat was 
heretofoze in ſuche highneſle and dig⸗ 
nitie,nowe bzought vnder the foote , tho- 
rowe the ſinnes of the citeʒins thereof? 
whereas ſometime was the dwellyng 
place of the faychfull: nowe beare rule 
there ſuche men as pꝛouoke and ſtyꝛre 
Gods with agaynſt it, and turne it as 
wap 
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wap from their G O D, waſkyng it a⸗ 
cheeues. In the wh che. ſometyme remay⸗ 
ned the bꝛyghtneſſe of the Godhead, it is 
nowe become a by wooꝛde and a mocking 
ſocke to the cmimies, repleniſhed with 
blood of wainded and ſlayne men. In 
ſterde of my1th , gladnelle, reioycing, 
harpes,and plalteries : is —— 
hart bꝛeakes, mournyng, and p 
commen in place.

pelt within thee, are chaunged into em⸗ 
mies, and one bzother murthereth ano- 
ther wich the ſwoozde , Where is nowe 
thy baliaumtneſſe, thou that neuer woul- 
deſt bowe tobeare the yoke of the Gen.

ful of dead carkaſes of the Gentiles*Thep 
would? not be ruled by ſpnners , but ben 
tred chem ſelues to dye, offeryng they: 
tpues,not foꝛ they) ſormes and daughters, 
but fo2 the ſanccuarie of the Lowe and 
his temple , leaſt it ſhoulde be polluted 
wich the idols ol che Gentules! Qhere re⸗ 
maynech nowe the rodde of God , chat 
holy rodde that budded and bloſſomed in 
che dayes of gladneſſe Nowe is both 
the ſpꝛynges wythered, and che rodde it 
ſelke alſo , The rodde of fapth is wythe⸗ 
red, ce rodde ofthe kyngdome, the rodde 
allo ot chy people, from whence the ho- 
ye one is taken awaye, nepther is 
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chere any man that can tel where to dzawe 
any waters of the heauenly mercie. Alas 
the merciful men that haue ben in tymes 
palt to their bꝛethꝛen both alyue and dead:

There is the multitude of they2 mercies, 
where wich they were wont honourablie to 
burie their dead? Mole the coꝛſes of their 
dead bodyes couer the face of the whole 
earth, and there is no body wyll vouchlale 
to burie them: yea, they that woulde, can 
not be ſuffered, but ſtrayght wayes com- 
mech other to chem, and kyls them be⸗ 
foꝛe they can doo it, ſo that they allo dye 
and lye vnburyed, and are ſtrowed about 
here and there in the feeldes.

the temple ol the Lowe , And therefoze 


weepinges dayly e fo 
that we haue benne the caſe of all theſe 
tuyls that are befallen vs, and are not yet 
ended. O Loꝛde our God, our ſinnes are 
gone ouer our heades , and the wicked 
acts that we haue committed in thy ſight, 
are imumerable , The Lode our God 
is ryghteous, it is we that haue rebelled 
agaynlt his wyll , we haue pꝛophaned 
and vnhalowed his lawe, we haue bꝛo⸗ 
ken his couenaunt , And euer the moꝛe 


that his wzath enkyndled agaynſt vs, 


iuſtice and iudgement, he hath 
lye poured the furie of his di 
vppon vs: to vs onely belongeth — 
as we haue aboundauntly at this day. 
But he wyll once turne agapne , and 
haue mercie vppon vs, vanquiſhe all 
| Gun eur 
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all our finnes , and caſt them all into the 
derpe bottome ofthe Sea, Do be it. 


Aut thele thinges, the thirde day 
of che firſf moneth, in the firit yeere 
cf the raigne of a paſtan, Titus his fonne 
tooke muſter ol his men in the playne of 
Ceſare«, to knowe the certayne munber of 


chem, whiche he had not dojine afoze,ſince 


his fathers departure : and he found them 
very mary, inſonnich that they almoſt ſee- 
med to couer the earth. This donne, he 
tooke his toritney from Ceſarea with his 
power , and came to Samaria , where che 
citezins receyned him with great ioy, and 

dyd him much honour, TUherefo2che 
reochem, amd dyd them no harme. From 
thence he came to Aelona , thirtie fur⸗ 


longes from Hierulalem, e he fog 
ched his tentes, and leauyng 
tooke ſire humdꝛed hozſemen with — 


and came to Hieruſalem to viewe che 
towne , to knowe what heyght the 
in the towne , ſpecially of the ſeditious, 
of whem euery where great rumour was: 


finally , torecepue peaceably all ſuche as 
were 
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were deſirous of peace. So, as he came 
to the wall, he ſawe no man, neyther gne 
out no2 in: fon the gates were ſhutvp, am 
the ſeditious had layde an ambuſhe with 
out the towne to trappe 7itus, who went 
ſomewhat befoze accompanped with a 
fewe, the reſt folowyng a pnetie way be: 
hinde. TAhyles — was in vew- 
ing the walles , the ſeditions iſſued out of 
their ambuthe that they have layve nygh 
vnto Aielona, and ſet vppon the backe of 
Titus men behinde, Then iſfited an other 


betweene them, and riamvng vpon hym , 
ſeparated him from his men, and enttt- 
roned him on euery ſive , where they ſlue 
60, ofhts menne , and myght haue flapne 
himalſo, ſaue that they courted to take 
him alyue. Titus ſceing him ſelfe beſet, 
and fozſaken of his owne meme , that 
thought it was impoſſible foꝛ him to ef: 
cape, perceyuing alſo that they went not 
about to kyll him, but to take hum alpue , 
moꝛeouer, that he coulde in no wyle el⸗ 
cape , except he woulde make an irrupti⸗ 
on and runne though their handes : he 


tooke a good hart vnto hym, and vali⸗ 
Av aunily 


ſoꝛt out ofthe towne. ſo that they had Titus: 
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auntl bꝛake thzough , ſieayng whomſoe: 
ner came in his way to lay holde of hym, 
and ſo eſcaped . If they had entende to 


cottlde not overtake him: for" God preſer- 
ned him, that he myght afterward deter 
Dieruſalem into his handes. So he re- 
turned to Aielona, and percepued p hartes 
of kinges to be in thehandes of GDO , 
The next mozowe bꝛought 7icus all his 
armie to Hieruſalem , determinyng to 
encampe hym ſelfe vppon the mount 
Oliuet: wherefoze he firſt ſpake vnto his 
ſouldiours in this wyſe. This day ye 
goe tolight agaynſt a moſt mightie na- 

tion, 
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cion,whoſe warriers be ſtrong as Lyons, 


vallaunt as Liberves , and nymble as 


go 


: for ſa 


ide. he marched in aray moſt ſtrongly, 
that they ſhould not be ſcattered a ſimder, 
and gaue them charge, ſpectally to the 
vawarde to take heede of ſtiunbling vpon 
Helles o2 Cefternes,wherby they might 
be hyndꝛed, fo2 as pet the day was ſcarle 
boken: and beſides that, it us had know- 
ledge how the Jewesfearyng ol his com 
ming, had digged ſecrete trenches e pit- 
fals. Wiherfoze to anoyde them he led his 
hoalt by the mount Oliuet, in which place 
it neuer came in their mindes to digge . 


There loꝛe when he came to the mount 


Dliuet, he encamped there agaynſt Pie⸗ 
ruſalem, ryght ouer agaynſt the b2ooke 
Cedꝛon, that ranne betweene the citie no 
— w 
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the hill, and many tymes ranne verp (ha: 
lowe , 7itus campe was about ſire fur- 
longes from the towne, The next moꝛowe 
they of the towne ſeeing Litus to be en: 
camped vpon the mount Oliuet the cap: 
 faynes of the ſeditious with their compa: 
nyes allembled togeather, and fell at ar- 
gument euery man with an other, enten 
dyng to turne their crueltie bponche Ro: 


e peace among 
them Uiferefine topning togeather that 
befoze were thꝛee ſeuerall partes, they ſet 
open the gates, and all the beſt of chem 
iſſued out with awe hind go won 
that they made the Romanes afrayde 
withal, in ſuche wpſe, that they fledde be- 
kozethe ſeditious, whiche ſodapnely dyd 
ſet vppon them at vnwares. But Titus 
ſeeing his menne flee, rebuked them, ſaye⸗ 
ing, Are ye not aſhamed of this time⸗ 
raus cowardneſſe , when ye are ſomany , 
and a hundzed fo2 one of them? That 
ignominie is it, ſo many to be repulſed 
of ſo fewe * TWherewithall Titus ſtayed 
them , and bꝛaught them 12 „ 
witch

withſtande the Jewes, ſo that very many 
were flapne on both lides. But the Ro- 
manes were not. able long to abyde the 
foxce of the Jewes, albeit that 7itus with 
his picked and moſt vaiaunt ſouldiours 
dyd mal keepe theyꝛ grounde, and 
neuer reculev, 7: alſo laboured to en- 
courage the relt to fight : but they were ſa 
dilmayed that they wyſt not what to doo, 
Foz to forfake Titus they were aſhamed, 
and to reſiſt the violence of the Jewes 
they were not able. Notwithſtandyng 
Titus and his companie made cheyꝛ par⸗ 
tie good againſt the Jewes, who at length 
left the feelde, and wichdꝛewe them lelues 
towarde the towne. Then Titus beyng 
woth with his ſouldiours chat they had 
fledde from the Jewes, ſayde vnto them, 
Shall J not be auenged of theſe Jewes? 
Shall ſo fewe of them put vs to flyght, 
not able to ſtande in theyꝛ handes ? and 
wyl ye flee oꝛ recule, ſeeyng me abyde by 
it? The nett day Titus tooke all his ar- 
mie, ſaue a fewe that he left in his campe 
to keepe the baggage, and went downe 
the moimt Oluet, ſettyng his menne in 
battaple ray euen agapult the W 
JE 
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the citie , Then erhonted he them to play 
che men, and although they were comme 
daume the hyl yet they ſhoulde not feare 
che Jewes fo2 they} campe that they had 
left behinde them, fo2 the bzooke Cedꝛon 
Capth he) ts betweene our canpe and the 
Iraelites. With thele woꝛdes they were 
encouraged , and determined to encoun- 
ter with the Jewes under the walles hard 
at the gates of the citie , truſting to the 
faucgarde and defence of the bzooke Ce- - 
don , The Captaypnes of the ſeditious 
lykewyſe vſed pollicte : wht 
tep2 men, ſent one compame to paſle ſa⸗ 
depnely the 2ooke Cedꝛon, to inuade and 
2 that were left 
mount. Dliuet. Thele cherefoze 

went and fought wich the Romanes vp⸗ 

- on the mount, and dꝛoue them out of their 
, campe , Titus lookpng behynde hym, 
and perceyuing that the Jewes hadde 

gotten ouer the bzooke , and were in 
hande with his menne , he was won- 
derfully afrayde , ſeeyng hym elle ſo 
emuronned with battayles on euery ſide, 
They within the towne when they ſawe 
they? felowes once at the W 
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chey opened the gates, iſſued wich al their 
power that was left in the towne, and en⸗ 
5 wich Titus, where he had {this 
men in aray ouer agaynſt the gate, where 
they made a great ſlaughter of the Ro» 
manes, whiche deſpzous to auenge the 
ſhame gotten the day befoze, fied not, but 
ſtoutly wichſtoode thep2 foxce , Allo the 
Jewes tooke hart vnto them,foughtman- 
fully, and beat downe the Romanes, chat 
at length they tooke them to flight toward 
che mount Oliuet, ſo that in they? flight 

many of them were flayne by the Jewes 
that Sans the chaſe , Uppon this, dy⸗ 
ters of Titus ſouldiours (ſeepng them 
ſelues beſette both befoze and behynde) 
counſelled Titus to flee with them vnto 
che mountapnes to ſaue his lyte, leaſt be 
ſhade be flapne by the Jewes, and they 
all cogeather wich hym. Foz thou (ſax 
| they) art a great Lode of many kyng⸗ 
domes, and God ſhal one day bꝛyng thee 
to the imperial crowne of our Loꝛde tp 
father, Nowe therefore if thou ſhoulbell 
be flayne of che Jewes , we are all bug 
dead, and what good ſhoulde thy death 
doo other to thee {elfe oz to ocher, to be 
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ſlayne lpke one of vs! Pet Titus would not 
be ruled by them, no? recepue theyꝛ coun: 
ſaple, but kept his grounde boldly with⸗ 
ottt once turnyng his face, ſaping, 1 wy// 
choſe rather to dye with honour, t hen to lyue 
with ſhame , And with thatheruſyed vp- 
onthe Jewes that were nygh hym, and 
compelled them to recule. Then the 
Tewes that had emiironned the Romane 
campe, ſawe that, chey left the Romanes, 
and came flocking about 7 its by routes, 
allaplyng him on euery ſyde, endenouring 
. theyꝛ myght to ouercharge 
pm, wherethzough in that place was a 
| 1 and muche peo 
4 — on boch parties: yea, Titus 
t narowly from beyng ſlayne in that 
light, and had dyed in deede, if certapne of 
his valiant ſouldiers hadde not retur- 
ned vnto hym, and reſcued hym out of 
the Jewes handes. That day were the 
cheefe of Litus ſouldiours flapne , Then 
the Jewes retyꝛed to they? place at the 
walles ſyde. They allo that went to the 
mount Olluet, returned homewarde by 
che bzaoke Cedron. The Romanes ſee- 


jou os purſued them: whereupon the 
Jewes 
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Jewes turned agapne vppon che 'Ro- 
manes, who fledde by and by. Thus the 
Jewes put the Romanes to flight thꝛyſe 
vpon one day. 


7 T came to paſle chen, chat the erternall 

warres pauled, * meſtiue ciuil warres 
reuiued mo terribly amongeſt the ſediti⸗ 
ous at Mieruſalem. Fo? rank che kyꝛſt 


day of the high ſolemne fealt of Paſlouer, 


captayne lehochanan and his men came 
into che temple ok the Loꝛd, where he was 
honotrably receyued of the pꝛieſtes and 
elders, with the reſt of the comminaltie. 
And when they were within, they caſt of 
their vpyer garmentes, vnder which they 
were armed with coates of fence , and 
[wcowdes tyed to their thighes . After 
that they beſet the doozes, and layde holde 
of the pꝛieſtes, flue them and the people 
alſo, their hartes was fo crnelly bent as 


gaynſt their bꝛethꝛen, neither regardyng 


the reuerent councenaunces of olde men, 
noꝛ enclynong to the pꝛapers of them 
that beſought them , without ſparyng 
eyther women oꝛ chyidxen , no not the 
ſuckyng babes. This done, " Fobochdiidn 
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ffoode vp and openly pꝛoteſted, that ney⸗ 
ther Schimeon, no} Fleaſar, noꝛ . of the 
reſt of the captaynes of the ſeditious, noꝛ 
any man els, ſhoulde haue the ſoueraintie 
in chat citie, but he. The other hearyng 
that 1 cheeks hadde wꝛought ſuche dil 
plealure to the people of God in the tem⸗ 
ple, ryſſe tageather, and ſine very many of 
Tehochanans part, but in the meane ſea⸗ 
ſon, what ofthe one part, and what of the 
other, the Jſraclites went to wiacke , and 
were ſlayne in great number. Tydynges 
came to 7 its, howe the Jewes conſpired 
agaynlt them ſelues, and ſlue one another 
dayly, whereat he reioyced greatly, and 
came with his whole hoaſt to the towne , 
where he founde certayne Jewes without 
that had fledde becauſe of the rage of the 
cinll warres , When chey ſawe Litas, 
chey came and beſought him to enter the 
tone, and deliuer them fromthe cruet- 
tie of the ſeditious , and they woulde be 
his ſeruaimtes: fo: theſe warres hadde 
made them almoſt weerp of their lyues. 
Er cpm credite to their tale, 
althaugh chey made many woozdes to 
perſwade him that it was true. Fo2 he | 
tremem⸗ 
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remembꝛed how within chꝛee dayes afoze, - 


he awe p Jewes fight agaynſt him egar⸗ 
ly al with one accoꝛde, ſo earneſtly one rel⸗ 
cumg and defending another , that no dil⸗ 
code appeared to be amongeſt them. 
CUhercto:e he wo de not beleeue their 
wo. des, in that they required ſuccour and 
offered ta peelde. And as they were thus 
debating the matter, ſodaynely they heard 
an bpꝛoꝛe in the towne , and woondertull 
hurly burly, ſome crying, open the gates, 
and let Litus come in, other cryed , ſhutte 
the gates, and let not the Romances come 
in, Then certaine vpon the walles called 
bnto the Romanes, ſpeedily ta come vnto 
the towne,and they woulde open them tie 
gates, chat they might enter in, requeſting 
the Romanes to deliuer them from the 
tyꝛamie of the ſeditious, leſt (ay they) we 
ſhoulde be all lapne by the handes of chele 
rauinous and cruell ſeditious perſonnes. 
The Romanes therefozeran to che gates, 
and when they appꝛoched nigh the walles, 
and were come within daunger , the 
Jewes hurled ſtones from the walles, and 
ſhot arrowes at them, ſleaing very many 
ofthe Romanes, The other Jewes alſo 
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that were without the towne , and hadde 
beſought Tus to deliuer them from the 
handes of the ſeditions , begamme to al⸗ 
ſayle the Romanes that were gone to the 
walles, with ſuch foxce,that many of them 
they lune, the reſidne they put to flight 
and the Jewes folowed the chaſe almoſt 
to Aiclona . Then the Jewes mockt and 
flouted the Nomanes, callyng them frelhe 
water ſouldiours, men ok no experience, 


and innocent fooles that neuer ſawe the 


traynes of warre before : clapping allo 
their targettes, and ſhaking their woꝛdes 
againſt them in mockage . The Romane 


-xptaynes ſeeing theſe thinges,they tooke 


great diſdayne at che matter, # in a great 
Arno haue turned backe vppon the 
ewes ag ne, had not Titus cauſed the 


„ 


retreate to be blowen. Uppon this, Tit 


allentbled all his counſellours, captaynes, 


the lewes. 159, 


lent bertue doo ye excell: but alſo in knaw⸗ 
ledge and ſlaightes ol warre, in wyldome 
and foꝛecaſt ve haue ben chiefe of al other, 
Nawe theretoꝛe bꝛet nen and freendes, J 
marueyle nat ſa greatly at the Jewes ſub: 
tiltie and craft in their ſwearing to pan fox 
the perſwadpng of a ching, and after kepe 
nat their othe: but this ſeemeth waonder⸗ 
full to me, that ve ſuffer your ſelues ſtyll ta 
be deceyued ol them, and to be ſlayne by 
their wyles . Foꝛ all the wit pe haue, 
coulde not deliuer poy outoftheir ſnares, 
but nowe pet agayne che thirde cpine 
ye haue appꝛoched the wales, and this is 
the thirde tyme ye haue bene put to the 
fople foz your labours. And all tits com. 
meth becaule ve wyll not be ruled by me, 
but tranſgreſle yaur generall and Loꝛdes 
tommaundement. But nawe my bꝛechꝛen 
take heede what pe dao herealter, it be⸗ 
commech pau not to diſabey my u des, 
which ye haue done oltentimes. Da ye nat 
remainher-a certapae nahle mm of our 
countrep,in the warres of Auguſtus Ceſar 
agaynſt the Jer!ians , howe he put his 
owne ſonne to death, becauſe that contrary. 
hisfatjzers commanndementc(who was 
X Ul graunde 
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graunde captayne ofthe armie vnder A#- 
guſtut) he hadde fought with his enimies: 
pea, although he killed thee Perſtans , 
But what ſpeake J ofonce ? ye haue of: 
teniimes (et litle by mp commaundemen⸗ 
tes, ſkirmiſhmg dayly with the Jewes, 
and that without all diſcretion, raſhlp and 
out of ozder : whereby you may geather, 
your enterpꝛiſes haue no good ſucteſſe. It 
pou continue theſe maners,it ſhal redound 
vnto your owne diſhonours , Wlherefoze 
it were better fo2 you to leaue of theſe 
partes, and lay away your pꝛide, contu⸗ 


macte,and ſtubburneſſe: which pf ye doo, 


thinges ſhalbe in better ſafegarde. uche 
more ſpake Titus to his men, rebukyng 
them ſharpely, not mentioned here, but de⸗ 
clared at large in the volume that we wii 
vnto the Romanes. When he had ſapde, 
his pꝛinces ard captapnes fell euery one 
pꝛoſtrate to the earth, and beſought him ol 
pardon foz their raſhneſſe, in that they had 
ſo vnaduiledly and without ozderagaynil 
his minde, encountred with the Jewes, 
Then Titus tak 


ing pitie of them, pardo⸗ 
ned them, re uelting chem to beware here: 


after, that they - | 
| 
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his commaundement, nocher in woozd noꝛ 
deede, and ſo dooing, they ſhoulde haue his 
fauour,and auoyde his diſpleaſure ⁊ daun⸗ 
ger to death foꝛ the contrary. But yf they 
refuſed to doo it, he waulde not ſpare any 
man, what ſo euer he were » ſhoulde tran: 
greſſe his commaundement, but put hym 
to death, x geue his body to be eaten ofthe 
foules of p axe. They anſweared all with 
one boyce: ce are content with theſe con⸗ 

ditions, ⁊ wyll doo what ſa euer thou ſhalt 
commaunde vs. After this, Titus conſyde⸗ 
ring howe carneſtly the Leroſolimites were 
ſet one againſt another, how they were be⸗ 
come ſuche cruel and mo2tal enimies, that 
eche of them conſpired others death : he 
cauſed the pittes, ceſternes, and trenches 
that were about Hieruſalem, to be damde 
bp and ſkopt with earth, that the wayes 
might beleuelled lo; his armie, That done. 
he encampt him ſelfe nearer the walles. 
Agaynſt which attempt, che Jewes illued 
not out of the towne after their accuſto⸗ 
med mmner, to put them backe from the 
walles. Foz Schimeon was otherwple 
occupied, he had entertayned x. mene 


of the beſt of che ſeditious Jewes , and 
ioyned 
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ioyned him lelfe to Jacob the Eonnte, 
captayne of niene thoulande Edomites: 
wich whom he had made a conſpiracte.bt- 
terly to deſtroy captayne 1ebochanan, And 
ſettyng vpon him, they compelled him to 
flee into the court of the temple , where he 
remapned in the gate of the entraunce of 
the temple, with eyght thouſand and foure 
hundꝛed good men of warre, all well ap: 
pointed in tackes , Fleaſar allo was a⸗ 
gainſt him, and ioyned with Sch mean, be- 
conuning an enimie to him that befoze 
had ſaued his lyfe, and ſo they bath togea⸗ 
ther aſlayled Leboc hanan, neglecting che 
defence ol the towne, By this-meanes the 
Romanes encamped chem about 
the walles at their plealure, rayſing tow 
ers, and caſtyug trenches to plant they 
iron Nammes vpon, to batter the walles, 
The connnon people of the Jewes chat 
were under the rule and governement 

of the the ſeditious namely, 
Schimeon „ Eleaſar , and Jehoc hanan, 
Qwhich although they were vl yenough al, 
yet the tyzannie- of Ie hoc hanan farre pals 
ſed Schimeon , and Schimeon was farre 


woozle then E leaſe »though Eleaſar * } 
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the head aucthour and firſt beginner ofſe- 
dition in all Tſrael) were amongſt them 
a3 ſheepe redye to be kylled. Foꝛ the koꝛe⸗ 
ſapde ſeditiaus captapnes, ſlue the people 
at their ple aſures „and dituded them in⸗ 
to bandes, caſtyng lottes vppon. them 
who ſhoulde have whiche, ſo that one 
hadde anothers men, and anather man 
his. And this dvd they not onely with 
their owne men, but alſo with all the 
reſt of che people, in ſuche wyle, that 
when the Romanes made any aſlault, 
then ioyned they togeather as one man 
to reſi the Romanes : and when they 
hadde geuen them a repulſe, then waulde 
they returne to their ciuill warres , and 
fall cogeather by the eares among them 
ſclues, Extreame and dꝛeadfull was the 
ciuill conflict at that ſeaſon, betweene the 
thice fozelayde captaynes , and ſo ſoꝛe, 
that the blood ſtreamed downe the chan- 
nell out of the. gates of Hierulalem, lyke 
as a bzooke that runneth out of a foun- 
tayne and well ſpꝛing. The Romanes 
leeing it, were mooued wich muche pitte , 
lo that they weapte bitterly , But Jo- 
ſepb that was amongeſt thein was ſtri⸗ 
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ken wich ſo great heanineſſe, that he burt 
out into a ſozowfull lamentation, lyttyng 
bp his wofull voyce in this wyſe.

Skarlet in the reſpect of the heauens that 
be aboue the firmament: Uiolet and Biſſe 
colours (whiche be made offlaxe) becanſe 
ofthe earth of whiche they come: finally, 
JPrrple in reſpect ofthe Sea where Jur: 
ple is gotten, Therfoze when as the pꝛielt 

came into the temple to miniſter, apparai⸗ 
led in.thele foure colours , he ſayde before 
the almightie God: J am come to p2eſeut 
mee ſelfe here in thy ſight (O Lozde of 
the wozlde ) in foure kindes of colours, 
that doo repꝛeſent che partes of thy 
worlde , and in ſuche wyſe doo J ap: | 
peare before thee, as though J ſhoulde | 
mung all the whole -wozlde into thy | 
ſight . Bozeouer , the fozefayde-appa- | - 
raple was garniſhed with pure golde 
and pꝛecious ſtaꝑes, after the lpkeneſſe 
of the tribes of the ſonnes of Jacob, |} ' 
who was called Jiſrael : that in that 
garment, he myght haue the ſoueraigne⸗ 
tie befoze the angels that be aboue, and 
by them pꝛeuaple to bꝛyng the vertue 


of the holye ghoſt; by the whiche they 
ſwoulde 
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ſhoulde obtayne wyſedome that dwell in 
thee,and pꝛoſper in their ſtudie and fapth , 
that they might haue wyſedome and bn- 
dertandprig togeather. Mis loynes alſo 
were girded with linnen lloppes, where⸗ 
with he coiered his ſecrete partes: for it 
bccommeth pꝛieſtes moſt of all other per⸗ 
ſons to be ſhamefalk and baſhfull ſpecially 
whenhe ſhoulde miniſter in the two ſanc= 
maries. Fo) there are two ſanctuartes , 
the vtter and the inner, whiche is the 7 
tum ſanttorum, oꝝ the holyeſt of all. In the 
btter, the pꝛieſtes miniſter as the hygh 
pxteſk commaundeth chem: but in the 
inner, that is the /anttum ſanttorum , 
entreth no man laue the hygh pꝛieſt on- 
Ive, and chat but once ayeere . Fo? in it 
was the arke of che couenaunt of che 
Lope, in che whiche were layde vp the 
two tables ot the couenaunt that God 
made wich the people of Iſrael in the 
mount Sinai. There is allo the rodde of 
Aaron, that floꝛiſhed and bꝛought fooꝛch 
— 1 All theſe were in the fp2if 
whyles it was pet ſtandyng. 
Dur agaynſt the ſanctuarie were 14. 


ſavers oꝛ ſteppes, vppon the whiche 
appearey 
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appeared the myzacle to king Che/kiabe; 
And thou Pieruſalem at that tyme was 
Nronger then other cities, Lady of al pꝛo⸗ 
wnces : fo2 great kinges and pꝛinces buil⸗ 
ded thee, King Herode much cxalted thee, 
raſing thy walles on heyght, and beſides 
chat alſo, defenced thee with another wall, 
that he named Antochia, of Antioc has a 
Romane, who liberally gaue — 
ney towarde the repatring of che ru 

ines aud decayes that were in thee , 

Howe commeth it to paſle therefoze 
that chou art bzought chus lowe ? the 
Gentiles haue the rule ouer thee nowe 
aud beſiege thee , raſing thee, and ca 
ſting thee downe : yea, they are nowe 
in the middeſtof thee, Wo be to vs for 
our ſinnes , fo2 the hartineſſe of thy 
ftrength is daſhed , thy Sanctuarie is 
troden vnder the foote , and 2 a 
ſinke of the blood of llayne perſonnes 
Dunke nowe of thy cup(O Pirna 
wich chy daughter Dion, dzinke J ſaye 
the cup of veratian and greefe togeather 
with her: koꝛ pet che tyme ſhall come, 
chat viſions ſhall be reuealed „ and re- 
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Gall returne to their coaffes , with che 
health ofthetr redeemer , Then 7 8 the 
tyme of freendſhippe , and then ſhalt| thou 
arinke the cuppe of health and conſolation , 
After this, Titus went to viewe what way 
he might beit aſſault the citie and as he 
deuiſed with him ſelfe, he clpied a plainc 
on that ſide where the ſepulchze of Jocha⸗ 
nan the high pꝛieſt was, whereas he ſtaied 
a whyle, and ſent one of his captatnes that 
were there with him, called Ncanor, to 
common with the Jewes that were vpon 
the walles, tomooue them to peace, wyl⸗ 
lyng him to lay thus vnto them. 
Freendes, my Loꝛde Titus is deſtrous 
to ſpare pou, and to make a league with 
you, that ye myght be at quiet, and out 
'of this daunger of deſtruction. And pf 
vou be ſo diſpoſed co conſent therevnto , 
Titus ſhall make a league with pou yer 
befone nyght . Nicaner went 
ſpake with the people in ſuche _— 
Titus hadde wylled him. The Jewes 
gaue him no wooꝛde to aunſweare, but 
helde their peace: whereloꝛe Nicanor 
ſpake vnto them againe , and as he 


was talking vnta chem, one from the 
walles 
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walles ſtroke him with an arrowe , and 
killed him, Thereat Titus was exceeding 
woth, chat they ſhoulde ſhoote at his cap⸗ 
tayne offering them peace, and his death 
greeued him marueylouſly . Wherefoze 
he commatinded ladders, bꝛakes, llynges, 
iron Rammes, x other engines of warre, 
to be bꝛought to aſſault che towne. So the 
ſouldiours bꝛought an iron Ramme to 
batter che wall, and planted it vppon a 
mount accoꝛdyngly. The Jcwes 
chat, were ſoze afratde: wherefoꝛe the ther 
ſeditious captaynes ioyned them ſelues 
in freendſhyppe , and fooꝛchwith opened 
the cates, iſlited out, and beat the Ro- 
manes from thetr peeces and engines 
that were nowe redy addꝛeſſed, ſettyng 
fire on the Ramme, ſiynges, and all the 
other engynes a ewe excepted, whiche 
Titus a1 his menne ſaued from the 
fr. Inthis conflicte the men of Alex- 
andria that Terned Titus, behaued them 
ſelues pke tall fellowes in the reſcuing 
ofthe llynges from the Jewes: vet the 
Tewes pꝛeuapled, and gate the vpper 
bande of chem, tyll Titus came with a 
ſtrong power vf picked men to _ 
; Ve 
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the Alexandrians, whereas twelue of the 
ſtouteſt Jewes were flapne. In the ſame 
ſkirmiſhe 1ehochanan a Captapne of the 
Edomites, chaͤt came to ayde the Jewes, 
was ſiayne by an Arabian, that came be- 
hynde hym, and ſtroke hym wich an ar⸗ 
rowe, whyles he was talkyng with the 
Nomanes that had entreated him to come 
vato chem. Fo2 whom che Edomites 
mourned and lamented ſoꝛe, foꝛ he was a 
good man cf warre. The next night cer⸗ 
tayne ok the ſeditious, cheefly of Jehocha- 
nans and Schimeons compame, iſſued out, 
and came to the thzee woodden towꝛes 
that Titus had erected befoze the walles, 
to viewe out of them the towne, and to ſee 
what che Jewes dyd, where he had alſo ſet 
both within and without them foꝛ their de⸗ 
fence, a great garriſon of valtaunt ſouls 
diours. CClhoſocuer were nve the towꝛes, 
thoſe the Tewes llue, the other fledde to 
Titus campe, The Romanes that were 
within the towꝛes knowyng nothyng of 
the matter, and truſting to them that were 
ſet about the townes for they? ſauegarde, 
lept al the nyght . After the Jewes had 
thus llayne the Romanes watche, and 

Yi put 
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put them to flight , they came to the 
townes with ſawes, and cutte the feete a 
ſimder , ſo that they fel ſodaynely togea- 
ther with them that were within , whiche 
were very many,and ſite them euery one. 
Titus hearyng the alarme, and the craſh- 
yng of the fallyng ofthe towꝛes, was ſoꝛe 
akrayde, and al his whole armie, and not 
knowyng what the matter was, they durſt 
not ſturre to warde it: ſo the Jewes retur⸗ 
ned cleare into the towne, On the mozow, 
Titus bzought his whole power to the 
walles , and whyle the Jewes were at 
they? contentions in the towne, he addꝛel⸗ 

ſed another iron Ramme, wherewich he 

ſodaynely ſtrake the vtter wall, and bat⸗ 

rered it though, Thcreuponsthe people 

that warded that wall,were fapne to with- 

dꝛawe them ſelues , within the ſaue⸗ 

garde of the ſeconde wall. Then Titer 

commannded his ſouuldiours to rale to the 

groumde that wall that he had pearſed, 
and to carry away che ſtones thercof, 

that they ſhoulde be no let noꝛ hynde- 

ratince to his menne. This was themolk 

ſubſtaumtiall and ſtrongeſt wall of all, 
thicker then both the other, * 
upl- 
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buylded by Derode , The Remanes la⸗ 
bouryng earncſtiy in che defacyng of the 
vtter wall, were ſlayne in great munber by 
the Jewes from the middle wall, betoze 
they coulde finiſhe they2 purpoſe. The 
. chcefe of the Jewes, perceyr ing that 1 i- 
tus had not onely taken, but alſo quite pul⸗ 
led downe the vtter wall, and howe there 
was nowe but two walles left about the 
towns, it went to they? hartes, and made 
them looke about them, Therefoze began 
the ſedittous nowe earneſtly to chynke of 
vnitie and concoꝛde amongit them ſelues: 
ſo chat they diuided che towne amon⸗ 
geſt chem into thꝛee wardes . Tehocha- 
nan was appoynted vnto that warde 
that is on che Noꝛth part of the tem⸗ 
ple, beſide the Antiochia. That part ot 
the towne that was to warde the tombe 
of lochanan the hygh Wieck was at- 
tributed to Schimeon , To Eleaſar was 
committed the kecpyng of the wall. 
Theſe exhoꝛtyng one ancther to play 
the mene, dyd valtauntly reitffe the 
RNomaneg: lo that the conflictes then 
beganne to be ſoꝛe and harde. The No⸗ 


manes fo2 they2 renowne and kane, 
I tt layde 
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layde on loade, and the Jewes agapne 
ſtucke ſtifly to theyꝛ defence, ſeeyng cheyꝛ 
ende at hande, if they were ſlacke. 7'itus 
nowe and then exhoꝛted his ſouldiours to 
play the men, pꝛomiling them chat would 
valiauntly make any enterpꝛile vpon che 
Jewes, abundaimce of golde, ſpluer, and 
muche honour withal. Then ſtept fooꝛch 
one of his ſouldiours, named Long inus, 
and put hym ſelfe amongſt the routes of 
the Jewes that were iſſied out of the 
- towne,where he ſiue a couple of the cheete 
of them, and ſtraight recouered hym ſelle 
agayne within the array of the Remanes, 
But the Jewes ſhzinkt not from the Ko- 
manes, fo2 they were in a feruent rage 
and a woondertul diſdapne : and to fur: 
ther theyꝛ courage, Schimeon came vnto 
his menne, and cryed bppon them with 
a laude voyce, ſaying, Fo2 the reue⸗ 
rence of God freendes, flee not this day, 
wholoeuer docth fice, let hym be ſure he 
ſhal dye fo? it, and his houſe deſtroyed, 
Titus alſo admomihe? his to keepe theyꝛ 
arap, and not to geue backe to Schime- 
on. Then went be hym ſelfe to that 
part of the towne , where 1ehochanans 

warde 
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warde was, there he cauſed an tron Ram 
to be planted and bent agaynſk the wall, 
(fo2 there was a large playne.) There 
was at that tyme in Mieruſalem, one cal⸗ 
led Nentor, who gate to hym a companie 
of the ſeditious, and ſhot from the walles 
into the Romanes armie, where he ſlue 
bery many, compellyng the reſt to retyꝛe. 
This Kantor with niene other tal felowes, 
whereof he was the Decurian, defended 
one part of the towne . Nowe as the 
Romanes bended the Ramine to batter 
the wall, Nantor cryed vnto Litus, I be- 
ſeeche thee my Loꝛde Titus, be mercy- 
ful to this moſt famous citte that is al- 
moſt beat downe alredy, doo not deface 
it vtterly, but take pitie of the ſanct:arte 
that is in it, and deſtroy not the habitation 
ofthe Loꝛde GOD. Titus at his requeſt 
conmnaunded his menne to ſtay, and to 
leaue ofbatteryng the wal. Then layde he 
to Kantor, Connne tooth hythzer to me, 
and thou ſhalt ſave thy lyfe, J wyll par⸗ 
don thee, thou ſhalt not be deſtroyed, 
Kantor auſweared, J wol ſce if J can per- 


[wade thele my felowes to come with 
Y it me. 
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me. But he dvd it vpon colour, fo2 none 
other cauſe, chen craftily to tryfle out time, 
whercby he myght cauſe Jitus to leave of 
the allailt fo2 a whyle , So he ſnake vn- 
to his felowes whiche knewe his mynde, 
that the Romanes myght heare , Let 
vs goe downe and flee to the Romane 
armie. Then they dꝛewe out their ſwoy- 
des, as though they woulde kyl hym, and 
ſtrikyng vpon his harneſſe, he fel downe 
to the grounde in the ſight of che Ro- 
manes , whiche were ignoꝛaunt of his 
deceyle. Then one of the Romanes let 
flee an arrowe , that wounded Nantor 
bpon the face, and glauncyng from hym, 
flue another that ſtoode by hym. Then 
Kantor cryed out, Chat doo ve? wyll 
ye ſhoote at vs that deſpze to be at peace 
with you, whiche ye graunted pour 
ſelues, and nowe wyl bzeake your pꝛo⸗ 
mile that ye made vnto vs ? Is this the 
rewarde my Loꝛde Titus, that thou ren- 
dꝛeſt me, fo2 goyng about to flee vnto 
thee * that thy ſouldiours ſhould ſhoote at 
me, hearyng me to requpze conditions 
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of peace? Nowe therefoze my Lowe, 
map it pleaſe thee to ſende hycher ſome 
man of honour, to whom J map come 
powne and receyue aſſuraunce of thy 
pemiſe , to be as one of thyne owne 
men. Titus thynking he meant good 
fapth , ſpake vnto 7o/epb , wpllpng 
him to goe and make peace with the 
Jewe in his name, then to bzing him 
bn:ohtm, that he might linde ſafegarde 
of his lyfe „ from the common de⸗ 
ſtruction , Ioſeph aunſweared , Whp 
wylt chou ſende me ? what haue J ok⸗ 
fended thee? haue J not euer donne thee 
true and faychfull ſeruice * Thereloze 
pf chou beare me any good wyll oz fa- 
tour, ſende me not vnto hym whom J 
came not trult : Foz Ioſeyh miſtruſted 
ſome ſubtiltie, knowyng Nantor aloꝛe. 
Do Titus ſent one captapne Jiu, who 
ſayde vnto Kantor , Come downe , and 
let vs goe togeather to Cr ſonne. 
Kantor deſired. hun to holde abꝛode his 
cloke lappe, that he nyght hurle hym 
downe his maney that he hadde there, 
(left the Jewes percepuing it, waulde 
take it from hym) and then he woulde 
Y ili came 
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tome downe , And as Iiarus heide vp his 
lappe to recepue the money that Nantor 
ſpake of, Kantor with all his myght calt 
downe a great ſtone, whiche 1 cſpi⸗ 
ing, lept aſide and auoyded: but it lyght 
— one ot his felowes & ſlue him. Titus 
was woondertul woth at this, fooꝛch⸗ 
wich planted yet another iron Ramme a⸗ 
gaynſt the wall, and at length layde it flat 
vpon the grotnde , Then commaumded 
Titus to make kyꝛes about the wall, wher: 
as the Jewes ſhoulde eſcape by. Kantor 
ſeeing that, woulde haue fledde, and as he 
made haſte to ſcape the fires, the wayght 
of his armour bare him downe into the 
fire, and there he dycd, moꝛe deſirous of 
death, then lyfe. Then entred þ Romanes 
within the ſeconde wall, agavuſt whom 
the ſeditious iſſued, and fought with ſuche 
vehement fo2ce , that they pꝛeuayled a- 
gaynſt their enimies „ flue many of the 
Romanes, and fo2ced the reſt co retyꝛe 
vnto the fyꝛſt wall that they hadde bea- 
ten downe aloꝛe In this lkirmiſhe Titus 
hym ſelfe tooke a bowe , and ſhotte at the 
Jewes in ſuche wyſe , that not one of 
his arrowes were ſpent in vayne, but that 
if 
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it dyd ſome annoyaunce vnto the Jewes. 
The Jewes notwichſtandyng gaue them 
che repulſe from the towne, and they were 
not able to make their partie good wich 
them, Clithin foure dayes after, came 
vnto Titus a newe ſupplye of ſould iaurs 
out of all quarters, foꝛ to ayde the Ro- 
manes, by whole helpe they pꝛeuayled a- 
gaynſt the Jewes, at ſuche tymes as they 
iſtized out of che towne , and conſtrayned 
them to withdzawe them ſelues within 
the walles. Pet 7 itus pitying the miſera⸗ 
ble ſtate of the citie, temple , and people 
ofthe Lowe , at that time commatinded þ 
his people to wichdzawe chem ſelues WM 
from the walles , and to leaue of the 
aſſaulte foz a whyle : that he myght ol⸗ } 
fer peace vnto the Jewes , to ſee yr they | 


woulde nowe be content to fibmicte 
themſelues vnto- the Romanes „ to 
haue quiet and reſt without daunger of 
deſtruction. UWherefoze he gaue them 
truice fo2 fue dayes , And vppon the fift 
day he came to the gate of the Citie, | 
whereas he ſtrayghtway eſpied Schime⸗ 
91 and Jehoc hanan togeather, pꝛeparyng 


fire to deſtroy the Romanes engynes 
Y b of 
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of warre : fo2 all che Jewes had agreed 
er with one accd2de and one mind, 

{til to wichſtande the Romanes. Mherc⸗ 
fore Titus percepuing the Jewes to be 
ſo deſperately ſet, that they had evenvow- 
ed theyꝛ lyues to death: he beganne to 
offer and pꝛopoſe vnto them conditions of 
peace, and ſharply to repꝛooue and blame 
their obſtinate ſtubburneſſe, ſaycing , J 
haue nowe wonne two of pour walles, 
and pe haue but one left. Therefaze , pf 
vou wyll continue ſtill in this ſelfe wylled 
frowardneſſe: what wyll pe doo (moſt 
milerable creatures) when as J ſhal at- 
chiue allo the third wall, and quite deſtroy 
your citie, pullyng downe pour temple 
and all, Why doo ye not rather fauour 
and ſpare your owne ltues , your wyues, 
and chyldꝛen e But the Jewes ſet vppon 
aſolemne obſtinacie, woulde in no wyſe 
heare Titus ſpeake , Therefoze 7 tus ſent 
Toſeph to declare his minde unto them in 
Hebꝛue, that they might ſafcly credite his 
pꝛomiſes, and the peace that was offered. 
Ioſeph therefoze went, and ſtoode oticr 
agaynſt the gate, keeping him ſelfe aloofe 
of, koz he was afrayde to come ny) 
he 
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the wall , knowyng that the people ha- 
ted him, becauſe he had yelded him ſelle 
to the Nomanes. He called therefozevn- 
to them aloude: hearken all ye Debzues 
and Jewes „ J wyll declare vnto pon 

that, that ſhall be to your commo⸗ 

ditie. Then the people gaue 

eare vnto Ioſeph, who 
ſpake vnto them

land —— wh people, ere euer this 
miſchiefe had lighted vpon you. Now that 
wich murders and ſlaughters amongelk 
your ſelues , vou deſtroyed one another, 
and polluted the temple of che ſanctuarte 
with che blood of the murdered, haue 
not ſpared your owne lyues, pou are be- 
come fewe in munber, a ſmall ſoꝛt of von 
left: what hope haue vou to pꝛeuayle? A- 
gayne, vou haue ſtirred here, and pꝛouo⸗ 
ked a valiaunt nation , whiche is ruler 
otter all people, and hath ſubdued al o⸗ 
ther landes „ whiche alſo hath thoſe na⸗ 
tions in ſubiection vnder them, whiche 
ſometyme 


ſometyme raigned otter you. Beſides this, 


you wage battayle with the Romanes 


withont al diſcretion 02 wyledome, with- 
out any remoꝛſe of this molt famous citie, 
without am reutch of the ſanctuarie of the 
Lowe, without amp compaſſion of your 
pwne lyues. Meyther yet doo you fozlake 
your purpole : foꝛ I percepue you to con- 
tinue in this ſame ſelfe wyll to wichſtande 
the Romanes ſtyl, whiche is nothing els, 
then to ſpꝛead abzode thts calamitie furs 
ther, both vpon the people of God, and vp- 
on his holy teniple , Albeit J am not a- 
krayde only foꝛ this holy temple, and moſk 
renowmed citie, leaſt it ſhoulde be raced 
and deſtroyed: but foꝛ the ſacrifices burnt 
offerynges, leaſt they ſhoulde ceaſſe, as 
the dayly ſacrifice is ceaſſed. And why? 
Fo2 we haue ſynned agaynſt our Lode , 


God, herefo2e is his ſhadowe depars j, 


ted from vs ? becauſe that in this ſame 
temple we haue kept warres, makyng it 
an habitation of the wycked, a tabernacle 
of ſeditious perſons : yea, euen the mini⸗ 
ſters and holy men of God haue ye murz 
dered, and within the walles of che tem⸗ 
ple haue ye ſhedde innocent blood without 

meaſtre, 
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meaſitre , See nowe (deare bꝛechꝛen) 
marke what ozdinaunce, what enginnes, 
what inſtrumentes of deſtruction, are ad- 
dꝛeſſed to beate downe the temple, the fire 
is alredy kyndled to ſet a fire the ſanctua- 
rie: And loe, even vour very en mies arc 
ſo pitiful of your Temple, that they would 
not haue it defaced, But you (deare bꝛe⸗ 
thꝛen and freendes,)why are pou led with 
no remoꝛſe of pour ſelues, that your ent: 
mies may once remoue from vou theſe cn- 
gins of warres! Qhat haue pou nowe 
{cft to truſt vnto , when as two of pour 
walles are alredy battered dome, and one 
onely remayneth ? You wyl ſay peraduen⸗ 
ture, we put not our truſt in our walles, 
but in our God. Are ye not aware that 
pour God hath long agonne geuen you 
ouer, and hath turned hym to your em⸗ 
mies, becauſe they haue with greater ho⸗ 
nour and reuerence woꝛſhipped his name, 
then we whiche rebelliouſip are fallen 
away from hym ? Wherefore GOD 
alſiſteth not vs, bur our enimies: inſo⸗ 
muche, chat except it be in ſuche coin 
treys, whereas eyther foꝛ extreme colde 
of the one ſyde, oꝛ exceedyng heate on 

the 
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the other, no man ts able to abyde : all 
Landes, all Nations are vnder thep2 do⸗ 
minion, Tei me, J pꝛay you, what expec⸗ 
tation haue you , ſeeyng God hath made 
chem a terrour vnto al nations vppon the 
carth, who lerueth them. Thy wyll not 
pou obey them, that pou may lyue, and 
not peryſhe? Doo vou not conſider, it is 
come to they? turne to rule ouer all, that 
G O O hach committed demimon bn'o 
them, and ayded them with his aſſiſtance? 
Remember you not howe God in tymes 
paſt ayded the Egyptians, inſonnich that 
they obteyned the dominion ouer all the 
whole wozlde * but afterwarde departed 
from them, and afliſted you to geat the ſo⸗ 
ueraigntie otter other nations * After that 
foꝛſoke you agapne, and gaue the Em- 
pyze bnto the Chaldeis, Aſſyꝛians, and 
Perſians, whiche raigned farre and wide 
ouer many countreys? Nowe alſo hath 
he geuen them ouer ,- and helpeth the 
Romanes theſe many vecres , ſo that 
they beare rule ouer all? If you wyl ob⸗ 
iecte and ſaye, To what entent ſhoulde 
GO O geue the domimon vnto the 
Romanes, oz other Nations ouer the 

wozdde, 
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woꝛlde, and otter his inheritance and peo⸗ 
ple alſo, whiche is an holy people, a pecali⸗ 
er c ſpecial nation cf al the earth ⸗ Should 
you not be aſhamed to lay this? wich what 
diſcretion can vou wonder at this, know: 
yng that al mankynde one and ocher, are 
the handywoozke of GOD, who exaltech 
whom he lyſte , and whom he lyſte he 
thꝛuſteth downe * Me ſay ye be the chyl⸗ 
dꝛen of God, and his pꝛoper poſſeſſion, 
and ye aſpyꝛe to the ſoueraigntie: there- 
foze it can not be that God ſhoulde deter⸗ 
mine any thyng vpon you by chaunce, foꝛ⸗ 
time, oꝛ ſodayne anger and diſpleaſure, I 
graunt.

J mee ſelfe when J 
wichſtood the Romanes in Galilee, knew 
bery well that I ſhoulde be ouercommed 
at length, but J coulde doo nothing fox the 
ſeditious perſonnes that were with me, 
which would inno wpſe folowe my coun 
ſayle: yea, it ſtoode me in hande to cake 
heede of myne owne perſon, that J were 
not killed of them, after I had once coun⸗ 
ſelled and mooued them to gue vp the 
towne , Wherefoze ſeeing the matter 
ſtoode ſo , and God knewe mp hart , J 
thought bet to fight OE the Ro:

her, whiche God woulde not ſuffer, but ra⸗ 
ther vncouered Pharaos fleſhe, that be was 
fayns to ſhewe the ſecrete partes ol his bo- 
dy to phiſitions, to ſee if they coulde heale 
them, But who can cure the infirmities 
whiche God ſendes, oꝛ who knowes his 
intentes ? Foz who knewe that Jeſchacia- 
bus byles could be healed with a plaſter of 
ligges, 02 Naman Syrus lepzie, with the 
waters of Joꝛdane, oz the bytter waters 
with womwood? Wherfoze when as no 
man coulde cure Pharao, he was glad aud 


fapne 
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fapne to ſpeake Abraham fayꝛe, and to ens 
treate him to pꝛay vnto God to take 


krom him chis plague, and ſo by his pꝛaier 
Pharao recuuered. Then Pharao apparcs 
led Sara in pꝛetious garmentes, gaue her 


gyltes, boch golde and ſyhier and pyetious- 


— and ſent her — honeſt, pure, 
and holy to Abraham, lying then in his 
owne houle. 1/azc alſo, hen he was dꝛy⸗ 
uen out by Alimelech kpng of the Phili⸗ 
ſtines, and had with hym the. bonde ſer⸗ 
uauntes ol his fathers houlcholde, to the 
munber of, vitt, hundꝛed and,rvin, wich 
whom Abraham haͤdde diſcomfited fue

That 
was it fo2 the whiche God aſliſted hym, 
when he went awap to Laban , and when 
he returned from hym, when alſo he was 
delyuered out ofthe handes of his bꝛother 
E ſau chat ſought to kplhym , Dozeouer, 
by the way as he returned, when he wzalt- 
led with a certayne man and ouercame 
hym, Dh Lode, who is able to munber 
the mercies of che Loꝛde, and che mar⸗ 
ueyles whiche he wought with our fa- 
chers of wooꝛthie memonte, Abraham, I- 
ſaac, and 1 acob ? hat Houle IJ ſpcake 
of Moſes our ſhepheard, the man of God, 
that feared the crueltie of Pharao,vntyl he 
wyyt in the lawe, that he hadde called the 
name ok his ſonne Fleaſar, ko he ſayd, The 
God ol his facher helped hym, and delyue⸗ 
red hym out ofthe handes of Pharao. And 
when he came befoze Pharao to delyuer 
Iſrael out of his handes , and to leade 
them out ol Egypt: what chyng els ouer⸗ 
came 
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tame he the tyꝛaunt withall, then with 
pꝛayer? Dyd he not ouerthꝛowe the pꝛide 
of Pharao and his charmers, onely with 
the rod of the Lozde, whiche he had with 
hym? Wherewtth alſo he ſmote Egypt 
wich ten plagues, and diuided the ſea into 
rit.pathes. And at the red ſea Moſes re- 
ſiſted not Pharao and his hoalt with fozce 
of armes, but with pꝛayer: wherefoze 
Pharao and all his were dzowned in the 
bottome of the ſea, But Moſes ſang a long 


of pꝛayſe vnto our God, whyle the louldi- 
ptians hat came 
agaynſt Myo/es and the people of Jract 
wich weapons, hoſes, and chariots. Mot⸗ 
withſtandyng, by the-meanes of Moſes 
pꝛayer they were ouerwhelmed all in the 
ſea, ſo 5 not one of them elcaped. Who 
is ignoꝛaunt of this, chat pꝛayer is of moꝛe 
foxce then al inſtrumentes ol warre: that 
it ſpeedech and haſtenech the helpe of che 
Loꝛde, and his ſauyng health Doo vou 
not knowe when Jou the miniſter of 
Moſes paſſed ouer Joꝛdane, that he was a 
warlike man, and had wich hym very ma⸗ 
ny moſt valiaunt ſoulpiaurs ?+ Meuerche⸗ 
lellehe deſtroyed not the ſeuen walles of 
Aa it Fericho 


The warres of 


Jericho by foꝛte of warre, but al only with 
pꝛayer, and with the ſhoutes and noyſe of 
the pꝛteſtes ofthe Loꝛde, our forefathers? 
Knowe pe not howe that pꝛaver auayled 
Gedeon, when as he with chꝛee hundꝛed 
men vanquiſhed che whole hoſt of Aenian 
Amelek, and the yeople of the Gat? Tf 
prayer had nor hetyed hym, J pꝛay pou 
what had three hundzed men ben able to 
doo agaynſt ſo great a multitude⸗ Marke 
(ve fonde people) what chaunced in the 
arke ol the couenaunt of the Loꝛd, chat the 
fines foke away, Our fathers true- 
were not able to recouer it by they? 
ſwoowdes-and- foꝛce of armeg: but with 
that payer that the tulf men of that age 
made, the arke was brought agayne vnto 
hig place. Conſider the tymes of He: >ekia 
kyng of Juda, when as $ cone Ie 
of Aſſur came vp blaſpheming and ray- 
. ofthe Loꝛd God 
ok hoaſtes, bꝛeathing out the pꝛide and ma⸗ 
lice of his hart ; B —— 
overthowen *-Dyd our fathers ouer⸗ 
come hym by fozcs' * ay with 
out doubt: but with pz ſt 
cation. Fo2 2 ge War went 
and 
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and put on apparrell meete fo2 p2ayer : in 
ſteede of a ſhielde, he tooke ſackcloth : fox 
a helmet, he caſt duſt vpon his head: and in 
ſteede of arrowes and a ſwoꝛd, he ſet hand 
bpon pzaper and lupplication. And the 
pꝛaper that Hezekia made, moumted vp ſa 
farre as no arrowe had benne euer able ta 
flee: ſo that his one petition and paper 
ouerchꝛewe. 185. thouſande moſt valiaunt 
men of the hoaſt ol Sennacherib , Further⸗ 
mo2e,the king of Juda, and king of Iſta⸗ 
eh and king of Edom, ioyning their pow- 
ers togeather, imiaded the Moabites, and 
in a wylderneſſe and vnoccupied and bar: 
ren dꝛye lande, they were in great perill 
fo2 thirlk : That pꝛotited them cheir artil⸗ 
lerie and furniture of warre? Dyd chere 
not iſſue out foꝛ them at the inſtaunt pꝛay⸗ 
er of Eliſeus, à ꝛophete and man at 
God, plentie of waters in the deſart, and 
a b2ooke in che wylderneſſe! Came it 
not to paſſe alſo by the pꝛaver of the 
ſame Eliſeus, that a maonderfull hurlye 
burlye, a rumbling, and ratling of chari⸗ 
ottes of warre and or hoꝛſes, was hearde 
in the campes ofthe Syrians beſieging the 
citie of Samaria, with the whiche noyle 
Aa nt the 
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all the whyle he walked perfectly any 
purely, his pꝛayer encreaſed his valiaunt- 
neſſe and ſtrength : but after he had once 
ſinned, God left him, and gaue him ouer. 
Dauidallo king of Iſrael, of famous me: 
moꝛie, from the time ofhis youth till his 
lalt ende, his valiauntneſſe neuer fayled 
him: and why? becauſe he alwayes was 
helped by his pꝛayer, neyther woulde he 
ever fight agaynſt his countreymen and 
natiue people, when as Saul perſecuted 
him. Aherefoꝛe he pꝛeuapled en ki 
enimies, and becauſe he to lay 
his handes vppon his bꝛechꝛen: therefoze 
afterwarde all nations feared him. Dyd 
not A a king cf Juda, accompanyed with 
a ſmall munber ot men, make an expediti⸗ 
on agaynſt the #thiopians , and praying 
to the Lode God, ſaide on this wyſe, e 
in deede knowe not What to doo, but ouy 
eyes are bent vppon thee, c. Mhiche 
pꝛayer the almightie dyd heare , and the 
victoꝛie folowed , ſo that /i flue in 
the campes of the Athiopians n e him 
dꝛed thouſande men . Deboras a p2ophe- 
tie, by her pꝛayer ought to paſle great 
health in Iſrael, What ſhall J tell of di- 
Aa v uerg 
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ters other iuſt and godly women, whiche 
by their pꝛayers obtained many thinges, 
Tell me ( ve mad men) know ye not what 
Amagiabu king of Iuda dyd ? He hauing 
warres A with the Edomites, vanquiſhed 
chem, and led them pꝛiſoners with their 
wpues and child2en,x+ Idolles alſo to Pie⸗ 
ruſalem: then fell to wooꝛſhipping of the 
ſame Jvoalles that he had taken from the 
Edomites, ſapeing vnto them, You are 
thep which haue ſaued me,therefoze doo I 

wooꝛſhyp vou, # by you haue J ouercom⸗ 
med the Edomites. To whom when a 

ete of the loꝛde came. and aſked him, 
hy ſeekeſt thou æ ſerueſt the goddes of 
chat people chat were not able to deliuer 
chem out of thy hande? By and by he taun⸗ 
ted the Pꝛophete agayne, ſayeing, Who 
made thee ofthe kinges — Chere- 
to2e after that, he was no mote rep2ehen- 

ded ok the pꝛaphete, fo2 the loꝛd had deter: 

mined to deſtroy him, as it is wittten in 

the bookes of the Chꝛonicles ofp kinges 

of Juda. Theretoꝛe he was taken puſoner 

rr when he fought a- 

gaynſt Joa — of Irael in Bethſche- 
c Ing ſo was he compared to a lowe

and vile thozne 02 ſhaub , and Jos bnto the 
noble and high Cedar tree. Yea all the 
euils that euer happened vnto vs in am 
age, it came of our ſelues: fo2 our Love 
God is righteous in all his wooꝛkes that 
euer he wꝛought vppon vs. Our enimies 
vs neuer ſo muche harme, as we dyd 
to our ſelues, and to our liues. Me wote, 
the Gentiles tooke the pꝛecious veſſels of 
our ſanctuarie away to Babel, and bꝛought 
vs them agayne vndeliled: but we pollu⸗ 
ted and defiled them our ſelues, and the 
temple alſo with innocent blood, which we 
ſhedde abundantly within it, adding ſinnes 
to ſinnes euer mo and mo, bꝛeaking the 
lawe with our euyll actes. Foꝛ who 
bꝛought the Romanes firſt agaynſt the 
Citie of Dieruſalem , but Hircanus ans 
Ariſtabulus? F'02 they being at diſſenti⸗ 
on betwixt them ſelues, and one hatyng 
the other , called the Nomanes agaynſt 
this 'Citte , Who bought Antoni and 
Soſius, Mꝛinces of the Romanes agaynlt 
Dieruſalem , but Perode being at vari⸗ 

ance loꝛ the kingdome with che houle of 
Chaſmonenites' 2. Mho alſo called Nero 
Cæſar to raigne ouer vs? Oyd pou it not 
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pour ſelues * Nowe thereloꝛe why rebell 
pe agaynſt the Empire and Dominion of 
the Romanes? If pou wyil ſay , becauſe 
che Romane pꝛeſident Eadome us oꝛdered 
vou to bad: had it not ben meete rather to 
complaine ot him to the emperour, then 
to rebell agaynſt the Romanes , and to 
make warre agaynſt them? But pou wyl 
(ay, we rebelled agaynſt Nero Cæſa, be- 
\ caſe he dyd vs to muche wong, There: 
fore then rebell ye nowe agaynſt / aſpaſſ an 
Cæſar, a malt mercifid man, and one which 
neuer hurt vou D2 why make ye not 
peace with his ſonne, to be vnder him, ac 
coding as other nations be, that ye might 
liue, and not periſhe * aue ye nota ſuffi⸗ 
cient poofe of his clemencie and merci- 
fineſſe, when as he hath cauſe to be cru⸗ 
ell vppon no man ſo muche as vppon me, 


Romanes, and killed many of them * 
Notwithſtanding , neyther he no the 
reſt of the Romanes haue donne me any 
harme , Yea, rather they haue beſtowed 
many benefites vppon me: and although 
J was in their handes , vet chey haue 
laucd my lyke. J conſeſſe, that dee 
hep 


whiche dꝛewe out my lwooꝛd agaynſt the 
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they hadde me p2yſoner, J wordde gladly 
mam times haue fled to them, but J could 
neuer doo it, foꝛ I was euer afrayde ot my 
wycked companions, leſt they ſhould haue 
kylled me, and ſo my death had ben to no 
purpoſe. But nowe J pꝛayſe the Loꝛde 
God without ceaſſyng, becauſe that foꝛ his 
vnmeaſtrable mercies ſake, he would not 
ſuffer me to be entangled in the ſame mil⸗ 
chiefes that you be in. Neyther woulde J 
wiſhe to be companion of ſuche loſt vnz 
thiftes and caſtawayes as you be, which 
haue ſhed the blood of innocentes in the 
Temple of the Loꝛde. In deede if J hay 
ben with vou, J ſhoulde haue ben voyde 
of all hope as ye be, ſeeyng ye ſpare not 
your owne lines, and your owne contiuna⸗ 
tie and ſtubburneneſſe is made a ſnare for 
vou. See J p2ay vou, with howe great 
milchiefes pou are laden. Fyꝛſt the Lode 
is not amongſt you, inſomuch that choꝛom 
the warres whiche vou haue made a⸗ 
monglt pour ſelues, almoſt the waters of 
Schiloach are dꝛyed vppe , whiche here⸗ 
tokoꝛe when the nations made warre 
agaynſt you, flowed in great aboun⸗ 
daunce, and ranne ouer the bankes on 
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both ſives . But pou are ouerthwart re 


belles that haue euer pzouoked the Lode 
God vnto math, vou haue made ſlaugh⸗ 


ters one vpon another in che mydſt of the 
Temple ofthe Lode: howe can then the 
ieof the Loꝛde dwell amongſt pou? 
owe pe not becauſe of Korach and his 
coagregation, the Lowe ſayd vnto Mojes 
aud to his people : Separate your felues 
from among this congregation, and 1 ſhal 
conſume them in the twincklyng of an eye? 
But youare farre wozle then they. Foz 
without al remoꝛſe oz pitie, ve pull do ume 
the temple ofthe Lozde with pour owne 
2 and you pour ſelues ſet fyꝛe onthe 
ſanctuarie, whiche molt noble kynges and 
molt holy pꝛophetes buylded: and beſides 
al this, ye nepther ſpare pour ſormes noꝛ 
daughters, And although J be in the Ro 
manes campe, vet Jam not. abſent from 
vou, ſoꝛ my molt dearely beloued wyfe is 
with you , the wyfe of mp vouth, whom 
J tan not ſet lyghtly by at this Telent, 
I neuer hadde chyldꝛen by E 
but r loue her molt entyꝛely , be 
cauſe ſhe came of a moſt honeſt and rod: 
{y houle ., Py deare father and mother 
| arc 
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are alſo with you, very aged perſons: fo2 „ bY mo fy 
my father is at this day a hundzed and a wy o/\ Joy 
thiee peeres olde, and mp mother foure | " 
ſcoꝛe and fine 2 but the pecres of my]pfe 
are very fewe,eupl, and ful of tribulation 
and ſoꝛowe, about th2ee ſcoꝛe and ſeuen, 
neyther haue J lyued yet lo long, chat ac⸗ 
coꝛdyng to nature J ſhor de delyꝛe to dye. 
Nowe therefoze, if ſo be it vou truſt not 
me, but ſuppoſe J haue p2opoſed thele 
tchynges to you deceytfully , and that 
there is no truſt of Titus couenaunt and 

bonde, q that his league ſhould be to your 

hinderaunce and diſcommoditie:goe to, if 

it come lo to pale, it ſhalbe lawful fo2 your 

to kvl my father and mother, and my wife. 

Dea, I ſweare vnto you by the Loꝛde our 

God, that J ſhal delyuer my lyfe alſo into 

your handes, that vou may doo with me #8 
what ye liſt; and by that meanes ſhal che ! 
blood ol my parentes, my wpues, # mine 
be in pledge. Therefoꝛe let the auncientes 

of the citie come fooꝛth, and J wyl make a 

league betwirt them and our Low Titus. 

And doubt pe not, but as hy the 
Lode God woulde pou ſhould be afflicten 
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Romanes: ſo hereafter, he ſhall benefite 
pou thereby, ard dos you good, pf ſo be it Ws 
pou wyl once acknowledge and confeſſe 
that al dominion is chaunged and altered 
at his commaundement, and that GOD 
humblech whom he liſt, and agapne whom 
he lit he ſetteth aloft, But perlwade pour 
ſelues of this, chat as long as pe refitle to 
be ſubiect vnto the Romanes, ſo long ye 
ſtyꝛre agaynſt pour ſelues Gods wzath 
and hygh diſpleaſure : and beſpdes that, 
deferre the longer and pꝛolong your re⸗ 
demption x delyuerance, not onelp to potir 
ſelues, but alſo to your poſteritie. Ne we 
therefoze my brethen, I thought it my 
part to declare al theſe thynges vnto you, 
and it is in your power to chooſe whether 
vpe liſt: foꝛ whoſo wpl, let hym geue eare 
vnto me, and who not, let hym abſteyne 
from my counſaple, 


OF He people hearyng theſe woꝛdes and 
ſapinges ofJoleph the Pꝛieſt, wept 
wonderfidly , foꝛ they coulde haue ben 
content to haue folowed his counſayle, 
At this tyme Titus gave commannde- 
ment to al the Romane s, to ſende agapne 
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de Tewes that were pꝛiſonerg, and che 
llaues, into the citie. y what meanes he 
ſhifted from him ſelle the blood of the ſer⸗ 


uaumtes, and layde it vppon the neckes ol 


their maiſters: foꝛ Titus tooke pitie of 
them though Joſepbes ozation , and his 
good counſell, The common people ofthe 
Jewes deſired nothing moꝛe then to haue 
conmmed fooꝛch, and to fall at agree 
to maße peace with Litu : but Schimeon, 
Eleafar and Jehoc hanan, captapnes of the 
ſeditious, let ſtrong watche and warde at 
euery gate, charging them to kill all that 
woulde goe fooꝛch. Thus many were kyl⸗ 
led which would haue fled fooꝛch to Titus, 
and the citie ol Dieruſalem was cloſed vp, 


r get out noꝛ in. In the 

great dearth and fa- 
mine in Hieruſalem " nfomuche, tharthe 
ſeditious ſearched euery mans houle and 
ſeller fo2 foode , And becauls a certapne 
houſholder withſfoode them, they kylled 
him. Thus they dealt wich all men chat 
dwelled ac Hieruſalem , tyll the victuals 
in the towne was all ſpent , that men 


began to ſecke doung and very mans er⸗ 


crementes to eate , by whiche meanes 
Bb i muche 
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much of the people vyed fox hunger. TA 

ſocuer at that time coulde get any hearbes 
oꝛ rootes, myce, ſerpentes, 02 other cree- 
pyng wooꝛmes what ſo euer thep were to 
eate , he was counted happy, becauſe he 
had foundemeateto ſiſfapne and ſaue his 
lyfe withal, in that harde famine and terrt- 
ble hunger. Pozcouer, who lo hadde any 
cone in ſtoꝛe that no man knewe ok, he 
was afrayde to ſend it to the myll, oꝛ bake 
it, becauſe of the wickedneſſe ofthe ſediti⸗ 
ons, leſt they ſhould take away from them 
their ſuſtenaunce: Whercfoze many dyd 
cate the dꝛye coꝛne vngrounde in their ſel- 
lers pꝛiuilie. At that tune alſo were excee- 
ding riche men in Pieruſalem, whiche 
ſtale meate one from another, ſo that the 
father catcht meate from the ſonne , the 
ſonne from the facher, the mother ſnacht 
from her childꝛen, the childzen likewyſe 
from their mother: and ſuch as fledde out 
at the gates, o2 otherwyſe let them ſelues 
downe ouer the walles in the night ſeaſon 
bnwares to the ſeditious perſons, che Ro 
manes kylled them without. This eupll 
therefore and diſtreſſe encreaſed ſo long, til 
man ee, 
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the earth, from the Mouſe to the Spider, 
from the Neuet to the Ueſel: whereby a 
more greeuous peſtilence folowed, ſo that 
inmunerable people ofthe Loꝛd dyed, and 
there was no man to burie them. Wihen 
chey chaunced to finde any dead hoſe oz 
other beaſt in the towne, a man ſhoulde ſee 
many Ilraelites ſtriue & ſight loꝛ it, in all 
pointes like to famiſhed Nauens lighting 
vpon a dead carkaſſe, ſo that in ſuche con⸗ 
tentions very many were ſlayne. There- 
foꝛe when dtuers men with their wpues d 
childꝛen gateout of þ citie to geather hears 
bes to eate, and chaunced among the Ro- 
manes, d Romanes layde holde of the litle 
childꝛen, x killed them, ſapeing, We wyll 
dilpatche theſe, leſt when they growe once 
to mans ſtate, they make warre vpon vs , 
as their fathers doo at this day. So many 
as came out of the gates ofthe citie nowe 
and then,y Romanes killed , and hanged 
them vpon gallowes ouer agaynſt p gates 
of Hieruſalem, to che munber ol. 500. Al⸗ 
ter p ſame maner Schimeon, Ie hoc hanan, & 
Eleaſar dealt with thoſe Romanes whom 
they coulde by any trayne catch, euen han⸗ 
| n 
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| alſo they coulde perceyue woulde flee vnto 
the Nomanes, chey hanged them likewyſe 
otter the walles, to the munber of lie hun- 
dꝛed. But Titus gaue commanndement 
to all his ſouldiours, chat no man vppon 
payne of death, ſhoulde kill any ol chem 
that fledde out of Pieruſalem. Foꝛ he toke 
pitie ofthe Iſtaelites, and ceaſſed not to 
ſpeake freendly and louingly to the 7ero/0- 
Iymites ; ſo that he went pet once agapne 

to the walles, and ſpake vnto the Jewes 

on this ſoꝛt. Deare, IT beſceche you , the 
counſell of Ioſeph, and come to me, that 
pott may liue, + not periſhe vtterly. Spare 
pour people, why wyll you opp2efle them 
bered with hunger, thir{t,peſtilence , and 
beſteging ? But 5 ſeditious hearing 7 its 
ſpeake, were woonderfully incenſed, and 
intended to adde miſchiele vpon milchiefe, 
handlyng yet moze cruelly the people of 
GDD. Poꝛeouer, they rayled at Titus 
to pzouoke him to anger, that he myght 
leaue of ſpeaking to the people, whiche 
hadde nowe almoſt left their obedience 
and feare of the ſeditious. Cherefoze the 
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leditious ſpake thus vnto the Romanes , 


It is better foz vg to dye foz hunger, and 
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to be kylled in this affiiction,ſo to come to vyν ee 
the bliſſe and lyght we hope fo2 : then tg*ofwr#edmongo Þ 
line, and ſee the moſt holy temple of God =_ 
dellled and deſtroyed , Ulhen Titus ſawe 
this, he commaunded an iron Ramme to 
be ſec to the wall to batter it, chat he might 
deliuer thoſe pooꝛe metches out of Schi- 
meon, Eleaſar, ande hoc hanans hands,wha 
helde them in as captiues . At the ſame 
tyme , as they erected chat engine to the 
wall, it foztuned there was in the campe 

a certapne young man, whole name was 
Memaganin,{onne of Antiochus of Mace- 
donia one of the kinges of the Grecians, 
who came at / af baſians commaundement 
to ayde Titus , The ſame poung man 
was very ſwifc, a good runner, and a 
hardie ſouldier , but he lacked diſcretion, 
He came to Titus, and ſayde, J can not 
bit maruayle at thy ſouldiours that van- 
quithe all nations, and dare not let vp- 
pon theſe Jewes, and kyll them , Titus 
hearing the young kyng ſap ſo, ſimpled 
and ſaide , Howe chaunces it, that be⸗ 
ing of this iudgement, thou buckleſt not 
thee ſelfe, and makeſt thee redy to doo like 


as thou ſapelt ? CAhy dꝛaweſt thou not 
Bb tit olle

nut thy lwooꝛde, to declare thy manhoode 
vpon them? QAherekoꝛe the young kyng 
encouraged him ſelfe, and called togeather 
all his Macedonian ſouldiours, then ap⸗ 
pꝛoched to the Jewes, and began to ſkyz⸗ 
miſhe with them , ſhooting wich their 
bowes and arrowes apace, Butat length 
the Jewes handled them ſo,thatnot one of 
the Macedonians , ſalie onely the young 
— * whiche by his good footemanſhyp 
ndſwyft runnpng gate away, and ren 
ory — That Memaganin was of 
the kinrede of Alexander the great, kyng 
of Macedonia, which had ih dominion of 
the whole woꝛlde, and whom all nations 
and people ſtoode in awe of; 7 oſephus the 
pꝛieſt demaunded of him whoſe ſonne he 
was ? Me anſweared, J came ofthe ſeede 
of Alexander, J| am the tenth from hym. 
_ Toſeph ſaide, It may well be as thou haſt 
Caide, that thou art ofthe ſucceſſionof - 
lexander, for the bali e okthy harte 
that chou haſt ſhewed , declarech no leſſe. 
{)owebeit thou ſhalt vnderltande , that 
the Romanes haue donne wyſelp to ab- 
ſtaine fron thaſlſault at thts time, becauſe 
they knewe they ſhoulde haue to doo — 
amo 
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a moſt valiaunt nation, uhich thou hauing 
ſo well tryed, mayelt report and tellifte 
when thou art aſked the queltiun. 


4 Fter this, Titus diuided his whole 
armie, and lapde them pꝛuilie in 
unbuſhes rounde about the walles. He 
pꝛepared maeouer foure Nanunes of 
iron to batter the walles, Ok theſe, one he 
planted vppon the ſide ofthe place called 
Antochia, the engine was thirtie cubites 
long. The ſame night captaine Jehoc ha- 
nan with his company iſſued fooꝛch, and 
vndermined the grounde vndery wheeles 
ofthe wagons that bare the Ramme, put⸗ 
ting pitched booꝛdes, oyled, and done ouer 
with bꝛimſtone, in the trenches vnder the 
wheeles , e bnder the boozdes they ſpꝛead 
leather, which likewpſe was ſineared and 
done ouer with pitcye, oyle, & bimſtone. 
Then they ſet fyze vpon y boozdes, which 
burned tyll they came to the feete of the 
Ramme:and they once ſet a fireand burnt, 
the engine fell vppon the watche that was 
appoynted to keepe it, beiug a ſteepe, and 
kylled them. TWUhereat the Romanes 


were muche diſinayed, and ſapde „ It is 
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not poſſible we ſhoulde aſſault this Citie 
hereafter : fo2 they haue burnt all our en- 
gines of warre , wherewith we haue ſub⸗ 
dued all other kingdomes: ſo that now? 
of fifite iran Rammes which we bꝛought 
with vs, we hadde but ſiue left,, and the 
ſeditidous Jewes haue burnt tince of chem. 
what ſhall we nowe doo? Yowe ſhall we 
batter the walles hereafter * The Jewes 
vpou the walles hearing their woo2des , 
flawted them, and laught them to ſcozne, 
Wheretoze Tiras incenſed with anger, 
commaunded the other ther Rammes to 
be addꝛeſſed in the place of that whiche 
was bent, In the meane ſeaſon, whyles 
the Romanes were at wovgke , foure 
paung men mooued with a great 3eale , 


leus,then Megarus Chebronita, the thirde 
Jorminus Schomronita,the fourth Arins Je- 
roſolymita. Thele all armed, iſſued out 
into the campe of the Romanes , that 
then ſtoode about their chꝛee engines and 
iron Rammes , deuiſing howe to bat⸗ 
ter the walles of the Citie, of whom 
{ome thoſe young nien killed, the other 
fled, Then two of chem ſtoode at defence

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tokeepeofall them that appꝛoched nygh 
the engines, whyle the other two, [eroſo- 
lymit anus and Schemronitadatbed the tim 
ber with a certayne matter whiche thep 
had p2epared to make it take fyze , and 
ſtraightway ſet fire vpon them, ſo that ſo⸗ 
daynely the Rammes were on a lyght 
fyꝛe. Then they al foure ioyned togeather, 
withſtoode che Romanes that they ſhould 
not come at the engines to quenche the 
fire. Shoꝛtly the Romanes fel downe, and 
the Romanes ſtood aloofe,hurling ſtones, 
and ſhooting thicke at them: to thep were 
afraid to come nigh them, becauſe ol their 
great ſierceneſſe, although they werethzee 
M men that kept the Nammes. Pet theſe 
foure ſet nothing by them, noꝛ neuer went 
of the grounde, til ß Rammes were cleane 
bꝛent vp, ſhot y Nomanes neuer ſo thicke 
at them. Titus hearing ofthe valt 
ol theſe poung men, and the harmes that 
they had done vnto the Romanes: made 
ſpeede with his whole hoaſt to ſaue the 
Rammies from che fy2e,and to appꝛehend 
thole poung men, Then fooꝛthwich illi 
out Schimeon, Iehochanan, and Eleaſar, cap 
taynes of the ſeditious, with their ſouldi⸗ 
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ours,founding their trumpertes,aud made 
the Romanes retyꝛe, that they couldenot 
come nigh thefp2e , + ſo reſcued the foure 
poung men from the Romanes that had 
enuironed. them rounde about. In that 
ſkirmiſhe were kylled ten thouſande men 
and fie himdzed. Then geathered togea- 
ther all the whole armie ofthe Romanes, 
co aſſault the Jewes at once, appꝛochyng 
harde to the walles of Mieruſalem, there 
they cryed vnto þ Temes, ſapeing,Uhat, 
are ye Oren 02 Goates, that pou fight vp- 
pon this faſhion vpon the walles? Ul ye 
be takenin the middeſt of the citie,lyke as 
Oren + Goates are taken in their foldes ? 
Mye be men come fooꝛth, and let vs trye 
our manhood here in this playne. But 
vou by ſtealth and at vnwares ſet vppon 
themthat keepe our engines, ſnatchyng 
them vp lyke as it were TWolues ſhoulde 
inatche ſheepe , then rinne away into 
the towne. as the Wolues runne into the 
wood. If chere be any manhoed in you, 
beholde we are redy here, come foozth 
tovs,ſo many foꝛ ſo many, and then we 
ſhall fre what ende wyll come thereof. 


Then the captapnes of the ſedicious 
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hearde that, they ſpalte vnto the warriours 
that were in Ihieruſalem : whiche of _ 
wyll goe out with vs to thele dogges, ta 
ſhew our force and ſktomackes,fo2 the lanc⸗ 
tuarie and citie ofthe Lowe? Then fine 
hund2ed tall felowes of their owne accoꝛd 
iſſued out vppon the Romanes ſodapnely, 
| ſlue,8000,men, and compelled the reſt to 
recule from the walles , The Romanes 
then wyſt what valiauntneſle the Jewes 
had, foꝛ the Romaneg were in munber 
40.thouſande fighting men, and py Jewes 
were onely ſuie hundzed, whereof not one 
of them was killed in that ſkirmiſhe, The 
Romanes a farre ofſhotte at the Jewes, 
and hurled ſtones, to whom the Jewes 
ſayde, Come hyther to vs, are not you 
they that called vs fooꝛch, and pꝛouoked 
bs to come to vou? Why come pe not 
nowe neare? Pou goe about to dꝛiue vs 
away with arrowes and ſtones , What, 
doo pe thinke vs to be dogges? and that 
we are atrayde of your ſfones?Are we not 
men? yca, we are pour mailkers and bet⸗ 
ters, foꝛ ye rumne away from vs, as ſer⸗ 
uauntes flee from their maiſters , when 
they falowe them to beate them, 
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J Ttu ſeeing his armie, part to be fled, 
| and part to be ſlapne, he crycd to his 
people,ſapeing, Js it not a ſhame foꝛ pon 
pe Romanes , anda woonderfull great 
diſhonour, to fiee from che Jewes ſo hun⸗ 
ger beaten , famiſhed , ahnoſt dead fo2 
chyꝛſt. and beſieged? Alas, how (hal ye put 
away this pour rebuke and ignominie? 
when as all nations whiche heretoloꝛe pe 
haue moſt valiauntly ſubdued, ſhall heare 
that ye flee from theſe dead Jewes, whole 
whole lande wehaue in poſſeſſion, ſo that 
they haue nothyng leſte but this onelp 
towne , whiche we haue alſoſo battered, 
that they haue but one only wall co defend 
chem! Belides this, they are very fewe, 
we are imnunerable, thep haue no nation 
to ayde them, we hane helpe of all landes: 
why then doo ye flee from their ſight, lyke 
as the ſmal impotent birdes flee from the 
Eagle! What though the Jewes vowe 
and halarde them ſelues deſperatcly fo? 
their temple and lande : why doo not you 
the ſame alſo in theſe warres, to get you! 
a renowme of valiauntneſſe? Thus the 
Tewes pꝛeuayled that day, and had che 


dpper hande : wherefoze they * 
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into the towne with great glow, hauyng 
put the Romanes to ſo great a fople , Ti- 
tus commannded his to addꝛeſſe and pꝛe⸗ 
pare the two other Rammes chat were 
left, to batter the walles of Pierulalem 
withal, TWherefoze the Romane Carpen- 
ters calf a trenche , to pꝛepare and ſet vp 
the Rammes within it, in ſuche place as 
Titus hadde aſſigned them. The Jewes 
were ware ok it well yenough, but winked 
at the matter as pet, vntyll they had plane 
ted the maiſter beames betweene the ſtan⸗ 
dyng poſtes. So when the woozke was 
finiſhed, euen to the hanging vp ofthe en- 
gines betwixt p ſtandyng 23 
the wall withal , the Romanes being le- 

cure and voyde of care, nothing miſtru⸗ 
ſting chat che Jewes woulde ſturre, be⸗ 
cauſe they had benne quiet a fewe nightes, 
and neuer ilſued foozth of the citie , Upon 
a certaine night. a pꝛetie whyle befoze dap, 
the thꝛee pꝛincipall captaynes of the ſediti⸗ 
ous came ſ caſt their heades togeather to 
deniſe what they ſhoulde doo. Eleaſar gaue 
this coumſel ⁊ ſaide, Nou two the laſt time 
iſſued out, burnt thee Rams, æ gate you 
renowme, and J kept the gates 8 
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nowe keepe ye the gates, and J wyll iſſue 
out with my men agaynſt the Romanes 
to get me a name allo, The other anſwea- 
red, Goe then a Gods name unto them, 
the Loꝛde God of the ſanctuarie whiche is 
in Pieruſalem ſhalbe pꝛeſent with thee, 
but beware thou be not ſlapne , and in any 
wple thou be not taken aliue. To whom 
he anſweared, The Loꝛde God ſhal keepe 
me, loꝛ vpon the truſt of the righteouſnelle 
of my father Anani the high pꝛieſt, and his 
ſincere ſeruice vnto God, wyll J ſet vppon 
them, Fleaſar thercfoze choſe an hundꝛed 
baitatnt ſouldiours,and with them he iſſu⸗ 
ed out ofche towne befoze day. The ſame 
night the Romanes had made fires about 
their engines where they watched, be 
exile of the colde , The artificcrs and 
fouldiours that kept watche and warde 
about the Rammes, were in number a 
hundꝛed and fiftie . The day was the 
27, ol the moneth of K/7ef, whiche was 
che. g. moneth that Titus hadde beſieged 
Pieruſalem . Eleaſar and his companie | 
thus being iſſued out, came and founde 
ome of the Romanes ſnaꝛtyng about 
the kyꝛes , other watchyng in they } 
wares, 
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wardes, killed them all, that not one re- 
mapned . Then ſome of Fleaſars compa « 
nie ſec fyꝛe vppon the Rammes , burnt 
the ſtandyng poſkes, ropes, chaynes, and 
other inſtrumentes of warre. The artiths 
cers that were there, thep appꝛehended a- 
liue,and burnt them, ſo that no man eſca⸗ 
ped, When it was dap, Iitus was aware 
ofthe ſmoke ofthe fire, mounting vp very 
foutle, and ſtincking of the wood and men 
togeather : he dzewe towardes the place 
therefoze with his hoaſt, toſee what the 
matter was, Eleaſar in the meane ſeaſon 
and his compauie , tooke as they myght 
geat,euery man a peece of the engins out 
ofthe fp1e , o2 ſome of their heades that 
they had killed, and returned with great 
toy, flouting the Romanes, and laugh⸗ 
ing them to ſcoꝛne by the way, tyll thep 
came tothe gates of Dierulalem , where 
they wererecepued of Schimeon and lebo- 


chanan with great honour. 


„One after this, came many louldiours 
and great bandes of menne out of all 
nations that were ſubiecte to the Em; 
pe of the Romanes , to apde Tin“: 
to 
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to whom Tius declared what had happe⸗ 
ned him in that ſiege, the ſtoutneſſe of the 
Jewes, and howe they had anoyed many 
wayes the Romane armie, adding moꝛe⸗ 
ouer and aſkyng them: Dyd ye euer lee 
foure men withffande tenne thouſand and 
face hundꝛed, ſo that they altogeather could 
neycher them , noꝛ take them 
pꝛiſoners? but the foure ſlue the ocher, like 
as it hadde benne toppes of Coweumbers 
ſmitten of with molt ſharpe ſwoowes? 
Then they heard this, they woondꝛed all 
very muche . Then 7 it«s ſpake vnto his 
hoaſt. and to them which were newely re⸗ 
payꝛed vnto hun, to ſhew their aduiſe and 
beſt counſell what was to be done, leſt we 
ſhoulde be aſhamed (ſaych he) befoze al 
them that (all hereafter heare of our 
warres , The graueſt and moſte aun- 
cient of the nations that were newely 
come to his apde, aunſweared, If it pleaſe 
pour maieſtie, let the Romanes bꝛeathe a 
whyle and take their reſt , whiche are 
nowe weeryed with the ſimdyp bataples 
of the Jewes , and we who are not (0 
bꝛoken wich labour, but freſhe and lulfie, 
ſhall try what the Jewes can doo, we can 
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not thinke that they are able to wit 
ſo great a multitude. But the Pꝛinces of 
the Romanes deſp1ed Litus that he wouly 
not permit them thts, leſt he ſhoulde en- 

creaſe they: owne ſoꝛowes, yt peraduen- 
ture they ſhoulde be diſcomfited (ſap they) 
of the Jewes, and the matter redounde vn⸗ 
to our ſhame , Foz if we whiche are ac- 
quainted with chem, and knowe their mas 

ner of fight, can not ſuſteyne theyꝛ vio⸗ 


lence: howe ſhal they doo it that neuer han 
poofe of the {frength and foꝛce of che 


Jewes? They ſhalbe to them lyke Þyſope 
whiche groweth vpon the walles, in com- 
pariſon of the Cedar trees of L ibanus. 
The other ſayde, Nay, they ſhoulde doo 
wel yenouch wich them, And they vrged 
Titus ſo inſtantly, that they conſtravned 
him to graunt them theyꝛ deſpꝛe. Then 
Titus gatie them leaue to ſet vppon the 
Tewes, * wich hym ſelke, perad⸗ 
uenture the Jewes may be put to woꝛſe 
oftheſe that wyl fight without any feare, 
not knowyng the koꝛce ofthe Jewes: for 
the Romanes that haue had trial of theyꝛ 
ſtrength, tight fearefully warely. So the 
loꝛdes of the ſtrange nations choſe out of 

Cei they? 
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1 LY they? armies foureſcoze thouſand men, ten 

„eta > thouſande Bacedomans , twentie thou- 

arbor 5 we Englithe Buitanes fine thoulande 
Aramites, ten thouſande Africans, ten 

thouſand valiant Burgundians,fiue thou- 

ſande Kedarans, laſt of al, ten thouſande 

Perltans and Chaldeans. Theſe therefoze 

went into the playne whiche is by the le- 

pulchꝛe of oc hanan the hygh Mꝛieſt, and 

from thence made an aſſault vppon the 

Jewes that were vpon the walles, ſettyng 

vp they? ſcalyng ladders, Je hoc hauan (apde 

bnto Schimeon and Eleaſar his compant- 

ons „If pou thynke good J wyll iſſue 

foꝛch and kyzmiſhe with theſe vncircum⸗ 

ciſed. to let them ſee what J can do. Schime- 

on anſweared, Let two of vs do it, and the 

thirde keepe the gates and walles, foꝛ thou 

alone art able to do nothing againſt them, 

they are ſo many. Fleaſar alowed this ad- 

uile, offering hym ſelfe to beare Jehocha⸗ 

nan companie + Schimeon bad them abe, 

0 ſaying, The Loꝛde of the ſanctuarie geue 

1 them into pour hands, and deale not with | 

| you at this tyme accoꝛdyng to pour woo?- 

kes. Then Jehochanan and Eleaſar iſſued 

with. xb. hundzed good men of warre, the 
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mench day ofthe moneth Tefeth 8 whiche December, 
was » tenth moneth that 7 it«s had beſie⸗ 
ged Jeruſalem) and ouerthꝛew ofthe Gen⸗ 
tiles of that hoaſt. 5. chouſande and fme 
hundzed menne, beſides thzee thoulande 
whom they tooke pꝛyſc ners: but of the 
Jewes were no moe ſlayne in that light 
then enely ſeuen, whole bodies with much 
reioycing and great triumph thep caryed 
wich them into the to une, buried chem 
there, leaſt peraduenture che bncircinnci⸗ 
ſed ſhoulde haue miſoydꝛed chem. The 
Gentiles that were left, wich great ſhame 
and diſhonour returned vnto Titus, wha 
repꝛehended them, becauſe they woulde 
not belecue the Romanes , The next 
day folowpng, the Jewes bought no 
the thiee thouſande nobles and 
men that thep had taken a wu , — 
plucked out of euery one of them an 
eye, and cutte of every man the tone 
Gande,after ſent them backe with ſhame 
and repzoche to 7itus campe. Then 
Titus conſulted with all his Jznces 
what were beſf to doo with the Jiſrae- 
lites: and when euery man had ſayde 
his mynde, he lyked neuer a mans coun⸗ 
Cc ui ſell,

ſel, but ſayde vnto them, TUel, J haue de- 
ulled this with mee elfe, which J wpl fo- 
lo we, and no man ſhal bꝛyng me from my 
purpoſe: we wyl keepe the ſiege without 
any aſſault oꝛ ſkyꝛmiſhe, foꝛ they? victuals 
fayled them long agoe, and ſo they ſhalbe 
kamiſhed. Belides this, when they ſhal ſee 
vs ceaſſe to fight with them, they wyll fall 
at variaunce amongſt them ſelues, and 
kyl one another. This counſel was thought 
good of all Titus Yꝛinces: where ne they 
beſieged the towne as Litus commanmn- 
ded, and cloſed vp al the waves of the citie 
rounde about en the Tewes ſhoulde as 
they had done before, come vpon them at 
vnwares , They appoynted mozeouer 
watche day and nyght, to take heede 
that no man ſhoulde comme out of the 
towne to geather hearbes foꝛ theyꝛ ſuſte⸗ 
naumce. Then encreaſed the hunger in 
Mierulalem, whiche yf it hadde not ben lo 
greeuous, the citie had neuer ben wonne: 
foꝛ the ſouldiours of the towne were 
lyghter then Eagles, and fearcer then 
Lions. There dyed therefoze of the fa- 

mine woonderkul many of the Jeroſolt- 

miles, ſo that the Tewes coulde not fynde 
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placc to burie them in, they were ſomany 
in euery place of the towne . Many caſt 
they2 dead folkes into they2 welles , and 
tumbled in them ſelues after, and dyed, 
alſo made them ſelues graues, and 
into chein alpue , where they taryed 
day and nyght, and dyed vnmourned foꝛ. 
For al mournyng and accuſtomed lamen- 
tation fo2 the dead was left of, becauſe of 
the vnmeaſurable famine, whiche was ſo 
great that it can not be told, and J can not 
rehearſe the thouſandth part of ÿ miſchiele 
that folowed ofthe hunger , 7 :t«s ſeeyng 
the innumerable carkales ofthe dead that 
were caſt into the bꝛooke Ridzon lyke 
doung, was woonderfully amaſed with 
feare, and ſtretched out His handes to⸗ 
warde heauen, ſaping, Loꝛde God of hea- 
uen and earth , whom the Ilraelites be⸗ 
leeue in, clenſe me from this ſynne, whiche 
ſurely J am not the cauſe o: foꝛ I requy- 
red peace ol them, but thep retuled it, and 
they them lelues are long of this mil⸗ 
chiefe , they haue ſynned agapnlt theyꝛ 
owne ſoules and lyues: J beſeeche thee 
recken it not to me koꝛ a ſynne, that the 
Jewes dye on this faſhion, 
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T tyat tyme, wycked per⸗ 
A [tienen — Amit- 
tai the Huieſd falſely, ſaying to Captayne 
Schimeon , Beholde, Amittai the hygh 
Mueſt, whiche dyd let thee into the citie, 
goech about to flee to the tentes of the Ro- 
manes,Theu haſt experience ot his great 
wit and wildome, howe he alſo knoweth al 
the ſecrete wayes vnto the towne, temple, 
and ſanctuarie:and who can tel whether he 
wyll bꝛyng the Romanes ſome nyght at 
mydnyght into the citie? Therefore Schi- 
meon ſent certapne to fetche Awittai and 
his foure ſonnes vnto hym. 

They that were ſent, bꝛought Amittai 
and but thꝛee of his ſormes , fo2 one was 
fledde to the Romanes , and came to 
Ioſeph . When Amittai with the other 
were come to Schimeons pꝛeſence, he be: 
ſought hym he might not lyuc, but to be 
put to death by and by, leſt (ſayth he) J 
ſhoulde lyue to ſee che death of my chyl⸗ 
dꝛen. But Schimeon was hard harted, 
and woulde not be entreated: foꝛ it was 


Gods wpll that Amittai ſhoulde be pu⸗ 


nyſhed, becauſe he was the bꝛynger ok 
Se himeon into Jeruſalem: and * 
ell 
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fell he into his handes, which fo2 good, re⸗ 
warded him with eupll , Schimeon com- 
maumded a ſoꝛt of murderers to place - 
mitt ai bppon the walles in the light of the 
Nomanes, and ſaid vnto hym, Se eſt thou 
Amittai? why doo not the Romanes deli⸗ 
ter and reſcue thee out of my handes, thee 
J ſap, whiche wouldeſt haue fledde away 
vnto them ? Amittai aunſweared nochyng 
to this, but ſtyll beſought him that befoze 
his death he might kille his ſonnes, and 
bvd them farewell: but Schimeon viterly 
denyed him. Wherefoze Amittai weapt 
aloude, ſapeing to his ſunnes, J bꝛought 
Oeare childꝛen) J bꝛought this theele in⸗ 
to this cowne , wheretoꝛe J am counted 
nowe foꝛ a theefe mee lelfe, All this mil⸗ 
chiefe whiche is come vppon me and 
pou, it is mpne owne dooing, becauſe J 
bꝛought this ſeditious villayne into 
this holie Citie. I thought then, perad⸗ 
uenture he wyll be a helpe to the towne: 
but it is nowe pzooued contrary, foꝛ he 
hach benne a moſt cruell enimie of the 
ſame, It was not venough fo2 vs to keepe 
one ſeditiouns performe „ Tehochanan J 
meane , whiche tooke vnta him Eleaſar 
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the firſt beginner of edition: but J mulk 
bing in allo thts wicked Shimeon, whiche 
is ioyned $0 our foes to deſtroy vs. In 
deede J neuer bzought him in fo2 any loue 
bare vnto him, but all the pꝛieſtes and 
the whole multitude of the people ſent me 
to fetche him: notwithſtandyng „J am 
woꝛthy of this iuſt iudgement of God, be⸗ 
cauſe I toke ypon me luch an ambaſſage 
hat ſhouine I ſpeake of thee thou molt 
wicked $chimeon ? fox whyther ſo euer 
thou turneſt thee, thou bꝛingeſt al thinges 
out of frame. In deede thou dealeſt iuſtly 
with me, becauſe J haue ſinned vnto 
God, to his people, and his citie, in that 
J haue bzought thee in, to be a plague 
to it, wherefoze J am wooꝛchy to be ſto⸗ 
ned. Motwichſtandyng, it had benne thy 
part, thou wicked murderer , to deliuer 
me and niy ſonnes from the handes of 

the other ſeditious, foꝛ J haue wought 
them /difpleaſicre , but to thee haue J 
donne good. Yowbert, our God wyll not 
alter noꝛ change his iudgementes, which 
is, that IJ ſhoulde fall into the lwooꝛde of 
thy hande, to2 that J made thee to enter 
into this citie, wherein J offended God 
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greeuouſly, Ikeuer J had purpoſe to flee 
vnto the Romanes , coulde J not haue 
done it before J bought in thee ? foꝛ at 
that tyme bareſt thou no rule ouer vs. And 
beloꝛe we called in thee, Jehochanan with 
his ſedition was an offence vnto this citie. 
Mhereloꝛe we perſwaded al the auncient 
of the towne, chat thou ſhouldeſt be an aide 
vnto vs, to dztue out our foes : but thou in 
whom we put our truſt , art become our 
enimie : yea, thou haſt benne wooꝛſe then 
they, fo2 the other put men to death pꝛi⸗ 
uilie, thou dooeſt it openly , Tho is he 
that hath ſtrengchned the power of the 
Romanes ? Art not thou he whiche halt 
kylled the ſouldiours of God in the mid⸗ 
deſt of this citie Dieruſalem ? foꝛ fewe 
haue ben ſlaine without, 7 it#s would haue 
made peace with vs, taking pitie vpon vs: 
but that ſame dyddeſt chou let and hinder, 
tuery day mouyng newe warres, and ſtir⸗ 
ring newe batayles. J itus gaue charge to 
bis ſouldiours to laye no handes vppon 
che temple: but thou haſt polluted and 
deltled the temple of the Loꝛde, ſheddyng 
blood without meaſure in the myddes 
thereof, Titus went backe from vs vppon 
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che holy day ofthe Loꝛd, and ceaſſed from 
lighting, ſayeing, Goe and obſerue 
holy leaſtes in peace: but chou w- 
edſt the feaſf ol the Loꝛd, and laſhedſt out 
che contumtall fyꝛe with innocent blood. 
All theſe euyls whiche thou half commit⸗ 
ted thou murderer, are imputed vnto me, 
becauſe J bought thee into the towne , 
Nowe therefoze this vengeaunce is ap- 
poynted to myne age ofthe Lozde God, 
and by thy handes ſhal I goe to my graue 
with ſoꝛowe, becauſe J = my fogliſhneſle 
was a doer in this miſchiefe ÿ is wꝛought 


by chee. Albeit nowe thou wicked Schi⸗ 


meon, in this that thou killeſt me ere that 
myne eyes may ſee the burnyng ol the 
temple, it plealech me very well: but what 
needeth thee thou murderer , to put my 
ſonnes to death befoze my face? why doelt 
thou not ſpare mpne age? ¶Moulde God 
thatlyke as J ſhall not ſee the burnyng of 
the temple , ſo alſo I myght not lee the 
blood of my childꝛen ſhed befoze my face. 
But what ſhall J doo when God hath 
deliuered me into the handes of a molt 
ents of IDieruſalem,abhorred Tebochanan, 

becauſe 
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becauſe he murdered olde men without all 

reuerence,buthe llue no pormg men: thou 

deſtroyeſt olde and young, great and ſinal, 
without any pitie oꝛ mercie. Iehoc hanan fn e alf aye met i 
mourned fo2 the dead, and buryed them al⸗ fade f 4 
ſo: thou playeſt vpon inſtrumentes at their 
burialles, ſingeſt to the Lute, and ſoundeſt 
the trumpet, Then ſpake he to Schimeons 

*ſeruaunt, who was redye wich a ſwoowde 
in his hande, and an axe, to kyll him, and 
to cut of his head, ſayeing, Goe tonowe , 
and execute Schimeon thy maiſters com- 
maundement: behead ſonnes inſight of 

their kather, and let me heare the voyce 
ofcrueltie in my ſonnes, whiche notwith- 
ſtandyng J foꝛgeue thee , Fo2 as J ſhall 
ſee and heare that agaynſt mp wyll: (> 
J dare ſaye thou killeſt chem not wyl- 
lyngly. Wloulde God that Schimeon 
woulde ſuffer me to kyſſe mp ſoimes, 
and whples Jam alpue to embzace them 
02 they dye. But thou gentle miniſter , 
in one thing ſhewe thy pitie towardes 
me, that when chau haſt put my ſonnes 
and me to execution, ſeparate not our 
bodycs „ neyther laye in ſunder chep2 


cozſes from myne: but ſo, chat my body 
may 
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8 bppermoſt and couer theirs, to 
fe defende them from the foules ol che ave, 


leſt they deuoure my ſonnes bodyes, fo? 
it may foꝛtune they may be buried. J be- 
ſeech thee allo, that my mouth and tongue 


when J am dead, may touche my ſannes 


faces, that ſo JI may both emb)ace and 


kyſſe them. But _ doo J delay o2 lyn⸗ 
ger any longer , ſeeing the eninue denyes \ 


me this, to kille — whyles we are yet 
alyue? See thou therefoꝛe that our bodpes 
be not ſeuered: and pf Simeon wyll not 
permit this, that our bodyes map be ioy⸗ 
ned in this woꝛlde, yet can he not let our 
ſoules to be iopned. Foꝛ after J ſhalbe 
once dead, J doubt not but J all ſee the 
light of p Loꝛde. His ſonnes hearing their 
fathers wowes, began to weepe very ſoꝛe 
with their father, who ſapde vnto them, A- 
las my ſornes why weepe pe? what auay⸗ 
lech teares? why doo ye not rather goe be- 
foze me, and J wyll folowe as J may: fox 
what ſhould J doo nowe,ſeeing God hath 
geuen me into the handes ofa moſt cruefl 
tyꝛaunt, whoſparcth neyther mpne age, 
no2 your youth * But J truſt we ſhall 
liue togeacher in che lyght of the _ 
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And although J can not be ſuffered nowe 
to ſee you yenough, yet when we ſhal come 
thyther, we ſhalbe ſatillied with beholding 
one another. Goe ye therefo2e my deare 
ſomes, and pꝛepare vs a place, O that J 
myght goe betoꝛe you, the Low knoweth 
J would doo it gladly, But pe my ſonnes, 
marueyle neuer at this that is chaumced 
vnto vs, fo2 it is no newe thyng. The like 
happened befoze this in the tyme of the 
Chaſmonanites, when as Antiochus by his 
wyckedneſle, put to death the ſeuen bꝛe⸗ 
thꝛen, voung men, in the light of thep2 mo- 
cher, whiche was a ryghtedus and a godly 
woman, who chaunced to finde this mercie 
at the Loꝛdes handes, chat ſhe might kyſſe 
her ſonnes and embzace them, as they alſo 
kyſt one another befoze they dyed. All 
they were put to death by the crueltie 
of the vncircumciſed kyng of che Mace⸗ 
donians: pet obtepned they that, whiche 
is denyed at this day to vs that are put 
to death by Schimeon , who hath the 
name of an Jſraelite , who beareth alſo 
the couenaunt of our father Abzaham 
in his fleſhe. And worde God it myght 
foztune vs to lyue in theyꝛ Inne 0? * 
0 
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al reſt,whiche al be it it wpl not be grantt- 
ted, pet we ſhalbe they? neighbours, ſeeing 
chat we alſo dye foꝛ the lawe of the Lozde, 
Therefoze be of good comtoꝛt mp ſonnes, 
and lament not foꝛ my ſake, Foz I iudge 
this mp milerie caſter , and not ſo great as 
the calamitie of Zidkiabz, whole ſonnes 
were kyꝛſt kylled, then his eyes put out by 
the kyng of Chaldea, and he lyued many 
peeres after: we are ſo muche the moze 
happier in my mpnde,becauſe we ſhal dye 
togcather. Then layde Amittai to Schi- 
meons ſceruaumt whiche ſhoulde kyl hym, 
Make ſpede, J pꝛay thee, ano kyl me firſt 
befoꝛe my chyldꝛen dye, then after kyll 
them allo, chat we may dye togeather: foꝛ 
ſoit is moꝛe expedient fo2 vs, then to ſee 
the temple of the Lode turned into a but- 
cherie o2 ſlaughter houſe to ſlay men in. 
After cried he vnto God, ſaying, J beſeche 
thee O Loꝛd God molt hygh,which dwel- 
leſt in the hygheſt, iudge this Schimeon ac: 
coꝛdyng to his wozkes , rewarde hym ac- 
co2dpng to his deſeruynges. Fo2 thou art 
the God almightie e dꝛeadful, let not this 
theefe dye therefozeamongſt the people of 
thp paſture: but that his death Feuer 
eu 
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ſeuered from the death of other menne, let 
him dye ahozrible and a ſodayne my 
hym haue no tyme to conteſſe his ſinnes, 
and to returne hym lelfe to thee, that thou 
mapelt receyue hym(ko2 thou art wont to 
retepue chem whiche turne to thee by re⸗ 
pentaunce) foꝛ he is not woꝛthie of repen⸗ 
taunce, whiche hath ſpopied and waſted 
many goodly thynges in thy Temple, be- 
ſides that, hath murdered moſt holy men 
inthe ſame, To the intent therefoze that 
thy iudgementes may be declared in him, 
J beleche thee make hym to be taken cap⸗ 

tiue of his enimies, togeather with his 
wile, childꝛen, and familie,and al that euer 
loue hym. Neyther geue vnto his ſoule 
any part with the people of God , no2 let 
his poꝛtion be with the uſt menne in thy 
ſanctuarie, fo2 he is vnwoꝛthie of them, 
becauſe he hath not only ſynned him ſelfe, 
but hath cauſed Jſrael ta ſpnne , There« 
fore let his iudgement and ſentence goe 
foozth from thy ſyght, that he may lee his 
wyfe,chyldzen, and his whole houſe ledde 
into captiuitie # bondage befoze his face, 
Aiterwarde let hym dye a ſtrange 2 
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ſuch as neuer man heard of let him be kyl⸗ 
led of moſt cruel men, whiche when they 
haue ſmitten hym, may after quarter hym 
alſo whyles he is yet alyue , and that he 
may ſee his goe into bondage. Let him al⸗ 
ſo be a curſe befoze all that hal ſee hym, 
Moꝛeouer, let him perceyue that my won 


des and deſtenie is better then his, when 


as J goe vnto thee , in that great lyght. 
whiche he ſhalbe depꝛiued of, After theſe 
woꝛdes, Amittai ſayde to the ſeruant who 
was appoynted to kyl hym: J beſeeche 
thee, let me fynde ſo muche fauour at thy 
handes , that when thou halt llayne my 
ſannes, thou wouldeſt kyll me with che 
ſameſwoowe,whyle it is yet wet with the 
blood of my ſonnes, that our blood may be 
myngled, and this may be a recreation to 
my ſoule. Kyl me alſo in the fight of the 
Romanes, that they may auenge me and 
my ſonnes vpon this moſt cruel Schimeon, 
5 ſhalbe witneſſes agaynſt hym, that { 
was not they? freende. But woulde God 
my matters were all in that ſtate as 
they were beloꝛe , fo2 then ſhoulde they 
percepue me to be an enemie of 506%. 


meons, and a freende of theyꝛs. Woulde 
| God 
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Bod J had with landed Schimeon at the 
firit fo earneſtly, as I made warre vppon 
che — I might haue auoyded 
his crucitte froin the people of GD D. 
Alen he hadde layde all theſe thinges, he 

payed bel ne God almightie, ſayeing, O 
God whiche dwellef in che higheſt, thou 
onely art maſt mightie and fearefull, open 
nowe che eyes of chy iudgementes, conſp⸗ 
der and iundge betwirt me and ſeditious 
Schimeon, whole malice ts becommen vn⸗ 
meaſcrable vpon the people of God, that 
he whiche Geadeth the blood of them that 
feare thee in the middelt ofthe temple , 
may be rebuked of thee with thy rebu⸗ 
kinges, accoꝛding to his wooꝛkes make 
ſpeedie vengeaunce, and pꝛolong not, and 
that foꝛ che deathesſake of thy ſaintes, for 
thy iudgementes are the iudgementes of 
trueth, Then Schimeon crane commaunde⸗ 
ment to foure cutchꝛotes of his, that tinee 
of chem ſhoulde kill I mitt ais tee ſonnes 
befoze their fathers face, and the fourth 
ſhoulde kyll Amittai him ſelfe, and ſo the 
blood of the ſonnes was mixt with the 
blood of they? father. Afterwarde Schi 
"meons ſeruaunt tooke the body of Anit- 
Do t tai, 
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hai, and layde itvpyon the bodyes of his 
ſomnes.as his deſyꝛe was, then tumbled 

them ouer the walles : Ifter that, com 
2 "9 PN maunded Schimeon that Chanane hu the hie 
mielt ſhoulde be put to death, whoſe body 
was caſt vnto the bodyes of Amittai and 
his ſonnes , Ariſtius alſo the Scribe, one 
of the noble men of Hieruſalem, was kyl⸗ 
led at the ſame time, and tenne moe tſk 
men of his kinred and houſe, becauſe they 
mourned foꝛ the death of Ariſtius. It for- 
uamed whyle Shimeon was a kyllyng of 
thoſe tenne , certapne ſub ſtanciall riche 
men paſſed by, and were woonderfully as 
maſed,whenthep ſawe the thing, ſayeing 
one to another , Howe long wyll God ſuf⸗ 
fer the malice of Shimeon , and wyll not 
ſcarche out the blood of iuſt men, noꝛ re- 
uenge them? Certapne ſed tious perſons 
hearing this, tolde it vnto Schimeon, who 
commaunded them to be appzehended, 
and murdered the ſame day. After this, 
there paſſed bp aleuen ofthe noble men ol 
Dteruſalem , whiche ſeeing two e fourtie 
imocentes tobe put to death by Schimeon, 
they lift vp cheir eyes to the heauens, 
and layde , O Lowe GOD of J — 
ows 
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howe long wylt thou holde thy hande, and 
keepe in chyne anger again d chele tranſs 
greſſours of tv wyll? whiche wen Schi- 
meon hearde of, he canun vuded them to 
be appꝛehended, and kyled them with 
his otone handes. Zlc«ſar tue ſanme of 4- 
nani the pꝛieſt ſceing the malice and wic⸗ 
kedneſſe of Schimeon to be great, chat he 
made awap the ut and godly mon or che 
citie, and chat there was na hope iet: he 
tooke the towꝛe ol Hie ruſalem, remapned 
in it, and kept it with his. Ie hudas allo a 
captayne ouer a thauſande men, whiche 
kept a turret that Schimeon hadde jm 2 


put iuſt and godly men in, gate him vp 
vppon che toppe ofthe walles, and cryed 
to the Romanes, pf peraduenture they 
woulde deliuer him, and the reit that were 

at teruſalem.TUherefoze he went about 

to cſcape with his thoulande men chat he 

hadde with him , and came towarde the 
Romanes . But the Romanes truſted 
them not, thinking he had ſpoken this fox 
decetpt: wherefoze thep came not to helpe 
him, Schimeon bppon this killed Jehu- 
das , and the thoulande men whiche he 
* with him, and commaunded thepz 
Dd it bodyes 


The warres of 


bodyes to be tumbled ouer the wales in 
the ſight of the Romanes. Then Schi- 
meon cryed to the pinces and captaynes 
ol the Romanes , ſapeing, Loe, thele are 
Iehudas company, theſe would haue come 
foo2th vnto you, take their carkaſes to vou, 
and ret:ine them agayne pf pou can, oꝛ els 
deliuer the reſt whiche pet liue out of our 
handeg. 


Orion the peſt, father of Toſeph the 

pꝛieſt, whiche wiote thts bocke to the 
Iſraelites, was at that tyme in bondes 
and p2iſon in a certapne turret, a man of 
great age, vpon a hundꝛed and thirtie, and 
no man coulde come to him, noꝛ fro him, 
Toſeph therefore went to the turret where 
his facher was kept, to vnderſtande howe 
he dyd. He behelde alſo the unret a farre 
ol, ykhe might eſpie his father, and com 
foꝛt him. And as he paſſed by, looking vp 
to the turret, che ſeditious hurled a ſtone at 
him, whiche hit him on the head, that it 
ouerthewe him, The ſeditious ſeeing [0- 
ſeßh caſt ont ofhts ws ranger 
goe downe vnto him: but when Titus had 
knowledge thereof , be ſent a — 
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ſtrength to helpe him vp agayne, and to 
defende him, that his enimies dyd him no 
mong. The ſeditious going about to take 
Toſeph , ſounded a Trumpet very loude, 
whiche when 1oſephes mother that was 
kept in Schimeons houſe heard, beyng now 
bery olde.85. yceres, aſaed what was the 
cauſe of that hurlye burlye. They told her, 
that the ſeditious iſſued out at that ſhoute 
agapnlt 7oſeph to take him. When ſhe 
hearde that, by and by ſhe ranne out of 
the houſe that ſhe was kept in, awd climed 
bp the walles,as luſtily as though ſhe had 
benne a young girle of faurtiene peeres 
olde,tare her heare, c cryed out, weeping 
and layeing before all them that were pꝛe⸗ 
ſent: Js my hope then come to this ? 
coulde J euer haue looked that J ſhoulde 
haue ouerlyued my ſonne , and chat J 
ſhoulde not be ſuffered to ſee him, and to 
bury him ? J had truſted he ſhould haue 
buried me, and that he ſhoulde haue bene 
a helpe to me in myne age, and when 
my whole familie by the leditious was 
almoſt made away and extinguiched: 
yet J ſayde, this ſhall comfoꝛt me. Nawe 
a what ſhall J doo, when J haue 
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none lekt to comfort me ot᷑ all my childꝛen 
that J bare, foꝛ betweene the ſed:tious and 
the gentiles our enimies, they haue ſlaine 
eyghtiene ſannes that J hadde, and what 
Hall J doo nowe from hencefoo2th , but 
couet death ? fa I deffre not to lite nowe 
any longer. And howe ſhoulde J receyne 


avy conſolation, when J fee mp fo:me 


dead, and can nat burie him! Low that 
I mprht dye by and by, fo2 J can nat live 
longer, ſince myſonne ſo/eph is dead, 
She went vp pet further vpon the wales, 
tyll ſhe came to the turret where her hul⸗ 
bande was in pꝛilon, and ſtretcht out her 
handes towarde heauen, cryeing with a 
loud vopce : O mp ſonne Joſeyh, my ſonne 
where art thou * come and ſpeake vnto 
me, and comko2t me. The leditious hea- 
ring her, laught her to ſcoꝛne: but the 
Roman?s when they hearde her, and 
knewe of 7o/ep4 tat it was his mother, 
they weapt and lamented her caſe, and 
many of the Jewes alſo that were in 
Pieruſalem: but they were faine to re⸗ 
frapne it, leſt they orve be perteyued 
of Schnucous cxitell cutchꝛotes. Then 
To/ephes mother ſapde to the leditious 
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that were by her vppon the wallez,*Zthy 
doo ye not kyll me alſo, which bare Lo, = 
mp ſonne, t nurſt him with theſe heates? 
Ye enimies ok the Loꝛde haue murdered 
him wich other tut and righteous men, 
why kyll ye not me alſo? God be indge 
betwirt me and von, that haue kyl ed my 
ſonne gylde lle. The ſeditious anſweared 
her , Canſt thau not yt thau lyſt, tunble 
downe ouer the wall and dye? we wyll 
geue thee good leaue , Chen thou haſt 
done x} gp. — ſhall take thee by, 
and burie chce honoirabip, becauſe chat 
thou art Ioſe/ hes mother , who is their 
freende. She anſweared, Howe ſhould F 
dos this euyll vnto mee ſelfe, co kyll mee 
ſelfe, and conſtrayne my ſoule o go Forth 
ol my body,befoze that God doo call it pf 
J ſhottde doo ſo, J Ho!d haue na hope 
lekte in the woꝛlde to came, loꝛ no body 
wyll burie them whom they perceyue ta 
haue killed them ſelues . Theſe and ſuche 
Ipke, whyle the reaſoned wyſely, the le⸗ 
ditions hearde, and mockev her. UI ;ere- 
foe the weapt the moꝛe aboundam ly, 
ſo that the Rom mes and other god'p 
men hearyng her wyledome, cou de not 
Dd ui ablapne 
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abſtayne from weeping , Jo ſeyh when be 
hearde his mother ſpeake , ye gate on ar- 
mour, aud appꝛoched to the wall, accom: 
anyed with moſt valiaunt Romanes, to 
— — arruwes of h Jewes, 
and ſpake to his mother , Feare not mp 
deare mother, na take no thought foꝛ me, 
foꝛ I haue eſcaped the handes ofthe ſedi⸗ 
tious , God hat not ſultered me to come 
into their handes . Wherefoze J haue 
hearde the woꝛdes ofthoſe wicked coun- 
{ellours,that aduilcd thee to kyli chee ſelfe, 
and thpue aunſweare agapne to. them, 
whiche befoze thou gaueſt them J knewe 
thou wouldeſt aunſweare , God fozbyd J 
ſap,God foꝛbyd that Joſeyhes mother, and 
the wyke of Gorion 8 conlent to the 
coumſell ofthe wicked. Wherefme (my 
deare mother ) be content , and beare the 
poke of the ſeditious yaciend „and hum⸗ 
ble thee ſelle betoze them. Neuer ſtriue a- 
gunſi the miſerics and calamities of this 
tyme , Whiche thou canſt not alter nor re- 
inedie. F02 they ſhall periſhe, but we ſhall 

ſtande and continue. 
There 
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7 Here were certayne men of Hieruſa⸗ 
lem at that tyme that came to the 
gates, ouercame the warde, and gate out 
with their wpues and childꝛen, and ſo ef 
caped to the Romanes , becaule they 
coulde no longer abide the famine and the 
iniquitic of the ſeditious. They were faith- 
full citeʒ ns ⁊ of great aucthozitie, whom 
when Joy eyh hearde ol, be bꝛought topaſle 
that Titus ſpared tem, and recepued them 
to mercie. Foz 7o/epb bare wicnelle and 
repoꝛted fo2 them that they were noble 
men of Hieruſalem, Wherefoze the Ras 
manes recepued them, and gaue them 
foode & ſuſtenaunce, but certayne of chem 
coulde not bꝛooke no? take it , becauſe of 
their great hunger wherewith they hadde 
ben long pined, and when the meate del⸗ 
ſended downe into their bellyes, chey 
dyed ſtrayght. Thepz litle childꝛen 
alſo when they ſawe bꝛead , they fell 
vypon it, and recevued it in deede with 
their teethe, but they were not able to 
chewe it, and dyed holdyng the bꝛeade 
betwixt their teethe , Titus ſeeyng them 
dye when they taſted of meate, had rueth 
and compaſtton vppon them, and was 
Dd b very 
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dery ſo2y,ſapeing vnto Joh, What ſhal 
Ji doo foꝛ thp people, whiche aſſoone as 
they beginne to eate, dye ſtratghtway! 70- 
\ _feph anfweared, Py Lode, J remember 
A —” J hate ſcene this experience, that they 
ſt fend whiche faſt long, and alcer worilde take 
meate , fyꝛſt they diinke a litle ſodden 
milke,o2 els eate of a certaine cone called 
Simel, ſodden in milke , wherewith they 


meate: ſpecially ſuche a5 walked though 
wylderneſles, whoſe bowe les were long 
emptie , when they came to places in⸗ 


wont to ble this meancs . Therefore 
Titus commatimded his men to doo as 
Tofeph bad them, whereby many of the 
Tewes recouered, and many dyed of 
the flixre . Theſe 'Tewes ; whithe were 
eſcaped thts out of Mieruſalem to the 
campes of the Romanes, hadde ſwaſs- 
wed vp kyꝛſt their golde, ſduer, and pꝛe⸗ 
trons ſtones, to hyde them leſt they ſhould 


be founde of the ſeditious. 
og ele cwnd, They therefoze whiche recouered and 
2 ſed booked nieate , when they weulde la⸗ 


tikic nature they went alone ont of 
che 


ſtrengthen their bowelles beloꝛe they take 


habited and founde meate, they were 
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the camp? , and after ſought their golde 
and {fuer and pꝛecious ſtones, which were 
dilgeſted in their excrementes, and ſo dyd 
they euery day. At length certayne Ara - 
mites and Arabians elpying the Jewes to 
vie this faihion, told it amongeſt their fel⸗ 
lowes one to another, and made a conſpi⸗ 
racie to lap? wayte fo the Jewes, and 
om ſa euer that they gate, they rypt 
their be lies, to finde the golde and other 
iewelles whiche che Jewes had hyd there. 
And by chis meanes che Aramites and A- 
rabians hadde murdered two thouſande 
Tewes , But when Titus hearde of this, 
he was woonderfull woth and com⸗ 
maunded them to be appꝛehended that 
had dome this wicked deede, and to be 
put to deach, whole goodes were geuen 

to the Jewes that remayned aliue. 
They that were put to death foꝛ this 
facte, were two thouſande Aramites aud 
Arabians together. Akter this „ Titus 
eſpying his princes and captaynes to 
haue decked their armour with golde 
and {hier , ſome of thein alſo to weare 
golden icenters, and ſome or finer, with 
other o:n3nentes. vppon their 1 5 
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be called them togeather , 22 
them, Lay away this geare, theſe thinges 
are they chat pꝛouoked the Aramites and 
Arabians to woozke this wickedneſſe a- 
gaynſt theſe pooze and miſerable Jewes 
whiche fledde foozth vnto vs, that they 
mpxht liue vnder our pꝛotection. The cap⸗ 

tapynes therefoze and pꝛinces of the Ro- 
manes,hearpng the commaundement of 
Titus, were obedient , and ſtraight lapde 
away from them thoſe oznamentes of gold 
and ſiluer. Titus alſo gaue commaun 
dement, that the reſt of che Arabians 
and the Aramites ſhoulde be baniſhed 
the campe , and that no man hereafter 
ſhoulde commit any ſuche heynous deede 
agaynſt the Jewes. Notwithſtandyng, 
when as any Aramite oꝝ Arabian coulde 
geat any Jewe farre out of the campe 
that no man ſeeit , he kylled hym. Df 
the Romanes in the campe, no man ep⸗ 
ther dyd oꝛ ſayde any euyll to the Jewes, 
ſane certayne vngodly rufftans, whiche 
had learned at the Aramites and Arabi- 
aus thole eupll and wicked pꝛanckes: 
fo2 they aifo when they chaunced to 
mecte wich any Jewe out ofthe campe ,

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ylthere were no man bye, they killed him, 
and tooke away his golde and fuer that 
lay hidde in his bowels, Then this came 
to7itus tate, he commaunded to make 
proclam-tion in this wyſe, | 
Ahoſoeuer he be that hath ſeene, heard, 
o2 knowen any ching of this hoprible 
deede , whiche is committed of certayne 
Romanes vpon the Jedes, oꝛ whoſoeuer 
hath done any ſuche thing hun ſelfe , let 
hum come and make relation to Titus, 
whiche yt he doo, the matter ſhalbe foꝛge⸗ 
uen him, yt not, he (hall beare the burden 
of his owne wickedneſſe, and ſtande at his 
perill, pf any thyng be p2ooued by him 
hereafter , Therefo2e certapne Romanes 
whiche knewe with them ſelues that they 
had committed the deede, # being afrayd 
of Tits , reaſoned with them ſelues 
thus: Ik we doo not confeſſe vnto hym 
che trueth, he wyll by his wyſedome 
ſearche out theſe offendours , and pu⸗ 
niche them by death. Therefoze tru 
ſtyng vnto Titus woowdes of the pꝛo⸗ 
clamation , they came all, wholdeuer 
hadde epther donne it him ſelfe, oꝛ know⸗ 
en other to doo it, and declared it vnta 
Titus, 
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Titus, ſapeing, This haue J donne, this 
haue J knowen, chis was J acceſſarie vn⸗ 
to, and haue not hitherto made thee pꝛiuie 
therevnto, There were of them in mum⸗ 
ber thzee hundꝛed and twentie menne that 
made this conteſſion, all thoſe Titus com- 
maunded to be caſt into hotte Ouens, and 
to be burned, This done, che Jewes were 
more ſafe euer after inþ Romanes campe 
without all teopardie , no man hurting 
them eyther in wooꝛde 02 deede , Yea, pf 
any Romane foinide a Jewe abꝛode wan⸗ 
dering, he conducted him gently c peacea- 
blp into the campe, There was a certapne 
Scribe of Hieruſalem at that tyme , a 
faythfull man, whoſename was Aena 
chen, ſume of Serul the Scribe, whoſe 
aunceſtours hadde ſerued E/ dras the 
Dcribe , of wooꝛchy memoꝛie, in Baby- 
lon: he being a keeper ofthe leaſt gate 
whiche was in Hteruſalem , vppon that 
fide towarde the b2ooke KXidron , noted 
che munber of the dead that were carped 
foozth to buriyng by that gate, and 
founde they came to. 115. M. 8. C. c. &. per 
ſons, whiche were all of the nobles and 
gentlemen, oz at the leaſt of che ſub- 

ſtancialleſt 
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ſtancialleſt of the Jewes . Titus on & 
time ( oſeph being pꝛeſent) alked the que⸗ 
ſtion of choſe pꝛinces of the Tewes whiche 
were fledde vato him, ſapeing, J charge 
pou vpon pour {idclitte, to ſhewe me howe 
many Jebwes be dead in the towne , {ence 
the time J beſieged it to this day. They 
gaue him the munber therto e, cuery man 
as farre as they knewe, of ti e dead which 
were caryed faoi th at all the Cates to be 


buried: and the F11:me came to ſeuen hun⸗ Y wr; 
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fine, beſides ti em that euery where laye 
dead in che beules and ſtreetes: belides 
chem allo that were ſlayne in the tem⸗ 
ple, and they that laye here and there 
buburied , Ahiche when Titus learde, 
he marueyled greatly, and (aide , It is 
well knowen to the Lowe God of hea⸗ 
uen, chat J am not the cauſe of thele e⸗ 
uplles , Fo2 J deſyꝛed to be at peace 
with them ofter then once, but the ledi⸗ 
tious euermoze would nothing,but warre 


o  Thattyme the hunger begame ta 
ware very great in the toume as 


mongelt 


The warres of 
no the ſeditious , whiche neuer 
lackte befoze this , for they tooke it al- 

wayes from other men by foꝛce, tyll nowe 
at the length they were diſtreſſed with 
hunger them ſelues: ſo that after chey had 
eaten vp all their hozſez,they eat alſo their 
doung, and the leather of the charettes: 
nepther was there left any greene 
bowes of the trees, noꝛ any hearbes, that 
the ſeditious myght geat to ea e. For the 
Romaneshad hewed downe all the trees, 
and cut downe all the buſhes round about 
Pieruſalem by the ſpace of. 3. myles, fo 
that the whole fielde and territoꝛie of Vie⸗ 
ruſalem was ſpoyled, whiche heretofore 
was repleniſhed wich marueylous goodly 
, and mol? plealaunt paradyſes. 
After chat, the Romanes made vp an 
other iron Ramme , very terrible: this 
they bended agaynſt che walles, to ſee yr 
there were any ſouldiotis lefte in the 
towne ,ſo ſtone as they were m tymes 
paſt. then the captaynes of the ſediti⸗ 
ous ſawe that , they ilſued out with 
cheir companions agaynſt the Ro- 
manes, and ſite very many of them in 
that {ktrmikhe , Wherefore Titus ſayde 3 
It 
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- Tis not wpſdome to fight with them any 
moꝛe, but rather with the Ram to ſhake 
and batter the wall, fo2 they haue no moe 
but this wal left, and ſo we may bzyng in 
our whole hoaſt at once vppon them, and 
ſitbdue the ſeditious. This counſel of Ti- 
tus was lyked of al the Pꝛinces and peo 
ple. The Captaynes of the leditious mi⸗ 
ſtruſtyng no leſſe then the Romanes en: 
tended, that they woulde be occupied here 
after in battervng theyꝛ wall, beganne to 
_ butidea countermure wichin, ouer againſt 
the place where the Romanes wꝛought 
with theyꝛ Nam, which was in the playne 
by the tombe of Jochanan the hygh Pꝛielt, 
fo2 there was none other place beſides, 
that they might anpꝛoche vnto with theyꝛ 
Ram, and there the Romanes had made 
two bꝛeaches in the two other walles be⸗ 
ode. The ſeditious made this counter- 
mure, becauſe they were not able to burne 
che iron Ramme, as thep had done befoze, 
beyng nowe almoſt famiſhed and fo pined 
— thep coulde ſcare ſtande vpon 
they legges. Foꝛ yfthey had ben ſo luſtte 
as they were before, and alle to ſet a fyꝛe 
the engins, the Romaues had neuer ben 
Eet able 
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able to wynne the towne, but ſhould haue 
ben compelled to leaue the aſlault, as they 
were conſtrayned to gene ouer \{kumiſh- 
ing andfighting, Dn a certapne tyme, 
when the Romanes fledde, the ſeditious 
purſupng and kylling many of them, ſayd, 
the Romanes wil once be weerie, leaue of 
they? ſiege, andgoe theyꝛ wayes, that we 
may dwel at libertie , and turne to the 
Lowe our God, And when they returned 
at this tyme, o2 at any tyme pꝛoſperouſſy 
into the towne,thep oppꝛeſſed the people 
the moze cruelly, exactyng foode of them, 
and ſayeing, Gcue vs meate, yf pe wyll 
not, we wyl eate pour fleſhe, and pour 
lonnes , But the Romanes tocke cou- 
rage to them lelues , determined to 
light ſtoutly, and ſayde one to another, 
let vs ſticke to it harde , and be vali⸗ 
aunt in our ſightes, it ſhalbe ſhame fox 
vs to flee from thele feeble and hunger 
ſtarued Jewes , whiche are mote Ipke 
dead images, then lyuyng perſonnes, 
Therefoze they began moze earneſtly to 
let vpen the walles, and to make a bat- 
terie ſodayncly, they beat dewne a great 
part of that inner wall whiche the Jewes 
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had newiy erected, and gaue a great ſhont, 
ſaping, Pierulalem is wonne, we haue 
gotten the towne , But when they looked 
a litle further, they eſpied another coun⸗ 
termure rayſed ouer agaynſt the bꝛeache: 
here faꝛe the Tewes tnough the towne 
gaue allo a great ſhout, and founded theyꝛ 
trumpettes, reioycing that they had bupl⸗ 
ded another newe countermure fo2 chat 
whiche was battered downe, The lame 
was in Captaine [ehochanans warde. The 
Romanes ſeeyng the countermure, and 
hearyng the Jewes make luch triumphes 
in the towne, were much aſtomed, al thepz 
top was dalhed and turned into dumpes, 
ſo that they coulde not tell what thep 
ſhoulde da with that ſtubburne people of 
INeruſalem,whiche had done them ſuche 
damages. The Romanes ſet vpon the 
towne agayne another way, whom 
Titus wylled rather to remooue the en⸗ 
gin, and to bende it to the newe wall, 
whyles it was yet greene and vnletled, 
ſaving, Let vs batter it, and we ſhal ſee 
it fall by and by, and then ſhal we enter 
the towne , The Romane Captapnes 
folowed not Titus counſavle , but (ſcaled 
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the walles whiche they had battred. The 


Jewes defendyng they; countermure, 
fought with the Romanes within the 
bꝛeache, repulſed them from the wal and 
the «awne, and ſo haupng abated muche 
the ſtrength of the Romanes, returned to 
they} lodgynges. Thenſayveſome of the 
Romanes : we wyll neuer beſiege this 
towne any cry ater ſhal not be able 
to geat it whyles we lyue. And therefoze 
let vs b2eake vp and depart, befoze we be 
al deſtroyed with this ſiege: foꝛ except we 
doo ſo, we thal al be conſiuned therein. Z i- 
tus ſeeyng his ſouldicurs to make lo hard 
a matter ofthe wynning of the towne, cal⸗ 
led them al togeather, and ſayd vnto them, 
Tel me nowe ye Remane JPzinces, doo 
ye not knowe that all warres and other bu- 
5 meſſ wHhalſoeuer they be, are more harde, 
and requyre greater diligence in the end. then 
in the bezyming ? in whiche who ſo tra- 
nale, i they faynt in the ende, do they not 
labour in vayne? euen as pour labour 
ſhelbe in varne, pt ye gere euer the ſiege 
nowe , C onfider a Typ, when it hath 
cempalitd the whole fra , and is nowe 
redy to aryue at the ſhoze , beyng _ 

bled 
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ende, is not al theyꝛ labour laſt and ſpent 

in vayne Pulbandmen allo, yf they tyl 5 
their grounde, and then ſowe i: with ſeede: 217 
ſhal chey not looſe theyꝛ paynes , vnleſſe 1 
they wyl allo mowe it ? In lyke mancr, 

you haue foughten very long agayiT this 

citie, many Pzinces of vou and woozthie 

men haue ben ſlapne, and nowe you may 

ſee the ſtrongeſt walles of the towne are 

bꝛoken and made equal with the earth, the 

people your aduerſaries conſianed with 

hunger, peſtilence, and \ſwcozde : That 

ſhall it then auayle pou all that euer por 

haue done, yf you ſlacke your diligence, 

and wyl not finiſhe the wozke ofthe ſiege? 

Daue you not then employed your la- 

baur in vayne ? And wh, ſhoitde this 

newe wall ſo diſmape vou! yea, whp 

dao pe not pꝛepare pour ſelues to beate 
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downe this newe wall, whiche ts muche 
ſdlenderer then the other thꝛee that ye haue 
calf downe ? I ſo be it ye woulde deter⸗ 
mine ta leaue of the ſiege, had it not ben 
better fo2 vou to haue done it at che begin⸗ 
nyng, whples pour armie was yet whole? 
Nowe, when as vou are fewe, and your 
moſt valiatunt ſouldiours flayne, why doo 
ou not rather chooſe to dye then to lyue⸗ 
yd not vou once enter this towne, in the 
tyme of Nero Cæſar, to defend his name? 
Nowe therefore when / aſpasian my fa- 
ther raigneth, who is not onely of greater 
power then Nero, but allo moze gen⸗ 
tle cowarde pot then euer was Nero, 
pf you ſhoulde abate and ſlackt pour en- 
deuour and diligence, it ſhoulde be to 
votir great ſhame and repꝛocht hy 
ike ve th enſample of theſe Jewes 
baltauntneſſe , whom nowe already, 
(wos2de, peſtilence, and famine hath wa- 
ſted, ſo that they haue no hope left: nc- 
uerthelelſe they fight ſtyll, and neuer 
it ouer. Do you not {ee euery day, 
e ſomme of them iſſue out of the 


towne, and boldly alſayle pon, not with- 
W of they} lyues , inſomuche 
that 
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that ſametimes they dye fo2 it? TAhid 
thinges thep doo fox none other cauſe, then 
to geat them pꝛayſe e renowme faꝛ their 
great pꝛoweſſe. When as Litut had wel 
debated thele thinges , and ſuch like in the 
cares ot his ſouldiours, a certayne vali⸗ 
aumt man named Sabianus, ſaide vnto his 
felowes , Who ſo dare goe with me to al⸗ 
ſault theſe Jewes, let hum — to 
me, that we may fidfifl the commainwde- 
ment of Ce/ars ſonne aur Loꝛde and cap⸗ 
taynt. And fooꝛthwith he tooke his target, 
and his dꝛawenſwooꝛd inhis hande, made 
toward the towne with aleuen tal felowes 
folowpng him, whoſe valiauntneſſe and 
courage Litus woondꝛed at greatly , The 
Jewes kept cheir warde vpon that part of 
the wall, where the Vomanes hadde 
had a repulſe of late: ſo when they ſawe 
Sabianus awd his company dꝛawe faſt 
towarde them, they beganne lo allaple 
him with ſtones and arrowes „ but Sa- 
bianus ſettyng lyght at them, vrged che 
Jewes. Shoꝛtly one of the Jewes met 
with hym, and gaue him ſuche a blome 
that he felled him to the aro me : yet 


gate he vp agapne , and fougzt foꝛ all that 
Ec uit wounde 
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wounde manfully, as one that had rather 


leaue his lyfe, chen to fight, till another If: 
raelite came and ſlue him out right. Thee 
alſo of his felowes were killed fighling va⸗ 


liauntly in the place, the other eyght re⸗ 


turned to the campe, ſo ſoꝛe wotinded, that 


they dyed the next day euery one. Further, 
other Romanes ſeeing Sabianus acte, and 


ſtudying ta doo the like : the next night 
they tooke a coumſayle vpon a twentie of 


them , and agreed to aſlault the cowne , 
This their enterpꝛile when they vttered 
to the ſtandarde bearer of Titus, he and 
many other of the Romanes went with 
them, They all ſcalyng tageather, and 
clammeryng vp by the beaches, gate 
vp vppon the wall, ſounded a Trumpet, 
and gaue a great ſhoute. The Jewes 
beyng at ther reſt, as menne oppꝛeſt 
with hunger and weerineſſe, and hea⸗ 
ryng this larum and ſhoute of the Ro- 
manes, were amaled, not 
knowpng_ what the matter meant, 
02 howe they ſhoulde defende them 
ſelues , Titus alſo hearde the ſhoute: 
and when he hadde enquired the matter , 
mee ag men, and 
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vue towarde the beaches with them, Jn 
the meane ſeaſon the day was bzoken, and 
the Jewes ryſing from their ſleepe, eſpied 
Titus bppon the walles , and maruayled 
thereat greatly. The Romanes thereto2e 
geathering toward Titus, came very thick 
uno the towne, ſome by the bꝛeaches of 
the wall, and otherſome thꝛough the vault, 
whereby the Jewes were wont nowe and 
then to make irruptions, and to recouer 
them ſelues within the toume egayne. 
The Jewes let themſelues in pars: againſt 
the Romanes in the very entrie of the 
temple : vpon whom the H ramne 
with heir dzawen ſwoozdes , fo2 they 
hadde none other armour , no} the Jewes 
neyther, being ſo haſtyly taken at ſuche a 
ſoden . The battaple. waxed very harde 
and woonderfull vehement on both pars 
ties, the lyke was neuer ſeene in Iteru- 
ſalem, noꝛ hearde of in any tyme: foꝛ cue⸗ 
ty man claue harde to his next felowe, 
and no man coulde flee on no ſide. UAhere⸗ 
foe the battaples wart ſtrong, with cla⸗ 
mours and ſhoutes on both parties: 
nowe the topfull ſhoutes of-the vanqui⸗ 
hers, nowe the waylynges on the her 
e 
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ſide of them that were put to the woꝛſſe 


one another to fight, ſapeing, This is the 
day whiche we haue long looked fo2, The 
Tewes agapne tooke hart vnto them, ſay⸗ 
ing, It bootes not to flce hence, but foꝝ the 
gloꝛy ofthe Lozd and ok his temple, let vs 
dye mantully, as neceſſicie conſtrayneth 
bs: and ſo dooing, we ſhalbe counted foꝛ 
ſacrifices and offeringes. Which earneſt⸗ 
neſſe on both ſides , filled the entrie of the 
court ofthe Lom with blood, chat it ſtood 
like vnto a poole oꝛ a ponde. And that 
contimied from that moꝛmyng, vntyll 
day fore dayes. Then a certaine ſouldionr 
of Titus, whole name was Golinus, a bali 
aunt man as was any amongeſt all the 
company of Ruttiim, he ſeeing the Jewes 
to pꝛeuayle, and to haue the vpper hand of 
che Nomanes, whiche nowe had left of 
lighting and fledde, che Tewes purſuing 
chem: ina rage he ranne agaynſt chem, 
and met them at the newe wall that He⸗ 
rode builded, called Ant oc hia, dꝛoue them 
backe, and made chem take the entrie of 
the temple agayne, whereas preſſing in 
to che routes ofthe Jewes , he was ſoze 
| wolnded 
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wounded of a certayne Jewe. And when 
he perceyued him {elfe wounded, he would 
— — a fonein 
the pauement of the court ol che temple, 
and 2 downe, where he fought vet ſtyll, 
tyll a certayne Jewe killed him outright, 
He fought in deede very boldly and vali⸗ 
auntly, but vnwarelp : fo2 he conſydered 
nothis ground wherin he had todoo with 
the Jewes, Titut wayting foꝛ Golmus re 
turne , and hearyng him to be llayne, 
woulde haue gonme him ſelfe to reſerve the 
reſt ofhts whiche were with him: but his 
men woulde not ſuffer him, fearyng leſt 
he him elle Gould be flapne , The Jewes 
therefore gate the vpper hande that day, 
and ſiue woonderkull many Romanes in 
that battayle, ſpoylyng them allo (whiche 
were kyYed ) of cheir armour. Theſe 
were the names of the Jewes that made 
that ſkyꝛmiſhe. Of the company of cap- 

tayne I choc hanan, Flaſa, and I phtach: of 
Schimeont company „ Aalchiab, and 
laikeb a pzince of the Edomites: and 
Arſimon, and [ebudab, of the company ol 
Eleaſar the ſonne of Anani. Thele with 
their companpons made this flaugh- 
ter 
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ter of the Romanes in the entrannce of 
the temple, and dzoue them backe to the 
Antochia, where they kept them vp, that 
they coulde not geat out. Uhertoꝛe when 
Titus perteyued that the Antochia was in 
the Romanes way, and hindzed them: 
he cauſed it to be raced and pulleddowne 
to the grounde . Theſe thinges were done 
vppon the fifth day of Suan, the third mo- 
neth , vppon the euen of the ſolempne fe: 
ſfiuall day of weekes , whiche otherwyſe 
is called Pentecoit , and that was the. 14. 
monech from che beguming of 7 t«s ſiege 


FHoztly after, vppon the thirde dap of 

the keaſte of weekes, the Jewes as 
many as were at Hieruſalem, kept holy- 
day, and celebꝛated the feaſt . Titus ta: 
kyng with him Jo ſeyb the ſonne of Go- 
rion, went vnto the houſe ofthe Sanctu⸗ 
arie, where the ſeditious and ſouldionrs of 
che Jewes were geathered togeather, and 
called vnto Tehochanan and the reſt of 
' thecaptapnes of the ſeditious, to whom 
he ſpake by the meanes of !oſepb , bepng 
his enterpꝛeter, in this wyſe. That 
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hach this temple offended thee (thou ſediti⸗ 
ous lebochanan ? ) whp haſt thou bꝛought 
vponit this great euyl and nnſchiefe * Jf 
ſo be it chou truſt ſo muche to thy ſtrength; 
come fooꝛth to vs with thy men into the 
feeldes,and we ſhal fight with thee thy fyl. 
J's not this pour ſolempne feſtiual day? 
why then wyl pe fpght in that place where 1. 
pe ſhould offer pour ſacrifices * De pollute C. owe at = 
and defile the ſanctuarie ol your God e his Me & 5 e 
name, and we ſpare it, nowyng it is the 
houſe of God. And the onely cauſe why we 
make warre vpon you, is pour ſtubburne 
ſhifneckedneſſe , that vou wyl not ſub⸗ 
mitte pour ſelues to vs, whom GOD 
hath geuen the dominion vnto , whoſe 
wyll ve labour in vayne to diſappoynt. 
Eyther therefoꝛe. yl ye wyl fight nomoze, 
humble your ſelues vnder our ſubtecti- 
on, that ye may ſaue pour lyues : 02 els 
pf ye be determined ſtyll deſperately to ; 
fight with vs, then geat ye foorth from 
hence, and let vs goe into the feeldes, 
there to ſet our battayles in aray , Whp 
wyll ye defile pour ſanctuarie,and hynder 
the woozſhypping of vour God? Muche 
moze beſides this ſpake Tut, partly 

blamyng 
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blantpnc they? ſtubburneneſle in that they 
had defiled theyꝛ Temple, and pet ceaſſed 
not to p it moꝛe and moꝛe: partly 
with fapꝛe woozdes and gentleneſſe, ex 
hoꝛting them to peelde,admomſhing them 
not to reſiſt ſo mightie an arme, when as 
they coulde not do it without daunger of 
vtter deſtruction, Theſe and manp other 
thynges 75/ expeſſed in Hebque to the 
people, as Titus wylled hym , but che 
Jewes anſwearcd neuer a wocpde : fo Je- 
bochanan had geuena charge that no man 
ſhoulde ſpeake, Then Captayne /ebocha- 
nan anſweared Titus hym leife, ſaying, 
TUe can offer no kynde of ſacrifices moze 
acceptable ta God, then to vowe, ieoparde, 
and habandon our owne bodyes and blocd 
fo2 his names ſake , Ulheretoze we wyll 
dye free in this our towne, and wyll ne- 
uer conme in bondage to {erue you, 7 ith 
made hym anlweare by 1o/ep+, ſaying, 
This pour citie, J graunt is a holy ci- 
tie, and your temple is moſt holy, whiche 
no man doech denie. But pe haue gree- 
uoully ſinned, in that ye haue polluted 
the temple ol che Loe your EDD, by 
ſheddyng in it the innocent ach of 

intes

ſaintes ard pꝛiettes of GOD, with other 
moſt godly and holy men. By what reaſon 
tan ye then ſay chat you ſhalbe accepted 
fo2 ſacrifices and offerynges befoꝛe Gov? 
Vea, xather God abhoꝛreth and deteſtech 
you vtterlp, when as he requpzeth in his 
ſacrifices that they ſhoulde haue no def-qult 
1302 ſpot : biit pe are al to be ſpotted, ſo that 
no ſounde place is in you, Foꝛ tell me (A 
may vou) pk there be any moze abhomi⸗ 
nable ſpot in man chen ſynne, when as he 
tr the lawe of GOD as ye 
haue done. Neyther is there any wyle⸗ 
dome 02 intelligence in you, Foz wyſe 
men woulde wylely beare with the cala- 
mities of tymes, and knowe the courſes 
ol thynges. Howe then are pe {o fookpſhe 
to ſap that ye are an acceptable and well 
pleaſpnq ſacrifice vuto GOD , when as 
ye reliſte the wyll of G O O lo p2oudly? 
But thou I bo. hanan , and the reſt of 
the ſeditious captaynes that are with thee, 
tell me, art not thou a moꝛtall man, 
ſubiect vnto the greefes and verations ' 
of this Ipfe, and wozmes meate as we 
be? Shoulde he not diſpleaſe thee chat 
Goulde take „ 
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chyng p2epared to the honour of thee, and 
'wouldeſk thou take it in good part, and 
holde hym ercuſed that ſhoulde ſo doo vn- 
ro thee * Why then haſt thou taken away 
the ſacrifices of thy God out of his tem 
ple, and haſt ſtuffed it with innumerable 
dead bodyes! who can ſee o2 heare this. 
and abſteyne from weepyng, when he ſhal 
knowe ſo many Ilraelites to haue ſuffe- 
red death by thee,and Schimeon, and Elea- 
Jar thy felowes! Neyther canſt thou yet 
applie thy minde to ceaſſe and leaue ol thy 
malice, and vet neuertheleſſe — 
thee ſelle the whyle that God is wich thee, 
and that thou with thy felowes art an ac: 
ceptable and well pleaſyng ſacrifice vnto 
GDD : nothyng percepuing that your 
limes ſeparateth you, and keepeth you a 
ſimder moze ſtrongly then any Bꝛaſen 
wall. It is true J confeſſe that it be: 
commeth euery valiaunt man to ſtande 
ſtoutly in the defence of his people, ci- 
tie, and countrey. For it is better to aye 
valiauntly , then to comme into the ſubiełli- 
on of his enemie that poeab about to plucke 
Vm froni his religion, and dryue hym out 
of his countrey , But J came not ron 
02 
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fo) that tntent, fo dꝛawe vou from pour 
lande, oꝛ to baniſhe vou vift of your lande, 
oꝛ els to deſtroy it and vorrr cities:but this 
is the cauſe ol my — — to of: 
fer you peace, and (6 make a league with 
vou, that you ſhoulde take vpon you our 
poke, and be our ſubiectes as ye were be⸗ 
fore, Where dyd you euer heare ofa peo⸗ 
ple in al the woꝛld, that hath ſhewed them 
ſelues ſo mercikull and gentle, both to⸗ 
wardes other, and tolwardes vou, as we 
haue done ? Hannibal the captayne of the 
Carthaginians , after he had waſted our 
countrey, and at length was taken by vs, 
was he not had in great honour and repu⸗ 
tation of vs, and with ſuche humanitie 
handled, that we made him king ofhis 
people? And ſo dealt we with Autioc hus 
the Macedonian, and other kinges that we 
tocke pzifoners . Ve bꝛagge that ye keepe 
the watche of your God: ¶lhy then fo⸗ 
lowe pe not che example of Techaniah 
your kyng ? who to ſave the temple of 
your God from deſtruction, and leſt vour 
people alſo ſhoulde be led away into bon: 
dage, oꝛ be deſtroyed with the ſwooꝛde, 
ycelded him ſelle and his houſe into the 
Ff i handes 
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ſpare pou not pour one liues, pour citie, 
and ſanctuarie? Nowe therefoze hearken 
bnto me, and J wyll make a league wich 
vou befoze the God of this houſe , who 
ſhalbe a witneſſe betwirt me and pou, by 
whom Jſweare that J wyll neuer bꝛeake 
this league, neycher doo you any harme, 
no? ſpopie your goodes, no2 leade pou a- 
— —— any ruler 

ouer you, but a Jewe of pour owne natt- 
on, euen /oſeph the pzieſt whiche is with 
me ſhalbe pour pꝛince, pf pou thinke it 
good: t al the faythful men allo which art 
with me, ſhal returne to pouhome agapue, 
pe ſhall inhabite pour owne lande, ye ſhall 
haue the vie of the fruites thereof wich 
peace and quietnefle, without any coprups 
tion op alteration of p ſeruice of your God, 
CUberefoze credite me to make a league 
with you. And that ye map truſt me the 
better, ve ſhall haue pledges , 7oſeph ano- 
ble man of pour countrep, and other pzin- 
tes and noble men of þ Romanes . Come 
forth therefoze and intreate a peace with 
vs,bowe pour ſhoulders, and humble pour 
neckes to ſerue vs ,lpke as all other na- 


the lewes. 221. 


tions doo, and as vou haue donne pour 
ſelues in the time of Nero Cæſar, that ye 
may liue, and not be deſtroyed, keeping 
your religion ſafe and ſound? , Joe the 
pꝛieſt hearing the wooꝛdes of Jiu and 
his clemencie , in that he was mynded to 
ſpare the Jewes, burſt ou; aloude # weapf 
in the preſence ofche captaynes and of the 
ſeditious very bitterly , bu: they nothyng 
regarded it. /o/eph therefore ſeeing that 
Titus coulde doo nothing wich the ſediti⸗ 
ous , ſaide vnto their pʒꝛinces, I maruell 
nochyng though this c.c:2 tende to deſola⸗ 
tion and deſtruction, foꝛ J knowe the ende 
of it is at hande, But this is it that J mar⸗ 
uell moſt, that ye haue read the booke of 
Daniel, and vnderſtande it not, whiche is 
nowe fulfriſed in al poyntes, and yet neuer 
à one of pou doch marke it. The concinuall 
lacrifice is already ccaſſed a good whyle 
agoe, che annoynted pꝛieſt is cut away and 
put downe. Theſe thinges although chey 
be moſt manifeſt , pet pour hartes canne 
not beleeue them. And many other woꝛ⸗ 
des ſpake Joſeyh, full of adnionition and 
conſolation, but che Tewes refuſed to 
heare him. Ahen as he had made an ende 
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therloꝛe, and the ſeditious had ſo hardened 
their neckes,7it«s turned him, and depar⸗ 
ted out of Mieruſalem, ſaving, Let vs get 
bs hence, lelk their ſinnes deſtroy vs, 
TClhercfore he pitched his tentes without 
the citie , in the ſame place where he en- 
camped at the fir!? , Fo2 he was afraide 
both fo2 him lelle and his armie, leſt they 
ſhoulde be circumuented and cloſed in, and 
ſlayne cruelly in ſo great a Citie as that 
was. Certaine of the pꝛieſtes ar that time, 
and of the nobles of the to wne, with other 
godly men, dyd wyſely ſee to chem ſelues, 
and came foozth to Titus , ſithmitting 
them ſelves to his mercie, and were re⸗ 
ceyued of im peaceably with great ho- 
nour: whom Lins cemmaunded to be 
conducted into the land of Go/chen, where 
in times paſt the Jſraelites dwelt, in the 
dayes of Jacob their facher, and Joſepb 
loe of Egypt. Thyther lent he chem, 
and gave it them in voſſeſſion, to them 
and to their heires fo2 euer, comma 
dyng #-companie of the Chalders to ſafe- 
corduct chem, tyll they came to the lande 
nf C oſc hen. Titus directed his letter al- 
lo tu che Romane pꝛelident whiche _ 
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ſet ouer Egypt, to take pitie of the Jewes 
that he had placed in che lande of Go/- 
chen, to (ultepne and ſuccour chem, and to 
ſee that no Romane oz other ſhoulde doo 
them harme , oꝛ anope them by any mea⸗ 
nes, Maup other allo ofthe Jewes cone: 
ted togoe foozth of Hierulalem, but thep 
were diſapopnted by the ſeditious, that 
they coulde not doo as they intended. And 
who can tell whether they were entangled | 
with their owne lumen , and deltenied to 
deltruction with their ſeditious bꝛethzen, 
when as hei handes allo were polluce 
wich the crueltie and iniquitie of the ſedi⸗ 
tious? UUlherefoze the ſeditious cloled vp 
all the wayes about the temple, chat none 
ofthe Jewes whiche were in Dieruſalem 
might gette out to Titus. When Titus 
knewe that many of the Jewes were deſi⸗ 
raus to flee vnto hin e coulde not becaule 
of the ſeditious: he went agapne to the 
place where he was befoze, r / h with 
him. AA hom when the people ſawe to be 
there with Titus, they fell a weeping, and 
ſaide vnto him, UWe acknowledge our ſin 
nes, and the tranſgreſſion of our fathers , 
we haue all (warued out of che way a- 
Ft ut gaynſt 
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gaynſt the Loꝛde our God, foꝛ we knowe 
the mercie and gentleneſſe of Titus the 
lone of Cæſar, and that he taketh pitie vp⸗ 
pon bs: but what can we doo, when it is 
not in our power to flee vnto him, becauſe 
of the crueltie of the ſeditious The 
ſeditious hearyng them talkyng with Jo- 
ſeph in the e of Titus, and that 
they fpakereuerently of him and honou⸗ 
red his father, callyng him Lowe- they 
raune vppon them with their dꝛawen 
lwoowes, to kill them, Then cryed they 
vnto 7 #«5,Deare loꝛd and maiſtet reſcue 
vs. The Nomanes therefoze made ſpeede 
to deliuet them out of the hates ofthe ſe⸗ 

ditious. Do ryſſe there a kray in the myd⸗ 
delt of the temple, betweene the Romanes 
and the Jewes, The Romanes fledde into 
the place called /antum /an#orum,whiche 
was the holyeſt of all, and the Jewes folo- 
wed alter, and flue them euen there. Titus 
ed vnto Je hoc banan, 


and ſaid vnto him, Heareſt thou, thou Je- 
hoc hanan, is not thy wickednelle vet great 
yenough ? ¶Mylt chou neuer make an end 
of thy milchiefe ? here is che honoꝛ of 
thy Gov? Is it not unitten in the lawe of 

your 
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pour God of che / anttum ſanfforns , that 

no ſtraunger ought to come at it, but only 
the high pꝛieſt, and that but once a yeere, 
becauſe itis the holpeſt of all? Aim nde 
howe dareſt thou be ſo bolde to kyll thoſe 
that are eſcaped vnto it? And howe dare 
you ſhedde the blood of the ney go rm 
therein, whom ye abhoꝛre, and pet unix 
their blood with yours ? The Lode — 
God is my witneſſe, that J woulde not 
hatie this houſe deſtroyed: but pour owne 
wicked woozkes and pour owne handes 
pull it downe. And would God you would 
recepue our peace, whiche pf it were once 
donne, we Conte batntr tits houſe of 
the ſanctuarie and temple of the Loꝛde: 
yea, we woulde depart away from you. 
But vour hartes are hardened lyke 
iron, and pour neckes and foꝛeheades 
are become obſtinace as bꝛaſſe , to your 
owne vndooing. Foz pe ſhall carp your 
owne ſumes, and dye in the lande of the 
Nomanes . J and my fathers houle 
are innocent and gultleſle of your death, 
as the Lode and his temple, in whoſe 
pꝛeſence we ſtande, ſhall beare vs wie 


ache dap , But when he (awe that 
none 
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none pk che ſedicious gaue any regarde to 
bis wooweshe chole out of the Romanes 
xxx. M. valiaunt fighting inen, and gaue 
them comnaundement to take and occu- 
pie the entrie ofthe temple, which is a ho⸗ 
ly court, and determined to goe ith thein 
him ſelfe: but his nobles woulde nat ſuffer 
him , but wylled him to remayne vpon a 
high place; where he might beholde his 
uldiours fight, and when they ſee ther 
a farre of, their hartes ſhalbe comtoꝛted, 
and chey ſhall light accoꝛdyng es chou 
wylt wplhe- them: but come nat at the 
entrie of the. temple thee ſelle, lelt thou 
be deſkroyed amongſt other I us folo- 
wed the counſell of his captapnes, and 
went not at that teme with his menne to 
the battayle. Me made chiefe captaynes of 
that holt ol. 30. P. ane Karilins ſt Noſtius, 
two noble men, whom he conmaunded to 
ſet vpon the Jewes that nyght,when they 
ſhoulde be a ficepe with weeryneſſe. The 
Romanes therefore dooingafter his com- 
maundement, {ec vppon the Jewes. But 
the Jewes haupng intelligence of the 
matter, kent diligent watche , and wich⸗ 
dure che Romanes valiauntly all chat 


night. 
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nyght. But the Romanes were not haſty 
to fight in the darke, fearing leſt it myght 
turne to their owne harme, Aſſoone there⸗ 
foze as it was day, the Jewes diuided 
them ſelues, and beſtowed their compa⸗ 
nyes at the gates of thentraunce, e fought 
like men. K arilins & Foftius belet the tem⸗ 
ple rounde about, that not one of b Jewes 
mpght elcape out, and ſo the battaple en- 
crealed betweene them fo the ſpace of ſe⸗ 
uen dayes, ſometime the Romanes get⸗ 
tyng the vpper hande of the Jewes, dꝛy⸗ 
ung chem within the entraunce: ſomes 


time Jewes, encouraging them ſelues, 
made the Romanes rety2e , and purſued 


them to che walles of the Antochia: In 
this maner fought they thele ſeuen dayes. 
Atterwarde the Romanes returned backe 
from the Jewes , and woulde not fight 
hand to hande with them any moꝛe. Then 
1 itus connnaunded the walles of che Au- 
toc hia to be pulled down further, that there 
myght be place foꝛ his whole hoaſt to 
enter. The famine in che meane ſeaſon 
grewe moꝛe greeuous, ſo that no foode 
was nowe left. Foz the Jewes beganne 
now to iſſue out,and ſteale Poꝛles, Alles, 

any 
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m other beaſtes whatſoeuer they coulde 
catche, euen out ot che Romanes campe , 
that they might dꝛelle them ſome meate, 
and ſuſtayne their liues. Thich they doo⸗ 
ing oftentimes, at che length ÿ Romanes 
pertepued it, and were woonderfully dif- 
pleaſed wich the matter. Wherefoze they 
ſet watche and warde rounde about the 
tampe, left by the deceipt ofthe Jewes 
they ſhoulde be ſpoyled oftheir catell. So 
after that , the Jewes coulde ſteale no 
mote from thence . Afterwarde notwith⸗ 
ſtanding they armed them ſelues,and iflit- 
out at the eaſt gate, and bzake the wal that 
Titus had rayſed for his owne ſafetie, leſt 
the Jewes ſhouldillite out vpon a ſodaine, 
and come vpon him at v1wares , A ſoꝛt of 
tall felowes thercfoze of the youth of the 
Tewes , iſſued out by the bꝛeaches of the 
wall, and gate vp quickly to the mount 
Oliuet . whereas they kounde Poꝛſes, 
Mules, Aſſes, and much other cattell, and 
flaping their keepers , they dꝛoue them 
befoze them with great ſhoutes into the 
towne. The Romanes percepuing that, 
pirſued them. TAherefoze the young 
men dyaded them . 
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the one to dꝛiue the bootie, and the ocher 
to reſiſt the Romanes. Do there was a 
loxe fight betweene them, but the Jewen 
gate the vpper hande, # wenttheir wayes 
cleare with the pꝛay towarde Hiernſalem, 
For the Jewes came foo2th , conſtrayned 
by theneceſlitie of hunger, and fought fox 
their liuing: the Nomanes had no caſe 
to light, ſaue — re = ſee 2 
cattell dꝛiuen away cheir eyes, 
otherwyle they put not their lines in ieo⸗ 
pardie to fight vnto death, as the Jewes 
dyd, vet was there many ofthe Romaneg 
ſlapne in that fight. The Jewes whyle the 


Romanes purſued them in bayne, they 
gate into the cowne with their ſpoyle and 
Nav, and ſtraightway turned vppon the 
Nomanes, and dꝛoue them backe, purſits 
ing them agapne tyll chey came almoſt 
ta Titus campe , whiche when the 
other Romanes ſawe , chey came to 
the reſcue of their felowes , and pur⸗ 
ſued agayne thoſe young menne, to kyll 
them, oz to take chem, albeit they eſcaped 
to the towne without any harme, ſaue 
chat they tooke a boy, and bꝛought him 
onto Titus. Me that tooke this 1 

called 
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called Pornas . So the Romanes pyeuay- 
led againlt the Jewes at that time,and fo 
a certayne token ofvictone , they had this 


poung Jeme pꝛiſaner. Pornas that tooke 
him,was had in great eſtimation fo2 that 
acte, of Titus and all the Romanes. 

mitted him to Jeſepbus to keepe , This 
boy had a bzother amonglt them that el 
caped into che towne, a vyle perlonage, 
eupll fauoured., and ofa lowe ſtature, his 
name was Jonathan, Pe ſeeing his b20- 
ther taken foozth ofthe 


tombe of Loc hanan the high pꝛieſt ouer a- 
gaynſt the Romanes, and cryedvnto 7 :- 
tus to al the arne,ſaping, Ik there be e- 
ner a man amonglt vou, let him come forth 
vnto me, here wyl J abyde him, and fyght 
wich him vppon this grounde : and ve 
ſhall knowe this day whether the Ro- 
manes oꝛ the Jewes be the better men. 
The Romanes deſpiſed him, yet dur 
they not meddle with him , but ſapde, If 
we kyll him, we ſhall neuer be counted 
the better men fo2 ſuche an acte, and yf he 
oulde kyll any of vs, it ſhoulde be a 


great diſhono2 to be ſlayne of a wetched 
captifte, 
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taytiffe. Jonathan ſayde to the Romanes, 
Howe muche is the manhood of the No⸗ 
manes to be regarded in our eyes! aue 


not vou ben llayne and put to flight by bvse 


hat were von chen yr that bandes and 
companyes ofthe Gentiles came not eue⸗ 
ry day to ayde yoit? yf they had not refrel⸗ 
ſþed pou, we had long agoe eaten you vp. 
Ve haue deſtroyed our ſelues one ano⸗ 
cher with ciuill warres, ſo that we are but 
fewe left, but what are you £ Tho is ſo 
hardy ok the beſt of vou all ta come and de⸗ 
clare his frength , and to fight with me⸗ 
JT am one of the meaneſt and outcaſtes of 
the Jewes : picke you out the chiekeſt 
and valiaunteſt man amongſt pot all, and 
poit ſhall knowe by and by whether part 
is mote. valiaunt. When Jonathan hadde 
ſpoken thus pꝛoudly „ there came foozth 
one of the moſt baliaunteſt ſduldtours of 
che Romanes, whofe name was Pornas , 


the ſame that had taken the brother ofthis | 


Tonathan , and bꝛought him to Titus, 
he came no ſooner at Jonathan, but he 
was kylled of hym ſtrayghtway, lea⸗ 


uyng behinde him a diners mnheritaunce 


tio Tonathan aud the Romanes . To 
Jenat ban 
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Tonathan a fame of fortitude and valiaunt⸗ 
neſſe: to the Romanes ſhame # repꝛoche. 
Then Jonathan hadde ſo llayne the Ro- 
mane, the Jewes chaunged his name, and 
called him Jehonat han by an honozable 
name, and gaue him a ſcepter of dominion 
in his hande. But lebonat han when he had 
gotten this victoꝛie, gane not the glozy to 
God, but aſcribed it to his owne pꝛoweſſe, 
and became very pꝛoude wichall, he was 
not content with one victozie, but woulde 
pet pꝛouoke the Romanes , raplyng at 
chem, and callyng fo another valiaunt 
champion to be ſencto him, that J might 
&pll him (ſaych he) and declare mp fozce 
vppon him. And euen as he ſaide ſo, one 
of che Romanes, whoſe name was Por. 
van, ſtroke him though with an arrowe 
at vnwares, and. killed hym. By whole 


example we may „Ii is. enery 
want part chief to take beede, that when 


#bey ouercome their ents , they reioyce | 
not owermuche , nor Waxe proude for the | 
matter for who knoweth what ende they 

ſhall have them ſelues ? | 
Thele chinges done, the Jewes ſeeing the 
. 
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chat compalled che towne, to be raced and 
pulde downe , knowyng allo that chey had 
no hope left, no2 any thyng to truſt vnto: 
they conlulted what were beſt to be done. 
There was a great huge houle ioyning 
bpon the (ive ofthe temple that king So⸗ 
lomon hadde buylded, of a great heyght, 
whoſe walles alſo the kinges of the ſecond 
temple had rapſed on heyght, and had dec- 
ked it with timber of Fire and Cedar 
trees. The Jewes went and annoynted 
tuery where the Cedar timber ol ÿ houſe 
with bꝛimiſtone and pitche abound un ip. 
So when che Romanes came aguynt to 


ſued chem vnto that palace: they entred 
the palace aller che Jewes (wo went out 
agayne another way) and ſome dymed 
bp to the battlementes ol the houle, other 
ſette vp ladders to ſcale it. Then res 
ioyced they woonderfully, ſapeing , The 
palace is taken, nowe haue the Jeweg 
no place left cofleevnto fo2 refuge, 

Thus when the Romanes hadde gotten 
the palace, and the houſe was thumg 
full of them , a certayne Jewe a poung 


man, vowing him ſelte deſperately to dye, 
wen 


the temple to aſſault the Tewes. aud pur⸗ 
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went and ſhur vp the palace, and ſec fire 
wich hem 


Romanes had no way to eſcape , becauſe 
the fire compaſled the houſe on enery ſide, 
The Jewes allo ſtoode in harneſſe round 
about the houſe , leſt any of the Romanes 
ſheulde tſcape. Wlherefoze ſomany of the 
Romanes as entred the houſe, were de- 
ſtroyed with the fo2e , whiche was. xxii. 
M. menne of warre , Tuns hearpng 
the crye ofthe Romanes that periſhed in 
the fire , made ſpeede with his menne to 
come and reſcue them, but they coulde not 
deliver them out ofthe fire, it bꝛent ſo ve- 
hemently, wherefoze 7itus and his weapt 
very bitterly, The Romanes that were a- 
boue vppon the houſe , when they ſawe 
their maiſfer Titus weepe, and the fy1e 
to be betweene them, that neyther coulde 
come at other, they caſt them ſelues 
downe headlong from the battlementes 
of the houle, whiche was very high, and 
dyed, ſayeing , Te wyll dye in Tit 
preſence , to gette v3 a name "= 
e 
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The Jewes kept the gates of the _ 
and if they perceyued any man goe about 
to eſcape out of the fyꝛe, oz to come downe 
of che battlementes „ them they kylled 
with theyꝛ ſwoozdes. In that fy2e was a 
certapne noble man of che ſtocke of kings, 
- whole name was Longinus, to whom the 
Jewes cryed, and flowted hym, laying, 
Come hyther to vs, chat thou mayſt ſaue 
thy lpfe,and not be deſtrayed: but he durſt 
not goe out at the gate , fearyng leſt che 
Tewes would kyl hym. CAherfoꝛe he 2ew 
out his ſwoozde.and thꝛuſt hym ſelle tho⸗ 
rowe befoze thep2 faces. In other noble 
man allo was m that fyze , whoſe name 
was Artorius, who lookyng faoꝛch from 
the top of the houle, ſawe one of his deare 
freendes by Litus, uhich was called Luci- 
xs, towhom Artorius called, ſaving, My 
deare frende Lucius geat on thp armour 
and come hycher, that J may leape — 
bpon chee, and thou mayeſt receyue me. It 
I dye, I make thee myne heyꝛe: pf thou ;, 0 «| 
dye, thy chyldꝛen ſhal inherite mp gaodes. 27 to 
Clhercfoze Lucius ranne and helde his 
lappe open at the houſe ſpde,and Artorius 


leapt downe, and lygot vppon hym with | 
Get ſuche * 
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ſuche wayght that they both dyed there⸗ 
with . 7:itus commaunded the couenaunt 
that they two made befoze they? death to 
be wꝛitten vpon a\wozde wich blood, and 
theyꝛ frendſhyp to be noted in the Chꝛoni⸗ 
cles of the Romanes, that it might be an 
example to al men to learne true frendſhip 
by. At that tyme therefoze the Jewes re⸗ 
uenged them ſelues meetly wel vpon the 
Romanes, The fire bꝛent til it came to the 
houle of C/ kiiat king of ehudaba had 
almoſt taken the temple of che Loꝛd: whi⸗ 
che the Romanes ſeeyng, fledde out of the 
towne, and gate them to thep2 tentes, a 
great part of them beyng deſtroyed by the 
crueltie of the Jewes, ſo that fewe of them 
remapned, The reſt thereloꝛe lay ſtyll in 
they? ſiege round about the towne,ſaping, 
Te ſhal not be able to winne the towne 
by chelwoꝛde, but rather we muſt be fayne 
to dpue them to yeelde by famine, where⸗ 
foze they compaſſed it on euery ſide. In the 
towne nowe had they no victtials leſs, 


There was a certayne notable ryche 
woman at Hieruſalem , of a noble 
houſe alſo, whoſe name was A "_

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her dwellyng was beyonde Joꝛdane: but 
hen ſhe perceyued the warres to growe 


moꝛe and nioꝛe in the tyme of Vaſpasian, 


ſhe came vp with her neyg hbours to Je⸗ 


ruſalem, bꝛynging with her not onelp her 


men ſeruaumtes and women ſeruauntes, 
aud all her whole familie: but allo her 
gaods and ryches, which were very great. 
Then the hunger was greeuous at Je⸗ 
ruſalem, + the feditious went from houſe 

- houſe to ſceke meate, thep came alſo ta 
this womans houle, and tooke away from 
her by force al that ever ſhe had, and left 
her nothyng remayning. By this meanes 
the was opp2efied with very great hun⸗ 
ger, ſo that ſhe wyſhed her ſelle out ofthe 
wondde, bur her tome was not yet come 
tu dye. Ulherefore that ſhe might lake 
her hunger, and ſudeyne her Ivfe , ſhe be⸗ 
gan to ſcrape in the chaffe and duke tot 
beaſtes doung , bir coulde linde none. 
She had one ſome, and when the ſawe 
the famine ware greater and greater vpon 
her, ſhye layde alide al womanhood & mer⸗ 
cie, tanke vpon her an hoꝛrible crueltie. 
Foꝛ when ſhe hearde her boy weepe and 
al ke fo2 meate, whiche ſhe had not ta geur 
Ogit phym, 
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hym, ſhe ſayde vnto hym, What ſhal Y 
doo my ſonne? Foz the math of God hath 
enuironned the whole citie , in every 
cozner thereof famine raigneth : without 
the citie the [woozde kyllech vp al, within 
we ſtande in feare of the ſeditious, our ent- 
mies pꝛeuayle without, in the towne are 
fyꝛes, burnynges, and ruines of houles,fa- 
mine, peſtilence, ſpoyling, and deſtroping, 
ſo that J can not feede thee my ſore, 
Nawe therefoze my ſoune yf J ſhould dye 
fo: hunger. to whom ſhoulde J leane thee 
beyng yet a chylde? J hoped once, that 
when thou ſhouldeſt come to mans ſfate, 
thou ſhouldeſt haue luſteyned myne 
age with meate, dꝛynke, and cloch, and 
after when I ſhoulde dye, to burie me ho⸗ 
noꝛablie, tyke as I was mynded to burte 
ther, if thou ſhouldeſt haue died befoze me. 
But nowe my ſonne thou art as good as

man hath killed her ſonne, and hath eaten 
hm Sc, when ſhe had thus ſpoken ts her 
ſonne. he coke the chylde, and turning her 
face away leſt ſhe ſhoulde lee hym dye, ſhe 
kylled him with a lwoꝛrde, aud after cut his 
body into certayne pecces, whereot ſome 
ſhe roJed , {ome ſhe ſodde: end when fie 
had e:tcn 97 them, the layde vp che reſt ta 
keepe . The fauour of the fleſhe roſced 
when it came out into the ſtreetes to the 
people, they ſayde one to another: ſee here 
is a ſmel ot roſt meate. Uhich thing came 
to che knawiedge of p ſedittous at length, 
who went into the honle of che woman, 
and [pake roughly vnto her, CAhy ſhoul- 
deſt thou haue meate to lyue wich, and 
we dyc foꝛ hunger ' The woman made 
them anſweare, and ſapde vnto them, 
Be not diſple aſed, I beſeeche pou, with 
pour handemayde fo2 this, fo2 you ſhall 
ſee J haue reſerued part fo2 vou. Syt 
pou downe therefoze , and J wpl hꝛyng 
it you, chat ye map taſte thereof, fo? it is 
bery good meate. And by and by ſhe layde 
the table, and ſet bekoꝛe them part of the 
chyldes ſieſhe, ſaying, Cate J pꝛay — 

ere 
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here is a childes hande, ſee here his foote 
and other partes, and neuer repoꝛt that it 
is any other womans child but myne own 
only ſonne that ye knewe with me, him J 
bare, and alſo haue eaten part, and part J 
haue kept fo2 you. IAhiche when ſhe had 
ſpoken,ſhe burſt out, and weapt, ſapeing, 
Oh mp ſonne, my ſonne,howe\ſweete walt 
chou to me whyles thou pet liuedſt, and 
nowe at thy deach alſo thou art ſweeter to 
me then hony, Foꝛ thou haſt not onelp 
fedde me in this moſt greeuous famine , 
but thou halt defended me from the wꝛach 
of the leditious, wherewith they were in- 
cenſed towardes me, when the ſmell of 
the meate bꝛought them into mp houle, 
Nowe therefoze. are they become mp 
freendes, fo2 they ſitte at my table, and J 
haue made them a feaſt with thy fleſh, Af: 
ter ſhe turned her to the ſeditious, and bad 
themeate, and latiſtie chem ſelues: fo2 why 
(ayth ſhe) ſhoulde ye abhozce my meate 
whiche J haue ſet befoze yau? J haue la⸗ 
tilũed mee ſelle therewith, why therckne 
doo you not eate ofthe fleſhe af nw ſonne? 
Taſte x ſee howe ſweete my ſonnes fleſhe 
is, I dart (ap ye wyll ſay it is good meat; 
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That neeveth pitie * Dught ye to be 
moꝛe moued therewith then a woman? It 
ye wyll in no wyſe eate of the ſacrifice of 
my ſonne, when as J haue caten thereof 
mee ſelfe: eee ee 
that J ſhould haue a better hart and gre 

ter courage then you? Beholde, J a 
p2epared a fay2e table foꝛ you,moſt valt- 

ant men, why eate ye not! Is it not a good 
feaſt that J haue dꝛeſt fo2 you? and it was 
pour wyll that J ſhoulde make pou this 
feaſt. It had ben my part rather to haue 
ben moued with pitie of my ſonne, then 
vours: and howe ith it therefore 
that ye are moꝛe merciful then J? Are 
not ye they that ſpoyled my houſe, and left 
me no kinde of foode foꝛ me and my ſonne? 
Are not ye they that conftrayned me to 
make you this feaſt, notwichſtandyng the 
great hunger that J haue! hy then eate 
pe not eof, when as ye were che auc 
tours + t;e cauſers that J dyd this deede ? 
The Jewes hearing this matter, were 
woonderfullp ſmitten into ſadnefle : yea 
even the gouernours of the ſeditious be- 
gan to ſtoupe when they heard ok chis, ſo 
that they all in a maner deſp2ed death, 


they 
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they were ſo amaſed at this horrible acte , 
Maup therefoze of the common people 
ſtale out in the night foozth of Hteruſalem 
with all their ſicbſtaunce, to the Romanes 
campe, and ſhewed Titus ofthis , who 
wept thereat, and was ſoꝛp foꝛ the matter 
erceedyngly , holdyng vp his handes co 
heauen, and cryeing, Thou L ozde God of 
the woꝛlde, God of this houſe, to whom al 
ſecretes are knowen, whiche allo knoweſt 


mp hart, that J came not agaynſt this ci- 


tie as deſirous of warres , but rather of 
peace, whiche J euer offered them, but vet 
the citezins thereof euermoꝛe retuſed it, 
alchough J oftentymes intreated them: 
And when they delfroyed one another by 
their ciuill diſſention, J woulde haue deli⸗ 
uered them, but J founde them alwayes 
lyke moſt fierce and cruel beaſtes, noching 
ſparing them ſelues. And this miſchiete 
is come nowe fo farre , that a woman 
hath eaten her owne fleche, being dꝛiuen 
therevnto by mol? extreame neceſſicie, J 
haue hearde , and my forefathers haue 
tolde me all the power that thou haſt ex- 
erciſed in times paſt towardes them and 
their fathers , howe thy name dwelt 

amongſt 
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amongſt them, Foꝛ thou bꝛoughteſt them 

CN _,,-  outof Egypt wich a ſtrang hande, and a 
y mr arteow) ſtretched focꝛth arme out of the houle of 
,, bondage, to whom alſothou diuidedit the 
f. fea , levdeſt them thꝛough it dꝛwe, and 
* downedlt their enimiesmche water: Al 
ter, conductedſt thy people thoꝛow the wil⸗ 
derneſſe, & feddeff chem wich bꝛead from 
heauen, thon cauſedſt Quayles to fice vn- 
to them, and hꝛoughteſt out water out of 
che rocke fo2 them. At length,thoubzough- 
teſt them into this holy lande by great and 
terrible mpzacles and woonders. Fo? thou 
dꝛyedſt vp the waters ol Jozdane , & ma⸗ 
deſt chem ſtande as it were on a heape, till 
they were paſſed ouer. Thou cauſedſt the 
Sunne and the Boone allo to ſtay their 
courſe foꝛ thy peoples ſake, till they might 
vanquiſhe cheir enimies. Thou wouldeſt 
alſo that thy name ſhould dwell amongit 
them , and thou gauef them this citie by 
inheritaunce. Some of them thou choledſt 
fo: thee felfe tobe P2zophetes , whiche 
myght coꝛrect thy people, teache them, 
and leade them in thy right wax, to geue 
them warnyng of miſeries folowyng, chat 
they myght take heede of them ſelues, and 
beware 
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beware of chem. Thou ſtirredſt vp wyle 
men amongſt them , to che intent Ilrael 
myght knowe what were to be donne. 
Moꝛeouer, thou diddeſt chooſe of them 
pꝛieſtes to ſerue thee,and to bleſſe thy peo⸗ 
ple Iſrael, Certayne godly men of them 
alſo thou dꝛeweſt vnto chee, and in a ſierie 
Chariote thou caryedſt them vp into hea⸗ 
uen, Thou ſmotell the tentes ofthe kyng 
of A ur, and killedſt in them, 1 8 5. M. 

45 Theſe and diuers other thinges 
halle J. learned of my forefathers: yea, and 
loſepb y paicit,a very wyſe man, hath tolde 
me a great part ofthe ſame , And nowe 
Lowe GDD.thts people whiche Jhaue 
ſtriuen againſt, I woulde haue ſayde they 
had truſted in thee: but thou ſeeſt they trult 
not in thy ſauing healch, but in cheyꝛ 
owne — Thou feel alſo howe 
- Notide they be, notwithſfandyng chy 
terrible ſignes and woonders wherewich 
thou haſt fought on my ſide agaynſt them, 
whiche they wyll not acknowledge. They 
ſay, there is no man can being vs vnder, 
becauſe che Loꝛde our God wyll helpe 
vs, yea although we be wicked: foꝛ as 
muche as fo2 our ſakes he rayned bead

downe from heauen , diuided the Sea, 
bzought out waters foo2th of the harde 
rocke, and ſtayed the courſes of the ſunne, 
and all foꝛ bs. But they conſpder not that 
thou ſhewedſt thoſe ſignes to their fathers 
fo2 their righteouſneſſe ſake , and theſe foꝛ 
their wickedneſſe thou haſt ſtrolten in our 
warres, to make their lande deſolate, and 
to lay wafſt their cities, becauſe of the mul 
titude of their tranſgreffions , and howe 
chou haſt conſumed them with ſwoowd,pe- 
ſtilence, and famine,that they are fapne to 
,  eatethefſethe of their childꝛen. And pet fa 
all this, they can not linde in their hartes 

to hiunble them ſelues befoꝛe thee , noꝛ to 
acknowledge thy hande to haue benne vp- 

pon them for their wicked woꝛkes. J alſo 

haue not benne very carneſt vpon them, 
but haue aſſaulted them ener gently, Jf 
{o be it thou wylt not deltuer them into 
my handes, J wyll geat me hence from 
theſe molt wicked men, and flee away 
to ſaue my lyfe, leſt J alſo periſhe in 
their ſinnes, when thou ſhaft ouerchꝛowe 
them, as thou diddeſt ouerthꝛow Selon # 
Amora, Wherefore, loe, J wyll geat me 
out of their lande with ſpeede, leſt we be 
deſtroped 
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dellroyed with them , foꝛ our eyen do ſee 
Sedom that was ouerthꝛowen in they? boꝛ⸗ 
ders. Pea, but this hardeneth they2 hartes 
alſo lyke iron, that they ſay, why ſhoulde 
we not be lyke to our fathers in crueltie? 
Fo our foꝛefather Abraham, when as he 
had but one onely ſonne, he went to ſacri⸗ 


fice hym ts the Loꝛde, whom in deede J. 


doo not repꝛehende fo? this fact: fo2 whye 


I knowe not the myſterie thereof, albeit 


J marueyle howe he hadde no pitie on his 
ſonne. J haue hearde alſo of a certayne 
kyng of theyzs, who the ſame day he ſet 
foxwardes to the warres, made a vowe to 
God that he woulde offer alacrifice , yt he 
ſhoulde haue good ſucceſſe in his warres, 
and when he returned from the warres,he 


offered to God his onely daughter, and ſa 


his vowe that he had vowen 

bnto God. And hereby J knowe they are 
men of a ſtubburne ſpirite: fo2 whatioeuer 
it geueth them in theyꝛ heades to doo, that 
they thynke mult needes be done, and they 
ate a noughtie people, and molt heynous 
timers, TUAherfoꝛe, except thou wylt dely⸗ 
uer them to me. J wil geue ouer » warres, 
fo2 J wyl not be flapne wich them with- 
cut 
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out al iudgement. When Titus had ſapde 
al theſe thynges, he commaunded to bung 
an tron ramme, and to bend it agaynſt the 
newe wall which che ſeditious had rayſed, 
chat they might batter the wall, and cal? it 
downe. Then came fooꝛth many of the 
nobles of the ſeditious vnto Titus, & made 
peace with him, whom he placed amongit 

his cheete men, 
FHoztly after, che Romanes ſec a fire a 
certayne gate ofthetemple , that was 
hut, whole dooze was couered ouer with 
ſyluer: and whyle the tymber of it burnt, 
the (iluer melted and ran vpon the ground. 
So when the gate was open, there appea- 
red the way whiche goeth to the Santlum 
ſanttoriun, oꝝ hoipelt of al. Aſſoone as 7i- 
tus ſab it, he honoured it wich great reue⸗ 
rence, and foꝛbad his people that no man 
ſhoulde come nygh it, ſaving, Take heede 
pe meddle not with this houſe, cyl we take 
further deliberation what is to be done in 
che mattter. Clheretoze he commaumded 
pꝛoclamation to be made thꝛoughout all 
his campe.in this wyſe. CT hoſoeuer com: 
meth nye this ſanctuarie, ſhal ſuffer death 
fo; it. e appoynted allo a ſtrong bande of 
men 
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men to keepe the temple, that were not 
ſuſpenled and vnhalowed by any of his. 
But his Pꝛinces and Captapnes am wea⸗ 
red hym, ſaxing, Unlelle this houſe beſet 
a fp2e,thou ſhalt neuer ſubdue this people, 
ſaſmuche as to laue it, they bowe them 
ſelues to dye. Notwichſtandyng Litur 
woulde not hearken to they? counſaple in 
this matter, but appoynted of his ſuuldi⸗ 
ours and ſuche Jewes as had made peace 
with hym , to keepe warde, geuing them 
charge to keepe the temple and Sant um 
ſanclorum, le ſt it ſhould be polluted, ti they 
had conſulted vpon the matter. The ſediti⸗ 
ous Jewes that remayned in Jeruſalem, 


ſeeyng the Romanes departed from the 


temple,and leauyng the warders there be⸗ 
hvnde them, they ranne bpon them with 
cheyꝛ ſwoꝛdes dꝛawen, and llewe chem by 
cleane, lettvng neuer a man ſcape. Which 
Titus hearing ot, he bꝛought his whole ar⸗ 
mie thyther agaynſt the leditiaus, and kyl⸗ 
led many of them, the reſt fledde to the 
mount Sion. The next day the Romanes 
ſec fire vpon the Santtum ſanclorum, laying 
wood tothe doozes that were couered 8uer 
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So after the gold wart hotte,and the tym: 
ber of the gates was once bent, the houſe 
of the Santlum ſaniterum was open (chat 
al men might ſee it) the. ir. day of the fifth 
moneth, which was b bery lame day that 
it was opened alſo in che tyme of the Ch al- 
deis, The Romanes therefoze, when they 
had gotten that doze of the Santtum ſantto- 
rum once open, and had entred into it,they 
made great toy, and gaue a great thout, 
whyles the Sanctum ſanitorum was a 
ye: whiche when Titus ſawe, he made 
great ſpeede to quenche the fy2e, and co 
ſaue the Santluw ſanttorum , but he 
coulde not doo it, there dyd ſo many ſet it 
a fyꝛe in ſo many places, Titus therefore 
cryed vnto chem, that they ſhoulde not 
doo ſo: but they woulde not heare hym. 


Fon lyke as a vehement floodde of watet 


bꝛeaketh al thynges , and dyueth them 
downe befoze it: cuen ſo with a furious 
violence the Gentiles ruſſhed vppon the 
Temple ok che Lowe , the fyze flamyng 
nowe and then out of meaſure . Thus 
Titus cryed vpon them in vapne , where 
foze when Titus ſawe he coulde not re- 
frayne the people from the anthgy 


ſanttorum 
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| ſanfloram with woowdes, he due out his 
ſwooꝛde, blaming the captapnes of his 
owne people, and the other that were not 
Romanes, he killed them, ſo2 they in time 
paſt were moꝛe wont to ſpoyle the tem⸗ 
ple, neuercheleſſe he coulde not ſtay them, 
noꝛ put them backe. Me cryed ſtyll vppon 
them notwithſtanding , till he was ſo 
hoarſe, that he caulde crye no longer, The 
pꝛieſtes whiche were in the Sanctum ſanc- 
torum , withſtoode the Romanes ſtoutly, 
tyll hey were no moꝛe able to lift vp their 
handes again them. Wherefos when 
che pꝛieſtes {awe there was none other 
ſafegarde left, they lept into the fire , and 
diuers other Jewes with them, that adde 
hid them ſelues in the Santtum ſanklorum, 
and ſo were all bꝛent cogeacher : fo2 they 
ſaide, CClhat ſhoulde we liue any longer, 
nowe that che temple is bzent? Jus ceal⸗ 
ſed not to ſtrike the people, to chaſe them 
from the temple, that they ſhould not ſinne 
. againlt the Sanctum ſanttoram , but na 
man woulde obey hun , fo2 they were 
many that ſpoyled the cemple , 7 itz 
- beeing fo weerte , that all his 

h fapled hun, he fell downe vy · 
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pon the grounde. So when he ſawehe 
pmeuayled nothyng with his cryeing, he 
let of fozbidding them, After that p houſe 
ofthe ſanttum ſantlorum was nent, Titus 
roſe and entred into it, and ſawe the 
gloꝛy andmagntficence thereof, and belee- 
ued that it was the houſe of the Lo2de, foꝛ 
as yet the fire had not btterly conſiuned al, 
{o that head n J well perceyue, chat 
this is none other then the houſe of God, 
and the dwellyng of the God ol heauens, 
neither was it fo2 nought that the Jewes 
ſtoode fo earneſtly in the defence thereof, 
noꝛ the Gentiles allo dyd not without a 
cauſe ſend golde and ſiluer to this temple , 
from the farther partes ofthe woꝛlde. Fo? 
great is the gloꝛy of this temple , and it 
farre paſſech the temple of the Romanes, 
and all the temples ofthe Gentiles that 
euer I ſawe. The God of heauen, whiche 
is the God ok this houle, take bengeaunce 
of the ſeditious , whoſe miſcheuous and 
heynous deedes haue bꝛought this eupll 
bpyon it. The ſeditious that yet remay⸗ 
ned at ierufalem , ſeeiug the Santtum 


ſantorum fo be burnt 5 they {ct the reſt 


of the temple a fyꝛe chem ſrlnes * 
he 
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the houſes alſo that were filled full ot trea⸗ 
ſure, and all kinde ofgzectous tewels, And 
where they knew chere was pet ſame vic⸗ 
tuals left,they ſet it a fyꝛe allo, leſt the Ra⸗ 
manes ſhaulde haue any commonitie by 
it, ſayeing, Nowe that the /anttum jantto- 
rum is waſted, what ſhoulde weltue any 
longer, and then what neede haue we of 


any other builvinges o2 houſes ? After „t e / pe 


this, che Romanes quenched the fyꝛe, and  _ 
ſet vp their idolles and unages in the tem⸗ 
ple, x offered burnt offeringes vnto them, 
blaſpheming, rapling, and mocking at 
the Jewes and their lawes in the preſence 
of cheir idols. 


Vout chat time was chere a cer⸗ 
tayne Jewe that pꝛopheũied a lye 

vnto che ſeditious that remayned yet at 
Hieruſalem, bidding them to play ᷣ men, 
and reſtſt their enimies: foꝛ nowe fapth 
be) ſhall the temple be biulded by it ſelle 
without mans hande, that God may de- 
clare his power vnto the Romanes , 
whiche nowe gloꝛy in them ſelues that 
they haue ouertome the Jewes , There⸗ 
fore pf pc woll night ſtoutiy agaynſt the 
I it Amaneg, 
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 Romanes, this day ſhall the temple be 
builded by it ſelle. CUlherfoze the ſeditious 
ſet vpon the Romanes , and ſlue many of 
them. So the Romanes enkyndled with 
then like — 2 yr > 
them e, where they had fanou- 
n red them hitherto. All chele chinges hap⸗ 
wy) Ant Pened vnto the people, becauſe they gaue 
22 7 crevite to che faile pꝛophete, and marked 
fene, Hie, che fignes that appeared at Hierula: 
lem. a the yeere next beloe the com- 

ming of Vafpaſſan, there wasſeene a ſtarre 

otter y temple, ſo bꝛight, as though a man 

had hadde many dꝛawen ſwooꝛdes in his 

hande at once. And at the ſame time as the 
ſtarre appeared in the time of the lolemne 

" Eaſter, feaſt called Paſſach, that whole nyght the 
temple was as lyght and as cleare, as 
though it had ben midday, and it continu- | | 
ed ſo by the ſpace of ſeuen dayes olf 
the feaſt, The menne of l 
in Iſrael knewe well yenough, that this 
was an euyll ſigne , but the reſt of the | # 
people interpꝛeted it in good part. The 
very ſame time allo , they bzought a 
Deyffer foꝛ a burnt offering, whiche 
when ſhe was lelde aud ſtroken _ 


lambe. This mp1acle (they ſayd)ltkewile 
made foꝛ them, and v2etended good. As 
allo this that foloweth, chey interpꝛeted 
to good. There was a certapne gate 
that was called the Ealt gate, a great and 
woonderottsheame gate, that was neuer 
opened noꝛ ſhutte, but twentie men had ye⸗ 
nough to doo about it, che creking ol the 
gimmes and hookes whereof might be 
hearde a farre of , This gate was founde 
open without any mans helpe , and thep 
coulde not ſhutte it, till a great munber af 
ſembled and ioyned their ſtrength togea⸗ 
cher. After this, there was ſeene ouer the 
temple, and the Sanctum ſanitorum, by the 
ſpace ofa whole nyght, a face ofa man 
woonderfiefl terrible. There appeared al⸗ 
o at that time fterie chartotes and hozſe- 
men, and great hoaſtes in the ſkte , com- 
myng nigh to Mieruſalem, and all the land 
of Juda. In the feaſt alſo of weekes, the 
pieſtes hearde a man walking in the 
temple, and ſayeing with a great and a 
woonderkull terrible baſe voyce : Come, 
let vs goe a V out of this temple , and 
get vs hence: But ſpecially there was 
h it one 


that they might dꝛeſſe her, ſhe calued a 
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one paſſing all thee, A certapne man in 
the citie, of a baſe and lowe degree, whole 
name was leboſcuz,the ſoime of CHanane- 
zah,benaune to crye vpon the teal of the 
tabernacles with a loude voyce on this 
wyle. A voyce from the FE aft, a voyce from 
the Weſt , a voyce from the foure Windes 
of the heauens, a voyce agaynſt Hianuſa- 
lem, a voyce againſt thetemple , a voyce a- 
gaynſt the bridegrome, a voyce againſt the 
bride and 4 Voyce againſt the whole peo- 
ple, Thus he cryed very often, ſo that the 
citeʒins of Mierulalem hated him, and {aid 
co him, TUhat cryeſt thou alwapes this 
crye * But the gouernour that chen was 
inthe citie, foꝛbad the citezins toſap a 
thing to hun, ſuppoling him to be belides 
him ſelle, and madde. Therefozc he neuer 
lefte cryeing foꝛ the ſpace of faure yeeres, 
tyllthe warres beganne, layeing, Co to 
Hieruſalem, and to the lanctuarie thereof, 
Ihen the warres were once begun, and 
the towne belteged , it foztumed as he 
wandered about vppon the walles crye⸗ 
ing after his olde maner, he addyng this, 
Co vnto mee ſelfe: and with that a 
ſtone came out of an engine from the 

campc, 
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cunpe, and ſit out his bꝛaynes . At 
that tyme allo thete was a wyting 
founde , grauen in a ſtone ol olde, which 
the Jewes read :the waoꝛdes were thele. 
M bat tyme the buyld lyng of the temple ſhal- 
be brought to foure ſquare;then it ſhalbe de- 
ſtroyed, Nowe when the Antochia was ta- 
ken and raied by the Romanes „ and the 
wallesofthe temple were alſo bꝛoken, the 
Jewes makyng lpeede to repayze the ru⸗ 
ines and delapidations, without any re- 
membzaunce of this {cripture , chey made 
the temple foure ſquare . Beſides this, 
there was a ſcripiure faundein che wall of 
the Santlum ſanttorum on this. wyle, 
When the whole building of the temple ſhal- 
be foure ſquare,then ſhal akyng raigne oner 
Ifraet, and that king and ruler ſhall raigne 
auer all the lande 9f Iſrael. 
Some interpꝛeted this vpon the kyng 
of iſrael . But the ꝛieſtes {avde „It 
is the kyng or ruler of the Nomanes. 
The whole armie of the Romanes be⸗ 3 
ing nowe commed into the temple, and 7 
the Jewes alla fledde to the mount f 
Sion: che Romanes ſet vp their idols 


in the temple of te Lowe , and 
Dh ui olkered 
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offered ſacrifice vnto them, blaſpheming 
and rayling at che Jewes and their God, 
At that time there came downe to the Ro- 
manes, a lide bop ofthe pꝛieſtes from the 
mount Dion, whiche went to a captapne 
of the Romanes that was keeper of the 
temple, and delired him to geue him ſome 
water to dꝛinke. De tocke pitie of the boy, 
and bad geue him water. The boy taking 
the veſſell that p water was in, firff dzanke 
him ſelfe , then ranne away with the 
reſt. The captayne ranne after him 
him ſelfe, but he woulde not ouertake 
him, of a purpoſe, becauſe he was delt- 
ted wich the boyes dooing, wheretoꝛe 
he let him goe fo2 the nonce : ſo he gate 
bp to the pꝛieſtes , and gaue them dꝛinke. 
On a time when the Romanes were 
at their ſacrifice in the pꝛelence of 7itus 
their Lowe , certapne of the pꝛieſtes 
came and beſought 7 its , that he woulde 
not kill chem. To whom Titus made 
aunſweare, Thy doo ye wplhe to lyue 


nowe , and not rather to dye with pour 
hꝛechꝛen that haue abidden death foz the 
Gods ſake of this hour? Then Titus 
commaunded his men to kyll them, 5 
0 
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ſo dyed they. After Schimeon and Iebocha- 
nan ſent embaſſadours to Titus to require 
peace: to whom Titus made aunſweare in 
this wyle, Pe alke this thing to late, and 
howe commech it to palle that ye nowe 
entreate fo2 your lyues, when that of ſa 
great a number of people, ve haue lefte 
none ſaue a very fewe. Then as alſo ye 
haue waſted all thinges molt cruelly and 
deſperately * Nowe after all theſe pour 
miſcheuous actes, ve require peace, which 
ye woulde neuer receyue ol me, although 
I delired you neuer ſo ofte, Fo? it pitied 
me to ſee your people, ſome to be bexed 
wich hunger, and ſome to be caſt out of che 
Citie without any buryall. But ye har⸗ 
dened pour neckes, and woulde neuer 
admit any peace, tyll all the people were 
deſtroyed , Therefoꝛe Titus repꝛehen⸗ 
ded them with many other wooꝛdes, ſave⸗ 
ing vnto them, Tell me you ſeditious, vou 
wicked and ſinfull perſuns, haue nat you 
ſlayne the people ofthe Loꝛde * you ſette 
his houſe on fy2e , vou bꝛought vppon 
this citte all this miſchicfe , Howe can 
you therefoꝛe perlwade pour ſelues , o2 
pꝛeſume to deſire the lalegarde . your 

ues ? 
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lyues ? and why wyll ye Hue alone of 
all the Sages „ righteous , innocent, 
godly , and holy menne , whom, ye 
haue flapne without any mercie? Howe 
may J commit this, not to be auenged of 
vou, that haue done me ſo much miſchiete? 
Pe deſire lyke, and yet perſeuer and con⸗ 
tinue in pour malice ſtill, holdyng your 
ſwoo2des in pour handes, and being in 
armes, neuercheleſſe, ye entreate me to 
ſaue pour lpues, Daue we not nowe taken 
the cittc,and alſo the temple, and the Senc⸗ 
tum ſanttorum? hade we not burnt it with 
fire? Chat is there left fo2 you to put any 
hope in? and what loke ye fo2 to remaine⸗ 
CUbecrefore caſt away your ſoq;des, and 
lay away pour armour , and then come 
vnto me and entreate me, and then thatl 
Iknowe what J haue to doo, peraduen- 
ture J ſhalbe gratious vnto pou , and 
pardon you pour lyues. The captaynes 
of the ſeditious „ Schimeon and Ieho- 
chanan made aini{weare to Titus, We 
haue ſwoꝛne by the Lowe our God, who 
is God of heauen and earch, that we wyll 
neuer beare thy poke , noꝛ ſerue thee , noꝛ 
make any peace with thee , to be itubrect 

vnta 
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vnto thee , Nowe therefoze pf it be thy 
pleaſure to ſhewe vs mercie, ſuffer vs to 
goe out of the citie , and we wyll take our 
iourncy into the wylderneſſe: whiche yl 
thou wylt graunt vs, we wyll repoꝛt that 
we haue found kauour at thy hande: vf not, 
we wyll remayne in this place to lee what 
we ſhall determine , and what maner of 
death we wyll dye. 

Then Litas heard this he Was woon⸗ 
derkully woth,and ſayde, Remapneth the 
pꝛide of pour hartes, and the hardneſſe of 
pour neckes yet with pou ſtill, alchough ye 
be taken? yet dare ye be ſo bolde to ſay, 
we haue ſwoꝛne that we wyl not beare thy 
poke ? Mea, ye haue ſwomevnto death, ko 
ye haue deſpiſed lyle, when as pour citie 
is wonne, the houle of the Santtum ſanc- 
torum is burnt, and no rekuge is lelt vou. 

CUyerewith then can pe put away 
your ignominie and ſhame, and what 
is pour hope pf a man myght alke? 
Then gave Titus commaundement 
to the Romanes „ that they thoulde 
not omitce any opoꝛtunitie to ſette vp- 
pon the leditious , and by one meanes 
02 other to deſtroy Schimcon and Je- 

hochanas, 
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boc banan . There was at that time a 
certayne man of the kynges blood, 
whoſe name was Serach, he accompa- 
nyed with all his bzethzen and ſonnes 
that were there with him of the kynges 
blood, came downe from the mount 
Dion to Titus, who recepued them ho- 
nozabl , and gently o2d2ed chem. 

hen I ehoglAman and Schimeon un 
be that Serach and the reſt were 
gone td hadde peelded them to Titus: 
they went and ſet fy2e vppon all that 
was in the kinges palace , that the Ro- 
manes ſhoulde haue no commoditie 
thereby. 


F Rom thence they went to the tem 
fe, where they founde certapne no- 

ble men and captaynes „ whom 7 tus 
hadde put in aucthozitie about the tem- 
ple, ot whom thee were chiete: one cap- 
tayne of the hozlemen the ſeconde of 
the charrettes, and the thirde ef the foote- 
men, him they killed, and tooke his 
tompanpon aliue. This belought them 
that hadde taken him, that he myght be 
bought to Scbimeon they? *

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et him (ſayth he) doo wich me as he lyſk, 


and in this one thing let me linde fauour 
at your handes, They agreed, and bꝛaught 


him to Schimeon, who conmaunded his 


ſerummtes, aſſoone es he was come, to 
ſlea him. But whyle he that was appoyn⸗ 
ted to this buſtneſſe made delay, and kyl⸗ 
led him not by and by, he whypt downeof 
the hyll, eltaned, and came to Titus, Ho 
commaunded him out ok his ſight , being 
moch with him, that he hadde not auge 
bnto death, rather chen to be taken quiche. 
But with the Jewes was he woonder⸗ 
fully diſpleaſed , that they hadde ſo diſ⸗ 
pitefiilly ozdered his meme: whereto2e 
he commaunded to kill all the Jewes, as 
many as coulde be founde in the ſtreeles 
of che citie, whom he woulde haue ſpa⸗ 
red befoꝛe, and cauſed pꝛoclamation to 
be made th2ovohout all his campe fox 
their ſatette . Then dyed many cf the 
Jewes, ſo that euery place was full of 
dead bodyes , The menne of warre of the 
Edomites whiche were with Schime⸗ 
on, perteyuing how? the matter went, 
they ſent Embaſſadonrsto Titus, ta deſire 
peace, and to ſaue their lines ; —_ 
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when it came to Schimeons care, he went 
vnto them, and ſlue the chicte of them, and 
cheir noble men: the reft of the people of 
the Edomites ficode vnto 7 7t«s, From 
that tune forth , Tut commaunded his 
men to vie no moꝛe crueltie vppon the 
Tewes , Doone after fledde Je hoc hanan 
and Schi neon, and hyd them ſelues in cer- 
tayne caues. The reſt ofthe chicke men of 
the Jewes chat were wich them, ſeeing 
them nowe to be fled, came downe from 


mount vnto tu, c fel doume vpon they 


face befoze him vpon the grounde, whom 
Titus receyued cently . As to? the ſedi⸗ 
tious that were wich Schimeon and le- 
Hoc hanan „ they fought tyll they all dy⸗ 
ed togeather. Then came foo2th vnto 
Titus one Ioſua a pꝛieſt, ſonne of Schaf- 
tai the high pꝛieſt, bunging wich hum 
two candelſtickes of golde whiche were 
inthe ſanctuarie, and the tables ol golde, 
wich other veſlelles of liluer and golde, 
and allo the holy veſtures decked with 
golde and p2ecious ſtanes, all thoſe he 
gaue vn o 7 itus: who made him chiete 
pꝛieſt auer them that remapned , nert 
bnto Je/epb the pꝛieſt: foꝛ 7 u,⁸rů gaue 
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Toſeph aurthoꝛitie aſwell ouer the pꝛieſtes 
and Leuites, as ouer the whole neople of 
the Lewes. Then was Corion the father of 
Toſeph that write this hiſtoꝛie, bought 
out of che pꝛiſon with his wyfe and chyl⸗ 
dꝛen, among whom was one Bonian Jo- 
ſephes pounger hꝛocher, he was a very 
wyſe and a godly pꝛielt, by whom GOD 
beſtowed many benelites vpon the Jlrae- 
lites. Foꝛ Titus lefte him at Dteruſalem, 
and tooke him not with him, as he dyd Jo⸗ 
ſeph , Ioſephes father liued after the citie 
was taken. 20. moneches, and dyed, They 
fooke then alſo one Phineas a pꝛieſt, 
who was keeper of the treaſure houſe, RY || 
he bewꝛayed and detected to the Roz 00 Heer 5 ee 
manes all the treaſures of the W "to v 0 Crema . = 
and their veſtmentes: he g 
bnto Titus a moſt _ pe wi 
[weete odours and 
garmentes alſo of purple; whiche the 
kynges of the ſeconde temple hadde 
geuen , CUherefoze both this Phine ar 2 
and Ioſua whom we mentioned afoze, 
tranſgreſſed the couenaumt ofthe Lode, 
and offended GOD , in that they deliue⸗ 
red his iewelles to the enimies of his 
people, 
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people, whiche they ought not to haue 
done, but rather to haue dyedfoq the glozp 
ofthe Lozde, as the other pꝛieſtes dyd, 
which caſt them ſelues into the fyꝛe. Thus 
was the citie ol Hieruſalem taken, with al 
the pꝛecious thinges that were therein:

Straight way he lent to them Embaſla- 
dours to make peace with them, and he 
woulde let them haue vittayles, vpon this 
condition, that they ſhoulde not ſpoyle his 
countrey. They made anſweare, It lo be 
it he woulde keepe them, and let chem 
haue foode foꝛ the ſpace of one moneth, tyl 
the come in thep2 owne countrey were 
rype, chey woulde returne home agayne at 
the monethes ende.

There⸗ 
foze whyle they paſled trough his coun- 
trep goyng towarde theyꝛ owne, Mithri- 
dates made warre vpon them,but his men 
were beaten downe bythe Alanites, lyke 
as Camelles fall vpon the ground when a 
ſtrong man treades chem downe , Then 
one ol the young men of the Alanices in 
deſpite put a rope vpon Mithridates neck, 
and dꝛewe hym after hym, vnto his great 
ſhame, Mithridates gate out his ſwootde, 
and cut a ſunder the rope and fledde. To 
whom the Alanites lookpng backe,ſapde, 
Goe thy way, geat thee home, and mooue 
na moꝛe warre vpon vs hereafter, foꝛ we 
were not mynded to waſte thy lande, noꝛ 
yet to kyll thy people. Fo2 if we had euer 
entended it, could we not haue done it long 
ago, when as nothing is betwirt vs + you, 
but the moumtaynes of Ararat? But we 
were of this mynde, that we ſhould greats 
ly offende co ky men of ourowne ſhape 
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and lykeneſſe. See nowehowe Alexander, 
whiche went about to ſubdite the whole 
carth, and to declare his power, cloſed vs 
bp within our lande: why? becauſe he was 
afrapde we ſhoulde come out vpon hym. 
But we laught hm to ſroꝛne when he did 
it. If we had lyſted, we cotilde haue letted 
hym from ſhutting vs in, and to make no 
peace wich hym: but we forced nat of his 
doynges. Fo? it is cur cuſtome to keepe 
vs within our countrey, we feeke none o- 
ther lande, when as our owne land is bet⸗ 
ter chen any other. It pleaſed vs wel that 
he encloſed vs, that the cruel wyid beaſtes 
whiche are in the mountaynes of Ararat 
coulde haue no paſſage to bs. The caule 
why we came out nowe, was nothyng ele, 
thenthat we were greeued with a great 
dearth: and we determmed to be no lon 
ger from home, then tyl our owne kruites 
were rype. ⁊ then to reumne, s vou ſee we 
boa. It we had ben mynded to winne your 
land, had we not ben able vtterly to haue 0: 
uercome you, ⁊ to haue gotten the domint: 
on outer pou? but neither ye no? vour coun 
trey dꝛd ener delite vs greatly, fo2 our ma 
ners differ far from yours, Behold pkyng 
of 
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8f Madai, when he had kept vs fo2 a mo⸗ 
nech, we dyd him no harme, we are not 
wont to hurt men as ye are, that can not 
be content with your owne ſtate, but mutt 
encroche vppon other mens inheritaunce. 
Nowe therefoze noe and returne to pour 
oune countrey, and ſo wyll we to ours, 
without dooing vou any moꝛe harme: 
wheretoꝛe pe neede not be afrayde of bs. 
So the Alanites went home to their owne 
countreys, hauyng llayne of Mit hridates 
people thꝛee hundꝛed thouſande men, and 9 
neuer a one of cheyꝛ owne was kiſled, 
Titus hearyng of this, was deſirous to 1 new * 
goe vnto them, to let them vnderſfande 
his valiauntneſſe: but he coulde not com⸗ 
paſſe it, becaule all his beſt menne were 
ſpent in p warres at Hteruſalem,Uhere- 
foe he determined to return? to Rome, 
after he had taken Hierialem , where he 
abode as yet beſides Antochia. There he 
had intelligence that diuers of the Jewes 
were geathered togeather , with whom 
was Eleaſar the ſome of Anani the pꝛieſt, 

who duryng the ſiege , fled vnto a cer- 
taine holde, called Mezira, wherevpon 
many of the Jewes reſoꝛted to hym.

Empire.CUherefoze he made out ag ynſt 

him, and ſent thyther one dic ham a noble 
man of Rome, with a great hoaſt to be 

ſiege Meira but he coulde not geat it. 
Whereto:e he ſent vnto 7 tvs fo2 an iron 
Ranmne , to battcr the walles withall, 
hiche after he had receyued, he beatte 

downe che walles of Meira therewith, 

The Jewes ſeeing chat, rayſed a great 
coumtermure within of wood aud timber,

ter that, they allaulted ÿ towne from moz- 

nyng tyl night, at what tyme p Romanes 
left of ſuppoling they were not able topyc- 
uayle agaynſt Eleaſars defehce inp darke. 
2 Leaſar in the meane ſeaſon called an 
aſſemblie of all che chiefe men of the 
Tewes that were wich him, and ſaide vn 

to them in this wyſe. Come hyther ye 

{cede of Abꝛaham, and kingly pꝛieſthood, 

4 whiche haue vnttil this day cuer pꝛeuay

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led agaynſt the enimies of God: Let vs 
heare your aduiſe what is beſt to be done 
agaynſt i this multitude that is conmen 
vpon vs at vnwares. Pe fee that at this 
time chiefly it becommeth vs to folow the 
courage and valiauntneſſe of our fozefa- 
thers, wherewith they were in tyme palt 
indued, Conſyder moꝛeduer , that euery 
thyng hach his end, and there are ſome⸗ 
tymes in wares, when as men are wont 

to fo' owe 5 purſute, ſometime to flee from 
the ſame whom they purſued, and to hum ⸗· 
ble them ſelues beloꝛe them. And it i no 


ſhame to be humbled and diſg raced, when as 
all thinges haue their determinate ende. Al- 
beit whoſo is of a haut courage, he muſt 
ſo eſtabliſhe his hart, that he quaile not 
wich feare, then ſhall he be deemed a vali⸗ 
aunt man! If ye theretoꝛe be of that cou⸗ 
rage that ye feare not death , then wyll J 
call you valtaunt men, x woozthylp? Con· 
(vder the fo:titude of AY raham our father, 
and the facte that he dyd: fo2 hating but 
one onely ſonne, whom Sara bare vnta 
him in her age, he neuer ſtaggerd noꝛ 
ſtayed at it to offer him vp to the Loꝛde 
God — Foꝛ he thought 

- WK not 
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not that He ſhoulde kyll him, but per⸗ 
ſwaded him ſelfe molt certaynely, that he 
Houlde pꝛomote him to the life and lyght 
ofthe Lowe, foꝛaſmuche as foꝛ the loue of 
God, at his commaundement, he ſhould 
haue killed hun. lay the thing that Joſ⸗ 
chiiahu the iuſt king dyd, who ſetting at 
noumht this mnerched lyte, and aſpiring to 
everlaſting felicitie, woulde not auoide the 
ieopardie ok his lpfe , when as he might 
haue done it, Foꝛ although Pharao Necho 
ſaide he came not agaynſt him, but againſt 
the king of the CHaldees, pet woulde not 
Toſchiiabu|heare him, but rather p2ocee- 
dyng a Pharao in axmes, was ſlaine 
in the batayle, and went vnto that great 
tight in the garden ol paradile , whiche is 
the lot and enheritaunce ofthe iuſt. Ae 
knowe that in this woꝛlde no man recey⸗ 
uech the rewarde ol his righteouſneſſe, but 
it is layde vp foꝛ him in the other woꝛlde: 
where he ſhall reape the fruite of his righ- 
teouſnelſe, ÿ he hath ſowne in this woꝛlde. 
Neyther dooch long lyfe in this wozlde 
pꝛoſite a man to the obteyning of euerla⸗

into lyght: like as contrarywyſe, ſhozt- 
neſſe of lyle hindꝛech no man from euerla⸗ 
ſting happineſſe, yf lo be it his ſoule haue 
— thoſe thinges that parteyne to 
the woꝛlde to come, Foꝛ Abel, which was 
ſlayne ol his bꝛother, liued no long life: yet 
when he had ended it, he obteyned euerla⸗ 
ſting reſt: But Can, chat lined long in this 
woride, was a wanderer and a runnagate 
in this earch, and after this lyfe , went to 
perpetuall miſerie . Nowe therefoze mp 
brethien , vr we allo ſhall lyue any lon⸗ 
ger, our Ivfe ſhalbe a miſerable lyfe, and 
our dayes, dayes of vanitie and trauell: 
yea, our ſaule as long as it ſhall remayne 
in this body, it ſhalbe tolled wich great 
tribitlation: but yf it once goe faoꝛch, then 
Gall it retopce , and neuer be afraype, 
And all the dayes chat it is in the body, 
it neuer lynnech weeping and mour⸗ 
nyng : fo2 it is che ſpirite of lyte, whiche 
is hedged in within the body , lin⸗ 

nowes , bones , and other members, 
none otherwpſe hen yr it were bounde 
wich chapnes . The ſpirite is alſo that 
whiche quickneth the feſhe, that is ta- 
ken ok the duſt ofthe earth , fo2 fleſhe carr 
not 
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not quicken the ſpirite. Beſides this, the 
ſpirite is that whiche oblerueth and mar: 
keth the fleſhe, and ſearcheth the woozkes 
thereof, fo long as it is in the body. Yea, 
the fleſhe can not ſee the ſptrite, but the 
ſprrice ſeeth the fleſhe alwayes, neyther is 
there any member of the body hidde from 
it. The eyes allo of the body can not per- 
ceyue what time the ſptrite reſozteth tothe 
flethe, and departeth from the ſame, foz 
fac e the ſpirite of man, whiche is his | 
au od from heayen: but the fleſhe is taken 

the earth. Uherefoze che ſoule may re- 
mayne without the body, but not likewyſe 
the body without the ſoule: and when the 
ſpirite comes to the fleſhe , it viſitech it 
as a neighbour is wont to goe and ſce 
his neighbour, and quickeneth it: and 
when agapne it departeth from it, the 
fleſhe vpech ,and yf the ſoule wyil folowe 
the deſires of the fleſhe, chen this is p death 
of the ſoule: but pf it geue no eare vnto 
the fleſhe , then ſhall the ſoule come to the 

light of life, and the fleſhe ſhall dye, 


-Cheretoze the ſoule is glad when it de- 
parteth out of the body, like ag one that 


hath benne bounde , is well apadde when 
he 
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he is dimiſſed out ol pyyſon . Fo? all the 


whyle that the ſoule is kept cloled in the 
fleſhe, it is as it were a ſlaue, in moſt hard 
and greeuous bondage vnder a hard mai⸗ 
ſter. Therefoze when it departeth from 
the body, it is glad, becauſe it muſt goe to 
the garden of Paradiſe. Thus ye ſee that 
in this life the ſoule is compared to a bond 
ſeruant and laue. Muche mote then this 


dpd he diſcourſe of the immoꝛtalitie and 


bleſledneſſe of the ſoule befoze them, whi- 
che we haue omitted here. And makyng 
then a digreſſion from that, he lamented 
and wept moſt bitterly foꝛ the caſe of the

whiche in al ages only once a peere entred 
into it But nowe, O Hierulalem, thou 
waſt once repleniſhed with people, and re- 
novwmed amongſt kings. beloued of God, 
in thee was eſtabliſhed the [rate of tie 
kingdome of iuſtice and iudgemeut, whole 
ſtreetes were paued with moſt pꝛetious 
marble , whole walles gliſtered and ſhi⸗ 
ned with the ſame ſtone, whole gates 
euery one were plated with golde and 
ſpluer, whole walles were buylded wich 
great ſtones moſt honourablie , whole 
Mꝛieſtes in the middes of te lanctuarie; 


ipke to angelles of GOD and Pꝛinces 
ol holyneſſe, wich ſacrifices and burnt ol 


keringes, made the Loꝛde louyng to thee 
and thy pcople, Howe art thou nowe ſtul⸗ 
fed ful of llayne men and carkaſes,whiche 

haue 
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haue peryſhed, ſome by the ſwoozde, ſome 
by famine ? and howe are thy ſonnes chat 
dwelt in thee, and che ſtrangers allo that 
reſoꝛted vnto thee , to honour thy feaſtes, 
hbzought to ruine nowe in thee * Yowe art 
thou fallen from the height of thy pꝛyde, 
and how art thou let a re 4 b2ent even vn⸗ 
to thy fundatione, and art left deſolate and 
ſolitarie? Nhat eye is ſo hard that can be⸗ 
holde thee? what hart ſo ſfonic that can az 
bide to ſee thee * owe art thou become a 
burying place of carkaſes? and howe are 
thy ſtreetes made voyde and deſtitute of 
lyuyng creatures ? and they whiche here: 
tofoze were repleniſhed with lyuing, are 
nowe ſtuffed with dead. Howe hath the 
alhes of fire couered thee , that the ſunne 
cannot come at hee? Howe doo the aun⸗ 
cient men whiche in tymes pal? did lit in 
the middeſt of thee, in the ſeate of wyſe⸗ 
dome, iudgement, and iuſtice, nowe chey 
lit by the carkaſes of they? chyldꝛen, to 
dyue away crowes ct beaſtes from them, 
hauing theyꝛ hoare heades beſpꝛinckled 
with duſt and athes, in ſteede of theyꝛ glo⸗ 
rie * And thoſe women thy daughters that 
are leſt, they remapne in the We of

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chem that made thee deſolate,not that they 
may lyue, but to be vnhalowed and pollu⸗ 
ted? who ſhal ſee all theſe thynges in On. 
and ſhal deſpꝛe to lyue, rather then to dye; 
who knowyng thy magnilicence that thou 
haddeſt ol late, and nowe ſhal ſee thine ig: 
nominie and che diſhonour of the lame, wil 
not choſe to dye: And woulde God we had 
ben dead befoꝛe, that we might not haue 
ſeene in thee thy repꝛoche: o2 who woulde 
bzyng to paſſe that we might lacke eyes, 
that we ſhoulde not be compelled to (ce 
theſe milchiefes that are in the middes of 
thee? And beholde we lyue a moſt ſoꝛow⸗ 
ful lyfe, fo2 our enimies euen nowe afoze 
we be dead, caſt lottes vpon our ſonnes 
and daughters, to diuide them amongſt 
them to be their ſeruantes # handmaydes. 
hen Eleaſar had ended this lamentati⸗ 
on, he ſpake to the people that was with 
hym, thus.

Foz yt ye doo this, ug 
leeſe without all daubt all places that ate 
pꝛepared f you in the woꝛlde ot ryghte⸗ 
oufneſſe, neyther ſhall ye haue any part in 
the light of lyfe. Dea rather with pour 
owne handes kyll chem: Fo2 yl ye wyll 
doo ſo, they ſhalbe counted as ſacrifices 
moſt acceptable vato God, And that done, 
we wyll after ilſue out vpon our enimies, 
and fight agaynſt chem tyll we dye vali⸗ 
aumtly fo2 the gloꝛy ofthe Loꝛde. Foꝛ we 
wyll neuer ſitffer them to binde vs with 
bondes and chaynes, as bande ſlaues in 
the handes of the vncircumciſed. Neycher 
wyll we fee our amcient men to be haled 
by the beardes befoze our eyes moſt mile⸗ 
rably , noꝛ pet our maydes, wwues, and 
daughters to be pꝛophaned, vnhalowed, x 
deflowꝛed, noꝛ our ſonnes cryeing to vs, 
and we can nat helpe them.

Theſe men therefoze 
went and gathered togeather their wpues 
and daughters, embꝛaced them, and kiſſed 
them, ſayeing, Is it not better foꝛ you to 
dye in your holy countrey honoꝛably, chen 
to be ledde away into bondage with great 
ignominie and ſhame into che landes of 
pour enimies, and be compelled to dye be⸗ 
foꝛe the idolles of the Gentiles * Thele 

ſayinges when the people had heard, they 

dꝛoue fooꝛth that night in great ſoꝛowe 

and penſtueneſſe, wecpyng and makyng 

great lamentation: but they all conteſt 

wich one accoꝛde, chat chey had rather dyt 

then line, Therkoꝛe aſſoone as it was day, 
Eleaſars companyons kylled cheir wpues 
and childꝛen, and caſt their bodyes into the 
ceſternes and welles that were in Aeg. 
z4h,courring + ſtopping them with earth,

Þ Ut Titus left a remnaunt of 7/rael in 
the citie nab, and the villages chere⸗ 
about, + in the citie Bitter, and Aoſſa, and 
their villages: in whiche place FNabban Jo- 
chanan ſonne of Sakkai was appoynted 
chiefe. Bonian the pꝛieſt, younger byother 
to Ioſeph the pꝛieſt, was put in aucchoꝛitie 
by Titus foꝛ Toſephes ſake, ouer all che 
Jewes whiche were at Z jeruſ alem, At p 
ſame time was Faſchbag a prince of I/r4- 
el put to death, and Iſchmael ſome of Eli. 
cha the high pꝛteſt. Moꝛeouer, 7 itus was 
minded to haue put Rabban Gamaliel, fa: 
ther of Reſebbag to death : but Rabban Jo- 
chanan ſorme of Sali made ſute fo him, 
t obteyned pardon foꝛ his life. This Rab- 
ban Tochanan was he that came foorth of 
Hieruſalem, in h beginning when / aſþ4ſian 
facher of Titus came kyaſt againſt Hieru- 


ſalem, whom V af paſian honoured greatly: 


inſomuch as when he returned to Rome , 
he commended this Nabban Joc hanan to 
his forme Titus, commamdyng him to 
honour hym , foz he percepued he was 
Rk tit a wyſe 
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a wyſe man. Titus raigned two yeeres 
after he hadde taken Hieruſalem , and 
dyed . Me was a very eloquent man, 
expert inthe Latine and Greeke tongue, 
Ewitt divers woozkes in both » tongues, 
He laued moſt entirely iuſtice and equi⸗ 
tie: fo he waſted the citie of Hieruſalem 
agaynſt his woll, and being compelled 
therevnto , Yea all the miſchiele that 
came vpon it, happened though 
che malice x 
of che ſeditious, as we 
haue touched 
bekoꝛe. 
And thus karre of the 
warres ok the

eq Thus endeth the de- 
ſtruction of Hie- 


ruſalem. 
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He Iſraelites were ten tymes led 

into captiuitie, Foure times by the 

hands of Sanherib, and foure times 

by Nabuchadnezar,once by V a5þa- 

ſian, and once by ſuperſtitions Adrian. 

Firſt inuaded them Sanberib, and tran{po- +. i 
ſed the Rubenites,the Gadites, and the halle Sennac herib. | 
tribe of MAanaſſe. De tooke away allo e i 
golden Calfe which Teroboamthe larme of Ih 
Nebat had made. He led them into Halah, 

Habur, to the floodde of Gon, and ta the 

cities of the Medes. This captiuitie was

$auherib per- eyght peeres, he made warres agaynſt 


aduentu re. 


Hieruſalem , byyngyng with him the 
Chuteans heretickes out of Babylon, 
E thiopia , Hemates, Awim , and Sephay- 
uauim: and as he warred vppon des, 
he took? in that countrey a hundꝛed and 
fiftic cities, in the whiche there were two 
tribes, Jada and Simeon, whom he tooke 
with him, and cauſed chem fooꝛe with 
to be ledde in o Ha/ah and 7b 7, vntyll 
che kyng of the Ethiopians rebelled a 
gaynſt him, whoſe kyngdome was on the 
hinder partes of Ee yt. Then takyng 
Inda & Simeon with him, he made warre 
with the kyng of Ethiopia. So the holy 
and bleſſed God placed them in darke 
mountaynes. Mere was foure captiut- 

ties, 
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ties, whereby tenne tribes went into erile 
by S anherib. There remapned pct of Ju- 
d. Io. M. and of Beniamin. I 30. P. in 
Hieruſalem, ouer whom raigned Hi lia- 
hu. Moꝛeouer, Sanherib came out of Ft hio- 
pia agaynſt Hieruſalem the fifth time, lea⸗ 
dyng with him. 110. thouſande : but the 
holy Lowe onerthzewe hym there , as it 
is mitten, 4nd the Angel of the Lorde iſſu- 
ing foorth, (mate in the houſe of Aſſur.175, 
thouſande menne , Mis people therefoze 
was ſlapne, and no man lefte but Sanberib 
and his two ſonnes , and Nabuchadnetygr, 
and Nebu/aradan , This [laughter was in 
the fourtienth peere of Hi liabu. From 
whiche ouerth2owe , vntyll the time that 
Nabuc hadne gar inuaded the Jewes , in 
the raigne of Ieholal im, were a hundzed

The fourth veere of Ieboial im came 
Nabuchadnezgr the tilt time, and ca- 
ryed away thee thouſande and twentie, 
and thee ofthe tribes of Jada and Ben- 
iamin, and. of other tribes ſeuen thou- 
ſande,all the able men, and al their” w- 
er, bindyng them with chaynes.

they ledde Teremie and Baruch with them 
into Egypt. This is the eyght captiuitie. 
Then the 1/raelites that remayned alpue 
in Egypt; departed vnto Alexandria, and 
remayned in it vntyll they grewe and en⸗ 
creaſed bnto many thoulandes: and who 
ſolawe not their glozp, ſawe no glozp in 
his tyme. Foz there was in it the ſanctua- 
rie, che aulter, che offeringes, incenſes, che 
oꝛdinaunce ol bead, ot faces, the houſes of 
ſtudies, ſchooles without number, men 
ol great [ubtaunce , richeſſe, and power. 
But wicked Trog ianus made warre vpon 
them, and ſlue very many ofthem.

Atter che deſalation ol the firſt houle 
70.yeeres, Cyrus the fonne of E. her (ent 
vnto Nehemia , Zerobebel , Baruth, and 
his whole ſocictie , and they buylded the 
ſeconde houſe , Then after ,4. vecres of 
the raigne of Cyrus , alter the houſe was

and the Ilraclites were afflicted and vex- 
ed vnder Cy7«s,fo2 the ſpace of.

Then came Alexander, che kyng of Ma⸗ 
cedonia and ſlue C yrus, and when he hadde 
raigned. 12. yceres, he dyed , After him
